The holy Euangeliſts Saint Zuke c4.24.ver.13. and Saint Tohrs 
cap.1 1.ver.8.reckon the way by turlongs: Saint Zeke ſaith the 
Towne Emaus was diſtant Cm lcruſalem (1xtic furlongs z and 
Saint /o/7: (aith Bethania was fifteenefurlongs diftant from Ieru- 
falem. Whence itappeareth that Emaus was diſtant from Ieru- 
falem, almoſt two Duch miles, ſeuen Wallon miles and a halte ; 
and Bcthania almoſt halfe a Duch mile, whichis a mile, ahaltfe, 
and halfe a quarter. 

Joſephus writeth, that Mount Oliuet was diſtant from Ieruſa- 
lem five furlongs, that is, a little more then halfe a quarter of a 
Duch mile,whichis halfean Italian mile,and halfe a quarter.The 
ſame og ſaith, That the circuit of the Citie Jeruſalem was 
three and thirtie furlongs, a Duch mile and halfe a quarter : O- 
ther ſay it was foure miles in compalle, which being vnderſtood 
of Italian or Wallon miles,mak<e little or no difference at all ; ſee- 
ing it is but the halfe of a halfe quarter ofa Duch mile. 

Strabo writeth that the Citie of Babylon was 380. furlongs in 
circuit,thatis, twelue Duch miles. The circuit of Samaria was 
wwentie furlongs, thatis, halfea Duchand halfea quarter, which 
is'two Italian miles and a halte. 

How the Romans meaſured their miles. 

T He Romans meaſuredrtheir miles by paces, which they call 

paſſws,and that kind of mealuring is done after this manner :

This Ciric, being 
the Metropolita't or principalleſt Citic of the lewes, ſtoodin the 
Trybe of Beniamin; at the firſt it was called Salem, thatis, Peace- 
abl:: when Melchiſedech, the Prieſt of God,raigned therein,which 
he allo built after the Deluge ( as Joſephs and Egeſippres write. ) 

ut ar thattime, it was not verie great, for it ſtood onely vpon 
Mount Syon. Mount Moriah , where Abrahim would haue 
offered his fonne 1/auc, ood withour the Citie, and after that 
they tooke 1t into the Citic , as when time ſeruetk it [hall be 
declared. 

Atter the death of Aelchiſedech,vnto whom Abrahampaydthe 
Tythes ot all his goods , the Tebuſites dweltinthe Citic of le- 
rulalem,and had the dominion of itand the land thereabours in 
th:ir ſubicction, calling the Cirie Icbus, after their name which 
name itheld a longtime, as wee read in /o/#ah the 10. Iudges 1. 
and 2. Samuel 1. Butat the lait 10ab King Dauids Generall of his 
armic, wan it, and draue the Tebutires our of it, and called it Ic- 
rulalem , that 1s, 4 /i24t or w4i/ion of Peace.

Ount Syon ſtood Northwards inthe Citic Icruſalem, and 
was much higher thanall the other Hills that were therein, 
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Of the ( itte leruſalem. 9 
therefore it was called Syon,thatis a watch Tower,becauſe from © 
thence one might ſee all the Holy land, & all the countries there- 
about: vpon this Hill the vpper Cirie was built , which in the 
Scripture is called the Citicot Dawid,becauſe Dawid wan it from 
the lebutires,and beaurified it with many goodly houſes and faire 
and coſtly buildings ; bur eſpecially with his houſe of Cedar 
wood,whichhe termed the Caſtle of Syon , which ſtood Welt- 
wards atthe corner of the Hill, looking into Bethlehem South- 
wards. In thathoule Dauid dwelt, and therein committed adul- 
eerie with Ber{eba,the witeof Yr1ah the Hittite 3 whoſe houſe allo, 
with the places of diuers priuic Councellors and Officers, ſtood. 
vpon the ſaid Hill, not farre trom the Kings Palace, as Joſepbwus 
writeth. 

Beneath King Dawids houſe, vpon Mount Syon, within a 
Rocke,there was to be ſeenc the Sepulchre or vault wherein king 
Dawd,Salomon his lonne, and other ſucceeding Kings of Iuda, 


were cntombed and buried. | 
Vpon Mount Syon alſo (towards the Eaſt) King Herod had a 


Garden of pleaſure,not farre from the Fountaine called Silo,Ne- 
hemia!) 3.and therealſoſtood the Tower of Silo, whereof Luke 
inthe 13 chapter maketh mention. 

loſephus(in the warres ofthe lewes, his firſt bookeand ſixteenth 
chapter) ſaith, That King Herod ( vnder whom Chriſt Icſus was 
borne ) had two faire and (trong houſes or Towres, '\hich he ſet 
and madein the vpper partofthe citic of ſeruſalem,vpon Mount 
Syon,which were in a manner comparable with the Temple for 
beautifulneſle,which he calledaftter the name of his friends; 'the

This may ſuthce to declare the ſcituation of the ypper Citie, 
which ſtood vpon Mount Syon,and conteined in circuit fifteenc 
furlongs, which isabout halfe a mile. This vppermoſt Citic in 
the ſacred Scripture is called the Citie of Dawid,it was alfo called 
Millo, that is, f/neſſe or plentie,, tor in it there was no want, but 
aboundanceof all things. 
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Of the ſkeppes which aſcended downe from the Citic of g 


Dauid wnto the lower Citie—, 


Noun Sion whereon the vpper Citie of [eruſalem did ſtand, 
was ſuch an high hard hill,and ſo ſteepe, that no man could 
climbeor aſcend vnto it by any way or meanes but onely one, 

thatis, by ſteps ; for in the middle thereof there was a great 

paire of Staircs made , which diſcended from Daw4ds Ci- 

tie vnto the lower Citic,into the valley or Dale of Gates, called 

Thnis,z6, Thyrorcion,which ſtaires were ſeuen hundred &eighty* foot high, 
yards in as lohannes Heydonius writeth ; & beneath in the valley of Thyre- 
_ rejon, oucragainſt the valley of Cedron,at the foot of the ſtaires 
ſtood a gate, which was called the gate of Sion; and they which , 

went vp into Mount Syon mult paſſe through that gate, and ſo ' 

vp thole ſtaires. But it is thought neucrthelelſe thatin ſome other 

art of the Hill,there was ſome winding or oblique way made, 

by which Horſes and Chariots by little and little might aſcend. ;8

Ount Moriah ſtood Eaſtward within Icruſalem, which was 
a moſt hard ſtomie Hill, from whence towards theriling of | 
the Sunne men by ſtaires might caſily diſcend ; bur round abour KF 
onthe other three (ides, it was ſteepe and vnapproachable,likea 
ftone - 
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ſtone wall : yet it was not ſo high as Mount Sion, howbeit it was 
excceding high, extending and reaching 699 foore in heigth* 
and on the top thereof was a verie faire plaine, likevnto thatof 
Mount Sion,whercon in times paſt .brahaw builded an Altar, 
and would haue offered his ſonne Y/aac fora Sacrifice,Gen.22.

On the ſame place where 
the Barne of Arafna the Iebulite ſtood, King Salomon alſo did 
build the Temple, 1.

Within the Temple there was the moſt ſacred Quire, which 
ſtood at the Weſtend thereof,the which Quire was formed foute 
ſquare,that is,twentieells broad,long,and high. This Quire was 
called the Holy of Holie#, wherein it was lawtull for no man to 
enter, butthe high Priett;and he alſo but once in ayeare, which 
was onthe Feaſt day of the Propitiatorie Sacrifice, to appeaſe 
Gods wrath. In the middle part of the Quire there ſtood two 
Cherubins,made of Olue wood,couered all over with fine gold, 
whole faces & formes werelike vato young children; the heigth 
of them wastenells; cach of them had two wings, which were 
ſuc ells broad; they ſtood once againſt che other,ſo that with 
the innermoſt wings they touched together, and the vttermoſt 
fides of the wings touched thelides of the Quire ; their faces 1o0- 
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wards the Eaſt In the middle,vnder the wings ofthe Cherubins, 
was placed the Arke of the Couenant. Buratter the Babylonian 
Capriuitic,the Arke of the Couenant ſtood no more there; for 
then the Holy of Holieſt was emptie, and nothing ſcene inthe 
ſecond Temple, butthe two Cherubins,as is aforeſaid. Thewalt 
of this Quire was of pure gold, excellent faire andcurioully gra- 
uer!: in this wall ot the moſt holy Quire,there wasa gate made all 
ofgold,which had two leaues or little doores that openedand 
ſhut, verie curiouſly emboſſed; through which doores meh wene 
into the moſt holy Quire,where the Lord did anſwer by 7rim& 
Thammin,there the Cherubins ſtood : and before that gaterhere 
did hang a rich Vaile or Curtaine,which was made of hne Silke, 
wouen verie artificially, wherein there was wrought the piture 
of the Cherubins, with ncedle worke of diuers colours.

Beforethe moſt acred Quire, there was builded, towards the 
Eaſt,a place within the Temple,containing fortie ells in length, 
twentiein breadth,and thirtic in heigth, cloſed vp on both ſides 
with golden walls, which was calledthe Holy Place or Sanua- 
ric of the Temple ; wherein no man might enter but onely the 
Prieſt, when he offered Incenſe and prayed vnto God. fn the 
middle of thatholy place , there ſtood an Altar, couered with 
plates of gold,neere vnto which the Angel Gabrielappeared vn- 
ro Facharias,and brought him theglad ridings, That EL;zabethhis 
wite ſhould bearc him a ſonne,whoſe name ſhould be John, who 
{hould prepare the way of Chriſt. At the Southendof this Al- 
tar,vpon the one (ide,ſtood the holy Candleſticks ; and ar the o»- 
therend on the other ſide, ſtood a golden Table, whereonthe 
Shew Bread was ſet.

ſhblero bee wonne , but with extreame difficultie and great 
abour. When the gate was fired, the gold thatrannefromir:

Pon the North lay that Sheep-told, or ſequeſterd place, cal- 
inthe hftof lob Betheſda, which had hue Porches, or Xens- / 
dechius (as ſome would hauec it:) Here cattel] cameto drinke,and 
the Prieſts vſcd to waſh their Sacrifices , b:cauſe no vncleane 
beaſt might come within the Temple, nor any thing that was 
foule or ſpotted, be offered vpon the Altar. The water was of 
reddilh colour,and ran into that placein/great abundance; and 
therefore it was called the houſe ofeffulion or pouring out.

This outrage was ſo cruell, that all trangers which inha- 
bired within the town,pitied their miſerie: but eſpecially Queene 
Bernice,who being partly frighted with their [hreckes, partly mo-

Mi hb 10 
þ wr rows Northwardin Icruſalem, and betweenc it and 
the Lillowers ditches caſt. It had ewo townes 
ſtanding vpon it, diuided withtwo walls, and was commonly 
called the Suburbs:/ the riame of the one, which lay neereſtto 
Mount Moriah, wascalledthe ſecond Citie; the other, that lay 
the North,was called/Neapolis, or the new towne. Inthc 
dwelt Hulda theProphe:clle, and { achar#as the father of 
Saint Jobn Baptiſt,2.Kin.22.2. .2.Cbr.3 4. Nehem,, Joſepb.lib,1 0. 
cap.5.It was adorned with many faircand lumptuous buildings; 
amongftwhich was tharPrincely houſe of Herod Aſcalonites, that 
catand mightic King ofthe lewes, inwhoſe time our Sauiour 
riſt was borne, This houſe was ſumptuoully built, ſupported 
and adorned with pillars of marble polithrt ; and fo ſpacious,that 
in oneroome thereohthere mightſtanda hundred Tables. The 
hall alſo was verie great,and richly guilded with refined goldin-_ 
termixt with (tluer. About it were many pleaſantand delectable 
walls,goodly gardens and fountaines for: pleaſure :-it was com> 
paſt with a wall of politht marble thirne cubites high. And (ag 
Valerixs writeth) in that houſe Herod cauſed Chriit to bemocked, 
puta long white garment vpon him in contempt,and ſo ſent him 
to Pilas, Herealſo wasaprilon,in which Peter was kept, when 
the Angellofthe Lord delvered him Ads 12. aig]

His lay without the walls ot thecitie, and became inhabited 

by reaſon ofthegreat concourſe of people that flocked thi- 
ther : for intimespalſt,there were no inhabitanrs,and Rood yÞoA 
the North {ide ofthe hill. Here dwelt the Chriſtians, andother 
laborers andftrangers. And by alllikelyhood it ſeemath,thatihe 
houſe of Afarie the mother of John lirnamed Marke. ſtood heeres" 
which becauſe of the continualreſortofthe Apoſtles thither,was 
called thehouſeof the Church, -Hichtr Peter reſorted, when be: 
| was - 
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was deliuered from the hands of Herod, by the Angell. For thus 
faith the Text, Us 12. 9. Thatwhey Peter had paſt the firſt and 
ſecond Watch he came to the Irom gate which led ints the Citie, and loe, 
it openedof it ſelfe. And from thence, he went to the houſe of Mary the 
mother of Tobn ſurnamed Marke >, Heere alſo (in my opinion) 
Chriſt celebrated the laſt Paſchall Lambe, becauſe after ſupper. 
he went into the mountofOliues: for this lying vnwalled,layo- 
pen forthem to goe and comear their pleaſure. Butafterward 
in Herod Agripps's time,it was —_—_ be compaſled in with 
catihand betore it could be fully finiſhed, the Angell of the 
Lord ſtrucke him and he. dyed miſerably. Here alſo ſtood'the 
monuments of bn Hircanw the high Prieſt, and of 4lexander 
King of the lewes, as irappearethin of libr. de Bello.G. cap.6. 
The toppes of the houſes inthe citie of Ieruſalem were flat, and 
couered with faire and plaine roofes, compaſled about with bar- 
lements; vpon which they vied to leape, daunce, and banquet, 
and ſuch recreations as they obſerued vpon their feſtiuall dayes, 
were there celebrated. And thus muchſhall ſerueto haueſpoken 
ofthe mountaines or hills whereon leruſalem ſtood. 


Of the walls that comepaſſed the CitieL. 


His Citie of Ieruſalem was ſo ſtrongly fortified by nature 
on eueric (ide, except the North, ( forit ſtood vpon high 
rockes and cliffes) that it ſeemed to be inuincible. And that that 
{ide might be the better ſtrengthened, they compailed itin with 
three walls,and theſe ſo ſtrong,that when Yeſufianthe Emperour 
and his armie, inuaded the Citie,they had much adoetoconquer 
them. The firſt of theſe walls, was that which A4grippe built, 
and it compaſled in Neapolis, otherwiſe called the new towne. 
At the Northweſt end of which wall, was built ati exceedin 
high Tower of verie faire Marble ſtope; ſo high, that ſtanding 
on the toppe thereof, a man might ſee from thence to the Sea, 
and into Arabia,andthe vtrermoſt bounds of Indea. This To- 
wer was called Pſephins. 
The ſecond wall was that which diuided the two ſuburbes, 
wherein there ſtood 1.4 towers and gates. This King wa

buile;2.Chr.32.ina corner of which, betweene the Weſt gateand © 
the valley gate,there ſtood a high rower, wherein all the nighta 
reat fire was made, which cafta light a great way off round a= © 
ut: ſothattraucllers paſſing cowards leruſalem, were guided 
by itin their way.Ofthis light we readein meets 8. 
The third wall compaſled in the Temple and all the lower c+ 
tie; init was (ixtic towers, but the chiefe of them ſtoodin the Eaft 
Angle; berweene the doung gate & the gate ofthe valley, which 
was called Hananiell, and lignifieth the grace and gift of God, 
This is much ſpoken of in the Scripture: vpon this wall King 
Herod the Aſcalonite built three faire Towers; one betweenethe 
garden gate and the olde gate, which he called Hippicum,in ho- 
nour of his father Hippicws ; the other Phaſelun:, in honour of his 
brother Phaſiles ; and the third Mariawmme, after his wiues name, 
who notwithſtanding he cauſed innocently to be put to dh: 
Theſe three gates were built of poliſht Marble. Plryand $irabs 
faith,that this was the faireſtand moſt ſpacious citic ot the Faſt; 
and for the munition and fortification almoſt inuincible. The 
walls of it wereall of white poliſht marble,ſome 25.or 30.cubits 
high: the ſtones were 20 cubites long, 20 broad, and 5 thicke, 
ſo cloſely ioyned that the iunRures could ſcarce be perceiued. 
Manie of the towers alſo were made of ſuch ſtones : butthoſe of 
the Temple exceeded thereft, for they were 2 5 long, 1 2broad, 
and 8 thicke,as 1oſephws witneſleth lib. Antiq.1 5 .ca.l 4.cy de Bello. 
Tudaic hb.6.cap.6. which things being righel confidered, we may 
ealily perceiue that theſe walls were verie <®cul to be deſtroy» 
ed: Neither were the ditches of lefle ſtrength which wentabour 


. thetowne; forthey were cut our of hard ſtones, at leaſt fortie cu- 


bits deepe,and two hundred and fiftie cubits broad, which were 
vnpoſhbleto hauc been won if God had not halpen and aſſiſted 
theRomanes , killing vp thoſe ditches with the bodies of thoſe 
thatdiedofthe plague and famine within the towne. 


Of the gates of Jeruſalem. 
T hadtweluegatesto goc out and in : Vpon the Faſt (ide 1a 
hue ; the frſt of which was che Fountaine gate, which was ſo _ 
called ofthe Fountaine Sileab.

Of the Springs Yalleys, Fountains,andother memorable places as they 
were ſcituated neere to the Citie,and how to 


foure parts of the world, 


N the next placeitreſteth to ſhew what things worthy memo- 

rie were about, and ſtood neere to the citic : the firſt of which 

was the brooke Cedron, which ſprung out of a hill not farre 
from it vpon the South, and with great ſwiftneſſe ran thorough 
the Eaſt part ofthe citie,and ſo betweene Ieruſalem & the mount 
of Oliues,rothe _ gate of 7oſaphat, thence paſſing thorough 
the cliffesof mount Oliuet* it ran dire&ly Eaſt rill itcameto 
dead Sea; which brook in the Sommertime was moſtcommon-. 
ty dric, The water of it was ſomething blacke, which colour the 
valley 7o/aphat, which was verie fertile, gaue it ; & fromthenceit 
was called Nigreſcens torrens,a blackiſh ſtreme.

itreſts to delcribe vnto you, the manerand meanes: how this fa- 
mous Citie was deſtroyed ; ſurely a thing worthy wonder ( ac- 
cording tothatin Jeremy) WWhoſorucr ſhall heare of his earesſhall

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within it might take notice ofthe heere apptoaching deſolarion, 
chere were divers ſtrange accidents hapned,and viſians ſtene. Ag

| brought torthva'Lambe. Then about the middle of the night, 


the Ea(terne gates-of the Temple opened of their ownEatcord: 
In the skies were feene' artnies of men fighting, and horfesand 
Chariots run _— andagaine. Andarlaſt, there was heard a 
terrible voice in the Temple;vttering theſe words Migremics hine, 
that is, Let vs goe hence. And that there mighr be a generallPro- 
clamation,ot this {ad and cruel! deſolation through the whole 
citic,one Annes the fonne of Ieſns,a man poore and impotent, 
vpon the Feaſt otche Tabernacles, ran through all the ftreers of 
the citie,and crying , 04-vaxce from the Eaſt, and 4 voycefrom the 
Weſt, 4 Voice from the foure Wines ,a TVOYyee ouer Ity alew awd th# 
Temple,a owice outr the Bridegrame and the Bride,and 4 oojte oner the 
whole multitnde of this Citie., Andalthough he was whipt,and im- 


priſoned, and cruelly handled , yetſs long as he lived, he would 


not ceaſe to veter theſe words, which by ſom were 1udged to fore- 


cell the horrible deſolation whichattcr hapned; 


For Tit!zs Ceſar ſonne of Flanirs the Emperorgabour ſeuentic 
yeares after the Natiuitie ot our Lord, and about eightand thirtic 
after his aſcenſton,vtrerly oucrthrew it euen tothe ground,abour 
the firſt day of-the moneth of Aprill, andwithin' a"yeare after 
theſe lignes. For hetaking aduantageofthe three faftions which 
atthis time ſwayed in leruſalem: One of Eleazey the Prieſt the 
ſonne of Simon £ the other of F lotus thechiefe Prince which held 
the Temple; andthe third of Johannes Giſcalenusa ernielIfellow; 
which had the command ofthe inferiour Citie;/ befiepedit, and 
madethisatir opportunitieto furtherhis enterpriſes; whiles the 
(editious and fatious people, little regarding their owne ſaferie, 
oaue way by tharr euill and inteſtine warres,to whathe intended, 
weakning themſelues rich more by cheir continiedFhaughters, - 
than eheea&tiie by hisihjiſion nſonwehwthewwhols arieand® 
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Temple was filled with dead bodies; common inſolencies, and 
publique rapines were ordinarily amongſt them : ſome ſet hre of 
thecine, others diſpoyling the Temple, a third ſort killing the 
Prieſts euen as they were atfacrifice,all placesful ot dead bodies; 
andro this,to addea greater meaſure of miſeric (withoutany re- 
gard at all co their furure defence ) ſer fire of the ſtore-houſe, 
wherein the cornelay for the ſuſtenration of the citie, and con- 
ſumed thatin one day which had bin many a gathering : by this 
meanes it cameto paſlc, that they were ſorely afflicted with the 
peſtilence through the corruption of the aire, and with famine 
tor want of corne. All theſe things notwithſtanding ( ſuch was 
the crueltic, obſtinacie, and peruerlencle of this people) could 
not reſtraine them, from violating the moſt ſacred and holy 
things of the Temple : inſomuchas 1ehannes Giſcalenus had a 
full determination to haue deſtroied it,bur that he was preuented 
by the Romans, 

About this time was the feaſt of the Paſſcouer, and it fell vpon 
the tourteenth day of Aprill,being the Sabboth; to the ok a 
tion whereof,there reſorted to Ieruſalem, about three hundred 
thouſand Tewes. Theſe the encmic gaue way to enter into the ct= 
tic, but conſidering their preſent necefhitie for want of viftuals, 
ypona ſudden drew vp their forces,& (oſtraitly beleagerd them, 
that all thishuge multitude was ( as it were) impriſoned within 
the walls, where pertaking of the former milcrie,they either dyed 
by the plague,or famine; whence may be percciucd the maruci- 
lous prouidence of God, that cuen on the ſame day, and in the 
verieſame place, where bur eight and thirtie yeares before our 
Sauiour Chriſt ſuffered , the authours of ſuch cruelic ſuffered a 
moſt iuft and ſeuere revenge. Now as the armie ofthe Romanes 
lay vpon the North of the Citic, 7:t#s drew out a band of lixe 
hundred horſe to ride about, to behold and view the walls of the 
Towne: butas he was inthis maner wondring at the ſumptu- 
ouſnelle ofthe Citic, the Jewes in great multitudes {lipt out at a 
porn gatc,and (ct vpon him ſo'hercely, that they endangered 

is perſon being without armour; and had he not with great dif- 
ficultie broke through them,and recoucred the tower of the Ro- 


aancs, he had beene there (laine, Bur preſently vpon this, ſec-

ing the danger, he belieged the Citicin threeparts; himlelte as 
the Emperour of the Armie, built a Caſtle about ſometwo tur- 
longs fromthe Citie,iuſtagainſt the Tower Plephina. Theother 
part of the Armie, wasintrenched right againſt the Tower bhp: 
picus, not farrefrom the Garden of the Reſurreftion. Andt 
third parthad their Caftlein the Mount of Oliues, ſome hue fur- 
longs or thereabouts from the Citie. Then did he build Bul- 
warkes,make Ingines, and wonderfull deuiles, for the battering 
of the \Valls; and combining himlſelte with ſome of the Iewes, 
- vpon the ſeuenthday of the ſecond moneth,which anſwereth to 

the moneth of May, with greatdifhcultieand much labouren- 
tred the tirft Wall which lay vpon the North,and wonne Mount 
Bezitha and Neapolic. Vpon the twelfth of the ſame moneth 
(which wasrhe Sabboth day ) hecntred the ſecond Wall,which 
deuided the ſuburbs: but this was againe the ſame day recoucred 
by the virtue of the Tewes,ſo thatthe Iewes were conſtrayned to 
hight vpon the Sabboth day, according tothe prophecie of our 
Sauivur Chriſt, Mat.2 4. But after vpon the ſ1xteenth of this mo« 
neth of May,the Romans againe recouered this wall, and kept it 
in their owne cuſtodie, 

Within a whileafter,in the month of Tune(about this time the 
faminegrowing intollerable within the towne)Tiz- inthe ſpace 
of three daies, compaſſed in the whole Citie of Ierufalemwitha 
Wall,and vpon that fer Towers & Caſtles, leſt any of the lewes 
'hould flyc to ſaue thetnſelues. Thus was the prophecieof our 
Sauiour Chriſt fulfilled , Thy exemues ſhall _ thee about and 
hem thee in on eerie f14e. Joſephus was now in the Citie, and wal- 
king vpon the Walls, earneſtly intreated the Iewesto deſiſt, and 
no longerte oppoſe the Romans, but this was ſo hatfull a ſpeech 
to many,thatthey began to fling dartsat him. Andalthough at 
this time the extreamitie of the famine was ſo ſore, that ma- 
ny dyed for want of ſuſtinance,yetall perſwaſions were in vaine 
& luch wasthe calamitie,that as well thoſe that went out as thoſe 
that continued in the Citie were in like danger of their lines, for 
they were cither {|din by the enemie,or elſe by the peſtilence and 
famine,comman injuries & vamercifulloutrages ſtill attending 
Vpon Watre. on brig,

The deſtruftion of Jeruſalem,

Their miferie did rather increaſethen atall leſſen it ſelfe , for 
the iealoſic of treaſon,the hope of irc hes,and the madnefle of the 
ſeditious , diftrated the minds of the Citizens withcontinuall 
feares, and filled the trectes full of murther and daily ſpeRacles 
of lamentable tragedies : "The Markers were vnfrequented with 
Corne,the victualls,with violence conſumed and taken fromthe 
true owners. And if it chanced that ſome one had more then 
weuld ſeruchis turne, though he dwelt in a faire and ſtatly buil- 
ding, yetthe remoteſt rome and moſt vnfrequented he made his 
rabernacle, and that little which was left, with great parcimonie 
he conſumed, together with his |fe till both were ended. Thoſe 
that wereFathers andSenators of the people(tkough before ſer- 
uedand attended with reuerence and great ſtate) in chis contfutt- 
on was glad of a ſmall morſell though with much contention. 
The wife was not alhamed to take away the meat from her huſ- 
band,nor the children from their parence, nor the mothers from 
their infants. And if it hapned that in any houſe the feditious 
ſeemed to ſmell fo-d, with violencethey tooke it , ranſackt the 
romes round about, whiles the maſterthereofwas made a laugh- 
ing ſtoke and mornefull {peQator of thoſe miſchietes. But ac- 
cording to the condition of ſouldiers whoſe naturalldiſpofition 
1s be viol&t, withoutanyregardeither ot {cx or kindred,comit- 
red daily outrages. So thathere you might haue {ſeene the mo» 
thers weeping ouetf their dying infants , whiles their hutbands 
were maflacred inthe ſtreet by the ſeditious. 

Theincreale of dates were the increale of torments , andthe 
daily wantof ſuch as were in power being vnaccnſtomed to ſuch 
cuils , cauſed them ro/inuent new meanes to fattsfic their detire, 
and practiſe vnuſuall torments, tor no other purpoſe butto finde 
out ſultenance : yea ſuch was their inſaciable thirtt of blood,thar 
they {pared not him whom-but now gaue them all he had , and 
leaſt he ſhould lhe ro comberthe Ciry,ceither hang him vp bythe 
heeles till he dyed  orelfe palled out hisentralls witha ſharpe 
yron. Thoſe that wetitourin the nighttime when the Romans 
were alleepe, to gather hearbes, - the ſeditious would meet and' 
with violence take whatthey had:;got from them.:/ and though! 
with teares,and lamentations,and prayers vpon theirknees, they! 
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intreated bar for onepart,a ſmall moicie of that which alircle be- 
fore they had got with dangerof their lives, yet they would not 
giue itthem,and ſcaptfairelyif they went away with lite. Theſe 
inſolencies were commirred by.che common(oldiersvpon ſuch 
as were of the meaner fort 0+ people. Bur for the reſt thatwere 
either honorable orrich, they becamea pray to the Captainsand 
Commanders,fome accuſed ns rraytors,&thatthey would haue 
betrayed the Citie tothe Romans , others as tugntiues;thatthey 
would torſake the Citiez moſt ,vnder pretence of oneicrime or 
other diſpoyled of thattheyhad. And they whom /olar had thus 
oppreiled, were enterteyned of Siman, and whom Simmbadiin- 
juried,they were interteyned of 7ohz; both drunke the blood of 
the miſerable Citizens like water * So tharthe delire of rule was 
thecauſe of their diſcention,their concord oftheircuilland cruel 
actions. Toh BOT ERA £1 | 

There was an infinite number that periſhedin this Citie by fi- 
mine, inſomuch as houſes were filled with the bodies of infants 
and children. The Angle gate was thruſtfull of dead corpes. 
The young menthat retained, walked vpand downe the Citie 
like imagesof death. The old men'wete deftroyed by the pelti- 
lence, the contagion of which diſeaſe taking away their ſcnles, 
they became madde. Andot ſuch as dyed among the ſeditious, 
their wiues or kindred had not roome nor time ro burie them, 
bur as they were putting them into- the graue they alſo-dyed. 
Yet for all this, amongſt this miſerable ſocietic, rhere wasno 
weeping,no complayning,no ——_— of their neceflmes, for 
the violence of the faminchauing dryed vp the radicall moiſture 
the feare of griefe wastaken from them : Andfuchas had moſt 
cauſero lamentand were moſtpricked with the ſting of forrow, 
before they could vrter their griefe dyed,the beholders nor ſhed- 
ing ateare:ſo thatthrough the whole city there was a ſill filence, 
and a thicke miſtof death and diſtruion did fully poſlefle the 
ſame. 

But the ſeditious were much more cruell then theſe were: ops 
preſſed with calamitie and ſorrow; For ſome opend thegraues of 
the dead , and taking outtheir bodies thruſt them chorow with 
their ſwords : Othets to trie the tharpneſle of theedge of thair 
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weapons, would fall vpon thoſe that were yetaliue, and when 
they had {}aine them, goe away laughing at there pleaſure . So 
that as Joſephus ſaith, there was [carce any miſchiefe vnder the 
Sunne, but was both praiſed and tollerared in this Citie. To 
conclud, by edition the Romans conquered the Citie, and ſedi- 
tion conquered the Romans. ” OY 

Allloue and modeſtic, thorow this extreame and infollerable 
faminc,became vtterly ext:n&; and the deareſt frends would kill 
one another for a cruſt of bread; the tayreft Lady commit open 
adulteric for a little fuſtinance. Their food was extraordinaric, & 
ſuch as men did loathand hate : Some would feed vpon ſhnailes 
and wormes,others of old hey chopt ſmall; many eate corne et- 
ther vnground or madcinto bread : ſome pluckt the meat from 
the ſpit raw, others with their teeth gnaud ofthe leather of their 
ſhields : And that very mouth which cryed, Crucific him,crucifi 
him, let his blood be pon 5 and onr children, was conſtrayned to 
feed vpon three ſorts of doung,that ts to ſay,doues doung,oxens 
doung,and mans doung. Moreouer,many wereconſtrayncd for 
mecere nece{hric,to fred, vpon the dead bodies of ſuch,as a little 
before dyed partly by famine, partly by the peſtilence. And to 
conclud,for very madneſle cate vp their gol : for ſome of them 
being taken as they were flying for their ſaftic by the Romans, in 
thcirexcrement was found gold,of which the ſouldiers hearing, 
and ſuppoſing thatallthe Jewes had beene full ofgold,thorough 
couctouſneſle of thatpaine,in one night kild 2c 00 of them,and 
ript vptheir bellics; And had not Tie Ceſar by a ſeuere Edie, 
forbidden theſe cruell and vnheard of {laughters,there had been 
many morellaine. 

To makeanendof this vnheard of famine, I willrepeate one 
memorable example out of 7gſephw,of an outrage which amo- 
ther committed euen vpon hir owne ſonne. T here was a woman 
of the inhabitants beyond lordan,whole name was Afary,of the 
ſtocke of Eliater, and of the Towne Bethezor, which {1gnifies 
the houſe of Hiſlep, ſhe was of a noble and rich family , and a- 
mongſ others,wentto leruſalem in hope of ſaftie, where ſhe was 
likewiſe oppreſled with the milerie of this fiege ; for as ſoone as 


{þc had brought all her riches and ſubſtance intothe Ciegwhich 
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ſhe had before beyond Tordan, this famine growing greaterand 
greater VpON the inhabitants, The ſeditious wing that this 
woman was well furniſhed both with riches and ſuſtinance, on a 
ſuddaineſet vpon hir houſe,diſpoyled hir of hir ſubſtance,tooke 
away hir ſuſtinance, and vtterly deprived hirof all meanesto 
live. She being pricked with the miferie and calamitic of the 
times, ſaw itlittle prevailed to ſtriue, wherefore with teares vpon 
hir knees ſheintreared that ſhe mighthaue but ſome ſmall part of 
that they had taken from hir,to maintayne hirſelfe and hir ſonne 
with life ; but the ſeditious gauelittlecareto hir entreaties: wher- 
fore being moued to extreame angerſhe daily curſed with con- 
tmelius words thoſe barbarous villaines,that had thus robd hir 
ofall hir meanes: but when ſhe ſaw that neither anger nor intrea- 
tie could procure mercie, and through the Towne not one mor- 
ſell of food was to be found, prI_n_ with an extreame ne- 
ceſſitie, partly witha furious rage, yond all nature and com- 
paſſion, laid violent hands vpon hir owne ſonne,and accounted 
an vntimely death more honourable;then that hee ſhould line to 
be a pray to the ſeditious,or aſlaueto the Romans. 
The body of this infant,the rofted and eate,the fpuldiers of the 
- Towne being preſt with _— — the meat, ſuppoſing, 
thatas in former times,they ſhould haue found plentie,with vio- 
lence brokein vpon hir, and looke what ſhe had prouided,gree- 
dily conſuraed,and com pel led hirto fetch thereſt,which ſhe did, 
and when they were well ſatisfied, the ſhewed them the head and 
feet of hir ſonne: which they perceiuing,loathing the inhumani- 
tic of the fat,with Gee feb tenancedeparred. This famine 
was ſo extreame, that one meaſure of praine, was wortha talent, 
thatis Soo crownes. Burt the Romans allthis while did abound 
with plentic of allthings , and to vex the lewes they ſhewthem 
the great aboundance of their ſtore, forthe neighboring prouin- 
ces on them ſupplies. 
After this famine, there followed an extreame plague, procured 
prey through theſtench of the bodies thar lay vnburicd, partly 
y the mu!ritude of the maſſacers that daily hapned,that(as Epi- 
fpus writeth) within thecompalle of eleuen weekes, there were 
carryedour by one pace of the Citic, 111000 dead bodies, yer 
| © 6 © could 
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could they notemptie the Citic, but thatthey were conftrayned 
either ee ta ruth atthe publike charge, * elfe caſtthem ouer 
the walls into the ditches of the Citic : which when 7iz«ws faw,and 
that the putrifation of the body ſwame _ tothe brim of the 
ditch ( for it was full with dead carcaſes ) fetching a deepe (ighe; 
and lifring his hands to heauenyhe ſaid,God is my witneſle,.this 
is not my faulr,but thepuniſhment of Ged vpon theny. - '' 

The Citie being thus peſtered with ſedition, famine, peftilence, 
and warre, was made now areddiepray tothe enemie; and that 
they might makea ſinallendof their mileries , Tits cauſed the 
engnes of batterie to be brought "= the walls, and vpon the 
 firſtday of the fourth month,which anſwersto our June, heroke | 
the third wall which lay vpon the North. Vpon the fourth of 
June aftcr,though with great labour,he tooke the Tower of An+ 
tronia,andin it placed a Garriſon. Vpon the ſeuenteenth day of 
the fourth moneth,which was a faſt to the Jewes, 7eſephw4goin 
vptothe topof that Tower, made an Oration to Giſcalinws ms 
the reft, to diſwadethem from their rebellion, & ceaſe to oppoſe 
the Romans, but this little preuailed. Vpon the twentieth day of 
luly,the ewes burnta part of the Porch of the Temple towards 
the North,not far from the Tower of Antonia,leaſt that theRo- 
mans hauing got that hold ſhould with the greater facilitic haue 
conqueredthe Templeallo. Two daiesafter, the Romans de- 
ſtroyed the whole Porch with fire, and the Iewes helprto pull it 
downe with their hands: this was none of the three porches, but 
a bulwarke of the _—_— Vpon the 2 5 day of Tuly, the Iewes. 
filled the Porch towardsthe Weſt with Pitch and bitraume, and 
then made asthoughthey ment to flic and leauethe Citie, which 
ſomeof the Romansperceiuing,without any command of their 
Captaines,put ſcaling ladders ro the Tower, & began to aſſault 
it,but when they were moſt bufic, the Iewes of a ſudden put fire 
" tothe pitch,and burntthem moſt miſerably; Inſomuch as Titus 
pitticd them,to ſce their extreamitie, although they were ſuchas 
did contrarie to his command. _ the laſt day of this month 
they tooke the North gate which lay towards the rifing of the 
Sunne,and cloſeby the brooke Cedron, this they burnt downe 
with fire. Vpon thethird of Auguſt, Tu commanded to fire the 
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ate of the Temple,that wasall couered ouer with gold &(iluer, 
b this gate the Romans made breach into the temple, which ere 
this had bin prophaned by the [ewes : whilesthis gate was a bur- 
ning,the ewes kood aſtonilhed, & nor one of them that refifted 
the Romans. Ceſar & all his armie labored three daies to quench 
this fire , after which he called a councell to determine what he 
ſhould doe with the Temple, it was ſo rich & ſumptuous, thathe 
would faine haue leftiras an ornament for the Roman Empire. 
But the Iewes hauing got a little breathing,made new incurlions 
vpon the Romans, by which meanes they could not certainly 
determin therof. The 6 of Auguſt,the ſouldicrs,of 7it#s,withour 
the command of their Captains, fired the Temple, iuſt vpon that 
day which Nabuchadnezzer beforerime had deltroyed it,as Joſep. 
witneſſeth lib, de bello 6. cap.26,2,9. Ceſar would verie faine haue 
ſaucd this Temple for the ſumptoulneſle of it, beckned to his 
ſouldiers to hauequencht the fire, but they, partly preſt on with a 
delire of the wealth, partly being prickton withfurie & madnes 
g4ue no care to his ſpeeches,but committed open & cruell maſla- 
cres,without either regard of age or ſex : Sothatthe cries of the 
llaughtred,the ſound of the Roman trumpets,the herce reliſtice 
of the ſeditious, &the fire furiouſly burning, repreſented a moſt 
horrible ſpetacle : The ground below was coloured withdead 
bodies,many in deſperation threw themſelues intothe fire,6o09 
were burnt in the ſame gate,whether they fled for refuge,and the 
prieſts moſt cruelly mallacred as they werein the tEple. This was 
the end of the Temple of Teruſalem,the mirror of the world,be- 
ing conſumedand (poyled withfireand (word. 

After theſe things, vpon the bridge that paſlerh from the tEple 
oucr the valley into the lower Towne, Titus made a ſpeech by an 
unterpreter,to the two ſeditious captains,gently intreating the to 
leaue oftheir rebellio & they ſhould find mercie,he would ſpare 
the citic & commit no more outrages , & ſuch furtherrequeſts as 
they delired ſhould according to reaſon be granted them, but if 
they would not imbrace mercy & lay by their violent reſiſtance, 
they muſt expe nomannerof cotapaſhon burthe very law of 
Armes. This they contemned and made but a mocke of Ceſar 
far all his offers whereupon in amgreat rage hee gaus the {poile 
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ro his ſouldiers,and they went thorough all the citieand ſetit on 
fire. Thenext day they won the lower Citie, and with fireand 
ſword conſumed the place where the Records lay,the Couttand 
all the princly buildings, vntill they cameo that ſtately houſe of 
Helena,which ſtood in the midſt of Acra,all the houſes neere be- 
ing filled with the bodies of the dead, andthe ſtreetes hombly 
deformed with the blood of thoſe that were flaine. Within a 
whileafter Johannes Grſcalinus was taken aliue and committed to 
riſon. A 
F The inferiour Citie being thus taken and deftroyed,about the 
1 6day of Augult,Ceſar began to build his engines and batref the 
walls of the vppet Citie,which within the ſpace of 18 daics after 
with extreame labour and skill , he layd flat with theground ( as 
Joſephus ſaith.) And vpon the 7 of September,with grear facility 
he conquered the Citte, the lewes of theirowne accord deſcen- 
ding from the Towers: and the Romans ſer vpdn the walls their 
en " Jute with a great acclamation,and waſted all the Citie with 
fire and (word, ſparing neither men,women, nor children. b, 
The 8 day of the moneth of September,the whole Citie was Y ni 
deſtroyed, and net a ſtone left vpon aſtone, but layd lenell with Y v; 
the ground , onely the three Towers that were built by Herod v1 
which were of [{hining Marble,v/=.Hippicus,Phaſetus,and Ma-Y in 
riamne, that future ages ſeeing the excellencie of thoſe buildings, Y fe 
they mightiudge of theſtatlineſſeof thereſt. But thele alſo wereY tr 
after defiroyed by Adrianus C ear. ri 
There dycd by the famineand peſtilenceaninumerable num- 
ber, by fire and {word ten hundred thouſand: 2009 were found 
that either killed themſclues,or one killed another, 7900 were ta- 
ken captives, of theſe all the ſeditious theeues that accuſed one 
another, were ſlaine by Frontonius Ceſar, Titus freed man, 7060 
were ſentinto /Egipt with extreame labor to conſume and dye, 
the propereſt and moſt able were reſerued for triumph , many 
were diftributed through the prouinces, ſome were {laine by the 
ſword, and by beaſts for publike ſpeacles, and thoſe that were 
16 yeeres of ageand vndertogether with many other,Ceſar ſolc 
vnder the crowne at thirtie for afiluer pennie, Thatas Chriſt w# 


ſold for thirtie pence, ſo thirtie of them ſhould be ſoldfor a peny 
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Of the Citie AElia or Jeruſalem. 
Wicktherichesof cis Towne Ceſertriumphed,rodinto Rome 
withtwo golden Chariots, built the Temple of peace, and there 


putall the plate which he foundin the Templeof Jeruſalem. AF 
ter all this, far a tull determination of thoſe euills, the two ſediti- 
ous Captaines, Johannes Giſcalenws,and Simon the ſonne of Giore, 
were put to moſt cruell deathes. | Thus may we ſee the gricuous 
punilhment of the obſtinate and ambitious, which Go permit- 
ted to fall vpon them for their vathankfulneſle & cruell twranie. 
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How the Citie of Teruſalem, after thus deftrucFon by Titus Veſpaſran, 
Was witerly beaten downe and defaced by «Ailitts Adrianus 
Ceſar ,which he reedifying, ca lied it after 


owne name Alia. 


He Citie of kruſalem being thus made keuell with the 
ground,for the ſpace of 60 yeres,lay deſolate, a receptacle 

for theeues and murtherers, a fit place for wolues and wild 
beaſts which reſorted thither,to feed vpon the dead bodies : and 
now time conſuming their fleth,lefe their bones/andskullstolye 
vpon the earthas ina Charnell houſe. And thus ir continued, 
vntill one Benchochab which fignitieth the ſon of the ſtars; borne 
in the Towneof Bethcoron,nor far from Emaus,profeſſedhim- 
ſelfe tro be the Mefhahor Chriſt. The lewes ſuppoſing thistso be 
true,becauſe of that ſayingin Numbers,cap.24-{There ſhall a ſtar 
riſe p out of 1acob)aſlembled theraſelues to the number of ſome 
thouſands& followed him with great tiranie & cruelty,ſpoyling 
&deſtroying the Holy land, &through all the countrey of ludea 
committing many outrages & maſſacres. Thus they continued 
for the ſpace of 1 Area theend of which time, Adrianus Eli. 
anus the Emperor,hearing of theſe inſolencics,leuicd an army & 
ſentthem into Indea, ks the gouernement of Julius Senerus, 
who in a pitcht field neere Bethcoron,and not farrefrom Emaus 
conquered this Benchocab or Pſeudomeſiah,and with him ſlew tive 
hundred thouſand lewes that were deceiued by this perfwaſion, 
Now when they went to ſecke for the body of this deceiuer 
amongſt the dead ( as ſayeth Thalmudifa ) hee was found 
lying with a horrible Serpent about his/ hecke} intimaring 
D how 
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For as the Serpent deceived our firſt parence , fo this Benchocab 
decciued the lewes, and for this cauſe they called him Beneazba, 
char-is, theſonne of lying. Thenumber of rhe kewes,whichin 
therime of this warre were ſlaine, amounted to 5092009 men, 
&inumerable others thar periſhed by peſtilence & famine, This 
warre hapned ſome 64 yeeres after the deſtrution of Jeruſalem. 
Afrer this ſecond defolation of the Iewes, at the command of 
the Emperor (that there might bea finall extirparion of the aun- 
cient Citie of Ieruſalem,& that the words of our Sauiout might 
be fultulled, Zoe there ſhall not be a ſtone left wpon a ſtone, Mx.24.) 
he cauſed the ruins & foundations thereof to be digged vp, and 
the ſtones to be broken in pecſes, and the ground to be letedeſo- | 
late,and the mountaines are now boctiiarberre n,& ouergrowne | 
with brambles. And that the name thereof might be vtterly for- 
otten,, and as it were rooted out of the carth, he ſer vpa new 
Towne not far from the Hill Gihon and Golgotha where Chriſt - 
was crucihied , which after he had adorned with many goodly 
buildings, he called it by hisowne name Alia. In the place of 
the Temple he fer vp a Church in the honour of 1uprter and 
Yenus : luſt inthe place where the holy Altarſtood, he erected 
his owne Image v By a Marblepillar, which continued till ſaint 
leroms time. At Bethlehem heereRted the Image of Adonuw,and 
tothat conſecrated a Church. Vpon the gates of the Cie he cut 
Hogges in Marble,in contempt of the lewes : then did he ab:ure 
them,thatthey ſhould not come within the walls of the City,nor 
ſet foot vpon the ground neere Jeruſalem : This being done (as 
Dion (aith ) he dedicated it to the honour of 1upiter Capitolinus : 
and only madc it treefor Chriſtians,and ſuch like ro bein it. This 
Towne at this day we call Ieruſfalem, although it be ſcituatcd in | 
another placc,and called by another name. { 
Future ages calling the ations of precedenttimes into queſti- Y tc 
on,puld agreat contempt vpon this Towne,and ſo machthera- © 1c 
ther, becauſe Inhdelity, and other Heathniſh prophaneſſe was 
cheriſh within this Citie. So that that which a little before was 
ſet vp in ho'1our of the Emperour «&lianrm, is now growneinto 
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having command of that Empire,togiue ſame ſatisfation tothe 
vniuerfality,cauſed thoſe prophain Temples & Idolls to be abo- 


bhed,and in their places erected others: vpon Mount Golgetha 
the Church called Golgothanus,vpon the Mount of Olives one 
in the place of the Aſcentionof Chriſt one : & Con#antinehirfon 
richly adorned the Sepulchre, and ouer itbuiltaſtately Temple 
all of poliſhe Marble,richly beguilt with gold: ſo thattothis day 
it remaineth as the chiefe ornament tothe Towne. In this mans 
time, the lewes with great boldnefſe cndeauered to rebuild the 
Temple iuſtin the place where it ftood before: Bur atthe com+ 


—— 


mand of the Emperour,they were repeld, and in recompenceof 


their preſumption had their cares cut of, and their noſes (lit, be- 
cauſc they had eares,and would not heare, neither obey the com- 
mandement of our Sauiour. 

But as this Emperor was religious, and.indeaueredto ſupport 
Chriſtianiry,ſo his lucceſſor /#{anwus, was as full of impiety and 
pro vhanelle;who that he might fruſtrat the prophecy of our Sas 
uiour,that Ieruſalem ſhould neuer be builragaine, in contempt, 
cauſed the ewes to aſſemble together, and with all expedition, 
reſtore it to the former glory,giuing the vetermoſt of his aſfiſtice 
to their endeauers : Butas they were ſcrioully labouring in this 
worke, of a ſuddainethere camea great carth-quake,and looke 
whatthey had buile was by that quite ouerturned, then fire came 
out of theearth and from heauen,which deſtroyed both the mat- 
ter and the workemen : and that the Tewes norany Philoſophers 
might impute it to a naturall cauſe, there was ſcene in the heauens 
a bloody croſle,and vpon their cloathes croſſes {hining like ſtars 
which the [ewes could by no meanes wipe off, yetthis little pre- 
uailed,a ſecond timethey attempred,& as before,a ſecond earth- 
rw hapned, and with that a ſtorme of wind which came with 

uch extreame violence thatall the ſtuffe which they had heaped 
rogetherfor this purpoſe, was vtterly blown away & deſtroyed, 
{othat of force they were conſtraynedto leaue of, & to acknow- 
ledgethat Chriſt who their tortathers had crucified in that place, 
wasthe true Mefſiah. Naz4anzenand Jerom report,that neuerthe- 
leſle the Iewes euen to this day though it coſt them much mony, 
come yeerely to the place where Ierufalem ſtood, and vpon hs 
Da day 
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day of the deſtrutionthereof weepe ouer it : ſuch was their at- 
fetion vnto this Cirie, | 
Bur thefeeuills were purged with a ſuddain inuafion (for no 
crying iniuries nor prophane inſolencies againſt God paſſe vn- 
vanilhed , bur thar thenor ſoone aftera iuſtreuenge falls vpon 
them) For Coſroes Emperor of the Perlians,whoſe impudency & 
impicty was ſo great, that he would be worthiped for a God, a- 
bout the yeere of our Lord G1 5, beſieged this Towne,tookeit,& 
put todeath 99099 Chriltians,caried the Patriarkethercof,toge- 
ther with many other away captive. But Heraclizs the Emperor 
to punilh him alſo for his pride and cruelty, fet vpon Perfia, and I} Y® 
with firc & (word waſted & deſtroyed the Countric not far from the 


Niniueth, conquered his chicfe Captain Razetes in aſerbatzaile, I} ©" 
won the Citic of Niniueth, and went away with an honourable bo 
vicorie. Seroes alſo,the only begotten ſon of Coſroes,buta little X 

® 


before inuading the Kingdome, kild his father in priſon,reſtored 
the Patriarck & the reſt of the captiues which his father had taken gol 
to Heracli:zs, And about the 7 yeereatter he had warred vpon lem 
Perſia,he returned to Elia with great pompe. 

Not longafeer,in the yeere 63 7, - Haumay thechiefe Prince of 
the Sarazens,which was the third from Afhomet, witha greatar- 
mie atHied Syria & Iudea, conquered theſc Countries, & in his 
victories vied greattiranny & cruelty, within two yeere afterhe 
won /Eha,which had maintayned a long & ſharpe ſiege,neither 
would Jacharixs the Patriarch giueit vp , till he was compelled 
thereto by extreame famine, ſooneafter for very griete he dyed. 
Thusthis Towne continued for the ſpace of 450 yeeres, in the 
hands ofthe Sarazens. Then in the yere 191 2,Cal/phas Sultan of 
#Mgipt won it, beat down the walls,deſtroyed the Temple which 
the Emperor Con/tantinehad buile,% made hauock of all things, 
preſently vpon this, the Turkesthar came our of Scythiaby the 
Caſpian mountaines,won the city,& draue thence the Sarazens. 
Thus we may ſeethat the Sarazens & Turkes though they were 
both of one religion,yet for the country ofthe [ewes, fought one 
ayainſt another, & compelled the Chriftiansto pay them tribute 
for the fourth part of the city wherin the Sepulchre of our Lord 
ſtood, being againe reſtored by the EmperorCan#axntive atter the 
dcftrution by Calphie, The 
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The Chriſtians rig mm of this tribute, andof the op- 
preſſion of the Inhidels, eſutorsto Pope Yrban, the ſecond 
of that name, for their deliuerie,who,in the yere 1094,afſembled 
a Councell at Clearmountin France,& by the inſtigation of one 
Peter the hermit, ſtirred vp the hearts of diuers Chriſtian Princes 
and great Lords,to make a croy{ado,ſo that 1 0000 braue& well 
mounted ſouldiers wentinto the Holyland, and for a token of 
their warre,bore red croſles vpon theirarmes. 

In the ſame yecre there was a great blaling Starre ſcene in the 
weſt, Andatfter that followed a great plague forthe ſpace of two 
yeeres through the world,this neuerthelelſe hindred them not in 
their deltgnes, but that they went their intended iourney,won the 
ciry of Elia from the Sarazens,deliuered the Chriſtians trom their 
bondageand taxe, and choſe Godfrey of Lorraine, Earle of Bul- 
lion King thereof, whom they annoyntedin the Temple of the 
holy Sepulchre, burherefuſed to be crowned with a Crowne of 
gold, ſaying, thatitill beſeemed him to be called King of Ieruſa- 
lem,thetrue King wherofwas Chriſt,or to fit crowned with gold 
in the place where he was crowned with thornes,thatwas the ſon 
of the cucrliuing God. And then choſe Arnoiphus of Rhodes 
Patriarch. 

In the moneth of Oftober, the ſame yeere, a blaſing Starre of 
merucylous greatneſle appeared towards the South, it ſeemed to 
be like a wayuing (word, torſhowing no doubt the deftruftion of 
all ſuchas went about to reeſtabliſh this carthly Ieruſalem. Im- 
mediatly after the feaſt of the Natiuitieof Chriſt, all the Chriſti- 
ansof the Eaſt countreys,vpon Candicmas day,came out of Si- 
ria,but eſpecially out of Antiochia,to leruſalem,andinthe Tem- 
ple of the holy Sepulchre,conſecrated their Biſhops and Quere- 
ſters, and with one conſent ſung Illuminare Jeruſalem. They 
tooke alſoall the Cities, Caſtles, and Villages, and ouerthem ſer 
Bilhops: created foure Principallities; oneat lerufalem,anothcr 
at Antiochia, athirdat Ediſla, a fourthat Tripoli: Alſocertaine 
Earldomes and Baronies; asat Brito, Zidon, Czfarea, Calile, 
loppa,and Aſcalon. All theſe were appointed to pay tribute to 
the King of Ieruſalem. All this was done in the ycere of our 


Lord, 1099. | 
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No ſooner were theſe newes publiſhed to the world, but there 
was an 'vniuerſall croyſado thorough all Chriſtendome, for the 
conquering and winning of thereſt of the Holy land,but before 
they could get thither,they were either ſlaine by the Grecians, & 
other Nations,orelſe dyed thorough famine and thirſt,fo thatin 
them was fulfilled the prophecie of Facheria cap.12.3.whereit is 
ſaid, 11 ſball happen that 1 will make Teruſalem a heuie ſtone for all peo- 
ple: all they that lift it xp ſhall be torne thoueh all the people of the earth 
be gathered torether againit it. And verſe the 9. And in that day 1 will 
ſeeketo deitroy all the Nations that come again#t leruſalem. 

This ycere 1 190,dycd Godfrey King of leruſalem of a feaucr, 


vponthe 18 day of 1 uly,when he had raigned ſcarcea yeere,and 


was buried in the Temple of Mount Caluary. 

After him, ſucceeded his brother Baldouiz hrſt of that name, 
and ſecond King of Ieruſalem, this manraigned 18 yeeres in Ie- 
rufalem,and being ouercome by Calphas Sultan of Mgipt,after 
the loſle of thirtcene thouſand Chriſtians, he had much adoc 
to eſcape with lite, within a ſhort time afcer he dyed without 
iſſue. 

Baldwin the ſecond ſucceeded his vnckell, and was the third 
King of Jeruſalem, he began his raignein the yeere 1118. This 
man ouercame the Turkes, andthe King of Damaſcus had iſſue 
= onedaughter, whoſe name was. Mileſent, which he married 
rothe Earle ot Angiers,and gaue with hir the Kingdom of leru» 
falem,and dyed without hzire male in the yeere 113 1. 

Fulcoin right of his wite, ſucceeded his father-in-law,and was 
the fourth King of Teruſalem.T his Fz{co was brother to the king 
of England,he raigned 13 yceres,fought many worthy batrailes 
againſt the Turkes, pur 3<co of their men to the ſword, tooke 
many of them prifoners,and carricd themto Ierufalem. Andaf 
ter that, as he was hunting the hare by Acon,riding ſpeedily, he 
fell from his horſe and was ſorely bruſed, whercot he dyed, and 
leftrwo ſonncs called Baldwin and Almarick. 

Balawim the third, was the tifth King of Ieruſalem,and ſuccee- 
ded his father,he wan the Citic of Aſcalon,he rebuiltthe towne 
of Boza which had beene deſtroyed , placed there certaine 
Knights Templerz, he loſt the Citic of Edeſſato the Sarazens, 
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where many Chriſtians were cruelly (laine. And when he had 
raigned ninerecne yeeres he dyed withouriflue, 

After him ſucceeded his brother Alwerick , and was the fixt 
King of leruſalem. In the time of this King,the Sultan of Mgipe 
gauc a great ouerthrow tothe Knights Templers, whichheſee- 
king to reuenge,inuaded Agiptwitha great Armic,belieged the 
great Citic of Alcaire,butto ſmall purpoſe, wheretore retornin 
backe to ſeruſalem, within aſhort timeafter dyed, when he ha 
raigned 12 yeeres:he leftbchind him three children,a ſon called 
Belbowand two daughters, S#zlla and 1/abella. 

Baldwin the fourth ſucceeded his father, and was the ſeuenth 
king of lerulalem,who not viing himlelte welin the gouernment 
was ſtruck with leaproſie,with the contagion of which diſcaſe he 
dyed moſt miſcrably,atter he had raigned 13 yeres,andinthe 25 
yeere of his age. Baldwin the fifth ofthat name,the only begotten 
ſon of his ſiſter Sw:l,, by his conſent was choſen his ſucceſlor, a 
youth of g yeeres old, his fathers name was William Mountferrat 
Earle of March,who dying, his mother maried one Guy Earle of 
Luſignan , to whom Baldwm committed the proteRion of the 
Kingdome,and of bis yong kinſman, till he came to mans eſtate. 
But this yong man within 7 yeeres afterthe dcath of his vnckell 
dycd,litring athistable, not without ſuſpition of poyſon. Guy 
his proteor by the perſwalion of his wite, &at the inſtigatio of 
the lerofolimits took vpo him the gouernmer, but Raimondcarle 
of Tripoli was his great aduerſary, which hapned becaule Bald. 

the 4 for his exceeding pride at the inſtigatio of that Gy had diſ- 
placed him ofal his othces & ticles in the comon wealth. Theſe 
two ſtriuiug for the kingdoe, it came to paſle,that Gay was char- 
ged with his kinſmis death,vnder which pretence, Ra/mid made 
war againſt him, During theſetroubles Saladine ſultan of Apgipr 
taking aduirage ofthis opertunity made war vpon them borh,& 
with great fectlity,coquered the kingdom &deltroicd Ieruſalem. 
In this yeere 1187, there hapned ſogreat an Eclipſe of the 
Sunne, that at noone day the Starres were plainly to be ſcene, 
ſoone afterthis, Raimond and Guy were bothtaken priſoners, and 
thirtie thouſand Chriſtians cruelly putto the word. After this 
the Sarazens ſacked the Towne, threw hee outof the yoo 
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' ended, which was vpon the ſecond day of Oftober, in the yeere 
_ 1187,afterithad continued in their poſſeſhon, foureſcore and ' 


les , made Stables of the Churches. Onely the Temple on 
ount Go vntouche : for the Turkes and Sarazens 


honour Chriſt as agreat P : 


And thus the new Kingdome of the Chriſtians in Ieruſalem 


eight yeeres. During the continuance of this Kingdome, there 
weremany horrible viſions , and ſtrange fignes and wonders 
ſeene bothin heauen, in carth, and in the ayre, foreſhowingno 
doubr,that God was not pleaſed with their a&ions which ſought 
toreſtore that Kingdome of Ieruſalem, For my Kingdome [auth 
Chriit # not of this world. 
And although after that, there weremany Kings, thatby all 
{hble meanes indcauored to recouer and reſtore the ſame, and 
Forthat purpoſe haue leuyed man great Armies, and vnderta- 
ken many tedious iourneys, yetall rheir Councellsand determi- 
nations cameto nothing, Forthat God, ſo often asthey vnder- 
rookeany ſuch expedition,cither ſaid theirarmics, oppreſt them 
with war, orelſe plauged them with famine, in fuch an extreame 
meaſure, that for very hunger they haue bin conſtrayned to eare 
their horſes. Frederick Barkarofſiu may be an example ot theſe 
calamities,who with a great Armie, making an cpeiliion tO IC- 
ruſalem,as he was trauelling thorough Aſia minor,his horſeſtar- 
ted and flung him into the River,wherehe dyed miſerable cre he 
could be ſaued. Many other Princes beſids,in the like enterpriſe 
cametothelikeends: For they were eitherdeftroyed by the Bar- 
barians , with the loſle of ſome thouſand of their men cruelly 
—_ viterly deſtroyed with vnnaturall diſeaſes or vntimely 
eathes. 
Now when the Emperor Frederick, the ſccond of thatname, 
had beliegedand broughtto great miſery the Sultan of Zgipt, 
andthe Knights Templers had done the like to Damieta.Corderis 
the Sultans ſonne, beat downe the walls of Terufalem, and had 
it not bin forthe great lamentationsand carneſtintreaties of the. 
Chriftians,he would haue vtterlydeſtroyed the city,butfor their 
ſakes he left ſtanding Solomons Temple, and the Temple of the 
holy Sepulchre,for at thistime Chriſtians inhabited in them. 
within 
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1228. Frederick the ſe- 
cond of that name, Emperour of Rome, went to the Holy land 
with agreatarmic,and came to Ptolomais, otherwiſe called Acorn, 
whese ſtaying a while he madea league with theSultan © t 
for ten yeares, regained Jeruſalem without drawing ſword, and 
wasthere crowned inthe yeare 1229. keeping at that timein Ie- 
ruſalem a royall Eaſter. This man fortified the Chriſtians witha 
garriſon, rebuilt Nazarethand Ioppa, and fo returned into Iraly. 

Inthe yeare 1246.Ca/anrz King of the Tartars, being perſwa- 
ded by the Sultan,with a greatarmieinuaded Iudea , won leru- 
falem,caufed the Chriſtiansto be cruelly ſlaine, beat downe the 


holy Sepulchre,cuen to ſmall pieces ; and left but little ſtanding. 
It was atter this deſtroied by Tamberlane King ofthe Tartars,and 


by Mahomet the ſecond of that name, Emperour of the Tarkes. 
But the Monkes had leaueto build vp the holy Sepulchre againe, 
for which thcy payed to the Sultan , or his depuric, a yeare! 
tribute. 


aboutthe 2 4 day of Auguſt, neere to Damaſcus overcame Cam- 
ſon Gaurus Sultan of Egypr in a cruell warre, and put to death 
maniethouſand of his men; and the Sultan himſelfe ſeeking to 
ſaue his life by flight, was miſerably ſlaine. This Solymus con- 

eredall the holy land, Syria, Damaſcus, and allthe countries 
Sancbons : and as he went through Tudea,leauing his armie at 
Gaſa,with a few ofhis ſouldiers wentto leruſalem,that he mighe 
ſce with his eyes that place, wh'ch was made ſo famous by the 
auncient Writers , and was ſo often mentioned in the Old and 
New Teſtament. But when he came hee found nothing bur a- 
ruinatc and waſt place,barren and rudeto looke vpon,inhabited 
by a tew poore Chriſtians, and they alſo held in great contempt 
and bondage, payinga great tribute to the Sultan of Egypt, fot 
their 1:bertic and the holy Sepulchre, as Panlus Toniue writerh, 
But after that Solymws in that place had done his offerings and' 
ſacrifices togod and fo Mahomer, (ccing the Prieſts andthe Chri- 
ſtians preſt with extreame pouertie, ourof his fingular mercic- 
and compa'hon gaue them alarge and ſumptuous gift; when he 
had ſtayed but one day and one nightinthe towne. The next 
morning,

In the yere ofour Lord r 5 16.Selynmwus Em ofthe Turks, 
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morning before day,he went with all expedition to his armie at © 
Gaſa,and from thence into Egypt , where he belieged the great 
and famous citic of Alcairc,and inthe yeare 1 5 17. tooke it, con- 
queredall the countrey,vtterly extirpared the Sultan, and went 
away with an honourable victoric, and rich bootic. From this 
yeare cuen vntill now the rowne of lia or Teruſalemis vnder 
the iuriſdition of the Turkes. Thus may we ſee how often and * 
with what miſerable calamities this Citie hath beene afflited,e- 
uen ſince the firſt deſtrution by Yeſaftan, which makes euident 
the greatiudgement of God,not onely vpon the lewes, bur alſo | 
ypon theearth vvhere they inhabited, fortheirinfidelitieand vn- 
mercifull crueltic,

The deſcription of Ieruſalem, and the ſcitnation thereof, as it 
i now in theſe times. | 


He former incurſions and common delolations leauing 
thistowneruinated and Ar 6 , for wantof inhabitants 


it becameas a deſart or forſaken place ; onely ſome fewe 
Chriſtians (cyther out of the zeale of religion, or tor vulgar 0- 
ſtentation ) to ſhew thatthere had beene a towne, dwelt there. 
And thus it continued vntill the yeare 1542. at whichtime Sol 
maxthe great Turke,cither in reſoett of the ſtrength of the place, 
or in hopeof proftit,or elſe to get himſelfe a name, with great coſt 
and labour reedihed it,ſet vp many (tarely buildings and ſump- 
tuous houſes, beautificdit withtwo coſtly Temples; the one the 
Temple of Soloman,the otherthe holy Sepulchre, inlarged the 
extentofir, and (cated it vpon high hills: afterall this, compaſt 
itabout with a ſpacious and thicke wail, and vpon that placed 
manie ſtrong and coſtly towers ; wherin thereſtands cight gates, 
wiz.the Filh gate,the Old gate, Saint Stephens gate, ſo called be- 
cauſe _— ſay Saint Stephen went out by that gate when he was 
ſtoned; the Angle gate, thedoung gate, the ſhcepe gate, the gol- 
den and fountaine gates. Thus the auncient citic, and that which 
the Emperour Adrian built being both deſtroyed, in another _ 
place is ſer vpagaine: fo that betweene both this new citie ſtan« 


deth,and the firit citic begins to be againc inhabited. | 
of 
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Of the Temple of the holy Sepulchre. 


T His Temple lyeth vpon the Weſt within this new towne,at 


firſt fairely built by the Emperour Conſtantine, but deſtroyed 
by Caliphas Sultan ot Egypt: then bythe Emperours of Con» 
ſtantinoplerebuilr, which continuethro this day. Ir is roundin 
the proportion,adorned with 79 pillars 30 foot long ; the wide» 
neſke by the Diameter(belide the pillars)is 73 teet, leaded aboue; 
and vponthe top of the roofe ſtandetha Lanthorne, by which 
the light commeth in : this Lanthorneis verie curiouſly glaſed.In 
the middle ſtandeth the holy Sepulchre. To this ioyneththe 


* Churchin Mount Golgatha, and ſeructh in ſtead of a Quire; it 


ſtandeth ſomething lower, but all vader one roofe. The place 
wherethe holy Sepulchreſtandeth is foure ſquare,cight foot long 
and eight broad;hewen out ofa rocke,and couered with marble; 
thereis a little doore inthe Eaſt partof it,verylow,by which men 
gocinto it, and within that the: Sepulchre it ſelfeſtandeth vpore 
the North ſide, made of gray marble, three handtuls high, and. 
eight foot long. Thereare no windowes forlight to cometoit; 
b.t oucritthere hangeth continually nine lamps burning, wher- 
by ir receiueth light. The vaulrof tis ſepulchreis devided with: 
a wall ; the outwardis both ofthe ſame proportion and length as 
the inward, but that which is without ſeemes to bean entrieta 
the inner Caue where Chriſt was buried: and there (as ſome ay), 
euentothis day is founda peece of the ſtone which the Angell 
roled from the graue beforethe reſurrefion z the other part of 
the ſtone (howſocuer ircame there ) lyes vpon mount Sion, but 
ſomethinke that the Armenianscarried it thither, becauſe vponit 
they haue made an Altar. In this inner caue there hangs nine 
lamps,to giue light vnto them that enter in bythe Eaſt; ſothatin 
the inner and outer vault there ſtanderh eighteene lamps. The 
mount whereon Chriſt was crucified ſeemeth to ſtand vpon aq 
rocke of ſtone, whitiſh and ſomerhing bluſhing; itis diſtant from 
the holy ſepulchre 130 feete : the place where the crofſe ſtood: 
was a hard ro: Pint bon ſteppes tn the aſcent, andanſwersto: 
nine and ewentic feet; the hole where the crofle ſtood' is _ 
e: 
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the roundneſſe of a mans head in latitude; and if a man might 
belecue the Monkes thereabouts , they ſay alſo that in that place 
15 to be ſeenethe colour of our Sauiours blood cuen to this os 
Vponthelefthand ofthis there ſtands an Altar made of marble, 
and ouer that a ſumptuous Chappell, paued and couered with 
poliſhr marble,guilcand adorned with refulgent gold, the walts 
whereof are veric curiouſly wroughtand guilded. Inthe Church 
vpon Mount Golgotha they alſo ſhew part ofa pillar naturally 
blacke,ſpe& with redde ſpots, where they ſay Chriſt was whip, 
and make the vulgar belecue that theſe ſpefs are the droppes of 
blood that fell from him. The other part of this collume was car- 
riedto Conſtantinople,as was thought. In this Church Godfrey 
firſt Chriſtian King of leruſalem , and the reſt ot his ſuccetlors 
lyes buried. 
Of the Temple of Solomon as it is at this day. 
Þ Temple lyeth rowards the Eaſt, and was built by the 
Chriſtians iuſtin the ſame place where the tormer Temple 
ſtood,atthattime when the citie was rebuiltand enlarged. 1 he 
bodiethercof is veric high and ſpacious, and built of marble po- 
liſhed,adorned with moſt exquiliteand curious workemanlhip, 
vericartihciall and glorious both within and without: inſumuch 
as the polithed ſtones caſt a ſingular beautifull and reſplendent 
luſtre. Aboue itis couered with lead, and was builr vp at the coſt 
and labour ofthe Grecians; in the roofe wherot the Turks place 
a halfe Moone,as they viually doe in all ſuch Churches wherein 
they come and haueguthoritic. The Turkesand Saracens haue 
this Temple in greatreuerence and deuotion,they adorneit ( ac- 
cording to their cuſtome) with diuersarrtificiall pitures and em- 
blemes : they will ſuffer no Chriſtiansto enter intoit, norany 
lewes vpon paine of death. Andit it happens that at anytime. 
they gointoit,they firſt walh themſelues with water verie cleane, 
then pur off their hoſe and [hoes,and ſo goe bare-foot.This tem- 
plethey callthe holy rocke,andinthe bodice therofthere hangeth 
700 lamps which burne night and day. In the midft hereof 
there ſtandetha certaine little rocke cuerie where indcafporich | 
iron,necre to which notany of the Saracens or Infidels dare to. 
approach or touch,although there come manie verie farre to vir, 
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fiteit; for they belecucthat there were manie memorable-and » 
worthy things donein thatrocke: they thinke that Aelchiſadeck 
the firſt Pricit of the grear God, offered bread and wine vponit, 
Gen.1 4.and that hcerethe Patriarch Jacob ſaw the ladder which 
reached from heauen to earth,Gen.28. which indeed hapned not 
in Icruſalem , but in Bethel as the Scriptures witneſſe. Further 
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ch they belecue that vpon this ſtone Dazid ſaw the Angell of the 
Ily Lord ſtanding with a ſhaken {word when he ſtroke the citie with 
Pts the peſtilence,2.Sam.24-& thatthe Prieſts of the old Teſtament 
'of Y Offered vpon this ſtone their ſacrifices to the Lord, which were 
Il deuoured with fire from heauen. All theſe things doe vtterly dif- 
$4 ter from the holy Scripture. 


The lewes allo are of opinion that the Prophet 7cremy about 

thetime of the capriuitie of Babylon,in this ſtone hid the Arke of 
the Couenant,vnrill ſuch time as the Lord brought the people 
backe againe from thar captiuitic : which is connaricalſo tothe 
bookes otholy ſcripture; for in the 2.0f Macrab.2.itis ſaid,thatir 
was hid in the mount Nebo,where Moy/es ſtood when heſaw the 
whole land of Canaan. Alſo the Turkes ſay thatChriſt fatevpon 
this ſtone when Sor tooke him in his armesand' bleſſed him; 
Here alſo he ſatein the midſt of the Doors when hee was bur 
twelue yeares of age, Luc. 2. whichalſo differeth from theſcrip- 
eure: forthis was not in the bodieofthe Temple,butin the mid- 
dle court or Selomens porch, which ſometimes was taken forthe 
Temple becauſe it joined to it : and diuers circumſtances ofthe 
ſcripture doth ſeeme to make this cuident, becauſe here Chriſt 
taught,and here the people vſually merrogether, asappeareth in 
Teſh.10.dy Pfal.72. 

About the Templeof lerufalem there isafaire plaine,muchre- 
femb!ing our Church yards,all paued with marbleſtone ::to this 
there isadioyning a faire Church couered with lead, and vvas. 
fomctimes called Solomonyporch; but after the Chriftians had 
won Ierufalem,they gaue itthe name of Saint Maries.The Turks 
keep burping inthis daily 800 lamps,and itismuch thare 
that of S(o%ons Temple. The Sultan of Egypralſoabouta hun- 
dreth yeare before built alittle Church or Moſeo, cloſe by Selo- 
woxs Temple, wherein are continually burning 88lamps. There 

is 
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isavault vnder the Temple of the blefled Virgin Mary, of fr” 
anextraordinarie greatneſſe, that 690 horſe may ealily be placed 
init. And thus we may ſee the Temple of Solomon, and Citic of 
Jeruſalem,nor onely to be in the power of the Turkes, but alſo 
prophaned with the blaſphemous doftrine of Mahowet : and alſo 
we may here behold the abomination of deſolation ſtanding in 
the holy place,where ſomrimes was the Arke of the Conenant, 
Dan.g. Matth.2 4.and the Prophecic of Jeremy is fully hinilhed, 
cap.1 g.This place ſhall be ncleane like onto the place of Tophet, where 
they did ſacrifice to the hoſt of heanen,and unto ſtrange gods. 


Of other buildinzs within the Citie of /Elia,which i now 
called leruſalem. 

Mount Sionis placed towards the South of Jeruſalem,where 
euen at this day the Monkes will take vpon them to ſhew 

the ruins of Dawdstower, the Sepulchre of the Kings of Iſrae], 
and many other holy places: but Pawims Oroſtus and other Hiſto- 
riansdo write,how in the time of Adrian Ceſar,there happened 
a greatearth-quake im ludea,in ſucha terrible manner, that the 
mountaineof S10n,with the ſepulchre of Dawid tell downe, and 
were vtterly defaced.: And further, all trac Hiſtorians doe write 
that 4driax the Emperour did ſo much deface this citic, thathe 
left not a ſtone andin vpon a ſtone, nay not a whole ſtone, but 
all were broken into ſmall pieces ; and yet notwithſtanding Pil- 
grims are ſo mad and blinde, that they goe thither with great 
paines&o ſeek thoſe holy places; where when they come, with the 
expence of g great deale of time,in recompence of their paines 
are madea laughing ſtocke to the kings of Ieruſalem,and find no- 
thing but fainedand ſuppoſed holy places and buildings , fince 
itis manifeſt by the words of our Sauiour, that there ſhall not be 4 
ſtone left 1/pon a ſlone which ſhall not be by okew to pieces : and as Bor- 
chardus the Monke faith, that the Romanes cauſed the Temple 
andother Princely buildings,togethenwiththe mountaines to be 
throwne downe and caſt intothe valleys, with which being filled, 
there remaineth not ſo much as an Embleme of the old Citie, 
From whence may-cuidently appeare, that thoſe places which 
arcnow ſhowen to Pilgnms by the Monkes of Icrufalem, are 
meerely 
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meerely ſuborned,and fained,on me ro deceiue them, and 
etherr money. They are verie fimple therefore that will gocto 
| Ax a to ſee ſuch places and ſecke their ſaluation. Andas foe 
the ſepulchre (as isaforefaid) the Tartars beate itall in pieces; {6 
that this Monument of our Lordis not to be found vpon the 
earth : wherefore our Sauiour Chriſt is no more to be ſonghea- 
monegſtthe dead,burin that ſacred monum* of his holy word, for 
there he hath promiſed ro make cuident his diuine preſence CY 


ofthe Sect which are in and about the Temple of the.p 
holy SepulchreD. 


Nand aboutthe Church which is built ouer the holy SepuE 

chre vpon mount Caluarie, there are at this day many of di- 

uers nationsand countries , of diuers opinions and religions. 
which inhabire. And although they differ in materiall pointes of 
their faith, yet would be all Chriſtians; of which number there. 
are ſome Latins,Grecks, Abifhnes, Armenians, Gregorians, Ne 
forians,Surians,and Ilacobins. | 

The Latins tor the moſt yu are ſuch as we call Franciſcan; ans. 
Monkes, Obſeruants , or Friers: theſc haue the keeping of the 
holy ſepulchre,and lookero it veriediligently; where ſometimes. 
they make a certaine number of Knights of the noble order of S.. 
lohns Temple, with many ceremonies and great ſolemnities.. 
Theſe Knights are girt with a ſword all gilt, hanging in aredde- 
veluet girdle; a chain of gold is put vpon them,worthabout 105 
Hungarian Duckets,atthe end whereof there hangs a leruſalem 
—_- of gold. This kind of croſſe alſo they are permitted toe 
wearc vponthcir armes & clothes ; then haue they a paireof gilt 
ſpurres with veluettyings. But before they are admitredinto this. 
Order,they muſt ſweare vpon the holy ſepulchre tomaintaine: 
and defend the dofrine of the Pope. 

The Grecians thatare there be alſo Monkes, and doe inhabite Greekes- 
within the Temple of the holy ſepulchre; but they haue thekee» 
ping ofthe place whereour Sauiour Chriſt was crucified, and difo- 
ter from the Romaniſts: for they belecue, firſt, Thatthe Holy _ 
Ghoſt proceedeth fromthe Farher,and not  —_ * 
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- they giuethe facramentsin both kinds:third!y,they hold notthe 
Popeto be head of the Church: fourthly, they denie Purgatorie 
and praycr for the dead: hiftly,they ling male in their owne lan- 
guage that cucric man may vnderſtand it: butthey obſeruc ſeuen 
Sacraments,as the Romaniſts doe. They teach men to pray and 
call vpon Saints : they yearely obſcrue two {ſtrict faſting daies, 
and cate no fleth pon atterdayes. 

Thereſt of the Grecians that are through the Eaſt parts, leaue 
marriage free,as well forthe Clergieas Laitic,and condemne the 
Latine Prieſts becauſe they marric not. They allow nograuen 
Images in their Churches, butin ſome places of their Church 
they hauefaire painted piftures hanging. The approue notthe 
Pope,but haue a Patriarch for their high Biſhop,which Patriarch 
isgreatly reuerenced,and much honouredin Conſtantinople, 

The Abſkanes be ſuch asarc of Preſter /9hns goucrnment; 
their complexion is browne; their habitation is in the Temple 
vpon mount Caluarie,en the Eaſt ſide ofthe Church doore: they 

ſo approuenotthe Pope,but allow Prieſts to marric, and giue 
the ſacraments in both kinds; yet there are manie ſets & opini® 
ons among them, rung thoſe meates forbidden in the Old 
Teſtament: they circumciſe both male and female, which the 
lewes doe not: they obſerue our Saterday for their Sabboth : 
they bapriſetheir children with fire, of which I will (pcake more - 
hercaftcr in the deſcription ot the towne of Saba. 

The Armenians arc Chriſtans, and come out of Armenia: 
their dwellingis ina Chappell vpon mount Sion neere to Saint 
James his Church. They deny the Pope to be head of the church ; 
they miniſterthe ſacramentsin both kinds; their Prieſts marrie; 
they forbeare the meates forbidden in the Old Teſtament; they 
haue a kind ofcuſtome, to whine and crie by the graues of the 
dead : vpon Twelfth day they keepe a great feaſt, and the next 
day begins their Lent, which they keepe ſtrictly,and eate neither 

s$norfiſh, norany liuing thing during that time; they ob- 
ſerue Wedneſdayes and Fridaics; they preach,ling,and ſay their 
Seruice in their owne togue; they denie prayer for thedead,and 
purgatorie ; theyall weare Hatts with blew hat-bands. 


The Gregorians are Chriſtians that dwell by the great citie of 
Trapezunta 
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Trapezunta vpon the Euxinian Sea. TheirPriefts marric, but if 
their wiucs die they te I leru- 
falem, in the Church mount ie, where Chriſt after 
his reſurretion ſhewed himſelfe like a Gardner vato Mui 
dalen. 
"The Neftorian heretickes, who now are found in 
bers in Niniue,which at this day is called Moſlell in other 
laces thereabout z doe —_— the herelie of Neftorias their 
Mafter.and teach, That Chriſt hath rwo natures,and thathe _ 
ewo perſons,and that Aary was not the mother of God,bur 
ſhe bare Chriſt who was manonly : abourtheir Hats they weare 
fleſh-coloured hatt-bands. Some of their Priefts are Guides 
dwell in the Temple of mount Caluanie. | 
The Surians follow the Grzcian Chriſtians, touching the moſt Surians. 
of their opinions : they reſpe& not much theirreligion; forin re- 
gard oftheir pouertie they arc forced to work for day Vn- 
der the Turkes.Some of them alſo dwel in leruſalem inackurthy 
called S*. Markes,which ſtandcth in the place ofthe houſe where 
Tobw Marke dwelt, where the Apoſtle Peter knockt when the An- 
gell leddehim ont ofpriſon. | 
The Se of the Iacobins are reſident in a Chappell which lacobiae. 
ſtandeth behindethe ſepulchre, They takethat name of 7acobthe 
Hereticke, who wasa Diſciple of the Patriarchof Alexandria : 
they are waucring and vnconftant _—— themſclues, and are 
here and there found in Iudea, Egypt,and Barbarie, diuided into 
many Setts for ſome of them hold with Extichwand Macharys, 
whoaſcribe one nature to Chriſt which is the Godhead, and de- 
niethe manhood. Some of them circumciſetheir children,ſome 
baptiſe them with fire,and makea croſle vpon their faces. Of this 
ficrie baptiſme you ſhall reade more hereafter in thedeſcription 
of the citie of Saba. ? 
Hereby you may note,how the Temple ofthe holy ſepulchte 
in Icrulalem is filleq with many Sets, who ahogickir giucand 
pay tribute toche Emperour of the Turkes; whereby you may 
ſee that Chriſt will beno more ſought in the holy erlchre; bue 
rather inthe holy Enangeliſts, where he ſuffereth himſelfeto be 
found by all thoſe that ſecke him witha pure heart. $1021. 
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Of the Setts of the Tewes. 
N theſe ur times the lewes doe inhabite in Teruſalem, and are 
denided into many ſef,that is to ſay,Phariſes,Saduces, Effzs, 
Geniſtcis, Morboneis,at$d Meriſteis.The Phariſes took that name 
from the interpretation of the Law, andis deriaed from the He- 
brew word Paraſch,which {ignifies to expound : ſo that Pharaſes 
is as much to ſay as DoRor or expounderof the Law ; they ap- 
proucof Moy/esand the Prophets; they hold theimmortalitic of 
the ſoule : but of Chriſt andthe principall parts of his doQrine, 
of the law,oflinne,and of ceremonies, they haue manie vngodly 
opimonsand expolitions, They faine, that the Law was inſtitu- 
tcd by God for outward diſcipline; tha ſinne is onely outward 
traſprelſion,& the violating of mens traditions : they hold there 
is no Originall{inne , but that men may performe the law, and 
meritcucrlaſting lite ; belides many other things,as waſhings,fa- 
ſtings,oftcring gifts inthe Temple, and ſuch hke ceremonies, of 
whichthere is no commandement extant in the ſcripture. Reade 
Matt.3.59.12.5-05c. Mar. 2.3.7.75c.1oh.3.7.8.05c.AS1 5.23050 
The Saducesgiuethemſclues an honorabletitle,being deriued 
from Jedukim or Feddilim, calling themſcluesiuſt fromthe word 
Fadck. He was iuft,and by Aphetriſim is not vnproperly deriued 
trom D:caioo,or Dicatos, (ignitying /nſ{5, and by Protheſin in La- 
tin 1#udex,a ludge. So that Jaddik or Fadducers lignifics a iuſt 
Iudge,which would iudge all others, but they themſelues were 
without offence. Thus the worſt men got the beſt names. The 
only allow the hive bookes of Moyſes; they dreame the Meſiras 
ſhould be an carthly king ; they belecue the ſoules of men to be 
mortal, to perilh with their bodies; they do not belecucthere- 
ſurreftion,and that there are neither angels,ſpirits, nordiuels. 
The Effzs had rather be called Students, taking their name 
from A4/a, vnder which title they woutd ſeeme to reprehend, 
& amonelt other things auoid the profane liberty ofthe Saduces, 
& approue notthe arrogant diihmulation of the Phariſes ; but 
thatthey teach more divine & prohtable precepts. Thele live a 
Monattcal lite,vnmarricd ; their goods are comon; forthe moſt 
part they prattiſe phylick : in ther aflemblies, theauncienteſt of 
themreade ſome part of Moſes law,or lomeof the Prophets ; al 
of 
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ofthem both yong and oldatcertaine times ofthe 


hood of Moy/cs : they dwell in the defarts'and vemoit 
Tadeazneer to the lake Aſphalcites,& in the garden of enecr 
lericho, where theauncient Prophets Elras and El;/ers had their 
ſchools, whoſe diſciples werecalled the children ofthe Prophets. 
Thele three ſets began in /udas Macchabeas ti me, Joſep. ltb.? £18. 

The Geniftcis are ſaid to be thoſe that do certainly affirm, that 
they areofthe poſtcritic of Abraham, although they haue loſt 
their genealogies,& cannot proueir, Theſecall themſelues great 


andnoble, andare ofthe ſtocke of thoſe thatin the capriuitie of 
Babylon,married the wiues of other nations : of which you may 


reade in Nehems.ſo that they are halte Gentiles, halfe lewes, and 
account themſelues to be ofthe Nobilitie. 

The Morboneis verie ſolemnly obſeruethe ſabboth,which ma- 
nie others that are flatterers of the Turkes and Saracens do not : 
there area great companie of theſe; for almoſtall the lewes doe 
veric ſuperltitioully celebrate the ſabboth : & therefore they take 
their name partly from a Multitude, and partly from Vſurie; for 
Merebach in Hebrew ſignifies a multitude,and Tarebah vſurie., 

Theſe are thoſe Tewes that deuide the ſcripture, and ſay the 
Prophets ſpoke not all with one ſpirit; & whatthey liſt they make 
ſcripture,and what they liſt they Jeaue out: and therfore the Gre- 
cians call them Meri/tein,which ſignifies to deuide. 

Therearealſo others intheſe ourtimesthatare Iewes too, but 
they are called Samaritanes,whichonly approuc of the Moyſai- 
call law,and retc& the reſt ofthe ſcripturcs and Prophets. Theſe 
are ſo called from Keeping) for this word Schamar properly lig- 
nifies to preſcrucor keepe a ſpeech in heart, and hath therefore a 
certaine congruitie and conſonance with the Latin word Sermo: 
ſo that Schamar in Hebrew,and Sermoin  atinc, are much what 
of one ltgnification.. 

Bur all the lewes, except the Saduces , haueone faith ; they 
thinkethey may fulfill the commaundements,and by their owne 
works be 1aftified & purchaſe cternall life. They denie the Trini- 
ticand Chriſt,and doe belecuethat their Meſ5/a4is yet to come, 
and (hall bringthem backe againe intothe land otpromile. / 
| BE A of 


| | day,lay pray- 
ers. They haue no new kind ofdotrine,but embracethe Pricſt- 
s of 
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ofthe Saracens and Turkes which inhabite in Teruſalem - of 
He Saracens are apeople of Arabi the ftonie; of thepoſte- 
ritie of ſþmae! the ſonne of Abraham,which he begate of Ha- 
gar. From whence they are rightly called Agarins, notwithftan- 
ding they had rather bee called Saracins. Others call them 
Saracins a Saraca,whichis a part of Arabiathe ſtonie. It ſeemeth 
therefore that theſe peopletooke their name from a Principalitie; 
for Sararin Hebrew'is S ſame that Principati geſſitis in Latin, 
or if you will, Principacum obtinuit, which lignifies (to obtaine a 
Principalitie.) Andthereforc the Sarazens or Sarrazens, may be 
ſaid Princes or Captaines, whoſe Principalitie extendsitlelte far 
and neere: but Agarinsſignifie Peregrinators ; for Gor or Garis 
as muchto ſay as a Pilgrim. 
Theſe people combined themfelues with Mahomer that 
falſe Prophet, borne of obſcure parentage: his fathers name was 
Abdimeneche,ot his wife that was ot the family of 1/hmaelor of the 
Saracens,borne in Arabia the tonic, and ( as itis exprelt in their 
Alcaron) vpon the xxj.day of September, according to our ac- 
compt,abourthe yeare of Chriſt 570. Hetookehis name from a 
eumultuous cofuſion : for Hamah (ignities tumultuatus eft,he hath 
boen tumultuous ; And Hamann, tumultuando difturbauithe deui- 
ded by contention. From hence Aim lignihes tumultuor, a 
contender,and Matomat,concitor,a rebell. From whence may be 
pathcred, that Mahometis an ominous & ſeditious name. Whiles 
he was in his infanciche liued with his father : after, being of a 
prompt wit,heſerued one Abdomonepls a Merchant,in whoſe ſer- 
uice conuerſing with Chriſtians and Tewes, hee gota ſmattering 
knowledge ofthe Olde and New Teſtament, & many acquain- 
tance; amongſt which was one Sergzus an Arian Monke, aman 
verie well affeted of this Abdomoneplis. Abdomoneplis died, and 
by the perſwalion of this Monke, Aahomet marricd Cadigan his 
wife,although ſhe was fiftie yeares of age, and by her hadgrear 
riches: ſhe ſoone after alſo died, & left Mahomet all that ſhehad. 
Heotaſudden,being liftvp rothis heigth of ſubſtance,greyw very 


ambitious ( for hee was naturally proude, wrathfull, a theefe, a 
whoremaſter,a moſtimpudentaduieerer ;& whereſoeuerhecame 


made 
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made hauocke ofall things.) This man by the helpe of the Sara- 
censand other, affeted the kingdomeot Arabia, which within: 
ſhort time after he obrained,entring Mecha the chief citie there» 
of, vpon Thurſday the fifteenth of Iuly, Ano Dom.622.and by 
the helpe of two Tewes and this Sergiw, wrote that blaſphemous 
law of the Alcaron, falſly profelling himſelfe to bee a Prophet, 
and began cruelly ro oppole himlelte againſt all neighbouring 
nations and cities. 

' The Alcaron takeththe name from ſplendor or brightneſle; 
for Alin the Arab.ck isas much as Karan inthe Hebrew,and that 
ſignihesto (hine or to calt fortha brightneiſe. This Alcaron con- 
tainesa blaſphemous and deteſtable law, written in the Arabian 
rongue,withoutanie order or colourot knowledge,teaching ma- 
nifeſt lyes,and execrable blaſphemies againſt God; and for the 
moſt part,the pleaſures and 50 ot this world: for he doth 
denie thatthere is oneeternall eſſence ofthe Dietie, and the holy 
Trinitie ; our Sauiour Chriſt they one while call the ſonne of 
God,and another while the ſoule or ſpirit of God. They denie 
his Dicric,but ſay that he was a holy man,borne without a father, 
ofthe chaſte and incorruptible Virgin Mary. And although hee 
was before all beginning, yet they belecue that he was not begot- 
ten but created before all other eſſential creatures,by the eternall 
God. Alſo they ſay he was not crucified, but ſome other in his 
place; and therefore the ſaluation of man not to conliſt inthe 
mcrits of Chriſt, but in our owne proper workes. And that the 
lewes might embrace the Alcaron, they retaine circumciſion, 
which is commonly done when the children are thirtcene yeares 
of age,about which time, 1/hmael was circumciſed, they forbeare 
the meates forbidden in the Law ; they hauemany wiues at one 
time: they tollerate a bill of diuorcgandaffirme that after the re- 
ſurretion men may hauc manie wiues, and withthem banquet, 
ſurfer,and vſe pleaſantrecreations ; with diuers ſuch errours and 
vainctrifles, which for breuitics ſake I omit. 

That he might the better perſwade men to embrace and be- 
lecue theſe his lies and blaſphemous doArineshe verie cunning» 
ly ſcemed to confirm them with many falſe and fained miracles: 
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and amongſt the reſt this was one; Hauing taught a white Doue 
to fetch corne in his care, whiles he was preaching to the pcople, 
it chancedthat ſhe came & fate vpon his ſhoulder, & putring her 
bill into his eare according to her accuſtomed maner, he perlwa- 
ded the people that it was the ſpirit of God, which deliucred him 
the words of the law. A Bull alſo, taught afrerthe ſame manner, 
at his voyce came before him,and kneeling downedid him reue- 
rence,with the Alcaron tied vpon his hornesz which heathrmed 
was comefrom heauen and brought that new Law. Then did 
he make diuers horncs of gold and liluer; and hlling them full of 
milke hid themin theearth : after which, in a great aſſembly he 
cauſedrhe ſame places to be opened, and told the people thar 
theſc lignified plentie and aboundance to all ſuch as kept and 
obſcrued that law ; But the violaters thereof ſhould be puniſhed 
with death. Together with many other ſuch like idle and fooliſh 
miracles ( which would be too tedious to recne) that he might 
make the people belecue that it came from God. And bein 
afflicted with the falling (ickeneſle, gaue it out, that then the An- 

1 Gabriel told him the law , making this likewiſe ameanesto 

rther his deſignes : but after,7z. vpon the eigth of Iunc, 4110 
Dom.632.and 1n the ſixtic one yeare of hisage,he died miſerably 
ofthis diſeaſc,after he had reigned in Mecha ten yeares; and Ex- 
bubizer or Abubachar his father in law ſucceeded him in the g0- 
uernement,who built in his honour a Church, and in that put his 
ſepulchre,both ſtately and ſumptuous. 

The Turkes alſo embrace this doctrine, and ioyned their 
forces with the Saracens : They extended their Empire vnder 
Mahomet the third into Afta, Europe, and Africa. They deriue 
their name (as | ſuppoſe) from cruelticz for Turca ſignifieth a 
cruell deſtroyer,or an armed enemie;being deriued from the He- 
brew word Tarach, thatis,to effet his purpoſe. From whence 
they are not imptoperly called of the Grecians 7:w»,tovexc and 
make wearie,orel{c from the Hebrew word Tachera, which ſig- 
nihes a ſhield, and from the Greeke word watand >$-«/7,to put 
on alhield,and to armc themſelnes. For the Turkes are armed 
encnucsandddltroyers ofthe whole world : and by Ezechielare 
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called Gog and Magog,ea.3 8.07 3 of. a douy'a was the ſonne 
of 14pher,Gen.19.and, as ſome thinke, inhabitedthe North parts 
ofthe world. Plinie places them in BoÞherw,Cimmering, Syythia, 
Wc. which lieth towards the Eaſt. Bur indeed they have often 
changed theirrefidence,and haue come into Perſia, Armenia, Sy- 
ria, Paleſtina, Arabia,and cruelly deftroyed them, vnrill they had 
conquered Conſtantinople,and got agreatpart of Europe; and 
haue infeted the mindes of all the inhabitants in thoſe parts with 
cheir maners,{laughters,and rapines, according to that blaſphe- 
mous law of the Alcaron. They firſt afflicted Hoſe parts about 


the yeare of our Lord 760. Conſtantius Copronius being 
then Emperour of Rome ſince which time 


they haue conquered a preat part

But when man was layed 
EINE RO © open to all calamities,mileries,yea & death, 
the Hebrewes called him Fnefh, which fignifies a mortall and 
miſerable man : for this attribute to man agreeth with the word 
Neſch,which ſignifies to be ficke of a deadly diſeaſe. There are 
ſome thatthink that man was made in Syria neereto Damaſcus, 
becauſethere is found much redde earth. Others fay neere to 
Hebron a citic in the Tribe of Inda, and there al{olyes buried ; 
for ina caue neere that place, lyes much redde earth, which the 
inhabitants euento this day ſhew vnto Pilgrimes: butthis is no- 
thing tothe purpoſe, {1nce we know that man was firſt created 
and then brought into Paradiſe,Ger.1.gy 2. 
Of Paradiſe_. 
PAradile, which in Greekg 1s P--=4j«c, and in Hebrew Pardes, 
ſignifies a pleaſant Garden plentifully furniſhed with fruit

Luther 
calleth Paradiſe 1n his diſcourſe of Germanie,a pleaſant Garden, 
Eccle2. Muniter an Orchyeard, and in the Bible itis called Eden, 
a place plentifullyturnilhed with all things neceſlary for the pro- 
curing of pleaſure & delight, The Grec1ans calls it Hedone,which 
ſignifies an extraordinarie deleQable and pleaſant place,forin it 
there was great aboundance of all things, as well of trees, fruits, 
hearbes,& !weer ſmelling flowers, asot beaſtsand fowlesof the 
heauen. Intothis place God put man todreſle it &keepe it. But 
where it ſtood, whether it be now vpon the carth,there are ma- 
ny of diuers opinios, The Romaniſts hold,thatitis placed in the 
Eaſt without theTropicks:others would haue it vnder theA£qua- 
tor,becaulc it is a very tEperat region;burt experiencerells vs that 
there itis very hot & ſcorching: others think thatit tideth vpon 
thetop of a high mountain, free fro all the violent motions &im- 
preflions of theayre,in which place they hold «A&noch & <Aliah 
are yet liuing* there are others that aſhgne the whole Eaſt part to 

be Paradiſe.& in that,there were ſome peculiar places molt fruit- 

fill,ot which they thinke was Syria, Damaſcus, Arabia felix, AE- 

git &udea,in which part man was put,G& they alſo ſay,thar the 

tree of knowledge of good &euill, ſtood vpon Mount Caluerie, 

r2creaboutthatplace wher Chriſt was crucihed,lſo that he made 
ſatis?a Fon for lin,in the ſame place where (in was firſt comitted. 

Aad this I holdtobethe better opinion, and that it remained till 

the Deluge,keptin the cuſtody of Angels,at Gods appointment, 

and by the flood, together with other creaturs was aboliſhed. 

And for char ſaying of our Sauior to the theefe vpon the crolle, 
Thus diy thou ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe,is not to be vnderſtood of 
the earthly Paradiſe,bat of that heauenly Parad. the place of the 
bleſſed angels & ſaints, wher God with his diuine maieſt.&glory 
hillerhthe withthe light ofrightcouſnes, & quickneth the with c- 
zernall life. This place Pawlcallsthe third heauen, & that heau@ly 
Paradiſeofwhich the earthly Paradiſe is atipe. 2.Cor.12- 


beacom pound,that is,of Parah,which ſignifies to fruditie, and 
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Of the foure Riners that watered Paradiſe. 


He foure Floods of Paradiſe, were Piſon, Gihon, Hidekel 

and Euphrates , Gen. 2. There was but one Fountaine of 
all theſe floods, &this was in Paradiſe it ſelfe, which in thoſe times 
was diuided into foure Streames. Bur as by the Flood all the face 
of the earth was changed,(o likewiſe were theſe Riuers,and their 
Fountaines and channells, altcred from the places where at firſt 
they were. Notwithſtanding,in memorieof them,thereremains 
ſome reliques, though perhaps not in the ſame place,nor ſpring- 
ing out of one and the ſame Fountaine,as they did betore. And 
as the Mediterranean ſea,the Gulph of Arabia, and many other 
Meeres and Lakes,betore the Flood,were not, but ( by the gene- 
rall conſentofall learned men)hapned by that huge inundarion, 
The ſame may be ſaid of theſe Riuers. 

The head or begtning of the Riuer Piſchon or Piſon, is 48co 
miles Eaſtward from Ieruſalem,and is like vnto an arme of the 
Sea, ſome 12 or 16 miles ouer, and for that cauſc it takcththe 
name from Poſch, that is, increaſing, orof an extraordinarie 
greatneſle + from hence the Grecians calls it Phulon,becauſeit 
deuides it ſelfe into diuers Riuolers or Streames. It compaſſeth 
in Hauilah,itdeuideth that part ofthe world which we cal Indea 
intothe outward and inward: And theres called Ganges taking 
that name from an AMthiopian King called Gange as Sn yds 
ſaith. Some ſay it is vnknown where it firſt riſeth,others ſay ir ri- 
ſeth in Scythia & watereth all the neighbour countries as it paſ- 
ſcth along as Nylus doth,and lo being diſperſed into 3o chan- 
nels deuideth Indea with one of them : the narroweſt place of 
Ganges is 8. miles ouer, and the {halloweſt 100. foote deepe, it 
bringeth forth Dolphins Crocodels and Ciuers other creatures. 

Solinws and Strabo faith , that the Riuer Tygris riſethin 
Armema a very faire and clcare tountaine, it is diſtant from 
Jeruſalem lixe hundred miles rowards the north : it runneth 
with ſuch an exceeding {wiftneſle, that hthes cannot ſwimme a- 
gainſtit, and paſſeth thorough the lake of Arthuzia without once 
mingling it ſelte with that water : And for this cauſeitis called 

Tigris 
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Tigris,which ſignifieth a dartand a beaſt ofextraordinarie ſwift- 
neſle and crueltic. This riuer running from towards the north 
andthe riling of the Sunne, it compaſleth in Meſlopotamia and 
paſſeth by the borders of Medea and Afhria,and afterthat of 
Chaldza and Arabia, it there receiuerh in the river Hydaſpis, 
and ſo ioyning with Ewphrates,fallesinto the lake of Perſia, The 
Hebrewes called this riuer Chidikel from Chadad which figni- 
fiesaccute, and Xalal light: for itis a ſwift running ſtreame, from 
hence the Grzcians call it .«»a» the Latines Celer, the Germaines 
EinZelter,which with vs ſignifiesa horſe ſwiftly running forit 
paſſcth away,(wifter thE an arrow outofa bow. Coing towards 
the Eaſt ſome 36. miles from the auncient Babylon, itrunneth 
thorough atowne called Bagadeth bordering vpon Tarkia and 
Perlia and from thence towards the latitude to a towne called 
Argentaratus where it chaungeth the name to Tigris Rheni 
that placeirrunneth ſo extreame ſwifr,that it will make amans 
head dizzie to looke vpon it. 

Strabo ſaith the Riuer Euphrates riſeth out of a Mountaine in 
Armenia,called Nipha,ſome 309miles from the Cirie of Teru- 
ſalem towards the North, watering Meſopotamiaand Chaldea, 
and paſſing thorough the middeſt of that floriſhing Citie Babi- 
lon,diuides itinto two parts,and atterpaſſing thorough and fru- 
Aitying Arabia, itioyneth with the Flood Typgris, and fallsinto 
the Periian Gulfe. Simirams Queene of the Afﬀfirians and of 
Babilon,built a bridge ouer the narrowelt place ofthis Riuer,be- 
ing ſome three quarters of a mile ouer. The Hebrewes call this 
Riucr Parah,becauſe it frutifheth,and from thence the Grecians 
call it +« Or ++» tO beare fruite,theGermansFrutchter,which in 
Engliſhis fruitfull or pleaſant, And therefore Saint Ambroſe 
ſaith,it is deriued from Euphrancin,thatis,from reioycing, For 
that onerflowing the Fields, it cauſed them the next yecre to 
Aowri(h with all kind of fruiteand pleaſant flowers. The water 
of th:5 riuer 1s very towleand dirty : Sothat it is vnhitto drinke: 
a"corting tothat of 1eremze, Cap. 2. Whatauaileth ittheetopoe 
inro A 11a that thou mighttt drinke of the water of Euphrates?

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Therefore the inhabitants neereaboutit,are wont to take agreat 

ot that houldeth a good quantitie,wherinto putting water,they 
ictitſtand till all the filth be ſunke to the bottome , and ſo they 
haue clcare water to drinke. 

Nilus taketh the begining from a certaine Mountainein Mau- 
ritania the lower,not tar from the Occan,and iſſues from a Lake 
which they call Nidiles,and partly from other Lakes, and is in- 
creaſed with the ſnowe waters falling from the Mountaines of 
the Moone in Africa, 3200 miles trom Ieruſalem towards the 
South. Some thinke it tooke the name from Nrlews a certaine 
King thereabours,Others from the ſoyle which it yercly brought 
downc in the ſtreame,wherebyall Mgiptis made fruirtull; from 
whence ſome thinke it was called Serutus Nilus quaſi viz», that 
is,bringing downe new mudde with it. The Hebrewes calls it 
Gihen , becauſe it breaketh out of the earth with great violence. 
This Riucr comes through the deſarts of Athiopia, and fo with 
great violence comes into Agipt, where it is diuided into ſeuen 
ttreames,and in times paſt had ſeuen gates; the names of which 
wherc, Lngponns or Heraclioticus , Bolbitinus, Sebiniticus, 
Pharmiticus, Mendcſtus, Taniticus,and Paluſinus. The two out- 
ward gates of which,z1z. Canopicus and Palufiacus, were 169 
miles a ſunder. Apianws faith, there are two other gates called 
Tineptimicus and Diolcus: This ninth gue is diuided ata Citie 
and placecalled Delta,taking the nametrom the likeneſle that it 
hath tothe Greeke letter ſo called. So that Nilus is diuided into 
nine gates, by which nine gates, it falls into the Mediterrancan 
ſea. There are many that thinke, that Paradiſe was onely in AE- 

ipt,and thatthen it had only but foure ſtreames, and that at the 

lood,it was confuſed into nine, and they would ſeemeto proue 
their opinion out of the 3 1 chapter of Ezelzell, where he calleth 
#Egipta garden of pleaſure. But this differeth from the diſcrip- 
tion of Aoſes,for it is not ſcituatein the Eaſt, but ratherthe South 
from Icruſalcm, and farre diſtant from the two Eafterne Riuecrs, 
Euphrates and Hiddikel, by which the holy Scriptures doe prin- 
cipally denote Paradiſe, Wherefore it may be concluded, that 
#gipt was onely a part of Paradiſe, not Paradiſe it ſelfe, And 
chat this River was one of the Riyers, not all , the ſireames of 


which 
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which Riuer,at ſometimes of the yeere, w#z. in the ſummer Sol- 
ſtice,when the Sunne is necre the Dogge-ſtarre , begins to ſwell 
and ouerflow the bankes , by reaſon of the melting of the ſhow 
which lies vpon the Mountaines of the Moone, and ſodrowne 
all the places neere vnto it,throughthe Landof Mgipr, leauing 
behindir, certaine (lime and mudde, by which itcomes to pafle, 


that the Countrey is very fruitfull , and ſerues themin ſteed of 


raine, atwhich time ot the yeere ( for this happens oncecuerie 
yeere )the people and inhabitants of the Countrey, retire them» 
ſelues to their Towns, Cities,and Caſtles, ſcituated vpon Rocks, 
Mounraines,& high grounds, from whence it hapneth,that they 
ſuſtaine verielittle diſcommoditie or loſſe,by any ſuch inundati- 
on. They alſo keepe little boates, whereby they paſſe from one 
place to another, becauſe all the paſſages and footpathesare then 
drowned with waters. There are many prittie obſeruations 
which the pcople of Agipt were wont to take notice of intheri- 
ſing of this water, for they had certain ſtaues whereby they mea- 
ſured the deapth of it,if ittroſe but rotwelue cubirs (whichis ſix 
yeards in height) they then ſtood in feare of a great famine , (6 
alſo it it was but thirteene , for then the water wasnordeepe 
enough co make the ground ferrill : but if it roſe to fourteene or 
fifreene , then they were ingreat hope, and did not doubt of a 
fruicfull yore : and if roſtxreene, they then greatly rezoyced ar 
their pro{/ <r.tic,and kept banquets and feaſts, and were aſſured 
that the {u. ceeding yeere would be verieplentifull : burif itroſe 
abouc, thc; laid al1deall fignes of ioy,and liued verie ſparingly, 
and with gr-:tſorrow,this great inundation of waters, foreſhew- 

ing, ſcarcitic , 2nd want, and famine, and peſtilence, and death. 
And thus Nilus veerely cuerie yeere,isto them inſteed of raine,, 
. for Fgiptis withoutratne. 

In Autumne, at ſuchtime asthe Sunne going out of the laft 
face of Libra,cntrethinto Scorpio, the watersof Nilus by little 
and lictle retire themſeluesinto their bankes , and the earth be- 
comesquite vncouered of water : about which time ,the Coun- 
trey being exceeding hot, the earth is preſently made dryin all 
thoſe places, Sotharin the moneth of Oftober,they may both 
ul and fowe their Land.. In this Riuer the Crocodile _— [ 
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Ichneumon, of the nature of whichtwo, you may ſufficiently 
reade in Geſwner. There alſo breeds the Pellican, of which faint 
lerom (aith,thcreare two kinds , one that lives vpon the water,an 
other that liues vpon the land : Thele birds as ha athrme, kill 
their young ones vpon their beake,and then lcauethem lying in 
their neaſt for three daies, atthecnd of whichtime, the temale 
gricuoully wounds hir ſelfe vpon the breaſt, and FO hir 
blood vpon hir young ones,reuiues them againe. This bird _ 
verie well be atipeand figure of our bleſled Sauiour , who thed- 
ding hispretious blood vpon the croſle for our linnes , after the 
third day roſe againe, and chathe mo reſtore vs to life that be 


deadin ftinne, powrethout his blood vpon vs, whereby weare 
madecapable of etcrnall life.

It ſeemeth, it ei- 
ther tooke that name from light or fire, or elſe from divine wor- 
ſhip,fortherethey vied to offer many burnt offerings, but at that 
time they committed idolatry, for which cauſe Abraham went 
from thence perceming that the Chaldeans tooke the fire for 
their god, becauſe fire came downe from heauen and conſumed 
their offerings . Learned men therefore are of opinion that the 
Chaldeans inthe towne of Vhr, worſhiped the fire for theirgod.

H Aran is the chiefecicie in Meſopotamia, where Abraham for 
4 time dwelt with his father Thar : There the rich Romane 
Craſſus with his armie was ouerthrowne by the Partheans,and is 
dilant from leruſalem foure hundred and fortic miles North+ 
Eaſt-ward,takipg the name from the water Charan, which run- 
neth through it : but at this day the citieis called Ophra, lying 
elcuen daies tourney from Moſlell or Niniuic,as D. Zeonard Ron- 
wolfe writeth,who in @x.1 575.vpon thethirticth of Januarie was 
in thattowne. Ophra or Haran is a faire citie wellinhabiredand 
indifferent great,compalled about with walls and rowres, richly 
furniſhed with merchandiſe : but ſpecially with faire couerlers 
of diuers colours which are madetherein, 

There is likewiſe gteat trade and trafhque for diners kindes of 
warcs brought thither by Carauanes,which are greatnumbersof 
camels, horles,and other beaftsthat cary great burdens,with ma- 
ny mento condudt them, which trattique and trauell from one 
citieroanother, 

This citic in times paſt belonged to the Parthians, even then 
when Craſ/#s therich Roman, hiftie three yeares before Chriſts 
birth, robbed the templeof Ieruſalem,and of thoſe holierclicks 
| bare away, to the value of (1xe tunnes of gold; for the which 
God punilhed him openly : For ypon the {1xth of Iuneafter,he 
was by the Partheans ouerthrowne, hard by Haran in Meſopo- 
tamia,and there taken and ſlaine. The Parthians powring molten 
gold into his mouth,ſaid,drink now thy fl(thou greedy wretch) 
of that which thou ſo long haſt thirſtedafter, for with this thou 
mayelſt fill thy greedy throar. 

In this ouerthrow were (laine thirtie thouſand Romans, and 
by that means the cine of Haran returned againe vnder the Par- 
thians, | 

After thatthe Perſians tooke it, but now it is vnder the Turke. 

In this citie of Haran, at this day, there isto be ſeenc a well of 
vary cleere water, at which Rebecca gauedrinke to Eleazer Abra- 
hams ſeruant, and tohis co Gen,24.19, This well bythe

I priſoner, and gaue him free libertie to inhabire in, and vie * 
the plaine thereabour for his cattell: before whoſe doore, as * 
ſome Authours affirme, this Terebinth or Oake tree ſtood, and 
ſo continued from the beginning of the world, till the time of 
Conſtantine the great, it being lawfull for none tocutabough * 
of it, or touch it with a hatchet, becauſe it was in thoſe daies ac- 
counted a holie tree, and viſited by diuers ſtrangers : and then 
Helena cauſed afaire Church to be builded in that place, and fo 
much the rather, ' for that Abrahams ſitting vnder the ſame 
tree, the three Angels appeared vntoin the {imilitude or like- 
neſle of men, - Geneſis 8. 1. 2. And ſomeareof opinion,that 
becauſe of this, the lewes offered Incence to their gods, and 
committed Idolatric vpon high mountaines, and vnder greene 
trees. Ezekarl 16, There was allo a double caue made jof 
white marble, which as Joſephus ſaycth, was verie faire and 
beautifull to the eye, and curiouſly wrought and poliſhed, 
wherein Abraham, Iſaac, and 1aceb with their wiues Sara, Re- 
beccha and Leah were buried. Andas ſome thinke was that caue 
which hee purchaſed of the Hittites Genifies 23.3 4- But that 4- 
damand Exah lies buricd in the ſameplace, fecing there is no 
warrantſor it inthe holie ſcriptures, I let it paſſe, becauſe what+ 
ſocyer hath not authoritie of ſcripture to proueit, may ascafily 
be contemned as allowed. But Abrahams "Mary her in leroms time 


wasto be ſeenc being old and decayed. 


Of Hebron. 
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$1 His Citie was not onely a Kings ſcate, butaPricſts alſo, 

being butlt nor long after the Flood, and ſome euen yecres 
before that eitic ofthe Egiptians,called Zoan or Tanis Num. 13. 
And was placed vpon agoodly high Mountaine, verie pleaſant 
anddelettable. Ir raketh the name from Chabar which ſignifies 
to accompanie. And trom thence Chebton or Hebron a plea- 
ſant& delcRable ſocietic,itwasa Metropolitan citic in the Tribe 
of 1#da,aud atter called Kiriatharba, as itappeareth in 1oſua 1 4+ 
taking thatname from Arbathe chiefe Gouernour of thar Citie, 
This man was one of the Anakims , and a mightie Prince. 
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ham being a ſtranger and traveller. Theſe people dwelt * their 1gre at 
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Of the Traue atriarche Abraham. 


Others there arethar ſay,the citic being diuided into foure parts, 
was thereof called ure; for Arba fignifies a Quaternian, from 
the Rote Raba foure ſquare. Ir was hirit bhilded by Heth,the ſon 
of that curſed Canaay,whole poſteritie (the Hittites)inhabitedin 
it. And (ſuch was theirhoſpiraliric)that they enterteyned Ybra-

vntll ow time, and then there was one Hoham that was King dwelr Siſai; As 

thereof, who with other Kings,oppolingthe Children of 7 oe RIG 

was by them flaine, and had their Countrey wafted and deſtroy- Ant. = 

ed. This towne was after made a Towneof refuge,and belong- 

ed to the Inheritance of Caleb, and was together with Mam- 

rc in the Tribe of 1ude, 1oſna20. Here Dawid was firſt annoin- 

ted King,and raigned therein for the ſpace of ſeuen yeeres, 2 of 

Samuel 5. But this Towne by the iniurie of time,and oppreſſion 

of the enemie, is now become deſlolate, onely ſome few old re- 

liques arc to be ſcene, to ſhew there had beenea Townethere. 

Neuertheleſle,there is a Towne not farre from it, which retey- 

neth the name,placed ina verie fruitfull Valley called Mamre,to 

this day. Here, whiles it was vndertheiuriſdi&tion of the Chri- 

ſtians, ſtood a Cathedrall Church,and was a Biſhops See,bur the 

Turkes hauerurned itinto a Mosko, or one of their Churches. 

Into this place they will not ſuffer any Chriſtian to enter. The 

Inhabitants will take vpon them to [ſhew vnto ſtrangers many 

things,as the Vault or Caue wherein 46raham was buried, The 

place where Cain kild Abel, The well where Adam & Enah wept 

ſeuen yeres for thedeath of their ſon, with many ſuch like fables 

whichare to no purpole, ſeeing they are not warrantable by k 

Scripture. = 
Some bowes ſhoote Eaftward from this placeis the field of | 

Damaſcus,where the redearth lycth;of which they faineman to 

be made. Itis naturally tough,and may be wrought likewaxe or 

pitch. There is alſo thatis white of the ſame kind, and this is

T his Ze accountcd butalictle 
Cirie,bur there are that ſay, it was a verie ſpacious andprincely 
place,neereto which his wite forhir diſobedience was turned in- 
toa piller of {alt, and not farre of he committedinceii with his 
two daughters. ndalthough Zuher be of opinion,thatthat allo 
within a while atter vvas burnt, yer this cannot be certainly pro 
ued, clpecially becauſe it remaineth even till this day, (citt= 
ated both in the auncient place and called by the auncient 
name , vnleile ſome new Citic hath beene Her built in 
the ſame held and is now called after that name , which 
I cannot thinxe to be true.

N the verie ſameplacewhere theſe Cities were burnt'and de: 
ſtroyed,thereis at this day to be ſcenea lake about lix and thir- 
tic mileslong, and in ſomeplaces (xe, and in others eight and 
twelue miles ouer. It boyleth with Pitch and Brimſtone,and in 
ſome places paſleth bythe name otthe ſalr Sea,and in othersthe 
dead Seca, becauſeof the noiſome and venemousayre thatriſeth 
out of it; inſomuch as the verie birds that flic ouer it fall downe 
dead,and ifa beaſt doe bur drinke of itmixt with water, it makes 
him vncurably licke. lt is ofa wonderfull nature; for whatſoe- 
uer heauie thing you fling into it will not link, but ſivimvpon the 
rop,be itcither iron, lead, copper,oranie other weightie matter. 
Cf which Ye/pafian the Emperor hauing notice, ( to make expe- 
riment of what hz had heard) madea iourny of purpoſe to ſce it; 
11d wich him tooke certaine condemned men , who for their of-- 
feces had deſerued death ; theſe he'manacled, and where hee 
thought it to be deepelt cauſed them to be throwne in: butthey 
roſe vp againe with ſuch violence, asit ſome ſtorme or tempeſt 
had ſentthem vp. The water thereof changeth three times aday,: 
and (hineth againſt the ſunne with diuers colours, caſting our fire 
ard great cakes of pitch, muchreſembling Bulls without heads, . 
and of thatquantitie. This pitch is good for diners things, as to 
calke hips, to lay vpon cables,andto vſcin medicines : where- 
fore ſuch as come to this ſea,;& know thenatureof it,have certain 
Skifs and'inſtruments wherewith they draw theſecakes of pitch 
to their ſhipps, towhich ircleaueth fo faſt, (ir being naturally 
tough) that being brought to land,they cannot getit off againe, 
but by the Helpe of Vrin. Vpon the banke thereof grow trees, - 
that beare fruit of divers kinds, asapples & luch like z whichare 
fairea1d pleaſantto theeie,but if youcither touch or open them, 


you (hall finde nothing butduſt,

Brittenbacch (aith ,in this place the Serpent Tyrus, whereof 
they vie to make Treakle,is found: itisa little ſerpent about halfe 
acubite long and a finger thicke,being of diuers colours; and is 
ſo venemous,that where it bitcth there is noremedie, vnleſle it be 
by cutting offthe member. The head ofit is rough and hairie; 

and there ſcemes to lie vpon the rongue of it ( it it beangrie) a

Not farrc from hence alſo, in the land of 
Ham, there dwelt certaine Giants called Z vs 1m,a Z.vs and 
H a »4 a n,which (1gnities to ſtrrre wp commotion. Theſe were ve- 
ricgreat,ſtrong,and ſtately people,and had the commaund of all 
the countries thereabout, which they held in great feare, & were 
conquered by the fourc Kings. 


Of Kiriathaim. 
If Iriathaim was acitie inthe tribe of Reuben beyond Tordan, 
Tofb.1 3.two and twentic miles from Teruſalem towards the 
Eaſt,and fo called becauſe it was deuided into many parts and 
deuilions. The Heathens corruptly call it Carthage. The He- 
brewes dcriue it from K 1 « 1 ar n,which ſignificth a Citie_-,and 


E vt a m,terror, Here diveltthe Emims, a graue and fearefull peo- 
ple; for lotheir name ſignihes. 


Of Hazezon Thamar. 
His Citie tooke the name from a Palme tree, or a Palme 
banke.

At Gerar (he and her ſonne 1ſ2mae! were put out of her Ma- 
ters houſe : and goingin the way that leadeth into Egypt, they 
loſt themſelues in the Wilderneſle of Beerſaba, after { vl had 
travelled twelue miles from Gerar; wherepreſt with want both 
of water and other neceſlarics, ſhee fai whe. and her ſonneallſo, 
wherefore ſhe laid him vndera tree,and about a bows ſhoote off, 
fate downeand wept, expetting nothing but death. As ſhe was 
in this miſcric,God heard the voyceof the child, and fentan An- 
gel vnto her, ſaying, Feare not, for 1 will make of thy child a great na- 
tion.

Hagar with her ſonne 1ſomed) trauclling thorough the Wilder-

Abacuc.3.and is called the 
delartofPharan. Here 1maelrhat exCellent Archer and hunter 
dwelt,after with great power and ways he had conquered all 
the neighbouring Princes and people thereabout. His poſteritic 
alſo inhabited theſe parts, and after his name were called Iſhma- 
lires,ſomecightie miles from Teraſalem towards rhe fouth. Theſe 
people were excellent ſouldiers,& of noble courage: their prin- 
cipall delight was [hooting,and therein exceeded others. They 
lived for the moſt part by hunting, and vpon pillage,and ſo con- 
rinueth to this day. The Saracens who li "wy had their abiding 
in thoſe parts, were deriued from that family, though they had- 
rather take their name from Sara : and from tkence Saracens.

This Eleazer was Steward of Abrahams houſe, and borne at 
Damaſcus,the chiefe Citie of Syria. He was fo called, becauſe

Of Bethel. 


Ethel was a Townein the Tribe of Beniamin, eight miles 

from leruſalem towardsthe North, and ſignifies the houſe— of 
Ged. In times paſt it was called Luz: but Jacob ſeeing 1n that 
placethe vilion of the Ladder, with the Angels Te and 
deſcending vpon it,and becauſe there the Lord renued the coue- 
nant with him concerning his ſeed, andthe comming of Chriſt, 
he therefore calied it Bethel. 

Afterward, eroboxm hauing vnlawfully vſurpt the kingdome 
of Rehoboam,cauſed a calteto be ſet vp there ; 6 which caulcit 
was then called B z r #-a v x x, which ſignificth the houſe of 
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Of the Trauels of the Patriarch Tacob, 


ſinne and abbominable offence. Vatablus is of opinion that thereare 
two Bethels,one in the tribe of Beniamin,the other in the tribe of 
Ephraim,both not farre from Hay: but if this ſhould begranted, 
then theſe two townes ſhould Rand within two miles oneof the 
other, which ſcemeth veric abſurd ; therefore I dare boldly af- 
firme,that there was but one Bethel, which ſtood vpon the bor- 
ecrs of Beniamin and Ephraim, both tribes bordering vpon the 
South ſideof the rowne of Luz, of. 16.07 18. 

This trowne of Bethel was at firſt in the ſuburbs of Luz, vnrill 
the deuiſion of the tribes; for then both theſe Tribes of Ephraim 
and Beniamin,ending in that place,ſomuch increaſed that town, 
that they became both onecitic,and ſo were called Bethel, Ge.28 
& 3 5-loſh.7.0 18. 

From hence there is a two-fold myſteric to be apprehended : 
the firſt, of 7acob,whoſle {leeping in this place vpon a (tone,cauſed 
this citieor towne to be built, and to retaine the name of B x- 
x 1 8 i,that is,the houſeof God. So wholocuer ſeckes to have cter- 
nall life, muſt reſt vpon that corner ſtone Chriſt leſus, the ſonne 
of theeuerliuing God,&by faith be incorporated into the church 
which is the houſe of God ; of which Chrift (the annointed ofthe 
Lord) is both King and Prieſt foreuer. Secondly,as 7acobreſting 
vpon this corner ſtone, ſaw the Angels aſcending & deſcending 
from heauen vnto carth ; ſo by this incorporation into the bodie 
ofthe Church (of which Chriſt is the head) by faith and bapriſm, 
our ſoules are made capableto aſcend into that keauenly taber- 
nacle, which he hath prepared for all thoſe that belecue* accor- 
ding to that in 1oh.1 4. 1 ar2 the way,the truth, and the life > 10 man 
commeth wntothe father but oncly by me, And wholotuer is afſu- 
red of this ladder (that rcacheth from heauen vnto carth ) may 
well ſay with 1acob,Surely the Lord Teſus Chriſt is in this place; 
here is nothing but the houſe of God,and here is the gate of hea- 
uen ; as Chriſt himſelte reſtiheth in the tenth of 7ohn, I am the 
doore,ind whoſoeuer entreth not by me_> g3c. So that Chriſt is the 
head ct his Church, the ladder that aſcendeth into heauen, and 
the doore whereby we muſtenter intoeternall life, 
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T His land of Gilead was acountrey that lay berweene Iordan 
and the mountaine of Gilead ; or rather, betweene the Sea of 
Galily and the mount Gilead , fixtie miles from leruſalem to- 
—_ the Southeaſt. For the mountaines of Gilead, beginning 
at mount Gilead,extended thence vnto Arabia the ſtonic,and ſe- 
perated the countrey of Iſrael beyond lordan, from the coun- 
trey ofthe Ammonites: bur that part which lyerh berweene the 
Sea of Galily and Ammon,is properly called Gilead; for when 
Iacoband Laban madea coucnant either with other in the mount 
Gilead,they gathereda heape of (tones, and making a banquet, 
eate together vponit,Geneſ.1 3, And from thence that mountain, 
andall the countrey thereabout.tooke the name. For LZabax in 
the Syrian tongue 1s called [x GaxSAnapvy T a,the heape of co 
enant. Bur Tacobin the Hebrew language called that mountaine 
together with all the country therabout G ar un Dor Gartaap 
the heape of Teſtimonie : for G a 1 (ignites a heapeorgraxe, and G a» 
L a 1 Hee roled, or he thruſt into a roundheapeÞ. From whence the 
Greeke wor d wie £0 role, 4nd war 4 circle, 1s derined : Alſo FE. 
p a n{ignihes 1 por with the Hebrewes, being deriued from 
ID,whichſignihes te/fatws eſt,that is,þe beareth witneſſe;: and from © 
hence imcamongſt the Grecians is derived, which ſignifiecth & 
witneſſe. This land of Gilead was vente fertile and pleaſant, be- 
ing adorned with manic Caſtles and ſtrong Cities : Andin this 
countrey the Propher Elzah was taken vp into heauen in a fierie 
Chariot, i. Reg.1 7. 2. Reg.2. The Grzcians call this Decapolin,, 
from ten Cities thatare ſtrongly builtin that countrey, Mare.7. 


Of Machanaim. 


Atchanaim was a Citie of the Leuttes in the Tribe of Cad, 

necre to the flood of lordanand Iaboch, fortie foure miles 
from Icruſalemtowardsthe Southeaſt,and ſcituate in the land of 
Gilead beyond Tordan ; being fo called of the Patriarch 7acob, 
becauſe therehelfaw the Tents and Armie of Angels, which hee 
vnderltood to bee his afhſtants againſt his "6: 9s Eſau, whom

Some lay itrakeththe 
name from red ſand that Iyeth on the ſhore, caſt vp by the ſea:

The 
vulgarareof opinion,that itis naturally red by reaſon of the wa- 
ter; but thatis notſo, becauſe itis like the water of the Ocian, 
clcere and falt.But $:raboin his 16 booke obſcrueth, that this ſea 
was ſocalled from Erihres, and thence, Mare Arithr eum ; be- 
cauſe theword Erithraum;in Greeke lignifies red or purple; the 
Latinescall it Mare Rubrum, and we, the red ſea. This Erithr a4 
was ſonne to Perſeus and 4wdromads, who ſometimes dwelt in 
theiſlands of that ſea. [tis alſo called the gulfeof Arabia,running 
from rhe ſouth to the weſt:and by the Hebrews,I a « $ v e n,that 
is,4 Scaly ſea: all which names gre atthis day viced. Atthe vemoſt 
bounds 
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bounds hereof are ſcenethe admirable workes of Pharoah Ne-

giriue ſcruants,as Fagrs and other Hebrews obſerue, being deri- 
ued from B a & L,which ſignifies 4 Zord,and Z av u athat 1s,that 
hath ſeene, or,to behold and ſee. The temple ofthis Idoll ſtood cloſs

There is another place,where 
they ſay God commaunded Aoyſes to bring vp Aaren, Nadab 
and Alibu with him, and the ſeuentic Elders; with many other 
ſuperſtitious chappels,whichwould be too tedious and frmolcns 
to recite.Nor far from this there ſtandeth allo a Mosko ofthe Sa- 
raſens, full as faire and ſpacious as thar of ſaint Xatherines; to 
which there is adioined a certaine Turret : hitherthe Arabigns 
and Saraſens doalſo often cometo vilite ſaint Katherine,” 

Ar the aſcentof the Mount Horeb,ncereto the Monaſterie of 
faint Katherines,there ſtandeth a fountaine of veriecleere water, 
thelikeneſle of a bow, made out of ſtone, reaching from the one 
fide of it to the other, and ſtandeth likevnto anarch orgate, A 
little aboue that, at the foot of Mount Horeb,isto be ſcene the 
caue where Eliah reſted when the Lord ſpake vnto him, 1.

Something abouc that, the cliffe of the rocke where A72y/es ſtood 
by Gods appointment,when he paſt by, & he ſaw hisback parts, 
Ex.33.A little beyond that,is the top of Mount Horeb, whereis 
builr a little chappel that hath an iron doore, the keyesof which 
arc inthe Monkes cuſtody of the abbie of ſaint Katherine: In this 
place, they ſay Moy/esreceiued thetwo tables of tone,wherin the 
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ren Commandements were written by the finger of God, Ex.1 
There is none thatentersinto this Chapel Le wich treryri ee 
rence, bare foot and bare legged , and caſting rt ues vpon 
theearth kiſle ir. About hfteene paces from this, they ſhewthe 
Caue wherein Moy/es faſted fortie dayes and fortie nights, Exod. 
24.34- Alittleabouethar,there isa Moskea, to which there dai- 
ly reſorts Arabians and Saracens'tn honourof Aoyſes, whoth 
they reuerenceas a great Prophet. Fertweene thele there lyeth a 
Well of cold wholſom water,whichis called Moyſes Well, Here 
ſeemeth intime paſtto haue been ſome Monaſterie; forthereare 
diucrsruins of walkes and buildings to be ſcene. This monn- 
raine is round, and difficult toafcend : itis 7000 ſteps rothe rop, 
and trom thence the Red ſea and rhe arme thereof, (where Pha- 
ra0h was drowned when he followed the children of Iſrael) may 
calily be diſcerned. 

Mount Sinais much higher than this, and lyeth two dayes

Theoneand twentieth king dwelt atNadan, 14 miles from 
Iernfalem Northweftward. 

Thetwoand twentieth king dwelt at Hazor. 

The threeand rwenticth king dweltat Simron, which towne 
wasallatted tothe Tribe of Zabulon, 7of.1 4. it lycth 68 miles 
from leruſalem Northward,not farre from the towne of Nazsa- 
reth in Galile. 

The foure and twentieth king dwelt at Achſap, 88 miles from 
leruſalem Northward ; which towne was allotted to the Tribe 
of Aſcr. 

The hneand twentieth king dwelt at Taanach, 44 miles from 
Jeruſalem; this towne belonged to the Leuies, and ſtood inthe 
Tribe of Manaſles,6 miles from Ieſreel fouthward, 19ſ.21. 

Theſixeand twentieth king dwelt at Megiddo 44 miles from 
TJeruſalem Northward, ſcarce 4 miles from Taanach. By this 
towne of Megiddo 7ofias king of Iuda was oucrthrowne by Pha- 
raoh Neeho king of Egypt, 2, Reg.23. Inthe Travels of Jo/ra king 
of Iuda I will ſpeake of this towne moreat large.

The thirtiethiking dweltat Gilgal betweene Terico and the ri- 
uer Iordan, and was the hrſt king that /oſua ouercame, and ſlew 
all his hoaſt.

And as Plate faieth, The king of Bees 
(although withour a ſting) yet rulethand gouerneth Nis com- 
mon wealth with great ſeueritie and iuſtice: ſo Chriſt the head 
of the Church, though he bee a pleaſanrand deleRible fauiour 
of ſoules, and without any ſting of bitterneſle, yet doth he rule 
and gouerneit with (ingular iuftice and (inceritie.

Of Gilboa. 
f Kh was a mountainein the Tribe of Manafſch, neere to Si- 
chem and Apheck, fortic miles from Ieruſalem towards the 
North ; it extendeth 8 miles to the citie Berhſan, and two miles 
towards the North to the mount Hermon. It ſeemeth to take 
the nameof the bubling torth or ſpringing vp of water : forthe 
river Kiſon atthe foot of this mountaine taketh the beginning, 
and diuides it ſelte into diucrs parts vnrtill it commeth to the hill 
Hermon, andthenit runneth into two principall ſtreames, the 
onepalſeth towards the Faſt into the ſea of Galle, the other tg 
the Weſt towards Carmel!, and fo into the Mediterranean ſea, 
. There he ſome thatare of opinion, that nether raine nor dew 
falls vpon this hill, becauſe when Sau! was [laine, Paid curled 
theſe mountaines, ſaying, Let neither rame nor dew fall wpon you,0 
ye mountaines of Gilboa, beeauſe the ſtrong men of 1ſrael were ſlaing 
there,2.Sam.1. But this was buta figuratiue ſpeech,whereby D& 
id would expreflc the greatnefle of his forrow. For Borchardus 
the Monke ſpeaking of this mountain, faith, That as he was & 
{cending vpon it, there was ſuch a violent ſhower fell, that hee 
was wet through his clothes,and the waters in great aboundance 
ran into the vallies: andinthe yeare of ourLord 128} ileepi; 
vpon this hill on the cue of All-Saints,there was a great dew f 
vpon his clothes: only in ſome parts of it, it was vericſtonie and 
barren,asare manic other mountaines in that countrey. 


Of Endor. 


His was a towne in the Tribe of Manaſles, neere to the riue 

Kiſon, 7o/.1 7,where Saul asked councell of a \Vitch,1. Sam. 
28. It ſecmeth rotake the name from a fountaine of Durans: for 
D o « tigniticth he hath mage ſure. It is diſtant from leruſfalem 
44" 11:5towardsthe North. In Saint lerems time this was but 
{mal: village.

the North, Joſb. 17. Ittakeththe name froma Church-yard, or 2 
place of reft :for B u x n ſignificth a houſe; andlI as c x an,behath 
. Here Sul killed himſelfe,and the Philiſtines cut offhishead 
and ſet it vpon the wall of thiscitie. Afterward, aboutS. 1eromes 
time, Ptolomiecalled this Scythopolis. You may readein the ſe- 
cond book ofthe Macchabes, howit was the town ofthe __ 
ans ; forthe Scythians which dwelt ſome 800 mikes from leru- 
Galem towards the North,came with a great armie into the Hol 
[and,and by force wan this citie,, and dwelt there : of whomit 
was called the Scythian rowne. Joſep.in lib.2: de Bell. Tud. cap.1 8, 
remembreth a ſtrange accident that hapned neerethis town ; for 
the ewes beſieging it,there were of their owne nation that dwele 
within the citie,who (that they might make a priuate gaine)took 
wages of the Scythians, to appoſe their brethren and countrey- 
men : by which meanes the Scythians gotthe better, Butaftera 
while, the Scythians conſidering that the number of the lewes 
were great,and fearing ſome ſudden inſurreion or innouation, 
cvethem warning to departand leauethe towne: ney, though 
with great griefe,as being preſt with a two-fold neceſhitie, (their 
owne wants, and the hatred of their kindred) did fo, relying 
mecrely vpon the courtelie of ſtrangers. But about ſome two 
dayes afterin the night time, the inhabitants of Scythiopolis 
breaking out of the citie vnaware, fell vpon them, and in recom- 
pence of their kindneſle pur to the ſword ſome thirteene thou- 
ſand : manic ſlaine vnawares, ſome as they were eating,and moſt 
intheir ſleepe. After they had committed this maſſacre, th 
compaſſed about the wood where they were, took awayall their 
ſubſtance,and ſuffered not a man to departaliue. Wherefore one 
S$1mon the ſonne of acertaine auncientand noble citizen, called 
S$aul,perceiuing their preſent miſerie,and that there was no hope 
roeſcapeiminent death and vtterruine; inacruell and deſperate 
maner,breakes out into theſe words: O miſerable wretch that1 
am,that againſt my owneconſcience haue lift vp theſe impious 
hands againſtmy countrey, committing daily maſſacres to plea- 
ſurethem,who at this day lay violent hands vpon all we haue; 
dic therefore thcu thatart thus profane, and with thine owne 
hands make an cnd of thy mou life, ſince thou doeft y de- 
cerue

— and honourably in the face of the enemie, but wretchedly 


:n a corner,and for thine owne offence. So ſoone as he had ended 
theſe words, he turned him about with a fierce countenance, and 
falling vpon his father, mother,witc,and children,pur them allto 
the ſivord ;after,burnt his goods; and to make an end of the tra 

edie,ran himſclfe vpon his owne weapon. Thele things haps 
ned but a little before Yeſpaſian came into the Iand of Iudea. Ar 
this day this citic Sythiopolis is called atrer the auncient. name |

From thence he went to Michmas,which is 8 miles; and there 
by the helpe of his Armor-bearer he gaue the Philiſtines a great 
oucrthrow, 1 .Sam.1 4. 

From thence he followed the enemie to Aialon , which is 12 
miles : there his father would hauec puthim to death becauſe he 
had rafted a little honey, 1.Sam.1 4. 

From Aialon Sawland his ſonne 7onathan returned to Gibeah 
his owne citie, which wastwo miles. 

From Gibeah he went with his father to Socho and Aſecha, 
which was 8 miles ; where,after Dauid had (laine Gols41þ ( for thar 
ſingular vertuc and heroicall ſpirit which 19»athan ſaw in him) he 
loued him as it had been his own ſoule, and preferred him betore 
his owne lifeand honour, 1.Sam.18. 

From thence he went with his father to Gibeah, ſome 8 miles, 
where women with great mirth & ioy met him, ſaying, Saulhath 

ſlaine his thouſand, & Dauid his ten thouſand : tor which caule, Saul 
out of meere enuic (for then he did not know that he had bin an- 
nointed by Samuel) would haueſlaine him, and his ſonne 7ona- 
than alo,for exculinghim,1.54am.18.19. 

From Gibeah 7onathan wentinto the deſart of Ziph,ſome 22 
miles to comfort Dautid.There they ſwore a ſolemne oath ofmu- 
tuall triend{hip,to continue as long as they liued, 1.Sam.23. 

From thence /onathanreturned,which was 22 miles, 1.$am.2 2

he played to Saw! vpon the Harpe,1.Sam.16. 

When Saul went out with his armic againſt the Philiſtines, Da- 
4 returned backe againe to Bethlehem his owne countrey, 
which was about eight miles. There he fed his fathers ſheepe, 
1, SOR.17. 

From thence he wentto Socho and Aſccha, and killed Golah, 
which was 4 miles. 


From thence he carried the head of Gababto Ieruſalem, which 
was 8 milcs.

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From thence he went with king Sau/to Gibeah,which was 4 
miles. 

From Gibeah he went 12 miles into the land ofthe Philiſtims- 
idto performe thepromiſe which hee made, putto the ſiyord 


200 of them. 

From thence heereturned and brought their foreskins vnto 
S$4ul,inrecompence of which noble cxploite, he was married to 
Sauls Jaughter,which was 12 miles. 

A whileafter he made an incuriton vpon the land of the Phi- 
iſtimes,and ina ſharpeand cruell war gota famous viRorie,and 
returned with glorie to Gibeah, which wasatthe leaſt 24 miles. 

Burt when David perceiued that Saul went about to take away 
his life,and that (he was ſo narrowly purſued) he had no way to 
eſcape,but to be let down bya cord through a window: he made 
hat and went from Gibeahto Arimathia,where he complained 
vnto Samuell cfthe iniurics of Saul, and layd beforchim,in what 
4 miſerable condition he was,& to what ſtraits brought. \here- 
fore Sarauell to comfort him, brought him to Natoth ; which ſee- 
meth to be ſo called, of the faire ſcituation and pleaſantneſle of 
the place : for N a s a n,lignificth 4 laudable and comely place: this 
wasa Colledge of ſuchas wereprofeſlors ofthat ſacred ſtudic of 
Diuinicic. Now Sawthearing that Dauzd was in this place, came 
with ſome of his ſcruants on purpoſeto take him captiue : Butar 
the light of Samuei he began to ling plalmes and hymnes, after 
the maner of the Prophets. | 

Erom thence Daxid retutned backe vnto Gibeah, 12 miles : 
where (at the ſtone of Ezel not far from Gibeah towards the 
ſouth) 799athan went toDauid,and councelled him to depart with 
all ſpeede, for that his father meant cull rowards him . Sothey 
tooke leaue either of other with teares,1.Sam2.29.E z n 1,ftgnifies 
an Anole, and wasa tone full of anglesor corners. 

From thence he went to Nob, which was 12 miles. 

From thence he went to Gath,a citic of the Philiſtimes, where 
he fained himſelfe mad,becauſe of 4chis whom he teared, 1 .Sam. 
21.which was 24 miles. 

From thence he went tothe caue of Odullam, which was 24 


miles; And thither reſorted vnto him many of his kindred, and

 ſachaswereindebted, and in danger, rothenumber of 40 per- 
ſons.In this place he wrote the 57 and 142 pſalmes, as may ap- 
peare by their titles. | 

From thence he wentto Mizpah, inthe land of the Moabites, 
where at this rime the king kept his court : and there he careful! 
commanded his frends & tollowers to his fate proteftion,til fd, 
timeasthefuricof Saul was allwaged,1.Sam.22. 

From thence by the counſell of the prophet Gag, he returned 
by the wildernelle of Hareth,to Kegila and reſcuedit, 49 miles, 
Here Abuther the prieſt came to him, 1.$Sam.23. 

From thence (fearing the comming of Saul) he went into the 
wilderneſſe of Zipih,whither Jonathan cameto him, 1.Sam.22, 
which was 4 miles. 

From thence hee went to the towne of Moan, which were 4 
milcs. 

From thence he wentto the hold of Engedi, which were 36 
miles. 

From thence hee went 6 miles to Carmel! in Iudea, where 
hee determined to haue deſtroied Nadal tor his churliſhnefle, 1. 
Sam.2 5. y 

From thence he went to Hackilah,2 miles. 

From Hackilah ke wentto Gath,where Achisking of the Phi- 
liſtimes kept his court, which was 16 miles. This Ach was ve- 
ric courteous,and bountifully minded, he intertained Dauid,and 
gauc him freely the citic of Ziclag to inhabitin, 1.$4.2 7. 

\W herefore Dawid went thence tothe towne of Ziclag, which 
was 12 miles, 1.89.27, andtherehe inhabited oneyeareand 7 | 
moneths. 

From thence Dama went often towirdsthe ſouth, and made 
incurlions vponthe Amalckites, waſting and deſtroying their 
land,which w in the deſart of Sur,about $80 miles diſtant frem 
Ziclag, and one hundredand twentie miles from Ieruſalen: to- 
wards the ſouthweſt. 

From the dcfart of Sur, hee returned backe againe vnto 
Ziclag,which was $9 miles, and ſent part of they prey which he 


had gotten, to the king of the Philiſtimes: of which you may 
read morc,1.Sam.2 7. 
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From Ziclag Dewid went with the armieof the Philiſtimes to 
fight againſt king Saul, 88 miles, eucnto Sunem: for the Phili- 
(times pitched betrwceene lezreel and Sunem,1.Sam.28.29. 

But becauſe the princes of the Philiſtimes durſt not truft him, 
therefore by the confent of Achw their king, hereturned back to 
Ziclag, 88 miles, 1.54.29. 

VV hiles David was gon withthe Philiſtimes to fightagainſt I 
racll, The Amalekites inuaded Ziclap, tooke it, and burnt it 
with fire; andcaried away Ahizwoamand Abigatle (Dawids wines) 
captiues . Wherefore when David came to Ziclag and percei- 
acd what had happened, with all ſpeed purſued the enemie : and 
in the way as he wenthe found an Megyptian, whoa little before 
the Amalekites had left there, becauſe c was vnable to follow 
them. This Xgyptian guided Dauid to the tents of the Ama- 
lekites,who ſuſpeRing no ſuch euill, were making merie with the 
bootic that they had taken. But Dawid with the relt of his compa- 
nic,ſomantfully behaued themſelues, thatthey gaue the Amale- 
kites a ſoden overthrow. And as it often happeneth to ſuch as are 
negligentand careleſle, hee tooke away from them their former 
booties, and put moſt of them to the ſword . This battell was 
fought ſome 8 or 12 miles from Ziclag, as by the circumſtance 
of the hiſtorie may appeare. 

From this ([aughter he returned backe to Ziclag,which was 12 
miles, and repatred it : to cuery neighbouring citie ſending a 
part of the prey. Hereheehad certaine intelligence of the Bo: 
ceſſe of the ll[raelites in their warres againſt the Philiſtimes, 
and of the death of Sawl and Tonathan, which hee bitterly be- 
wailed,1.$4»2.30. 2.Sam.1. Theſe things happened in the tenth 
yeare after Samicel had annointed P auid king. 

' From Ziclag he wentto Hebron, a Metropolitan citicofthe 
tribe of /u4a,being a towne of refuge belonging to the Leuites, 
which was 16 miles. 

At this time Dauid was about the age of thirtieyeares, and 
was annoynted king by thetribe of /udah, in the yeareof the 
world 2891,and before Chriſt 1077 : Herehce kept his Court 
ſcuen yeares and fix moneths. From hencealſo he ſentmeſlen- 
eersto Iabesin Giliad, 44 miles, to ſignifte his gratiousaccep- 
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rance of that fauour which they ſhewed vato Saul, in burying of 
his body there,2.Sam.1.1.Cren. 12. | h 

From Hebron Dauid went to Ieruſalem,22 miles, which then 
was called Icbus,being poſleſled of the lcbulites : but he wan it 
with ſtrong hand, and thruſt them out of it; andin mount Sion, 
ſet vpthe c1tie \ lillo,which was after called the city of Dauid,and 
ſignifies a place of plentie, He began hisraigne in leruſalem in the 
38 ycare of his age,and 7 of his raigne. In this place alſo hee ſer 
vp his houſe, made of Czdar wood; of which, Hyram the king 
of Tyrus ſenthim great plentie from mount Libanus, diftane 
from thence 1-4 miles, 2.84.5. 1,Cron.l2, 

From thence he went to the valley of Rephaim, ſome three 
miles from Teruſalem in the way that leadeth to thecitie of Beth+ 
lem,wherc he fought a memorable hight againſt the Philiſhmes, 
and oucrcame them ; for which cauſeit was alſo called Baal-Pe- 
rizim, becauſe by the helpe andathftanceot God hee had con» 
quered thearmic of the Philiſtimes, 1.Sam..5. 

After he had diſperſed the enemies, he returned to Ieruſalem, 
which 1s 4 miles. 

The Philiftimcs camethe ſame yere into the valley of Repha- 
im againe, and pitched their tents within three miles and a halfe 
of Icruſalem. And the Lord gaue Dauid a ligne, that when hee 
heard a noiſe in the mulburic trees, hce ſhould (ct vpon the ene- 
mic : ſo Paid went forth,and cloſe by the towne of Gxba and 
Kiriathicarim,about 2 mules from Ieruſalem YVeſtward, hee fer 
vpon theenemic,and gauethem the ſecond ouerthrow,2.Saz;,5, 
I.C703.1 'T 

From thence Damnd followed the enemic to Gaza, which was 
18 miles, 2.Sam.5. In the tenth yeare of his raigne from his 
hiſt beginning in Hebron,Damad allembicd all the Princcs,pricits 
and chicte men of Iſracll, to the number of 30099, which in- 
habited from Sechcr till you cometo Chrmah, a citic of Nep- 
thaly,atthe foot of mount Libahus,cuen 163 miles off. Theſe 
menallembled themſclues 1 | 
thencethey with Paid went to Kiriathicarim, which was about 
a mile,t> ietchthe arke of the coucnant trom thence into the ci- 
ticot Danid.l,Sym 6. 1.Cr08.1 4. 

From 
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Arke of the Lord ina new Cart,and cauſed it ro be drawne with 


Oxen, whichturned outof the way to the threſhing floure of 


Nachon; where Yza ra{hly and incontideratelyrouching the Ark 
of God,contrarieto the Diuine law, was preſently (jaine by the 
Lord inthe way ; and that place was called P.eri-vza, that is, the 
breachof V24. For he was not of the Trive of Aaron,to whom it 
was onely lawfull to touch the Arks, and thereforethe Lord 
ſtrucke him,that he died miſerably : wherefore Dawid being terri- 
fied by this example of Gods ſcueritic, would not that day bring 


the Arke of the Lord into Ieruſalem,but carried it to the houſe of 


1certaine Nobleman, called 0bed-</AEdom, a Gittite, who dwelt 
notfarre from Ierufalem ; but when it was told Dax/2 that the 
Lord bleſſed the houſe of 0bed-« dom, & all his family, becauſe 
the Arke was there : Dauid went from Ieruſalem with a great 
multitude of people to the houſe of 0bed-«Adom, which ( as is a- 
forelaid) dwelt not farre from Ieruſalem : yet there are ſome that 
ſay he was an excellent Muſitian in lerufalem,& dwelt in mount 
Acra,that is,in the lower citic; and from thence-Danid fetcht the 
Arke of the Lordinto the vpper citic, which ſtood vpon mount 
Sion : but I hold the other opinion to be the more probable. 

\Vhen the Arke was carried by the Prieſts, Dauid girt himſelfe 
with a linnen Ephod, (which kind of garment the Prieſts of the 
inferior order vied tro weare) & danced before it,{inging Plalmes 
and himmes in the praiſe and gloric of God, and with greatſtate 
brought ir to the citie of Teruſalem with the ſound of Trumpets 
andinitruments ofmulick,and placedir in the middle ofthe Ta- 
bernacle,which they had curiouſly erected in mount Sion in the 
vpper citic,yhith was alſo called the citie of Damid. This hapned 
in the tentkyeare orſliaraign z at whichtime Michal, Sauls daugh- 
erdeſpiſcd him in her heart, and ſanghed at him, but God gaue 
her a ducrecompence,1s you may reave 2.84m.6, and him a iuſt 
reward : for hz promiled by the Prophet Vataan, Thar of hispo- 
ſtericieand blood, the King of kings and Sauiour of the world 
(hould be borne. 

[n the yere following Dauid inuadedthe land ofthe — 
an 


From Kiriathicarim, David and allhis trainereturned backea- 
aineto Teruſalem,which was about a mile: and they placed the 
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and thecitic Gath, which with ſtrong hand he wan; this was 34 
miles from Ieruſalem. 

Erom thence he returned backe to Ieruſalem, 34 miles. 

In the twelfth yere of hisraigne he afflicted the Moabires with 
cruell warre , deſtroyed two of their armies with the {word,and 
thereſt ofthe multirude made tributaries z which was 24 miles, 
2. Sam.8. 1.Chron.lg. 

Hereturnedthenceto Jeruſalem with great triumph and joy; 

24 miles. 58 ; 

In thethirteenth yeare of his raigne, which was in the yeare of 
theworld 2903,and before Chriſt 1055, hemadean expedition 
vnto Soba,which 7ſephws calleth Sophenam zandis in Armenia 
neere to Malia or mount Tautus, 620 miles from Ierufalem to- 
wards the North,of which you may reade before. Dawzid tn this 
place wana memorable bartell againſt Hadad-Ezerthe king ther- 

of,neereto the riucr Euphrates :he trooke 720 horſe and 20000 
foot, burnt their Chanots, tooke 150 Caſtles, conquered all the 
rownes and countrey round about,and went away with a great 
bootic as well of gold as (iluer, brafle, and other things ; which 
braſle for the excellence thereof, was like vnto gold,and (as 79ſe- 
phus ſaith) afterward Solomon made the molten Sea of it. When 
Gadarezer king of the Syriaws(hethat built that famous citic of 
Damaſcus ) heard of the ouerthrow of Hadad-Ezer, hee ſenta 
greatarmic to his aid ; which King Dawia(necre to the riucr Eu- 
phrates) [mote with the {word,ſo that 20000 of them wereſlain, 
and he carried away a glorious vitorie: extending his gouerne- 
ment from Ieruſalem 609 miles towards the North, that is, into 
Armenia, and beyond the riuer Euphrates, and madetheſe two 


nationstriburaric vnto him,2.Sam.8. 1.Chron.19. 

Atter Dauid had wan theſe two memorable vitories neer Eu- 
phrates,he wentthence with all his armietvwards the South,and 
inuaded the landof Syria. In which tourney, loramthe ſonne of 
Toh king of Antiochia, ( which citie atthis time was called He- 
math) met Dawid with gifts and preſcnts, in the name of his fa- 
ther, returning him many thankes becauſe he had deſtroyed rhe 
common cnemie, Haaad-E-er and by ſtrong kand ſubdued and 
quelled the turie ot that mightie tyrant, who was alſo a trouble 


and 
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and vexation to the Kingdomeof Antiochia. Daxidentertained 


this meſſage kindly,and thankfully receiued his gifts (which was 
of gold,(iluer,and fine brafle) and ſo gaue Joraman acceptable 
diſpatch. And from thence with hisarmie went to Damaſcus, 
the Metropolitan citic of Syria z where in the valley of ſalt,hegor 
a great victorie,in which 1 8999 Syrians were {laine, and ſoone 
atter the citie of Damaſcus taken ; in which Daxid placed a gar- 
riſon, and compelled them to pay tribute, 2. Sam. 8. This was 
diſtant from the kingdome of Soba 520 miles. 


From Damaſcus he went with his armic into the land of the' 


Ammonites, 100 miles, in the way that leadeth out of Syria to 
Icruſalem ; all which he conquered,and all the cities and townes 
thereabouts,and compelled them to pay tribute, 2. Sam.8. 

From thence hereturned to Ieruſalem, which was 60 miles; 
andall the bootie that he had gotten in this tourney , he dedica- 
ted vnto the Lord,2.Sam.S. 

A while after, he with his armic made an incurſion into the 
land of Idumza, and compelled the inhabitants to pay tribute. 
Moreouer he deſtroyed the citicot Midian, the Metropolitan of 
that country,of which you may reade before: it was dittant from 
lcruſalem 1 Go miles towards the South. So that the extent of 
Dauids kingdom from the North to the South,waseighthundred 
miles,cuen from the kingdome of Soba tothe Red ſea: and from 
the Eaſt tothe Welt, 120 miles; from Tyyrus& Sydonreaching 
to Damaſcus. Thus (by the {ingular bleſhng of God) he obtai- 
ned a ſpacious and powerfull Empire. 1.Sam.8 1.Reg.1 I. 1.Chr, 
19. He made hisexpedition into Idumza aboutthe 1 4 yeare of 
his raigne. 

From Midian in Idumza, hee returned with greatglorie and 
praiſe to Ieruſalem,which was 160 miles, 

Inthe 1 4 yeare of his raigne,& inthe yeare of the world 2904, 
and before Chriſt 1064, Nahas king ofthe Ammonites died,and 
Haron his ſonne ſucceeded kim. This man contemptuouſly a- 
buſed the meſſages of Dawid,z.Fam.10 :and to -uſtift that iniu- 
rie,he gathered anarmicout of Soba, Syria, and Meſopotamia, 
euen a mightic Hoſt to oppoſe Dawd; whoin the 1 5 yeare of his 
goucrnement met him with his armie at Helam, ſome 20 —_ 
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from leruſalem, w here he obtained a notabſe vitorie, and de- 
ſtroyed 700 Chariots,and 40000 horle, 1.C57.29 


Dauidafterthis with orcat applautc of the people was enter- 


eained into Icruſalem,w hi ch was 20 miles diſtant; where being 


puft vp w ith proſper: tic,he forgot his former picticeand lanQirie, 
& by degrees telinto \ nlawfull ations & vniuſt deltres : whence 
It hapned that ſooneafter he commirted adulterie with Bathſeba: 


after thatto hide his tault,cauſed her husband to be ſlaine. This 
was Kep tlecrettillthe Lord by Nathan tharp cly repretendshim, 
laycs before him what he was, what his preſent eſtate is, from 
whence that came,& then concludes, that he was moſt v nthanks 
full,carclefle,and ne reed Hy God and man, in cormmit« 
ting thoſc infolen cies; neither let: hethere,butrold him that God 
would feuerely punt 1 him tor that oſtence : which after hapned, 
as YOU Mayre ade2.Sam.11.12.17 J. I 4. Dautd being npt in his 

conſcience with this [narpereprehention, tell into preatlamen- 
rarions,the extremitic of whole paſhons may verie well appeare 
in the penitenti; 41l Pſa!mes, which at this time and ſoone ater he 
wrote,and letr to future ages. 

Aticrthis, about the end of Summer, hee , roppart an armie 
and wentinto theland ofthe Ammonites,fome 64 miles; where 
he tooke the Metropolitan citie (which at this time was called 

Rabba,becauſe of the multitude of citizens {that wereinit; but 
after being reſtored by Prolomeres philadelphts king of Fevpr, he 

calledit after his owne, Phi! _— ) and there tooke thecrowne 
fromthe head of the king ofthe Ammonites, which weighed a 
Talent of * gold : being ( as Joſep ſaith) richly adorned with 
taire Sardonick ſtones ; of which you may readein 2.S4m 12. 

From thencehereturned backto Ter ulalem,which is 64 miles; 
where he marricd Bathſeba,and by her had foure ſonnes, Simeon, 
Sobab, Nathinand Sol 2men,t.Chron.3. Soone aftcrthis, Ammon 
defloured hislifter Thamar : not longatlterthat,his ſonne /ſolox 
killed his brother Amer, being then abour 18 yeares of age; 
which Damid tooke ſo ha nouſly,that he would not ſufterhim to 
come into his {ight for three yeares, 1. Sam. 13 ,then 79ab by the 
ſubtilticof the woman of "Tekoa, reconciled him to heking hl 
father: yet neuerthclefle he carae not to his Court of two yeares 

after. 
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after. This 4bſolowwas a goodly man,and affable,for which cauſe 
cncn at this time the people _ toaffet him. 

Afterward in the yeare of the world r929,and before Chrift 
1 498, 46(olon being then about 25 yeares of age, moued ſediti- 
01 againlt his farher. A matter remarkable, Thar althoughhe had 
llaine his owne brother, being diſgraced,and abſent | Fo9s the 
Court almoſt hue yeares; yet within a ſhortrime after, hee ſo 
ſtrongly vniced the aftetion of the peopleto him,thar hee con- 
tained Dawid ſtanding in feareot his preatneſle (all his former 
as and wo:thie vitories notwithitanding) to forſake his owne 
citic,and for ſatetie flie torhe mount of Oliues, being threequar- 
ecrs of amile from the cine. 

There heſtaicd a whilc to ſeethe condition of the tumule, bur 
necel{itie conſtrained him totake his way to Bahuzim. And as he 
was going, Simri the ſonne of Geza of the houle of Saul, curſed 
in Kut man enemie,then making themſelues apparant when 
he is in aduerlitie, and his beſt friends commonly torſakehim. 

From thence he went to Iordan, 14 miles : where the Prieſts 
10n:thas and Ahimaaz brought him certaine intelligence of that 
wicked and perucrſe councell of A4chicophel ; a man in thoſe 
times famous for his wiſedome, but perfideous in hisaCtions, as 
commonly ſuch are that hope after honours, orſecketo benefir 
themſelues by innouation and change. 

After he had intelligence hereof, 0 went ouer Iordan, with 
thoſe few men that he had, and with all poſhble ſpeed went to 
Bethabara, ſome 16 miles from leruſalem rowards the North- 
calt. At this place /oſwa led the children of [fraell through Ior- 
den on drie ground,/o/.3.4.and here /okx the Baptiſt raught,and 
baptiſed Chriſt, Aar.1.cy Luke 3. 

From thence hee went to Makanaim, which was 28 miles, 
where he ſent forth his armie by bandes againſt Ab/olon, who at 
thistime had aſſembled a great hoaſt neercthe wood Ephraim, 
not farfrom that place,where 7oſ#4b woona memorable barttelt 
againſt the Canaanites. And that the place mightbe made more 
famous, Dauids men, though few in number, gaue 4bſolonand 
his hoa(tas great. Thus Abſolon being leftin danger to ſauchim- 
lelte fled : bur in his flight, the haire of his head being long and 
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blowne with the wind, tooke hold of the branchof atree, by 
which he hanged betwixt heauen &earth,as vnworthy of either; 
And Joab who buta little before was his frend,in that very place, 
with three darts puthim to death,a iuſt end for ſo vniuſt aman,1, 
$am.1S. 

Dawid notwithſtanding tooke the death of Ab/olon maruelous 
heauily ; till by 10ab he was recalled from that griefe, And then in 
the companie of Barzillai, and of his ſonne Chimes, of Mephibo- 
ſeththe ſonne of /onathan and Jebahis ſeruant, Shimes alſo that 
beforecurſt him, who (to leauea memorable token of a baſe ſi- 
chophant) after this vitorie came firſt downe tocraue pardpn 
for his offence,with many others,wentalong with him from Ma- 
kanaim to Bathabara, which was 28 miles. To this place there 
came a great multitude of people to meet Danid.2. Sam.19.This 
Barzllaj was one of the eighteene that held the principalitie of 
the citie of the Giliadites, X had aſon called Chimea, whom Da» 
vid tooke with him to Ieruſalem,that he might make cuident his 
thankfulneſſe towards him for that curteſic which hee had recci- 
ued of his farher. 


From Bathabara Daud paſſed Tordan,and went backeto Gil- 
gal,which was 4 miles,2.Sam.19. 

From thence he wentto lerufalem, which was 12 miles, in-the 
ſame yeare that he was exiled by his ſonne, which was about the 
thirteeneth yere of his raign. T he next yere Sevathe ſonne of Bj- 
cr1,taking example of Alſolon, and obſeruing the murabilitie of 
the peoples affeftions, moucd a ſedition againſt Dauzrd, but 7oab 
his captainc oucrcame him,2.$4m.20. After this, there followed 
three yeares of famine. About the end of the third yeare of fa- 
mine,and inthe 3 4 yeare of hisraigne,Dauid wentto labes Gile- 
ad,which was 52 miles, to fetch the bones of Sanland /onathan, 
to buriethem in the ſepulchre of his fathers, 2.Sam.2 1. 

From labes in Giltad David brought the bones and reliques 
of king Saul and /onathap his fonne,to Gibeah of Sawl,which was 
52 miles: and there hee honorably buried them in the ſepulchre 
of his father X:/b,2.Sam.21. 

From thence Dawidreturned to Jeruſalem, which was 4 miles. 

In the 3 5 yeare ot hisraigne,he went forthro fight againſt the 
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Philiſtimes,neereto the Leuiticall cown of Nob,or Nobe,which 
is 12 miles from leruſalem o__ the borders of the countries of 
the Philiſtimes, in the tribe of Dan. 940 

From thence he returned backe againe to Ieruſalem , whichis

Fourthly,in his 
muſickez Dauid was cunning vpon the Harpe, and by thatcom- 
forted the afflicted ſpirit of Saw/: ſo Chriſt by the mulickeand 
karmonie of his JoArine (the glad tidings of faluation) comfor- 
teth the afliſted members of his Church, Fittly , Dexid got his 
gloric and preferment by the death of Goliah : fo Chriſt was glo- 
rified by conquering death, and the Dinell. Sixtly, Dauid was 
perſecuted by Sawl, and purſued from one place toanother, ſo 
- thathe had not whereto hide his head with ſafetie : Chriſt allo 

BW wasperſecuted by his owne cquntrey-men the Iewes, ſhutout 
| from the ſocietie of man; and as he ſaid, Matth,8, The Foxes haue 
1 boles,and the birds haue neafts, but the Sonne of man hath not:where to 
reſt. Seuenthly,in the dangers that Dawid ſuſtained, yet by Gods 
prouidence inercitully deliuered : ſo Chriſt was incloſed,andin 
danger of the lewes at Nazareth, Zee. 4; in Jeruſalem; in the 
Temple alſo, 794.8 ; buthe eſcaped them all, ye then hi time 
Was not come, Joh. 7.8. Eightly, as 4bſolon rebelled againſt Dauid 
being his father : ſo the lewes rebelled againſt Chriſt, although 
he was their creator , according to thatof Eſa.G1, 7 haxe fedand 
brought ap children,but they haue forſaken me. Ninthly, as Dauid 
fled to mount Oliuet for refuge, being brought to a ſtraight: ſo 
Chriſt vpon mount Oliuet (his heart being preſt with an intolle- 
rab!eagonic) fled to his father by prayer,tor comfort in that ex- 
tremitie, Tenthly, as all the friends and familiars of Dauid for- 
ſoke himat ſuch time as 4b/o/on rebelled againſt him, and fol- 
lowed him with perſecutions, mockes, and taunts : ſo Chriſtat 
ſuchtime as «ds betrayed him into the hands of the Iewes,was 
forſaken of all his followers; and many of thoſe which afittle 
before he had done go00d vnto, mocked and derided him as he 
was vpon the Crolle. Laſtly, as Dawid was reſtored, notwith- 
ſtanding the former milcries and troubles, to his auncientglorie 
and eminencie: ſo Chriſt after he had ſuffered the due puniſh- 
ment for{inne,death, and (before that) extreme milerie; yerat 
length conquered both, and by his diuine power reſtored him- 
{c]fe to his former eſtate,cternall glorie.

wards the North: this citic Solomon tortified, 1.Reg.g. And Joſia 
king of Iudaa long time after wasthere wounded vnto thedeath

From Megiddo hereturncd to Ierufalem,44 miles. 

After that Pharasb king of Egypthad conquered Caſer, and 
deſtroyed it with fire,he gaue it to his daughter the wife of Solo- 
mon,who rebuiltir.

1e+to ncither ; fairely [cituated, a free citie, adorned with faire 
and ſumptuous buildings, and contented with their owne go- 
vernement.

Abaisa Metropolitan citiein Arhyopia, lying beyond A- 
gypt,946 miles from Ieruſalem towards the South: and took 
the name from a cerraine pretious ſtone called Achates,wherein 
might plainly be diſcerned in certaine diſtin colours,the riling 
of tountaines,the channels of riuers, high mountaines, & ſome- 
times of charretsand horſes drawing them. lr is reported that 
Pirrhus king of the Epirots had one of rhem,wherein was liuc- 
ly repreſented the nine Muſes, and Apollo playing on the viole, 
portrayed by naturall ſtaines and colours, ſoarthicially, asif 
they had beene done by ſome curious workman: Of this ſtone 
you may read morein bar 94 1.19, Itwas firſtfound in 
Achates, a riuer of Scicilia, whence it tooke the name : Aﬀter- 
ward in India and Phrigia, and of the Hebrewes was called 
Schzba or Saba. In this citic that queen dweltthat came to heare 
Solomons wiledome, and gaue him fora preſent 120tallents of 
pure gold, which at three pounds the ounce commeth to2 70008 
pounds ſterling. Afterward Cambiſes king of Perſiaouercameit 
and all the countrie round aboutit,and after his ſiſters name cal- 
ledit Meroes. Iris a ſtately citic tothis day, ſcituated ina plaine 
countric,& compaſled about withrhe riucr Nilus, like aniſſand, 
being now called Elſaba, hauing ſomeathnitie to the auncient 
nameSaba. 
The inhabitantsof this towne goe naked, all but their priuie 
parts, which they couercither wich iilke, cotton,or ſome more 


coſtly matter,and are of ablacke colour, which as.lome — 
ap”

hoppeneth by reaſon of the extreame heate : The land alſo is 
marueloully ſcortched, and turned in many places toſand and 
duſt ; ſothat the countrie is thereby wondertull barren, 

about Meroes or Saþa,which is madefruittull by the inundation 
of Nilus)Therc is found plenticof ſalt, brafle, yron, and ſome 
pretious ſtones in it. Their [heepe, goates,oxen,and other cattel] 
are of a leſſe ſtature then in other countries. Their dogs are very 
fierce and cruel). 

In times paſt there were mightie princes that had the gouern- 
ment and commaund of it, and the countrie round about. Bur *. 
after as Plinte laicth,(i6.6,cap.29. it wasin the iuriſdition and go- 
uernment of queenes, who for their noble reſolutionsand cou- 
rage,were called Candaces : One of whichnamein Tiberins the 
Emperours time was famous, both for the extent of her domi- 
nions(in which [hee exceededall the reſt of her predeceflors)as 
alſo in regard of her manlie preſence and noble ſpirit : the Eu- 
nuch which Phzlip baptiſed Ads 8. was treaſurer or chamberlain 
tothis queene. And it is to be thought by him,the doftrine of 
the Golpell of Chriſt was firſt made knowne in Saba, andin the 
countric of Athiopia, whichatter was more largely propaga- 
red and diſperſed, by the Euangeliſt ſaint Matthew, who taught 
there. 

This citie lycth to the longitude G1 degrees, and 3o ſcruples, 
and in theeliuation of the Pole Articke to the latitude 15 de» 
preesand 2 5 ſcruples:lo that it ſeemeth theinhabitanrs hauerwo 
\Vintersand two Summers; or rather a continual) Summer, be- 
cauſe their Winter is much hotter then our Summcr. But when 
the Sunne arraineth tothe 15 degree of Taurus, and Leoz and in 
the dog daies,it then lies perpendicular ouer that countrie, and 
neither their bodics nor houſes giue any ſhadowes. 

IntheG1 of //ayitis ſaid, They ſhall come from Saba «nd bring 
oold and frankinſence ts praiſe the Lord : From whence ſome haue 
conluded,that thoſe wiſe men which came vnto the child Ieſus, 
and brought gold, frankinſence, and mirrh, were Mthyopians, 
and came thence : But this agreeth not well with the wordes of 
Matthew,cap.2.where it is written, Thatthe wiſe men cameout of 
the Eaſt,thatis, from the riſing of the Sunne, to Icruſalem. For

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Saba,according tothe words of our Sauiour, Aat.12. lyeth to- 
wards the South ; for he ſayeth, The quzeme of the South (that is of 
Gaba)/hall come forth in the day of indgement againſt this generation, 
1nd condemneit, for ſheecame from the end of the world to heare the 
wiſedome of Solomon oe. Bur if Saba lie vpon the South, as here 
it plainely appeareth, then it muſt neceflarily follow, thatthey 
came nor thence, but rather from Perlia, which from Ieruſalem 
lies Eaſtward. Forat Suſa (the Metropolitan citie of that coun- 
tric) therewas an Academy for the whole kingdome, In which 
* were principally ſtudied Diutnitie, the Machamatickes, and Hi- 
toric; ſothatit islikely by theirart they might attaine vnto the 
knowledye of this diuine Myſterie, and from thence come t5le- 
ruſalem, which was 529 miles from thence towards the Faſt. 
\V herefore this place of the Prophet E/ay,is rather to bee refer- 
red tothe propagation of the Churchthrough the whole world, 
where ſome of euerie nation [hall bring pretents vnto the Lord. 
There is alſo another Saba in Arabia Fcelix,. and was fo cal- 
led from 7 ebathe ſonneof Chus, the ſonneof Cham, the ſonne 
of Noah; anditis diſtantfrom ITeruſalem 1248 miles towardes 
the Southeaſt. In Hebrew it (ignihes,the citic of Drunkenneſſe, or 
of Mirth ; but with the Syrians _Untiquitie,Some would hane it 
in the Arabian tongueto f1gnifie a My/terie. But ſaint Jerome in- 
eerpreteth it ts ſound their conxerſion, Itis the Metropolitan citic of 
Arabia Foelix, and by Strabelih.6.called Meriaba,being ſcitua- 
red in a high and pleaſant miountaine, full of fruitfull trees. 
There inhabitethin ir the king ofthat countrie(a mighty prince) 
his xouernours, and moſt of ſuch as haueauthoritic ade him. 
The land is called the kingdomeof the Sabzans : but in generall 
Arabia Fcelix, becauſe of the fertilitie of the place: for it yeel- 
deth twice euery ycaregreat plentie of frankincenſe, myrrh, cy- 
namon, balſum, and other odiferous hearbes. The tree out of 
whic': this myrrh commeth is fue cubits high, hard and full of 
prickles, and when youcut the barke there commeth forth a bit- 
ter 0um,,wherewith if you annointa dead bodie, it will conti- 
11: !/2ng withoutrotting. The frankincenſe alfo thatis found 
there, droppeth from Crdar trees, like a glewy ſubftance, andſo 
-0ngealeth into a gum : This happeneth twice eerie yeare, and:

according vnto the ſeaſon itchangeth colour. In the Springitis 
red, inthe Sommer itis white : T his is the beſt frankincenſein 
all Arabia Foelix. Through the whole countrie there is a very de- 
letable ſmel!, by reaſon of the myrrhfrankincenſe, and cyna» 
mon thatis found in it; In ſomuch asifthe wind bloweth among 
the trees,it carrieth the ſmell vntothe Red ca, and ſuch as ſail 
there,can eaſily diſcerne the ſweetneſle of the ayre. There is gold 
alſo found there, very tine and pure,inſomuch as tor the goodnes 
thereof,itis called Arabian gold. The Phoenix is found there,of 
which kind there is but one in the world. Plz in his 9 booke, 
cap.Z 5.diſcribes herto be in quantitieas big asan Eagle, with a * 
liſt of teathers like gold about ker necke,the reſt are of a purple 
colour : Therefore trom Phoenicia,and the purple colour of her 
wings,{he is calledaPhoenix. She hatha tuft of feathers vpon her 
head like vnto a crowne. She liueth 660 yeares, at the end of 
which time ſhe buildeth her a neft of Catha,Cinamon,Callimus, 
and other pretious gumsand hearbes, which the Sunne by the 
extremitic of the heat, andthe wauing of her wings,fiers,but ſhe 
taking delight in the [weetneſle of the ſauour, (4uerh ſo long 
oucr it,that ſhe burnes herſclte in her owne neſt. Within a while 
after, out of the marrow of her bones,and the athes of her bo- 
die,there growctha worm,which by little and little increaſeth to 
ſome bigneſle, and after to a purple bird. Then her wings extend 
themſclues to tu!l greatneſſe,vnnull ſuch time as ſhe commeth ro 
be a perfet Phoenix. 

This bird doth liuely repreſent our ſauiour Chriſt, who onely 
andaloneisthe true Meſhah,and through whom we muſt expe 
eucrlaſting lite, whoin thetulncile of time offered himſelfe a ſa- 
critice vpon the crollc, ſuſtaining the punithment for linne at the 
time of his palhon,putting ona purple roabe,being all beſprink- 
led with hts owne bloud, /o.19. And asthe Phoenixis burnt in 
her owne n2!{t,{o likewiſe was he conſumed inthe fire of Gods 
wrath,according to thatin the 22.P/al. My heart is become like mel- 
ting wax in the middeſt of my body : Andas the Phoenix of it lelfe 
begetteth another of the ſame kind; ſo Chriſt by the power of 
his dicric, raiſed vp his body from the duſt of the earth, and af 
cended vpinto heauen, a glorious bodie,to fit at the right hand 
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of his father in that everlaſting kingdome of glorie. 

Thus (gentle Reader) I thought fit to deſcribe vato you theſe 
two townes,that when you ſhall reade of them in the holy (cri 
ture (the one being in Athiopia towards the South, the other in 
Arabia felix,and called Seba ) you might diſcerne the one from 
the other : of both which there is mention in the 72 Pſalme, The 
kings of the Sea and of the Iſles ſhall brine preſents ; the kings of Saba, 
axd Seba, ſhall gine pift-.

Herodotus calleththis man Chephri- 
nesin his ſecond booke; and Euſcbine, Nepher 
Cherres. He went from Memphis the chiefe ci- 
tic of Egypt,witha great armie, 268 miles, euen vnto the Tribe 
of Ephraim,and there tooke Gazer,a citic ofthe Leuites,and bur- 
nedit with fire, 1 .Xing.8.

MJ -mphis isa great citie in Egypt,where commonly the kings 
ofthat countrey keepetheircourts; and lycth from leruſa- 

lem 2 44 miles Southweſtward. This citie was built a little be- 
fore the floud, but repaired and inlarged by a king called 0246s, 
whoin loue of his daughter (after her name) called it Memphis. 
You mayreade of it in the ninth of Hoſea, called there by the 
name of Moph : for thus he II. I(rael are gone out of 
the land of Ephr aim, becauſe of their 1dolatrie, into Egypt : but * 7 
0 all 
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: ſhall gather them ap, and Moph (thats, Memphis) />all burie them, 
Me veu,or M av ns t ainthisplaceligniheth, a oy Won- 
der : butthe reſt ofthe Prophets call it Noph, for the fertilitie and 
plealantneſlc ot the countrey , as you may reade 1ſa. 19: They 
Princes of Fo4n are become fooliſh,cs the Princes of Noph(orot Mem- 
phis) are deceined. Sceallo lerem.2-44-46. Exch. 39. In which 
places you may hnde it called afterthis name. Zoanis that citie 
Tanis, where A7oſes wrought all his miracles : but Noph, or 
Moph,is his Memphis; a beautifull rowne, large and ſpacious, 
ſcituared in the ſtrongeſtand prohitableſt place of Egypt z deui- 
ded into two parts by the riucr Nilus,ſothatany kind of commo- 
ditics or merchandiſe might with caſe be brought thither by wa- 
ter: for which cauſe, the kings of that countrey (for the moſt 

art) kept their abiding there. Strabolaith,{ib.1 7, Thar vponthe 
F-:0 part of this citie there tandeth a tower or caſtlc calied Bas 
bylon,builtby certaine Babylonians, who leauing their owne 
countrey, by the permiſſion of the kings of Egypt dwelt there, 
In after times there was placed a Garriſon in it, onc of the three 
which were for the defence of Egypr, and by Ptolomy was called 
Babylon,through both which 4/2. Mcmphis and Babylon, Nilus 
palled ; the one ſtanding vpon the Eaſt (ide, the other vpon the 
Weſt. Zoanor Tanis ſtood about ſome fourc miles from this 
towne,and wasa faire and ſpacious citie alſo, ſcituared towards 
the South vpon the Eaft1de of Nilus, to which the kings of that 
country often reſorted. and *cliopolis, another faire critic, ſtood 
ſome lixe miles off that towards the Northeaſt. All theſe foure 
rownes were ſo wontyerfully inhabited ( by reaſon of their plea- 
{ant and profitable [ciruation) that in proceſle of time they be- 
came allone citic, andinthis age is called Alcaire, con:aining 
in circuit Go miles : ſorthar it ſeemeth ro the ſpetators, to belike 
a countrey repleniſhed with nothing but fairc houſes, goodly 
churches,and ſtrong towers ; exceeding all the reſt of the citics 
of Egyprt,as well for the beautitulne{ſe ot the place,as the extent 
and largenefle of it. Itis reported, that in the yeareof our Lord 
1476 there was ſuch an extreame peſtilence in it, that there died 
20090 aday ; trom whence may be gathered, how infinitely itis 
peopled. Neere tothis towne ſtood the Pyramides , which are 
held

held to bee one of the wonders of the world ( as Strabo faith, 
lib,1 7.) The heigthof one of them was 625 foote, and ſquare

Pur becauſe he thought himſelfe ſcarce ſafe in that place, he 
fled thence to Cheopes, that impiousand tyrannicall king of E-

eypt that built the greateſt of tnerhree Pyramides at Memphis. 
He (hating king Dawid) gaue him kind entertainment, afsigned 
hima partof the kingdome of Egyptto dwell in, and after mar- 
ried him with his ſiſter Tachpenes, by whom he had a ſonne called 
Genubath,who was brought vp in Pharaobs,or king Cheepescourt, 
where he continued all the life of Danid, being 27 yeares; which 
was 120 miles. 

David being dead, he returned into his owne kingdome of 1- 
dumza,which was 209 miles. 

From thence he went ro Damaſcus, which was 240 miles, 
where he was created king of the Syrians by Reſon and other fu- 
eitives, which had conſpired againſt Solomon; by which meanes 
he gricuouſly troubled that kingdome, and became an vtrer ene- 
mie tothe Iſraelites all the life of Solomen. And of him isthe ori- 
zinall and ſtocke of the kings of Syria. So all the Travels of 
Hadad were 644 miles.

Wherefore Icroboam he 
ſonne of Nebat,began toraigne ouer Iſrael ann,»mwndi 297 1,and 
before Chriſt 997,and raigned 22 yearcs,1.&in.12. His firſt ſeat 
Was at Sichem,which herepaired and enlarged. 
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From Sichem (inthe firſt yeare of his raigne) he went to Pe- 
nuell,and there ſet vp manic faire buildings, which was twelue 
miles, I. Reg.I2. 

From Penuel he went 2 4 miles to the town of Bethel, wherche 
cauſeda golden Caltfe to be ſer vp, for the people to worlhip.

GAmaria the chiefe ſeat and Metropolis of Iſrael, was builtby 
Omriin mount Semer, thirtic two miles from Ierufalem to- 
wards the North : and tooke that name of Semer,whowas Lord 
of that mountaine,ofwhom king Omri bought it for two talents 
of filuer, which amounteth ro 1200 crownes. In this citic four- 
tcenc kings of Iſracl kept their courts,v/s.09m7, who was the firft 
founder of it z Ahab, Ahafia, Ichoram, Tehu, Toachas, Toas, leroboam, 
ucharias, Sallum, Menahem, Pekahia, Pekah,& Hoſea, who was the 
Jait of the kings of Iſrael that raigned in this citie,and loſt it toge- 
ther with his libertie. Ofall theſe kings, there were but fiue that 
dicd naturally : for the Lord being moued to wrath, by reaſon of 


their impietieand Idolatry,cither gauethem 'p intothe hands of 
forreine enemies, or by ciuill warre amongſt themſelues, they 


cruelly murthered one another, vntill ſuch time as the Afirians 
deſtroyed the land, and led the people captiue. Thus the Lord 
punithed witha ſharpe and ſeucrepunilhment, this obſtinare na- 
tion, becauſe they contemned the admonitions and dofrines of 
the Prophets : amongft which Elias and Eli/ews were the chiefe. 


$o that although Samaria wasa faire and beautifull citie, and the 
countrey for that cauſe was called the prouince of Samaria: yet 
notwithſtanding,that great God,the Iudge of all things,for the 
niquitic of the people; cauſed this faire citie to be left deſolate, 
the inhabitants ofthe land to be diſperſed,and the earth for want 
of due vſage,to lieas a wilderneſle, 2.

JExreel isa citie in the tribe of Iſſachar, ſcituated ypon ariſing 
ound, ſome 48 miles from Ieruſalem towards the North , 
where Ahab ſometimes kept hiscourt, Here Naboth the [{raclite 
dwelt; anhoneft and religious man, one of goodeſteemeand 
quthoritte,that feared God, and would not ſufter the inheritance 
ofone tribe,to be transferred to another ; becauſe God had cam» 
manded the contrarie, N#.vit.For which cauſe he would not ſel 
his vineyard to Ahab, wherefore 1ezebell (that wicked woman) 
to A the kingsdeſire, cauſed himto beſtoned. Iezreel (igni- 
fies the ſeed of God, being deriued of S n n a,ſeed, and E u,gthe al- 
mizhtie God. Thoughin tormer times this hath bcen afaire town, 
yetatthis day,rhere is not paſt 30 houſes in it,and iscalled Cha-

Rabſatha, three mivhtic Princes Embaſladors, with a great traine 
to attend them. Theſe men wentabont the citie to ſee in what 
part it was moſt ſubic&t to batterie,and might ealllieſt be got : ſo 
when they came to the conduit of the vpper poole , whichis by 
the path ofthe Fullers field, berweene the Filh ate andthe Old 
pate,in that place where they mighteaſilieft be heard,they called 
vnto the king.

deſtroyer.Sochanging M into Lyit was called Chajdeus or Chal- 
dea. The chiefe and metropolitan citie of which countrie, was 
this Babylon, built ſome thintie yeares after the flood by Nim. 
rod,or the Babylonian Saturne, the firſt great commaunder of 
the world,according to Beroſ#s [1b.4. who writeth after this ma- 
ner: Nimrod, which was accounted the ſonne of /upiter Belws, be- 
ing angry withthe holie Prieſts of thatgreat God lehouah,came 
with his colonic and peopleinto the held of Sicar, where hee 
built a citic,and laid 6 foundation of a great tower, 1 31 yeares 
atter the flood ; and raiſed this rower to ſuch a hight, and withall 
of ſuck a hugeneſſe, that it ſecmed agsit jt had beene ſome great 
mountaine; becauſe he would haue tne Babylonian peopleac- 
counted the chiefeltand greateſt in the world ; allo their gouer- 
northeking of kings. A little after he ſayth,hee built this rower, 
but 0s, Þ could tini{h it died, in the 56 yeare after hce began 
it: whereforc the catic and towerof Babylon, according tothe 
opinion of Beroſ#s,was begun in ammo munds 1788, which was 
1} 1 yeares after the flood, and betore Chriſt 2 180. T here were 
two cauſes wherefore the children of men built vp this tower 
tuſt,that they might get them a name; {econdly,that they might 
be ſafe in cale thurecame another flood to drowne the world. It 
was madeot bricke and bittume, leaſt the water lhould looſen 
it.Bucthe Lord turned their enterpriſes into euill, and deuided 
their language, ſo that they could not vnderſtand one another 
{ whereby they were conltrained to leaue off their bui'ding:] 
from whenceit happened that their minds, manners, vr:derſtand- 
ings, ſtudies, and principall actions were vtterly changed, and 
is the toundation of all diſcord and edition, where the feare of 
God,andthetruc knowledge of Chriſt doth not preuentir.From 
this diuihion of rongues,it1s called thecitie of Babylon, that is, 
the citie of d11fton, being deriued of the wordB a t a 1, hee hath 
confounded or mingled together. Of this citie you may read in 1oſe- 
plus (4b.1 .cap.g.wherehe bringethina ſaying of the Sibels,which 
was,

was, That when all nations were of one languaze, they built an excee- 
dins high tower, as though they would haue aſcended by it into heauen ; 

but the Lord,with great tempeſt s,and deuiding their tongues,ſubuerted 
their enterpriſe, from whence it was called Babylon. This cine was the 
fiireſt in thoſe rimesof all others, {cituated ina ſpacious plaine, 
ypon euery lide whereof,there ſtood pleaſantorchards and gar- 
dens : it was built foure ſquare,compaſlced about with wals of an 
incredible ſtrength and grearneſſe, being 59 cubits thicke, and 
299 high,beutitied within with goodly buildings, fairetemples 
richly guile with gold,and wonderfull to looke vpon. It was in 
compalle 389 furlongs, as Strabo ſaith, which make 4$ miles. 
Through it ran the riuer Euphrates, by which allthings neceſla- 
rie were conueyed to the citie : without, it was compaſled with 
faire ditches fild with water, like riuers,and in the walltheir ſtood 
ahundred gates. Herodetws (aith,that it was 489 furlongs abour, 
which makes Go miles Englilh,but that is not ſo-credible. 

The firſt founder of this cirie was Nimrod, who in thoſe times 
was the chiefe commaunder of the world. Itis thought that hee 
wasthe ſonne of Chamthe ſonne of Noah; whoſe name ſignifies: 
acruell rouernar, Or an vnmercifull tyrant. And that his ations 
might be accordingto the {1pnitication of his name, heis bran- 
d&d with moſt perfpicuous note of crueltie, omicting no vio- 
ntation whereby he might inlarge his dominions ; incroack- 
m2 vpon other mens gouernments,through a thirſtty and ambi« 
tous deftreof renowne, without either reſpe& of equitiecr hu- 
manitie. Andto addeuill to euill,commitred many outrages vp- 
0n ſach as were accounted good men, and the Prieſtes of the 
preat GoJ lehouah, from whencerherc grew in him amorethan 
humane reſolution,accounting himſelte in this world a god,and' 
through this opinion grew into contempt of all good things; 
compelling ach 2s were his ſubieRs and vaſlals, ro do him wor- 
(hi> and reuerence, aSto a divine power; Which, being ingraffed 
Into che hearts of ſuch as Hlowed in ſucceeding ages,theycoun- 


tnancedir with auchoritic: from whenceit cameto paſle, tharhe 
was inrolled into the number of their principall gods, giving 
him the name of Saturne, whom the Hebrewes calleth Sudor- 
m:n,which cligantly implyeth Saturne,

This man ſo much inlarged the citic, that many in ſucceedin 
ages haue attributed the foundation thereof vnto him. Heeru 
ouer it [1xtic and one yeares. - 

After him ſucceeded Nrnrs,or as ſome will haucit Aimrodrhe 
ſecond, who began his raigne anno mund; 190g, before Chriſt 

2061:hedid many worthica&ts during his lite, and added tothe 
Empire of Babylon many prouinces : and after hee had raigned 
5oyearcs dycd, and was buried in Babylon. 
After him ſucceeded Semirimss his wite,who tooke vpon her 
the goucrnment ot the Afhrian Empire, her ſonne Nmes(be- 
ing then within age; and ſhe began her gouernment anno Mundi 
1959,before Chriſt 2009. She was oneof the manlicft andreſo- 
lure women that wee read of, and performed as many worthie 
and mcmorableations. This queene built her ſepulchre ouer 
the moſt eminent gate of Babylon, in apubliqueand perſpicu- 
ous place, vpon which [he cauſed to be written in golden lerters, 
If there bee any king of Babylo that ſhall come afier me,and ſtand i 
need of money,let him open this ſepulchre,and wh.t ſoeucr he wanteth 
he ſhall finde : »ut before,it will not bee good for him to teuch it. This 
notwithſtanding,it continued till the raigne of Pariws,who ope 
ned this monument in kope to hind what the ſuperſcription im 
ported; but no money was theretobehad, onely within might 
plaincly be ſeenc ingrauen other letters, to this effe& : wnleſſe 
thou hadaeft beene win{atiably conetous,, theu wouldeſt newer haut 
opened the graues of the dead,m hope of gatne. This woman beautitt 
ed Babylon with many goodly buildings;built vp the wals ther- 
of, {cta bridge ouer Euphrates, made a beautifull Orchard and 

Garden init,beautthed it with many gcodly towers & fortifics 

tions, added vnto it many prouinces and gouernments: andat- 

eer all, becauſe of her owne laſctuious appetite (as Salluſt [aieth) 
was murthered by her ſonne Minus, who ſucceeded her in the 
gOUucrnment. 

Thee were many. other memorable things withinthis citie, 
thatwere built beforeand after her time (as Heroditxs ſaith) 
thatgreat and mightic tower beforeremembred, in which ſtood

car. There ſtood alſo another ſtatue, twelue cubites high, all of 

pure goldin that place, 

This citie was aftertaken by Cyrus, the firſt Emperour of the +. / 7 / 
Perſians, anno munds3 432 , before Chriſt 536,inthe ſeuentieth ” 4 
yeare after the captiuitie of Iſrael and Iudah, according to the ;} 1 
propheſic of /eremie, at which rimethe citic was fo great, that ___———, 
they which dwelt in the middle of it did not know that theene- 1 * © * 
mie had entred within the walls at the further end : which mighe 
happen,becauſe vpon that day when it was taken, the Babyloni- 
ans celebrated a fealt vnto Yenws, in which, vling cxtracedindtls 
ry were leſle mindtull of ſach thingsas hapned vn- 
to them. 

Thus this citie that with great tyrannie had triumphed ouer 
thenations of the earth, forthe ſpace of 1600 yeares ( being (o 
plentifully furniſhed with all things neceſſarie for the mainte- 
nance of life, that the inhabitants Tacol contemned all other 
people) was by Gods permiſhon (fortheir prideand preſumpri- 
on) waſted and conſumed by Cyrs, as you haue heard. And 
within awhile after vtterly deſtroyed by Yerxes, which was the 
fourth Emperour of the Perſians; and ſo continucth to this day, 
as Strabo ſaith. Where then O world is thy proſperitic ?or riches 
thy gloric ? (ince in the one thou art conſumed, in the other 
lett deſolate. 


Of the ruines of old Babylon that are extant at this day. 
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PAbylon (which, as you haue heard, raigned ouerthe nations 
oftheearth likea Queene)atthis day hath nothing to preſent 
you withall,but a heape of ſtones ; out of the ruines wherof,there 
was built a little townecloſe by where it ſtood, called Elugo, or

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Felugo,ſcituated vpon the banke of the riuer Euphrates:notfarre 
from which it ſeemeth there is a profitable harbour for (bps, 
where Merchants oftentimes goe a ſhore, and trauell thence tho- 
rough cettaine woods and deſart places, vnto Seleucia, whichat 
this day iscallcd by the Turkes Bagadeth, diſtant thence ſome 
2G miles; and is the vemoſt towne of the Turkilh and Perſian 
Empires,towards the Eaſt : being deuidedin the midlt by the ri> 
uer T'ygris.Some Merchants haue reported, that theplace where 
Babylon ſtood is become ſtonie, vnfruitfull, and vnpleaſant, be 
cauſe of the ruines and deſtroied buildings that lies in the earth; 
alſothat there is found a tower builtof black tone,which toous 
ward apparance ſcemcth to hane beena veric goodly honlſe,high 
and eminent; ſothat vpon the top thereof a man might haue 
ſcene through the whole citic. This tower the 11habitants of Fe 
lugo call, The tower of Daxiel; in which was the chamber where 
he vied to pray vnto the Lord, three times a day; the windowes 
whereof looked towards Icruſalem, Day. 6. Therc is allo to be 
ſcene diuers arches of the bridge which Semiramss built,ſtanding 
vpon the riuer Euphrates, and the foundation of that greatto- 
wer,whoſe top ſhould haue reached to heauen, being in com. 
palle two miles, but not verie high : within the ruines whereoh, 
there are found certaine ſerpents verie noiſume and venemous, 
about the bignes of a Lizard, hauing three heads, and ſpe with 
diucrſe colours, which the inhabitants call Eglones : thereare 
ſuch a multitude of them, that no man dares to approach within 
halfea mile of it atno time, butinthe \Vinter feaſon, northen 
neither, but torthe ſpace of a moneth; 11 which time, thele ſer-' 
pents for the extreamitic of the cold, areconſtrained to keepe 
theirholes. Thus as this tower was hatefull vato Godin the be- 
pinning ; ſo likewiſe hath he made it hurttull vnto man cuen vn- 
to this day.

This man (imitating his father) en- 
AD S/ deuoured to carrie awiy thereſt of the people of 
God into caprtiuitie ; for which purpoſe he brought an armic 
from Niniuchto Lachis,which was 709 miles , which towne he 
belieged and.ſent his Princes to Ieruſalem, which was 20 miles, 
where he blaſphemed the Lord : of which you may reade more 
inthe Hiſtoric of king Hezewa. | 

From Lachis he went to Libnah , which waseight miles: this 
was aſtrong hold, but he beſieged it ſo narrowly, that within a 
whileafter he had begun the liege he trookeit. Whiles he was be- 
fore this rowne,there came newesthat Taracha( a king ofthe A- 
thiopians)had inuaded his country : wherforc he ſentthe ſecond 
time meſſengersto Icruſalem. Eut the Lord was offended with 
their blaſphemie, wherefore he ſent his Angell, and in one night 
deſtroyed 185900 of his armie. 

This ſudden and vnexpeRed euill falling vpon him,in a great 
feare he returned to Niniuch,which is 69% miles, where he was 
laineby his ſonnes in the Temple. The fame of theſe things 
was ſo divulged abroad, that Herodotws ( 1ib.2. ) makes mention 


of them. Sothele three iournics make 1499 miles.

$ſarbaddon (his father Senacherib being Maine ) ſucceeded

Senacharib had that grieuous overthrow in Iudah ; wheres 
fore taking aduantage of the time, and the neceſlitic of this 
Prince,herebelled againſt him and his ſonne 4/arbadaon;taking 
vpon him the abſolute commaund of the cittie and whole Em- 
pire. the beginning of whoſeraigne hapned in the yeare of the 
world 32 _—_ Chriſt 732. T his Aerodach ſent to Terufalem 


wiſcand learned men with gifts and preſents to king Ezekiah, 
juſt in that yeare when the Sunne wenthdcks ten degrees, to find 
outthe truth of this miracle. For it wasa cuſtom amongſtthe na- 
tionsroundabout Ieruſalem(ifany thing happened beyond the 
expectation of man) to ſend thither to enquire thetruth thereof;

But when he vnderſtood that Pharaoh was comming withan 
armic outof Egypt toreſcue Jedekia, he raiſed his campe & went 
abour $9 miles into the countrey of Egypt ; which Pharaoh hea- 
ring wasabalhed,and turned back againe.

From Tyrus, he went into Zgypt, and paſſed 480 miles 
through that kingdome,coqueringall the countries and prouin-

From /Egypt,hereturncd to Babylon, which was 969 miles. 
From that timetill his death, he was Emperor of all thoſe king- 
domes. In the ſecond yeare of his Empire Daziz/expounded vn- 
tobim his wonderfull dreame, vnder the (imilitude of an image, 
ſerring forththe condition of thefourc monarchies ofthe world 
Nan.

It was ſcituated vpon a verie high rocke, compaſled 
about with the Mediterrancan ſea, 100 miles from Jeruſalem 
Northward,and a famous Martrtc wane for all the Holy land. By

(king of Macedon) beſieged that towne,and inthe ſeuemthmo- 
neth after,tooke it, for the obtaining whereof, he was conſtrained 
to fill vp that part ofthe ſea(contayning 799 paces)whichcom- 
paſſed it about; and made it firme land for hisarmieto paſſe vp- 
on, tothe wals of the citie. In this countrie that famous Ciuilian 
ipian was borne,as he writeth ;6.1.f.de Cenfibus. And vpon the 
borders of Tyrus and Sydon , Chriſt cured the daughterof a 
Cananitiſh woman,of a diuell, Marz.1 5.wherefore you {hal read 
more of itin the ſecondtombe.

Milinus Euill Merodach, ſonne of Nabuchadoneſor the great, 
ſucceeded his father anno mundi 3388. before Chriſt 589, 

In the firſt yeare of his raigne;he ſerart libertie /echonjas king 

of Indah, and attributed to him thetitle, dignitie, and mainte- 
nance of a king, 1echonias being then 5 5 yeares of age, and 3 7 
after he had beene in captiuitie,2.King.vlt.ler.vlt, From whence 
| tisconcluded by moſt, That this Emperor did alſo imbrace the 
dotrine of Damzel, concerning the true God, as did Nabuchado- 
moor his father ; who had before by publicke edi&profeſled irto 
the whole ſtatc,and cauſed it tobe publiſhed through his domi- 
nions,and rherefore fhewed fauour and mercie towards king 7e- 
chmizs. And from thence it is thought that thoſe which were im- 
pious princes about him, called him Amelinus,that is,the circum- 
ſed, being deriued of Mor, which ſignifies, to circumciſe, and 
Eviitythatis, ſimple and fooliſh Merodach. His wiues name was 
Nitecrris(accordin otro Herodotus ltb.1.) the was a very ma nift- 
cent and wiſe woman, ſet vp many faire and goodly buildings 
In Babylon,and was the mother of Balthaſar, the laſt Emperour

Polyh. apud 
Enuſebium 167 WIG 97 M9- 17.19 with lEuſeb. calleth this. 
king Nabrnidochus.This is that Balthazar(ſaith Toſephus lib. Antiq. 
19.cap.13.) which Daniel in the 5 chapter calleth the ſonneof 
Nabuchadonoſor,though in deed he was bnt his ſonnes ſonne, as 
may be gathered from that of 7erem.cap.2 5. All nations ſhal ſerue 
Nabuchadeneſor and his ſonne,and his ſonnes ſonne. 

Balthazar (1gnilies, the hoaſt of the Lord deſtroying his enemics. 
Labynitus lignities,a ſhaken ſword. This man,as hee was celebra- 
ting agreatfeaſt vnto Venus (whom they called inthe Aſſyrian 
rongue, Myleta) amongſt a great multitude of hisnobilitie ; and 
inthat viing extraordinarie exceſle, and blaſphemy againſt the 
Lord,In the midſt of his feaſt and all his meriments, hee ſaw a 
hand wr.ting vpon the wall, which left theſe words, Meme Mene 
Teke! Yphrafin, of which you may read more Dan.5. Some ſay 
that at this verytime, the citie was taken by Cyrs Fmperor of 
the Perſians,and he putto the ſwordin thoſe ſports andpaſtimes.

little before hee had with great labour and paines builded and 
beautified, within lefſe than twenrie yeares after were deſtroyed 
and made deſolate by this king.

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1} R$ inthe thirteenth yeare of his raigne made warre 
ke n 8 vpon Nabachadnezzer the firſt,andin the valley of 
PH ISSﬀe&H2 Megiddo neere to Magdala (which was 244 miles 
from Memphis) fought a hoon bartell: in which batrell Joſiah 
king of Iudah was wounded tothe death. 

From the valley of Megiddo, Pharaoh Necho went to the river 
Euphrates, which was 369 miles, where he fought a ſecond bat 
tell with Nabuchadye=zer vpon a plaine neere to Carchemis, 
where he loſt the day and was put to flight. 

From Carchemis he fled to Riblah inthe land of Iſrael, which 
was 320 miles,where(in the land of Chzmath,ncereto the Lake 
Samachonites ) he ouercame Joachas king of Iudah, and tooke 
kim priſoner. 

From Riblah Pharaoh Necholed Toaches bound to Teruſalem, 

which was 80 miles , and made 7oakim his brother king in his 
lace. 
: From ITeruſalem he returned to Memphis, which is 2 40 miles, 

Within fourc yearesafter,he wentthe ſecond time with a great 
armic from Memphis to theriucr of Euphrates, which was 640 
miles. 

But there he was the ſecond time ouercome by Nabuchadnete 
zer,and conſtrainedto fliethence backeagaineto Memphis in E- 
gypt,(bcing 649 miles:)but Nabuchadnezzer followed him with 
an armie ot choſen men,and conquered all Eoypt,took Pharaoh 
Necho,and made his ſonne Pſammetichus king in his place, who 
was the ſecond of that name. Of this battell there is mention

He 
began to teach publiquely inthe yeare of the world 3167,and 
before Chriſt 899 z and gouerned the Church cightie yeares and 
more,vntill the time of Manaſſes,who cauſed him to be cutin pie- 
ces witha ſaw, 

In anno mund; 3 190, before Chriſt 778, 1/ay ſaw the Lord ſit 
ting vpona high Thronein great mateſtie,the lower part where 
of tilled the Temple,and the Seraphins compaſſed him round a- 
bout, /a.6. The Cherubinesare glorious and bright ſhining An- 
gels, of a fierie nature: for Sax Aavyu fignifieth, hehathturned 
to fire. 

His dotrine was two fold,that is,partly concerning the Law,

From Ramah he wentto Mizpah,whichis 8 miles : where he 
continued awhile with Gedilzah Prince of the Iewes , which man 
had the chiefe command ofcertaine citiesin Iudea vnder Nabw- 
Madnez ar. 

Futin the ſeuenth yeare ofthe captiuitic ofthe people of Iſra- 
el, 1/hmael that was of the ſtocke and progenie of Dauid open 
tvobtainethe gouernementof Iuda) made warre vpon Geaelzah, 
and puthim to death ; wherefore /eremy went from thence with 
lobn the ſonne of Kareach,Prince of the lewes,to Bethlem Ephra-

| Hin river Chebar was necre Babylon in Chaldza, vpon the 
borders of Meſopotamia, falling into Euphrates ; and was 
oftentimes called Aborras, accordingrto the opinion of manie 
learned men. Straboin the ſeuenteenth booke of his Geographie 
faith,that there is another riuer betweene Tygris and Euphrares, 
called Baſilius: Aborras paſſeth along by the citic of Athemuliia, 
and isa verie faire ſtreame, from whence it is called Chebar, 
which ſignifies 4 /wift and ſpacions river. Neere to this riuerthe 
Prophet Ezekiel ſaw the gloric and maieſtie of our Lord leſas 
Chriſt in a bright ſhining cloud. In this place allo dwelt manie 
lewes, to whom he prophelied and foretold the deſtrution of 


lerulalem by Nabuchadnezzer,andthe capriunic of Jedekiah.

| Anicll ſignifies, the Iudge of God. - In the raigne of 194 
AY chimking of Iudah,he was caried away captiue from 
SW Icruſalem to Babylon,by Nabuchadoneſor,which was 
= <3, miles, and there with his fellowes learnt the arts, 
and language of the C haldzans,for three yeares. Hee was then 
but young,about ſome 15 or 25yearesof age,and livedin exile 
91 yeares, vntill the third yeare of Cyrs Emperor of the Perfi.. 
ans ; about which time he ſaw his laſt viſton,anda little after dj 
ed, when he was abour 1 10 yeares of age, as may be gathered by 
the circumſtances of Hiſtories and times. 

From Babylon he went to Suſanin Perſia, ano mwnd; 2 418, 
before Chriſt 5 50,being then 94 yeares of age, which was253 
miles,where necre to the flood Eulzus, he had a viſion of aram 
and a goate; which ſet forth theſtate of the ſecond Monarchie 
(which was that of the Grzcians.) In this viſtun Gabriel the Ar 
change!, appearedto Darrel, Dan.8.T his wasinthe third ycareof 
king Balthaſar. 

From Suſan Panel returned to Babylon, which was 252 
miles : Heere hee interpreted to Balthaſar the meaning of thele 
words Mexe, Mene, Tekel Euphraſin, Dan.y. 

From Babylon,he wentto theriuer Tygris or Hidekel, which 
was accounted 36 miles: here in thethird yeare of Cyrus king of 
Perſia, he ſaw hislaſt viſion,which is deſcribed in the 10, 11 and 
12 chapters of his prophelie. 

From Tygris,he returned tohis owne houſe at Babylon,which 
was 36 miles. Sometimes allo inthe three laſt yeares of his life, 
he vſed to go to Egbaran, the Metropolitan city of the Meades, 
which wasaccounted 464 miles from Babylon, towardes the 
Northcaſt : Heere Daniel built a faire and artificiall temple, 0 
ſtrongly, that it remained vnperiſhed, and retained the auncient 
beaurie many ages, tothe great admiration of all the ſpefators: 
In itthe kings of the Meades, Perſtans, and Parthians,were for 
the moſt part honorably buried : the gouernment whereof was

Via or Suſan, is ſocalled from a ſweete ſmelling flower; but 
chietely a roſe or lillie, becauſe it is ſcituated ina faire and 
pleaſant place. It was agoodlycirie, lying on both lides of the ri- 
acr Fu'zus,ſome 200 furlongs (that is 25 miles Engliſh) abour, 
a Policletus faith. Andotf this citic all the countrie round aboutis 
called Suſana : bordering towards the North vpon Affria, to- 
wards the Veſt vpon Babylon, towardes the South vpon the 
Gulph of Perſia, and ioyncth vpon the Eaſt partof Perſia to-« 
wards the Eaft. There are but two cities that are eminent in it, 
thatis this, andanother called Tariana. The aire in the Winter 
ſealo!1 1s very temperate, at which timethe earth bringeth forth 
many pleaſane flowers and fruits; but in the Summerit is ex- 
meame hot, by which heata!l chingsare ſcorched and burned a- 
way,and byreaſon of thepurritation of theaire(as ſomethink) 
m thatiſeaſon there do breed toads, lyzards,and other noyſome 
ſerpents,in great abundance; fo that the inhabitants are conſtrai- 
ned (partly becauſe of the heat, partly becauſe of the loathſome 
and dangerouscreatures) to build there houſesall of earth,long 
and narrow,the wals and roofcs being at leaſt a yard rhicke,that 
lothe heat might not piercethrough them, orſerpents breedein 
them, Strabo [1b.Geograph. 5. laith, That one Tython(the brother of 
Lamedon king of Troy) did firſt build thiscitic,about ſuchtime 
3 Trola iudged Iſracll. After him, his ſonne Memmon beautified: 
twitha faire& goodlycaſtle,callingitafter hisown nameAMem- 
wn (Of this man Homer ſpeaketh.) This caſtle was ſucha good 
lything, that a long timeafter his death, thetowne was called 
Memmnon, as Strabo oblerueth : but in Heſter and Damels times, it 
was called Suſa,and the inhabitants Suſans. The Perlian Empe- 
rors 
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rorsinthoſe times keeping their courts there for the moſt part, | 
and did greatly beautihe the citie with faire buildings. The fir 


of theſe Emperors that liued here, was Cyr, who after hee had 
conquered Babylon, Aſſyria, and many other OI and 
countries Jying neere vnto the city Suſazthat he might with more 
caſeand better ſaferic retaine them in his gouernement,remoued 

his court from Perſepolis (which lay vp in the Eaſt part of Pex. 
ſia)to this towne,where all the Winter ſeaſon, forthe moſt part, 
he liued, and in the Summer wentto Egbatan thechicfecitie of 
Medea,becaule there atthar ſeaſon the aire was verie temperate: 

His ſucceſſors after him obſeruing the ſame courſe for their bet- 

ter conueniencic, and to make cuident their greater magnifi- 

cence, repaired the caſtle of Memnon, ioyned to it many faire 

and Godly 


buildings,and cloſe by it planted a pleaſant orchard 


of diuers and ſundric ſorts of trees and hearbes. Iris reported 
thatthe pate whereby they cntred into this orchard,was veriecu- 
rioully built, ſupported with pillars of polliſhed Marble, imboſ. 
ſed with ſilucr and gold very rareto 7m VPON : Ouer it was 2 
banquct:ing houſe, beautified with liuely piQtures, cofly furni- 
rure, and beds of gold and ſilver couered with rich tapeſtrie, 
wrought with {i]ke,fttluer,and gold, vpon theſe they dou 
their banquets: it was paued with Porphire, Marble, and Hya- 
cinths, in ſuch ſort, as1t greatly delighted ſuch as bche1d it. The 
Queenc had a priuate garden to her ſelfe, In which were greater 
abundance of trees of diuers kinds,and many ſweet flowers and 
hearbes: In which garden Ahaſhuerws walked to qualihie the 
hcate of his wrath thathee had conceaued apainſt that wicked 
and perhdeous Hamon,who through enuic and ambition ſought 
the {Aruton of the whole nation of the ewes; leaſt by g1uing 
place vnto anger,he ſhould tranſgreſſethe bounds of clemencie 
and iuſtice : wherefore itbecommeth cuerie King, Prince, and 
ludge toimitate theexampleof this Emperor, whoin the heate 
of his anger, would determine nothing of ſo wicked a man ; for 
long and often deliberation becommeth eueric wiſe man before 
he doth any thing,E/2.7. | 

Not farfrom the Emperors pallace, in a faireand pleaſant 
garden,there ſtood a colled ge of the Magi, Thatis, ſuchas the

Perſians accounted wile and learned men : Theſe wereof ſuch 
account for their knowledge and vnderſtanding amongſtthat 
ple, that ſome of them in ſucceeding ages were choſen for 
$4 and gouernorsin that countrie. They ſtudied forthe moſt 
part the Mathematickes, Hiſtorie, Phyloſophie, and Diuinitiez 
and as many haue thought,the Propheſies of Daniel, Exzekiel,and 
others : wherefore as is ſaid before, manyareof opinion, That 
the wiſe men which came into Iudea to ſee Chriſt, were of this 
colledgeand towne, becauſe it ſtood Eaſt from Ieruſalem.Itis at 
this day called Culiſtan, as Ortelius and Sebaſtian Munſter wit- 
neſſeth; andin their times was vnder the gouernement of one 
Caliphus Emperor of rhe Saraſens. This Caliphws was ſtrongly 
belieged by one Allanthe great king of Tartaria, in this towne, 
anno dom.12. 50. But becauſe of his exceeding couetouſneſſeand 
parcimony, he loft the citie,and was famiſhed to death. 


Of the Riner Enl eo. 


Lai,which Strabol;b.1 5. calleth Eulza, paſſed through the 
citieof Suſa,andas Plme ſaieth,{ib.6.cap 27. tooke the be- 
ginning in Media,and fo fell intoa hole. orcauerne of theearth,, 
and pafſed vnder the ground, till ir came neereto the citie Suſa, 

where it brake forth againe, and compaſſed aboutthe rower of 
Suſa, and a temple 1n thatcitie dedicated to Diane. The inhabi- 
rants hold this river in great eſtimation, In ſo much as the kings 

drinke of no other water, and for that purpoſe 71 a ita great 
way. Strabo according to the teſtimonie of Polycletws faith, that 
thereare two other riuers of good account, which paſleth tho- 

rough Perſia,thatis, Choaſpes and Tygris ; but neither of them 

aein like eſtimation asthis 1s. 


Of Elam. 


PEcſta in auncient times wascalled after this name, from Elan 

the ſonne of Sem.But after Perſeus had obtaineda large and 
pacious gouernmentin thatcountrie, it wasafter his namecal- 
kd Perſia. Elam ſignifies, 4 youth,or £ young man.

His isthe Metropolitan citie of the Medes, and is diſtant 
from leruſalem 1136 miles towards the Northweſt: built 
by Deioceking ofthe Medes, as Herodot.(1:5.2.) ſaith. Here Daniel 
builta faire Temple,of which you may reademorcin his trauels, 
Ofthis rown you may reade more aftcr inthe Trauels of 1udeth,

Aniel(ſignifics the: Indge of Goa)typically repreſenting Chriſt 

who is appointed by that cternall Iehouah to be the Iudgeof 
all things both quicke and dead ; and reſcueth his Church,which 
is (asa Roſecompaſled about withthornes ) oppreſled withthe 
tyrannic and crueltic of euill and wicked men,calting thoſc falſe 
Iadges and mercilefle governors into cternal exile and thepirof 
deſtrution. Andas this Prophet was innocently condetnned, 
caſt into the Lions den,had the doore ſealed vpon him, and (to 
the iudgement of man) no hope of life or meanesto eſcape was 
left him ; yet by the prouidence of God was deliuered outof 
this danger, and came thence fate and vatoucht, Dax.6: ſoour 
Sauiqur was innocently condemned, caſt into the graue, ſaled 
vp amongſtthe dead, and (to common iudgernent) left as aman 
out of mind yetearly in the morning atthe appointed time, b 
the power of his Dictie, heraiſed himlelfe from this pit of h 
(thegraue) and glorioully triumphed ouer itand death.

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His Prophet Hoſea was bornein a townecalled Bemeloth, Il 

or Bethmeloth, ( as Dorothews ſometime Biſhop of Tyre, 
*  faith)whichwasa towneinthe Tribe of Iſfacher,not fare 
from Bethulia, ſome tiftie two miles from Icruſalem towards the 
North; ncerc to which place Holofernes afterward pitched his 
Tents,extending thence to the field of Eſdrelon a the towne 
Chelmon,from whenceit ſeemeththis tuwne taketh the name.

His mansfatherdweltat Tekoa,apoore man,onethatkeper 
kine,and vſed to gather wild figs, asappeareth in the firſt 
and ſeuenth chapters of 4s. In this towne Amos was 
borne, and followed the profefhon of his father, but the Lord 
called him to be a prophet ;, and then he wentto Bethel, which 
wastwelue miles diſtant. Here he reprehended Jeroboamking of 
lirae!l,for idolatric,and IR the golden calfe; after, he 
wasaccuſed by Amaſis the chiete prieſt of the Idols in Bethel, 
and bound in chaines,and at length Y71athe ſonne ofthis Amaſia 
ſtroke him vponthe head with a ſpeare, whereby he was mortal- 
ly wounded. - 

From Bethel, being ſicke, hee was carricd backe to Tekoa, 
which was twelue miles-: where a little after he dyed, as ſaint Je- 
me witneſſeth :in whoſe time his monument was to bee ſcene; 
4mss (ignifieth,s burthen, as in deed heewasto thewicked Iſra- - 
ltes, he ſo ſharpely reprehended them in his ſermons ofthe law. 
He liucd eight hundred yeares before Chriſt, So his trauels were 
24 mules.

Bediah (ignifies, Godsobedient ſeruant, of Azam, hee hath

Terome ſaicth,that in his time there wereto be ſcenein the citie of 
Samaria,the monuments of three Prophets,thatis,of Eliſha,0be. 
diah,and 1ohn Baptiſt. But ſome thinke that Obediah the Prophet _ 
lay not buried in Samaria, but rather it was the ſepulcher of thas 
Obediah which lived in the time of Ahab, that hid a hundred of 
the Lords Prophers,50 in one caue, and 5oinanother; between 
which ewo there were 309 yeares difference.

The poets faine this woman to be the daughterof Cepheus, and 
deliucred by Perſeus king of the Perſians,whom after ſhee mar- 
ried. It is called lapho becauſe of the beautifull ſcituation. Some 
fayjitwas ſo called of 1apheththe ſonne of Noah,who firſt cauſed

Bur the citic Tharlis (the countrey otthe Apo- 
ſtle Paul) is nota kingdome, neitherener had a king , much leſſe 
manie kings. So Solomon ſent his ſhips by Tharlin ( thatis,by 
ſea — the Southeaſt,into the Red ſea and Eaſtern Ocean) 
that they might bring gold, precious ſtones,and (weet gummes 
from Arabia. But the [hips could not ſaile by the Red ſea vnto 
the rowne of Tharlis, vnlefle they would haue ſayled ouer the 


land,which was vnpoſsiblez becauſe Tharlls lyeth into theland . 


from the Red (ca,as all Coſmographersagree. So alſo the Pla 
miſt ſaith, Thou breakeſt with thy ſtrong winds the ſhips of Thar ſis,that

Of the Euxine Sea. 


He Euxine Ocean, is that great and troubleſome ſea, that © 


beginning not farre from Conſtantinople, runneth from 
Boſphorusin Thrace, towards the Eaſt'and North; contayning 
tothe Longitude eight hundred miles, but to the Latituderwo 
hundred andeightie. Towards the South,it toucheth vpon Alia 


thelcfſe; towards the Faft, vpon Colcos; towards the Welb 


Thracia and \Valatiaz but towards the North, it is ioynedto 
the Poole of Mxotides. This ſea in times paſt was called pomtw 


Axenw,

Axenus, that is, the inhoſpitable comntrey ; becauſe ( as Strabo faith 
in /;6.1.0f his Coſmographie) the inhabitants neere about the ſea 
ſhore did vſually ſacrifice thoſe ſtrangers which they could per, 
orelſc caſt their bodies vnto Dogs to be denoured, making drin- 
king cups of theirskulls. But/after , when the Ionians had built 
certaine townes vpon the ſea coaſt, and had reſtrained the incur- 
ſion of certaine Scythian thecues, which vſually preyed vpon 
Merchants that reſorted thither; at the command of Pomtxc their 
king ( who had obtaineda large and ſpacious kingdome in that 
countrey ) they called it Pont»s Enxinus , which is as much to 
ſay,as the hoſpitable conntrey. Onid te(tifteth almoſt the ſame, con- 
cerning the originall of the name of this ſea, ſaying atter this

was thre dayes going thorough it, that is (as Zather expounds 
jt) thorough cueric ſtreets of it z in which time hee conuerted a 
hundreth and twentie thouſand to repentance, Arbaces, who 
wasalſo called _Arphaxad, was then Emperour. This rb 
Tuſtin. (146.2) calleth Arbattus : he wasa Capraine ofthe Medes, 
who (perceiuing the effeminate diſpoſition of Sardanapalus, the 
then Emperour, taking aduantage of the times and this mang 
weakenelle ) conſpired with ſome of his companions to vii 
vpon his gouernement: and that he might makethem hate and 
loath his lcoſt panes; them into aroome where they might 
ſee him ſitting amongſt his harlots, tyred in womens apparrell 
and carding wooll. This light greatly diſpleaſing them, and be- 
fore being encouraged by Arbattus , they ſciſed vponthe citie, 
and belicged Sardanapalus in his Palace. But to preuent them 
ſcric of a lhameful death,after he had gathered all his richesto 
ther,ſet fire ot his Palace,where he, his companions,and treaſure 
periſhed. This fire continued hfrecnedayes, and hapned 823 
yeares before C hriſt : about which time, ArbacFus ſucceeding 
Sard:napalus , b2gan to raigne, and continued his gouernement 
ciphtand twentic yeares. Burt the Medes held not the Arian 
Empirelon g,for Phul Belochus,who at this timeraigned in B 

lon, and his ſucceſſor Tiglath Phulaſ/ar are called kings of Afi, 
berwcene whom there hapned mante great warres, 2.Xip.1 5.26, 
From whence may bee gathered, That after the death of Arbs- 
ff us theſe Emperours dwelt in Niniuch, and ſucceeded in the 
Empare. 

Thus was this citie greatly defaced with continuall euills,the 
Lord before hand giuing them manie admonitions and gentle 
correAions (it it had beenein them to haue conceiued it) to win 
them to repentance; but they continned ſtill in their ſinnes; ther- 
foreaccording to the former prophelics, Cyaxares king of the 
Medes belieging this towne, tooke it and deſtruyed iteuen vnto 
theground, as Euſebires ſaith. This delolation hapned thirtcene 
yearcs b:fore the deſtruftion of Jeruſalem, in the eleuenth yeare 
of Sadyatti; king ofthe Lydians,who was grandfather to Creſw, 
«no munat 3; 49,bctore Chriſt 619.

After this deſtruftion it lay fora long timedeſolate, bat at 
length ſome partof it wasreftored, though with muchtrouble ; 
4s then when it wasatthe beſt eſtate, conſtrained to ſuffer ma- 
nie changeszand at length — deſtroyed the ſecondtime by 
Tumberlaine the great,anns mundi 1390. After this, the inhabi- 
rants of that countrey (vpon the Eaſt (ide of the river 
began thethird timero build it. But whetherthis thirdreſtoring 
of this citic, was at the commaund of ſome Prince that had the 
goucrnment of the countrey thereabouts, or becauſe of the ſci- 
wation,or for priuat profir,it is not ſer downe: neuertheleſicir is 
againercpaired,ſtanding vpon the borders of Armenia, beautifi- 
ed with goodly buildings,with faire and ſpacious ſtreetes, com- 

ed _ (as other cities of the Eaſtare)with walls & ditches, 
ſufficiently ſtrengthened to oppoſe the enemie. But inreſpe&t 
ofthe former Niniueh,it ſeemeth a ſmall village. Ithatha bridge 
built ofſhips,lying vpon the Eaſt ſide of it,ouer the river Tygris: 
and vpon that ſideof the riuerthere ſtand manic faire Gardens 
and Orchards ; and the land therealſois verie fertile & pleaſant : 
but vpon the Welt of Tygris the ſoileis nothing ſo fruitfull. Ar 
this day it is called by the name of Moſlell : fo thatalthough ir 
ftandeth inthe ſame place,yerdoth it not retainetheſame name. 
To thistownethereis greatreſort of Merchants, which bring vp 
their commodities by the riuer Tygris hither, and from hence 
conueyes them to Bagadeth , and manie other parts of the 
world. The inhabitants thereof arefor the moſt part Neſtori- 
ans, of who you may read before in the deſcription of the Sets 
tharremainein Ierulalem at this day. They are had in great ac- 
count and eſtimation amongſt the Turkes, becauſe it is ima- 
gined that one of this ſet, helpt Mahomet to compolethe Alca- 
ron. This Neſtorivs lived anno domint 429 , and taught in Con-= 
ſtantinople : but after he was condemned art Epheſus for an he- 
retike,he was conſtrained to ſtealefrom Conſtantinople, and flie 
to Thebes in Egypt: where God laid his grieuous puniſhment 
vpon him ; for his rongue began to rot in his head, and to con» 
kume with verminc,of which hedicd miſerably.

0Onas, ſignifies a Dove; and typically repreſenteth Chriſt in his. 

name. For Chriſt was that gratiousand innocent Doue,who 
hath made euident to man his ſingular mercie and clemencie, 
without any ſhew of bitterneſle or wrath. Then,in his atHi&ion: 
for as 1en4as thruſt himſelte into the ſea of calamitic, and there 
was ſwallowed vp ofa Whale; which might be well reſembled 
tothegraue: ſo Chriſtour Sauiour was caft into the ſea of affli- 
Aion, the miſerie &calamitic of this world ; and aftcerthat;thruft 
into the iawes of death, the graue , where( as 7ons did in the 
Whales belly) he lay three dayes,and then roſe againe, the earth 
being vnableany longer to containehis bodie.

phet imbraced and comforted his people, with comfortable do- 
arine; leſt by the deſtruion of Teruſalem (which he prophefied 
ſhould after happen,by the Chaldzans) they ſhould bedriuen to 
deſperation. Pawltooke the foundation of his Epiſtleto the Ro» 
mans out ofthis Prophet, reciting a ſaying of his, which was,Thas 
the iuſt ſhall line by faith. Hee began to preach a little before the 
Prophet Teremie, 650 yeares before Chriſt, aboue 100 yeares be- 
fore Daxiel was caſt into the Lionsden. From whence moſt of 
the learned conclude, that this could not be that Habacuek which 
brought meat to Daniel, as he was amongſt the Lions : butthey 
rather thinke it a fragment of ſome ſpirituall commedie, and \ 
therefore worthic to be called Apocrypha.

reth tothe 28 dayofAuguit. He ſharply reprehended the peo. 
ple becauſe they neglefted the houſe of the Lord, and baile 
their owne houſes. 

In the eighth moneth Marheſuan, which for the moſt part ans * 
ſiycreth ro our Nouember, Jacharias in the ſame yeare beganto 
prophelie : and in his Sermon cxhorted the people to repet- 
rance ; adding the promiſe of our Sauiour, and that he would 
turne vntothem that would turne vnto him ,FJach.1. Theſetwo 
Prophets " buried twentic miles one from the other, For as D& 
rotheus Bilhop of Tyre faith, Haggat licthburied in Teruſalems 
monegſtthe Pricfts ; but Jacharias necretoarowne in the fieldof 
Batharia,twentic miles from Ieruſalem towards the Weſt; Butin 
the time of Theodeſus the Emperour,was remoucd and prelerued 
as a holy relique. Concerning that fable and figment inſertedin- 
to the hiſtoric of Nicepborws, I doe vtterly dilallow.

This Eſdras was lent to lerufalem, to reſtore the Common- 
wealth of the Iewe$,anmo mund: 3 511 , before Chriſt 457, inthe 
ſeuenth yeare of Artaxerxes Longimanus, that good Emperour 
ofthe Perſians, So he went from Babylon to Ahzua, a ccrtaine 
riuer neere Babylon; to which place he aſſembled a great mul- 
tirude of Tewes, and from thence ſent into Caſpia to fetch a 
certaine number of Leuites, ( this land was in Chaldea not farre 
from Babylon. ) Theſe being here met together, celebrated a

This Yz was that great man which built 
(as was thought)Damaſcusin Syria; and all that land which ex- 
tendeth from Damaſcus to ITordan after his name was called 
Vz, thatis, the landof Councell; torſo Vz{lgnities. There were 
twotownes in this countrie,where 706 is ſaid to haue dwelt, That 
is Aſtaroth Carnaim, and Batzra. Aſtaroth Carnaim was di- 
ſtant from Ieruſalem, hiftie and two miles towards the North- 
eaſt, the inhabitants of which towne worſhipped the goddeſſe 
Yenus,and called her by the name of 4/aroth,of which you may 
reade before. Saint 7er9me ſaicth, That the ſepulchre of 7ob was to 
bee ſeene in his time in that towne; And later writers teſtifie as 
much for their rimes. This towneat this days called Carrea. 
Batzra is mentionedin the 3G of Geneffr in lignifics agrapege- 
thering.In this towne it was thoughtthat 7b was borne. ]t la be 
yond lordan in the tribe of Reuben, 29 miles from Ieruſalem 
towards the Northeaſt. All this countric in thoſe times were fub- 
ictto the king of the Edomites, or Idumzans ; but after, it was 
toyncd to the land of the Moabites, they hauing conquered the 
kings of Edom : you may reade more of it inthe 6 of /ſay,alſo 
Toſ.20.where is ſhewed,that it was one of the fix cities of refuge 
appointed by 7sſua : heere /ob for the moſt part continued, =_ 
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held this towne in great honourand reputation. ; 

Heliued about the time of Bels,firſt king ofthe Edomites: and 
acording to the opinion of Saint Jerom, Auguſtine, Ambroſe, Phi- 
lo, and Luther, was for his excellent vertue and pictie, 
choſen king of that countrey,which he greatly in making 
all the countries and neighbouring Princes ncere adioyning,tri> 
butaric vato him : wherefore(as 7crom ſaith, in locis Hebratcis) ha- 
uing obtained ſo large an Empire, hee remoued his ſeatfrom 
Batzra to Aſtaroth Carnaim , which was a ſtrong and well de- 
fenced citie, where in thoſetimes (as Moſes witneſteth, Gep. 1 4) 
there inhabited mightie men,and noble Heroes ; that ſo by their 
vertue he might withthe greater facilitie ſuppreſſe and conquer 
other Prouinces. 

Thereare magiethinke him to be of the ſtock of Abraham, and 
of the =__ of Eſau, becauſe he is mentionedin the 36 of Geneſ.

phus,being then king of that countrie)wherc hee gathered out of 
that flourithing Librarie,ſet vp atthe charge of Ptolomens Phils- 


delphus, his booke of Eccleſiaſticrs, as Bees from diuers flowers 
pather ſect honie. 


Of the great citie of Alexanarea. 


Lexandria was a citie of Agypt,diſtant from Ieruſalem 288 
miles towards the VVeſt: In auncient times called No, that 


is, 4 hinderance . But Alexander the great taking an affeRion to 
thiscitie,in the yeare 339 betore Chriſt, began torebuildir (for 
by the continuance ot time, it was much decayed) and within 
the ſpace of ſeuenteene daics made it agoodly citie,much grea- 
ter than it was before. To which, thathee might adde the grea- 
ecr grace, hee called it after his owne name, Alexandria: And 
there hce lies buried, after hec had gouerned the Em pire of the 
Greciansſeuen yeares. For although hce dyed in Babylon the 
chicfecitie of the Caldeans,yet Piolomens(one of hischiefe prin= 
ces) remoucd his bodie thencein a golden charriot to Memphis 
in Zgypt, and 20 yeares after to Alexandria, The ſcituation 
thereot is veric deleable; bordering to the North, vpon the 
Mediterranean fea and to the South, vpon the Poole of Mare- 
tidisas Siravo (aieth,(ib,1 7. Tt was 10 miles about,Rtrongly forti- 
fied with walls ,beautihed with goodly buildings, ſcituatedin @ 
veric fruitfull countrie; And to piuc a greater delightto the in- 
habirants, without the walles there ſtgod many goodly Or? 
chards and Gardens, pientitully furni!hed with fruits and Fow- 
ers of diners kinds,as Pocichipas/Figafec During the time of 


Ptolomens Philodeiphus trwas a famous and Alourithing citic : For 
this prince being a greatlouer of learning, inſtituted an Accade- 
mic{asi;thought)init,andadded thereto a (lately ſibraric, wher- 
in weie 490902 bookes ; the fame whercot bein;; publiſicd 
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thorough the world,many people of diuers nationsreſorted thi- 
ther to ſee it, then Elcaſer alſo high prieſt of the Iewesatthe re- 
queſt of Prolomers ſent 72 interpreters to tranſlate the Bible out 
of Hebrew into Grecke; which was(as Ewſebius obſerueth)in the 
3 yere of his raigne,betore Chriſt 268. In recompenceof which 
curtclic,he ſent to be dedicated in the remple of Teruſalem atable 
of gold, richly adorned with carbuncles, ſmaragdes,and other 
pretious ſtones,2 ſtately cups, and 3o boules of pure golde,as it 
appeareth in 79/ephus ib, Antiq. 12.The Accademie continued 
there till after Chriſts time, as you may reade Ads 6.But the Li- 
braric was conſumed 47 yeres before Chriſt, and thecitie great- 
ly detaced. For lius Ceſar atthat time making war vpon Pom- 
pey the younger,who continued with his ſiſter Cleopatra in this ci- 
ty, cauſed the kings nauic 10 be ſet on fire, and the Librarie ſtan- : 
ding neere to it,the flame tooke hold of it, and burnt it down to 
the ground withall chatwas in it,and defacedalſoa great part of 
the cite. 

Toſephus writing of this citie, compares it with the faireſt cities 
ofthoſe times; being ſtrongly fortified both by ſea & land,ſo that 
it ſeemed to be inuincable : but atthis day iris but a {mal citie;the 
incurſions of forreine enemies hawing waſted and deſtroyed the 
greater part, left the lefſe to be a wonder tothe world,the heapes 
andruincs of goodly buildings making cuident lamentable de- 
ſtrutions.Thwus man with is deuiſes per, the Lord indureth 


for emer.

Afﬀter the death of his father, hee ſtole ſecretly from Rome, 
and went backe againe to Antiochia in Syria, which was I 600 
miles; and there Mceaded his brother Selenchus Philgpater inthe 

oucrnment. He began toraigne 1 73 yeares before chriſt. 

In the third yeare of his raigne, hee went from Antiochiato 
Tyrus,which was 60 miles In that tourney he conqueredall the 
lower part of Syriaand Phenecia, 

From thence he wentaboue one hundred and twentic miles 
through Galile and Indea, conquering all the citicsand coun- 
triesthatlay in his way z and would allo haue gone downe into 
FEgypt, But when he heard that his nephew Prolomens Philome- 
tor had proclaimed an aflemblie and parliatnent,and would not 
acknowled him for his proteor, hee ſent Apolonius,one of his 
princes, vpon the day ofthe meeting, into Afigypr,and he him- 
{{fe returned backe apaine to Ioppa.2.Mac, 4. 

From Iloppa,he w2nt to leruſalem,wkich was 20 miles, where 
laſonthe hioh prieſt, and all the peoplereceiued him with great 
honor. Atthattime Antzochus placed aguard in the caſtle or tow- 
er of leruſalem, which was the beginning of their intollerable 
ſeruitude. 

But for that yeare (which was the fourth of his raigne)here- 
turned through Phacnicia to Antiochiain Syria,which was 285 
miles. 

In the hfth yeare of his raigne,he went from Antiochia with a 
preatarmieinto Cilicta,which was 80 miles, there hee anpeaſcd 
the vprors of the inhabitants of Tharſus and Mallotus, and 
conquered all Cilicia,2. 3.4 KT 

From Cilicta,he returned backe againe to Antiochia, 80 miles. 

Inthe {txt ycarc of hits raigne, Amntzcchas went with a great ar- 
my both by ſcaand byland(wherin there were many Eliphants) 
to Pelulio, which was 409 miles: this city hee conquered, and 
and ouercamethe Alexandrians in a nauall batrell,2, Aac.4. 

From Pelulto (after he had built a bridge ouer Nilus)hce went 
with his armieto Memphis, conquering all the countries and 
ſtrong cities 2s hee went, which was abour one hundred and for- 
tie miles, and brought thither a mightieand great prey : where 
according to the ſaying tof the Prohet Daxyel, in the eleuenth 


chapter,

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chaptcr,he dealt ſubtilly with Prolomens Philometor. | 

From Memphis hee went to Alexandria, where the citizens 
would not ſuffer himto enter the gates; wherefore hee beficged 
it, but to ſmall purpoſe,which was 120 miles. 

From Alexandria, hce returned to Pelulto, which was 160 
miles; there he left agreat garriſon,to retaine what he had gotten 
Th AgyPpt,l DAE 4., 

From Pelufto, hee returned to Antiochiawith a great prey, 
which was 49G miles.In the mean time Pro/omens king of gypr 
and his ſiſter Cleopatra brought inthe aide of the Romans, Lins 
Decad.g.lib.y. | 

In the next yeare(thatis) inthe ſcuenth yerc of 4ntiochns Epi- 
phanes,there were ſcene in theaire as itthere had been men fight- 
ing, a comet alſo appeared, this happened in the yearc balbet 


Chriſt 167. 
This yere in the Spring, Antiochus went the ſecond time from 


Antiochia with his armie to Alexandriain Agypt, which was 
559 miles; ſgpaſling through Ccoeloſyriaund Judea, heecame 
into Agyptwhich he inuaded with open warre, endeauoring to 
get that by force which he could not get by intreatie. But the Ro- 
mans ſent P.Popillius,with other Embaſſadors,into Xgypt,who 
hearing that Anticchus was come to Leuſia, which was within a 
mile ot Alexandria, the Romans went thither to him. Where 
when hee had welcomed them, and ſhewed all the curteſic hee 
could ro P. Popillius, P. Popillius delivered him certain tables that 
heebad about him written, And firſt of all commanded him to 
read them, whick hee did: and then he counſelled with ſome of 
his friends, what was beſt to be donein the bulineſle; whiles he g 
was thus ina great ſtudic, P.Popilius, with awand that ke had in 
his hand, made acircle abour him in the duſt, ſaying, Ere thos ſtir 
4 foote out of this circle returne thy anſwerethat / may tell the Senate, 
whether thou haddeſt rather haue warre or peace. T his vetcerd with 
ſucha firme countenance , that it amazed the king ; where- 
fore, after he had pauſed a while ; quoth he, 7 will doe what the Se- 
nate hath written,and ſhall thinke fit. So doing little or nothing in 
MXeypt, hec returned backec _ Inſtin,lib.3 4.Decad..1li

Toſ.lib.12.cap.6. Theſe things hapned anyowrb. Row. 565, Let- 
milins Paulus,and Cain Licinins Craſſus,being then Conſuls. In 
which yearethe Moone was totally eclipſed, &milizs ouercame 
m_ king of Maccdon,& reduced Macedonia intoa Prouince 
b.Deca1.4./w.y 
From Leuſia Antzochns ( fearing leſt the Tewes would forlake 
his Empireandrebe!l) wentto Teruſalem,which was 288 miles : 
but the 11habircants ofthe towne [hut him out of rhe citie; where- 
fore he beſieged ir, and (by the treaſon of Menelars chicte Prieſt, 
who for thatpurpoſe conſpired with the guard that was in the 
Caſtle) quickly got it,and centred the gates. In euerte place where 
he came he putthe citizens to the ſword, & for the fpace of three 
dayes dic httle clfe but cruelly maſlacre the people. He went 
alſo with Menclaws intothe Temple,where ke polluted the ſacred 
things thereof,and tooke thence the veſſels ot iilucr andgold, or 
whatſocucr he found pretious or worthic: ſo thatthe prey hee 
took away amounted to I 899 talents, which make almoſt elcuen 
tunne of our _u : all which were partly giftes dedicated to the 
Temple, and partly treaſure that was lett there (asin a ſafeand 
ſure place) to the vie of poore diftreſled \Viddowes and Or- 
hants. - 

After that _Antochus had robbed the Temple of all the (iluer 
and gold that hee could hnd, had baniſhed 7aſon, had placeda 
ſtrong garriſon in the tower of Acropolis (the Captain of which 
was one Philip a veriecruellman) and ordained Aeneclars to bee 
high Prieſt z with all this bootie and ſome number of captiues, 
he returned to Antiochia,which was 2 8o miles. In the yearefol.- 
lowing(thatis,before Chriſt 166) Luc. «Amiltus Paulus triumphs 
ed forthe warres of Macedonia. Not long after, 4ntiorhns(mil- 
doubting the hidelitic of the Iewes) ſent 4polenins with an armie 
of 22500 to lerulatem, whoentred the citie vpon the Sabboth 
day,and committed manie outrages. 

Then, noch hauing ſpent a great part of thegold and (il- 
ver which hc had got from ITeruſalem, about the eleuenth yere of 
his raignc ; made his expedition from Antiechia,to Perſepolis(tt 
wasallo called Elymaides) in Perſia, which was 1096 miles. 

Here 
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Here he tookethe Templeof Diana, ſpoiled all that countrey 
round about, and with ſtrong hand, gathered together a great 
maſſe of gc 1d and [iluer, to maintaine warre againſt Tudes Mac- 
chaberss, But a multitude of citizens diſliking his lacriledge,ban- 
ded them(elues rogether,and put Azwechusand his ſouldiers ro 
fight, beforc he could take thecicic of Perſepolis, 1. Macchab.6, 
2. Macchab.9. 

\V hereforec being driuen thence, he fled with hisarmie to Fg- 
batana,a cite in Media,which was 209 miles, Here hauing cer- 
raine inte{ligence by letters of the noble exploits of 7udas Mace 
chaberts, and that hee had purged the Temple of ſuch things as 
were profane : he tell into an extreame -ricfb,and like one diſtra- 
Red,railed againftthe Iewes and {wore to be reuenged of them, 
1. 2acchab.9. 

In this extreame anger, hee went from Egbarana to Babylon 
with his armic,which was 464 miles. Bur as he went, his charior 
was ouerthrown in the fall wherot he was ſo extreamely woun- 
ded,that they were conſtrained to carry himin a bed to Eabylon, 
where ſhortly atter he died miſerably. So all his Traucls were 
8153 miles. 

Thus may we ſee with what difficulties and dangers this wick- 
ed Prince obtained his viRories,and paſt away his life;fometimes 
in trauell,his iournies long and troubleſome; ſometimesin pro-= 
ſperitie, ſometimes in aduerſitie,againe ſomerimesafflited with 
troubleſome cogitations, ſometimes with extreamitic ofanger, 
ſeldorac in peace,and then allo his ations ſauoring of violence 
and filthineffe: from whence it appearcth, that the wicked with 
more ſorrowes, troubles, and vexations, gaine cternall damnati- 
on ;then the juſt (though they ſufter manie grieuousatHifions ) 
obtaine cucrlaſting ſaluation. For amongſt allthe Patriarches, 
200d Kings, and Prophets, there is not found anic thathad fo 
manie long and tedious iourniesasthis 4ntiochws, who continu- 
ally oppreſſed his mind and conſcience with vnprofitable vani- 
ties and wicked thoughts, and at length bad a miſerable and ter- 
rible end.

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Of thecities and places mentioned in bis Trauels, 


of _Antiochia. 


Ntiochia,where Antiochus Epiphanes kept his court, was an- 

ciently called Chzmath, or Riblath : it was ſcituatedin 

Syria,1 89 miles trom leruſalem towards the North, neere 
tothe citics Seleucia, Laodicea,and Apamea z whicl. foure cities 
(as Strabo faith in the (ixteenth booke of his Geographic) was 
built by Seleucus Nicanor firſt king of Syria. This ma: was a 
mightic Prince,and obtained the name of Nicapor ( which ligni- 
ficth w#(forie) becaulc he proſpered ia his wars, and conquered 
his aducrſarics. For when ( within 13 yeares after the Ccath of 
Alexander the great)he had got the kingdom of Syria,he became 
ſo great inthe 31 yere ofhis raigne,thathe obtained che Empire 
otall che Ealt; and belide (as Srrabo faith ) reeditied and built vp 
theſe foure crties, calling one of them Antiochia atter the name 
of his father, another Laodicea after the name of his mother, a 
third after his owne name Seleucia,and the laſt Apamea after the 
name of his wife; theſe foure cities becauſe they were built allby 
one man,and atone time, were calle.j {1ſters : but Antiochiawas 
much fairer then the other, and in thoſe times was a preatercitie 
then anie other called after that name, yea it was cquall ro Alcx- 
andria in Egypt, for glorie andexcellcncie of building. It was 
deuided into tfourc parts, and thoſeparts ſepcrated with foure 
walls : the firſt, which was aunciently called Hemath , ( a aiolent 
ancer ) of Chamathaithe ſonne of Canaan;was attcr,Riblath,from 
the n ultitude ofthe inhabitants; and the third time by Selewcus 
after his tathers name,called Annochia. In this part, Seleucus to 
digntticthe Cine, kept his Court; it being compalled about with 
good!ly walls. In the ſecond part the citizens of Syriainhabited ; 
inthe third, Selewexs Callimicus (afterward king ofthe Syrians) 
kept his court,and grgatly beautified it: but in the fourth (where 
afterward many Chriſtians inhabited ) Antigenus Epiphanes cone 
titzucd,and did greatly adorneitand (ctit forth with goodly buil- 
dings,and ſuraptuous houſes, Cloſe by the citic there ſtood a 
pleaſant 
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leaſant wood, watered with manie cleere fountaines & delight- 
tull ſprings, to which there reſorted a great multitude of Fowles 
ofdiuers {orts,which lung very pleaſantly among the trees,tothe 
great content and delectation ot the citizens. In the midſt ofthis 
wood ſtood the Temples of Apollo and Diana,goodly things and 
verie curiouſly built: 1t was called the wood of Daphne, becauſe 
it was full of Laurell trees. From this wood all the conntrey 
thereabouts is called Epidaphne. Not tarre offtanderh the riuer 
Orontes,which beginneth in Cceloſyria and paſſeth vnder the 
earth tillir commeth ncere to Apamea, where itriſeth and wate- 
rcth all Antiochia, fo paſſing thence it runneth ſome ſixteene 
miles,and fo falls into the Me fnean fea, Here Pawlpreach- 
ed,and kept a Synod, Exſeb./ib.7. cap.2 4.25. There was another 
Synod kept here by the Arrians,714p.1tb, 4.9. 

Stephanus reckoneth vp many other cities of this name,as Art 
tiochia Liſtdia,in Galatia,where Pau[preached, 47s 1; and is di- 
ſtant from this 384 miles. Antiochia in Meſopotamia; which is 
alſo called Mygdonia,& Nilibts; in which 4pollophanesthe Sto- 
ick,and Pharnuchus that wrote the Perftan Hiſtorte are ſaid to be 
borne. Antiochia betweene Syria and Arabia, built by Semira- 
mi. Antiochia in Cllicia, ſcituated neere tothe riuer Pyramus. 
Antjochia in Pieria,alſo called by the Syrians, Arados.. There is 
allo a citie called Antiochiazneere to mount Taurus in tthecoun- 
trey of Cammagena. Antiochia (cituated vpon the Lake of Cal- 
chan. Antiochia in Scythia. There was anotherin Caria,called 
alſo Pithapolis. Antiochia Marigiana, built by Antiechrs Soter.. 
And manic authors call Tharſus in Cilicia by the name of Anti- 
ochia. Antiochia ſtgnifieth ax aduerſarieP,

R ome ſtandeth 1528 miles from Ieruſalem towards the 
Weſt.Ofthis citie you may reade more in the Trauels ofthe-

i rmep3cgd Tharſus, ſignifieth a Hyacinth fone + and was ſo cal- 
led (as ſome thinke) of Tharſzs the ſonneof 1auanthe ſonne 
of laphetthe ſonne of Noab,Gen.1lo.It was diſtant from Icruſalem 


304 miles towards the North. 


Of Perſepolts. 

P Erſepolis was the Metropolitan citic ofPerſia,diſtant from Te- 

ruſalem 1240 miles towards the Eaſt : ſo called of Perſexs, 
that mightic king of the Perſ1ans,who reedifiedit and gaueitthat 
name; Which is as muchas it he ſhould ſay, The cutie of the Per- 
fians,whoalſo ofhim were ſo called. The Aſtronomers, becauſe 
he was greatly affe&ed to ſuch as were skiltul in thar Art,attribu- 
ted his name and his wiues name to two conftcllations in the 
heauens, of which 0aids table is contriued of Pegaſzs and 4n- 
dromache_. 

This citie of Perſepolis was fo faire, that itexceeded all the ci- 
tics of the Ealt, both for ſtatelinefle and beauric,and ſo continued 
from Per/215 time, vntill Alexander the greathad conquered Da- 
71445: at which time,this great Emperour having got into his hand 
the whole Empire of the Per{tans,cameto Perlepolis, inthe yere 
before Chriſt 325,and there celebrated a great feaſt in triumph 
of his viories,to which there reſorted manie women, not ſuch 
as were of the better ſort, bur of themthat followed thecampe: 
and lived diflolutely, amongſt whom,was thatnotable curtizan 
Thais; Who perceiuing the king inclined to mirth, and full with 
wine,began to flatter him in his cups, and amongſt other things 
to commend and dignific his noble exploits; withall giuing him 
to vnder{tand, how acceptable it would be to the Grecians,to fee 
thar royal pallace of the Perſians fired, whohad ſo often att:&ted 
Gretia. No ſooner had (hee vttered theſe words, but another ſ[c- 
conded her,and then a third : after the whole aſſembly cried our, 
Shall we reuenge the iniuricsof Greria,and burne the citie ? with 
that they all roſe inagreat furie, the king kimſeife ( being crow- 
ned) beginning firſt to fire the pallace, wherein was great aboun- 


dance of Czdar, from whence it happened that ſuddenly the fire 
ſpread 
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ſpread it ſelfe a great way ;-which,when the armiethat lay alittle 
without the walls perceiued, with all ſpeed came to thecitie to 
ſtay the burning ot it, for which purpoſe manie brought water 
with them : but when they beheld the king himſelfe buſiein this 
tragedie,laying aſide their water,they alſo(in hope of booty,and 
to imitate the ſteps of their Prince)tell to firing the citie,and(ac- 
cording to the cuſtome of ſouldiers in ſuch maſſacres) madea 
prey of what they could get, increaſing the fire with drie ſtuffe, 
a} other combuſtable marter; whereby it came to paſle,thatthe 
wholecitie was therewith fired and burnt to the ground. This 
was the end of that mighrie citie which ruled ouer ſomanie nati- 
ons, where ſo manic mightic Princes gouerned , that was the 
ſcourge of Grzcia, and the greateſt part of the world, that ſent 
forth a nauie of 1 0000 ſhips,andan army of an infinite number; 

there being atthis day nothing to be ſcene,vnles theriuer Araxes 

thatran cloſe by itremaineth. Thus was that conſumed in a fu- 

rie,which the king andall hisarmie beforcendeuoured to ſpare, 

Bnt after,it turned to the great ſhame of the Macedonians, that 
their king ſhould fire ſo famous a citic in the midſt of his cups: 

and Alexander himſelteafrer hee had (lept, repented of what hee 

had done. 

You hall find in 2.Macch.cap.6,that Antiochus Epiphanes belic- 
gedacertaine citic in Perſta,called Perſepolis, from whence, be« 
cauſe ot his exceeding couctouſneſle and ſacriledpe, he was for- 
' ced by the inhabitants dwelling about that town,to raiſe his ſiege 

and be gone: therefore ſome may gather; that this Perſepolis be- 
fore mentioned, was rebuilded, becauſe it likewiſe ſtood in Perlia; 
But if you readethe firſt of Macchab.cap.6,you lhall tind,that this 
citic ſo beſieged by Artioches, was allo called Elymais, wherein 
ſtood the Temple of D5.4na, beautihied with goodly ornaments, 
ſhining with the ſplendor of fine gold wherewith it was gilt: in 
which Temple, as 7oſeph:s ſaith, ( 1b. antiq. 12. ) Alexander the 
prcat lefthis armor and other things. From whence may be ga- 
thered,tharthisrowne was rot that Perſfepolis-which he canſed 
to be burnt, but rithcr ſome other rowne b1{r out of theruines of 
that c:1.., (4ccorGt1N5 20 the oninto! of © ants Curtivs) or elle 
fone iiige Randing neece vato 17, wich being built vp andin- 


larged, 
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larged, might of ſomebe called new Perſepolis, though indeedit 
was aunciently called Elymais; andall the Eaſt partot Perſia be- 
yond Sula of that towne called Elymairica,hauing ſome atfinitie 
with Elam the auncicnt name ot Perſia; being ſo called of Elam 
the ſonne of Sezm, Gen. lo. wherefore it may well be concluded, 
that that Perſepolis burnt downe by Alexander the great,was ne- 
uer reſtored, but lyeth waſt ro this day. 

Thus the Empire of the Perſians (afterthey had ruled ouer the 
nations ofthe carth 206 yeares)was conquered by the Grecians, 
who held it 192 yeares: Attheendof which time, Demetrius Nj- 
canor the laſt Emperour of the Grecians in Syria and Alta, going 
witha greatarmic outof Syriatowards the Eaſt ; r/aces king of 
the Medes & Parthians , being ayded by the citizens of Elymais, 
the Perlians and Barians, meeting him in thoſe parts, gaue him 
manie ſharpeand cruel battels,and in the end(vnder pretence of 
peace)took him priſoner the yere before Chriſt 13 7.10 from that 
time the Parthians were gouernors of Perlta and Grecia,and op- 
polſedthe Romans in maniecruell battcls. 

Afterward,that is to ſay,in the yearc of our Lord 226, Artax- 
erxes that mightic Lord of Perlia, ouercame Ariabanws king of 
the Parthians,in a mightic battell,and rooke his crowne from hig 
head ; the ſame yeare entring vpon the gouernement of Perſia, 
548 yearesafter the death of Alexander the great : from which 
time Artaxerxesand his poſteritie raigned in Perlia,for the ſpace 
of 314 ycares zin which ſpace there ſucceeded 28 kings,wiz. Ar- 
taxerxes the firſt, Sapor es Ormiſdates, Vararanes, Vararanes the [e-

Where that holie Prieſt Mattathias the father of Iudas 
Macchabeus dwelt. 


M Attathiasand Dorotheus haue both one ſignification,that is, 
the gift of God; being deriued of M a rt a Tt n,agift,and Ta ny 
God, This Matathias was aholie Prieſt of the tribe of Leui, the 
ſonne of 7ohn the ſonne of Simon, of whom all that family was 
called the poſteritie of S102, of the ſtocke of 19ar1b,of whom, 
you may read 1.Crop.25. He dwelt ina towne called Modin,1 4 
miles from Icruſalem towardes the Northweſt, ſcituated ina 
mountaine cloſe by the way as yougoe to Toppa, in thetribe of 
Dan.Modin {ignities a meaſure,being deriued of Madad,he hath 
meaſured.In this place(ſeeing the pions of Arntiochns Epiphanes, 
andthe inſolencie of his ſopldiers)he killed one of his Captains, 
and afterward in the ſynagogue put todeathan idolatrous ewe, 
ouerthrew the altar ſet vp by Antioch; after, called forth all the 
inhabitants of Modin and other townes neere adioyning, to 
withſtand the furie of this king : ſothey brought their goods out 
of the citie into the wilderneſſe, where they incamped them- 
ſelues ; and after,ſo manfully oppoſed Arntiochus, that he deliue- 
redall the cities and townes thercabouts out of his bondage, 
and from Idolatrie.But being now growne old(after he had ad- 
monilſhed his ſonnes to conſtancie in the ſeruice of God, and 
courage inthe defence of the countrie)he died,in the yere before 
Chriſt 164,and was burtedin Modin,where afterwards his ſonns 
were buried. S/mo2 his third ſonne, high Prielt of Ieruſalem, did 
maruelouſly beautihe this ſepulchre,tor he made a vault ofwhite 
marble, compaſled about with faire pillars which ſupported an 
admirable curious arch, to ſce to as if it had beeneoneftone. 
Ouer this vault,in conuenient places, he built ſeuen Pyramades, 
in memorie of his father,mother,his-foure brethren,and himſelf 
In the circumference of this monument, hee ſet vp faire marble 
pillars, vpon whichyhe cauſed to be ingrauen {hips,ſo artificially, 
that they which ſayled vpon the ſea might ſee them, and vpon 
the he placed thefarmes of his father and of his brethren : you 


may read more of this, 1, Macs. 13.1oſeph, Amiqhb.,12.C4p.g. K 
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LRN Yd. Macchabeus ſucceeded; his father Mattathias 
S597 4 inthe yeare before Chriſt, 164, An»s AM. 3504, 
and ruled (ixe yeares. Immcdiatly after his ta- 

\| thers death (who, as is ſaid, was buried in Mo- 

| din) he led his armie againſt Apollonizs, chiefe 
Captain of _Antiochus,who at thattime wasin 

Samaria, which was-30 miles : here he ouercame Apolonivs and 
kild him with his owne {word,2.Macc.2.3. 

\V hen Seroz (which was alſo one ot the chiefe Captaines of 
king Antechws 1n Syria the /ower) heard that 74d4as Macchabeus 
had ouercome Apolonizs and put him to death , he was vericans 
gric,and ſaid, 7w:/gor and conquer Judas Maccabewus, and thoſe that 
are with him,that ſo 1 may get my ſclfe a name , and be famous tho« 
rough the whole kingdome : lo he came out of Syria,and pitched his 
Tents necre Bethoron the lower, in the Tr.be of Iuda,z2 miles 
from Samaria. But 1adas went downe to him to Bethoron,where 
he broke into his camp, ouercame his whole armic, and put him 
to the {word,and cight thouſand of his men, butthereſt fled into 
the land ofthe Philiſtincs,1, Aface.z. Thele two vitories he ob- 
tained in the firſt yeareot his goucrnement , by which he made 
the nameofthe Maccabees famous throughthar kingdome, T his 
batrell was fought eight miles from Ierulalem. 

Antiochus Epiphanes, hauing certain intelligence of that which 
had happened,in the next yeare made an expedition into Perſia, 
that he might gather money 1n thoſe Faſt parts to make an of- 
fenſtue warre againſt the Jewes: and gaucauthoritie to Ly/ias 
(whom hee made goucrnourin hisabſence) to ſuppreſſe this fa- 
ion ſprung vp amongſt them. Wherefore Lyſtas ſent 40000 
foot aud 79000 horlc into Juric ; and appointed Prolomens,Nica- 
#or,and Gorgias, to be Generals of the armic ; who ſo ſoone as 
they hadentred Tudea after Hoſtile manner, they pitched their 
Tents necre toa towne called Emauis, /9/eph.1tb. anti. 1 3.cap.10. 


This towne ſtandeth lixe miles and ſomewhat morefrom leru- 
ſalem 5 
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falem ; but I»das Maccabews allembled his armicin Mizpab, ſci- 
tuated in the Tribe of Beniamin not farre from Ileruſalem , lixe 
miles from Bethoron,1.Aacc.3. | 

Afﬀer Indas Maccabews had implored Gods alsiſtance in his 
warres,and performed maniereligious ceremonies,he went with 
his armie to Emaus,which was foure miles: where comming vp- 
on the enemiein the night & vnexpected, he oucrcame MNicanor, 
” put himto flight,and kild three thouſand of his men. This vito= 
ric happened tn the third yeare of 1«d.zs Maccabens his gouerne» 
ment, 1 .AMac.4. . 

From Emaus he purſued the enemie to Gezeron Azotus, Aſſe- 
rimoth, and Iamniah, vpon the borders of ldumza,which was 
cight miles. 

After he returned backe from purſuing the enemie with his ar- 
mic to Emaus, which was eight miles, that hee might oppoſe the 
armie of Gorg74s; but Gorerzas vnderſtanding of the ouerthrow 
ot Nicanor,and burning of his Tents, fled. | 

Indas Maccabeus obtained his fourth viftorie in the third yeare 

of his gouernment, which was 62 yeares betore Chriſt, and1n the 
148 yeare of the gouernement of the Grzcians in Syria, 6 miles 
from Emaus,neereto the Caſtle or fortrefleof Bethlura, which 
ſignifies the houſe of the Rock, being a verie {trong place, ſcituated 
inthe top ofa high rock,(v11c halte a mile from Teruſalem,in the 
way which lzadeth to Bect1ict:cm. Neere to this caſtle Indus Mac- 
cabeus onercame Lyſtas, Antiochus his chiete Generall of Syria, 
who kad 295900 foot,and 5020 horſe in his army,carryingaway 
agrear vitorie,and pur to the ſword 5005 of his men. Lyſrzs 
being thus oucrcome, mediated a peace withthe lewes, which 
was concluded vponthe fourth day of the moneth Dioſceris, 
which anſwereth vntothe ſeucnth day of our moneth of June, 
2.{iccab.19. 

From Bethſara 1udas Marcabeus brought backe his armieto 
Icrulalem,which was almoſt a mile; where he cauſed thetemple 
ofthe Lord to be clenſed of the abomination of the Genriles,and 
broke downe the ſtatue of Tupiter Olimpus , which had continued 
there for the ſpace of three yeares: and on the itt day of chemo- 


neth Caſlew,which is our December, cclebrated a ſolemn Paſle- 
Y oucr, 
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ouer, and builtvp a new altar, and dedicated it vnto the Lord. 
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In the yeare after, thatis, inthe 4 yere of his gouernment, hee 
repaired the town of Sion, & tortihed Bethſura againſtthe Idu- 
means,which nation all this yere made war vpon the lews : But 
after, 1»dasgathered an armie and went 40 miles into Idumea, 
and inuaded thoſe that were in Arabathnes, and in the land of 
the ſonnes of Beay(which people troubled the [ſralites with con- 
tinuall robberies) and put them to flight, ſo that they were con- 
ſtrained to take their caſtle 3 where he fired them and it together, 
I. AMacc.5. 2.MACC.IO. 

From Idumea, hereturned backe againe with his armieto Ie- 
ruſalem,which was 40 mules. 

Afterward he led his armic againſt the Ammonites,which lay 
6o miles from lcruſalem towards the Northeaſt, r. Macc.y. 

From thence he went to lacſer in thetribeot Gad,which was 
24 miles; which he tooke, and all the caſtles thereabouts. This 
towne Moſes in times pat conquered, as you may rcad before. 
I .MACC.1 + 

From Iaeſer he returned to Ieruſalem,which was 40 miles. 

From thence hee wontto Ioppa, which was 29 miles; and 
there he burned their hauen(for loppa was a hauen trowne) and 
thoſe which ſcaped the hre he kild with the {word 2.c2:46c.12. 

From Ioppa he went to Iamnia which was accounted 4 miles; 
where in the night he fired their hauen, burnt their ſhips,& ſpoi- 
led their towne inſomuch as the inhabitants of Ieruſalem which 
were 16 miles off might calily ſee the fire,2.acc.1 2. 

From Iamnia, /#das went with his armie againſt 7jmothens 
chicfe captaine of Antrochns Enpator, who continued at the citie 
Caſpin,which was ſomething more than a mile, where he ouer- 
came him and 5020Arabians,ihich were ſtrengthned with 50 
horſe,and tooke the citie, 1. 34acc. 12. 

Afterward 1udas acc. with his brother 1onwathan, lead an ar. 
mieto Characa vnto the Iewes that were called Tubieni, which 
was 96 miles, againſt 7imotheus gouernour of the Ammonites : 
but he was gone thence and had ; ou nothing, but left a garriſon 
in a ſtrong hold. Wherefore Doſuheus and Soſipater (which were 
captaines with 4acc.) went forth andilew thoſe that Timorhens 


ſelte 
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had leftin the fortrefle, more than 10000 men ; Timethers him- 
ſelfe alſo fell into their hands,burt byreaſon of his faire ſpeeches 
they ſuffered him to depart with fs 2. Mace.12. 1.MaAcc.. 

From thence he went to Boſor, a faire citic, which was ſcitua- 
ted beyond Iordan, neere to Bathabara,inthe tribe of Reuben, 
it wasalſo called Bazra,which was 24 miles : this town he tooke 
and burned with hire, 1/4.64.1.4/acc.5. 

From Bolor he wentro. Mizpa, where 7eptha ſometime facri- 
filed his daughter, which was 32 miles. In that iourney 1udas 
Macchabeus reſcued the caſtle of Datheman,draue thence Timothe- 
#5,and put to the ſword 8099 of his armie.After,he went thence 
to Mizpa,won the towne,burnt it with fire,and put to the ſword 
all the malechildren,becaule the inhabitants had vexed the chil- 
dren of Iſracll with continuallrobberies. After that; he wan ma- 
ny other townes and cities thereabour, I .CAacc.5. 

From Mizpa 7udas paſled the riucr, and wentto Aſtaroth- 
Carnaim, which in the ſecond of c2zacrabes is called Carnion, 
which was cight miles; here hee deſtroyed the temple of Venus, 
which the inhabitants called Aſtaroth, and put hue and twentie 
thouſand of the inhabitants to the ſword. He went alſo to Atar- 
gation, a towne not farreof,and tooke it, and deliuered all the 
Iſraelites from the greateſt to the leaſt, which were in captiuitie 
amongſt the Gileadites, 1 .Aface.5. 2. AMAcc.22. 

From Aftaroth Carnaim he went to Ephron, which was 16 
miles, This citic 1#das Macchabens deſtroyed, becauſe the inhabi- 
rants thereof denied him paſlage, and went through it ouer 
the dead bodies, 1.Mace.5. Here Gideon Tudge of Iſraell fome- 
time dwelt; it tooke the name from the raiſing vp of duſt, be- 
ing deriued of Arnan,that is,he hath made a duſt. 

From Ephron 14das pafled ouer Iordan into thegreat held 
of Galile,and ſo went to Sc ythopolis,whichin ancient time was 
called Berhſan,which was 4 miles. 

: From Bethſan or Scythopolis,he returned to Ierufalem,which 
was fortie and foure miles, a little before Penticoſt;in the fourth 
yeare of his gouernment,in the yeare 161 before Chriſt, 1. Mac. 
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Afeer the feaſt of Penticoſt he went from Ieruſalem to Mare- 
fa,which was 16 miles : here he ouercame Gorgs25 goucrnourot 
Jdumea,in a great battell,2. Adacghab. 12. 

From Marcſa he went with his armie to Oqdullam , which was 
6 miles. Herc ſometime Dauid hid himlelfe. 

From Odullam he returned to leruſalem, which was 8 miles, 
2. Macchab.l2. 

From Icruſalem he brought his armie to Hebron, the Metro- 

olitan citic ofthe Idumzans,which was two and twentie miles : 
this towne hee wan, and all the townes and caltles necre adioy- 
ning,1.Macchab.y. 

From thence hee went to Samaria, which was fiftic {ixe miles, 
I AKC. 

From Samaria he led his armie againſt Azotus, which was 44 
miles. This wasa citic of the Philiſtins, which he deſtroyed, broke 
ctheiraltars, and burnt their Idols in the hre,i.7acc.5. After that 
he conquered two caſtles in Idumza,1. 4racchab.1o. 

After that,he returned to Ieruſalem, which was accounted 22 
miles, 1. Aacc.5. 

From Ieruſalem he went to mcet Timethers chicfe Captaineof 
the Syrians,who camewith a great armie to inuade Judca. Bur 
when the barte[l waxed hote, there appeared tothe enemics from 
heaucn,hue comely men vpon horſes with bridles of golde, two 

of which led the lewes, and tooke Macchabers betweene them, 
and coucred him on euerie {ide with their weapons, that none 
could hurt him; but againſt their enemies they ſhot darts and 
lightnings,fo that they were confounded with blindneſle & bea- 
ten downe: wherby the Iewcs obtained a great vitorie, & putto 
the {word 20509 foot, and 609 horſe; thereſt ſecing this great 
{laughter, fled. So 1«das praiſed the Lord and purſued the ene- 
mies to Gazara,which was 16 miles. Heere Timothizs hid him- 
{clfein a caue : but the Tewes tooke the citie, found him ont, and 
put him to death, together with his brother Cherea and 4polio- 
#/ 1Ances2. Macchab, 10. . 
From Garara Indas Macchabews returned to leruſalem, which 
was 16 mules, 
In 
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In the yere following,which was the fift of his raign,and 169 
before Chriſt, /udas Maccab. belieged the tower of Sion in leruſa- 
ſalem,becauſethole that were in the garriſo had putto the ſword 
ſome ofthe Iews that were ſacrihilingin thetemple.But Antiochus 
Eupater, the ſonne of Antiechus Epiphanes, hearing of it; at the 
inſtigation of Mexelars chiefe prieſt of the ewes, brough apreat 

| armie to their reſcue, arg. [udas Maccabeis hearing of his 
comming, left the (iege, and went from Ieruſalem to Modin to 
mecte him, which was 14 miles : Here hee ouercame Axtochres, 


deſtroyed his Elephants, and put 4090 of his ſouldiers to the 
{word,2.Macs.13. 

When king Antiechus had felt a taſt of the boldneſle of the 
ewes, he went with his armie through bye waies,and ſecret paſ- 
ſages to the caſtle of Bethſura, which he beltcged, whither 1udas 
followed him, which was 12 miles; incamping himſelfe a mile 
from Beth(ura,in a ſtraight place called Bethzachara. Here Ax- 
tiochus betimes in the morning (thinking to take the armie of the 
lewes at an aduantage) ſet vpon them : Butthe Iewes and their 
leaders behaued themſelues ſo manfully, that they put Arrioch ws 
the ſecond timeto flight,and kild 6550f his men. In this battell 
Eliazer the brother of 1udas Maccabeus was (laine by an Eliphant, 
Toſ.lib. Antiq.12.1tb.16. 1. Macc.6. 

From Bethzachara he returned backe to Icruſalem,which was 
2 miles. And when the king had taken the rowne of Bethſura(for 
they were conſtrained to yeeld by re.iſon of tamine)he followed 
I«d4as,with whom he ioined the third time in battaile; but /udas 
ouercame him,and put tothe ſword many of his armie. Where- 
fore hauing certaine intelligence that Philip(whom he had made 
ouerſeer of theafaires at Antiochia) rebelled, he made a peace 
with Inudas Maccabeus,was appealed rowardsthe lewes,did facri- 
fice,adorned thetemple, and ihewed great gentleneile towardes 
the people.So Anttochus departed out of Indea,zand rooke Mene- 


lausthat ſeditious high prieſt along with him capriue. 1.2acc.6, 
2. Macc.1 p R 

After in the Gere of his gouernment, 7u4zs went with his ar- 
mie through all the borders of Tudea, and executed juſtice ypon 


all ſuch as were offendors and contemnersot the true religion.

Aﬀer , when 1udas had certaine intelligence that Nicanor 


(whom Demetrius king of Syria had ſent againſt Ieruſalem)wenr 


abcut by fraudulent courles, and vnder pretence of triend{hip, 
to take away his life,2.Macc.14.he went priuily from lerufalem, 
and came to'Caphar-Salama, ſcituated 12 miles from leruſalem 
towards the North. Here \icanor and he joined in batrel ; But 14- 
das diſcomfited his armic,and putto the {word about five thou- 
ſand of his men,himſclfenotefcaping without great danger, I. 
AdAC.T. 

_ Caphar-Salama 7udas came to Samaria, which was 28 
miles: herc ke reſted himſelfe,and refreſhed hisarmic a while, 2. 
Af{acce ny] 

In "a yere before Chriſt 128,he went from Samariato Adar- 
fa, which was 28 miles; and there (vpon the 13 day of Adar, 
which anſwerethto the 13 day of Februarie) neereto Bethoron 
the lower, he gaue Nicanor a great oucrthrow, and put him with 
352250f his hoaſt to the ſ\word,1 . Macc. 7.2.Macc,l x. 

From Adarſa and Bethoron the lower, hee followed the ene- 
miesto Caza, acitic of the Philiſtimes,which was 44 miles, 1. 
Maccabes 7. 

From Gaza he returned to leruſalem,which was 44 miles:there 
he cauſed the arme of Nicanor (whom a little before he had ſlaine 
atthe battell of Adarſa)to be cut oft, and his rongue tobe cur out 
of his head, {hred ſmall, and giuenro the foules of the heauen, 
and his head to be cut from his ſhoulders ; becauſe therewith he 
had blaſphemed the Lord, and the temple, (wearing diſolation 
and diſtruRion to it andthe lewes, 1 .Aacc. 7.2. 7acc.1 5. 

A little after,thart is ro ſay,almottatthe end of the 6 yere of his 
gouerntent, 1#das Aaccabeus went out with 3909 choſen men 
in hisarmie, and pitched his tentsnecre Laiſa 12 miles from Ie- 
ruſalem towardes the Weſt : But when the Iewes perceiued the 
mightic armic of Bacch1azs (for he had 20000 foot, and 2009 
horſe in his hoaſt)there were many of them diſcouraged, ſo that 
all lefthim but 800 men: Yet neuerthelefle 1ud.zs conſtrained by 
necefhitiewithſtood Bacchides,and ſo manfully behaued himſelfe 
in the bartaile, that he ouercame him, and put him to flight, x.

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 Hisenemics being thus put to flight, hee purſued themro the 


moentaine of Azotus and Gazeron,which was 6 miles, where 
being oppreſſed with the multitude, andhemmed in amongft 
them,was ſlaine. He dyed in the moneth Niſan,which anſwereth 
co our Aprill,a»ze mwndi 38 10,and before Chrift 1 58, 1. 14ac.g. 
From the mountaine of Azotusand Gazeron, his dead bodie 
was carried backe againeto Modin,which was 6.miles,and there 
buried.So all his trauels were 915 miles.

Itis focalled 
from the cliffe of arocke; being deriued of Gaz ax,which figni- 
hes acliffe. Here Iudas Maccabeus was (laine. 1. Mace.6.

Vdas Macchabeis is atype and figure of our Lord Ieſus Chriſt ; 

and Aztiochws, of that wicked Antichriſt : as the interpretation 

of their names doe cuidently declare. For «das ſignifieth a 
Confeſſor,prailing God and gloritying his name forall his bene- 
firs. So Chriſt the ſonne of God is thepraiſc and glorie of his fa- 
ther,forthatin him and by him God the father is praiſed ; asis e- 
uidentin the ſong of S;-reex. In like mancrour Lord Ieſus Chriſt 
1s worthily called Aachabers + for Macchabews is a lirname of the 
lewes,which is written after this maner, :» Machabat; cucrie let- 
ter of which, {igniticth a ſcuerall word, according tothe ſong of 
Moſesin the fifteenth chapter of Exodus, where are theſe words, 
Mi chamocha baclim Ichouab,that is,Who «& like unto thee among i the 
gods, O Lord ? Thus did the children of Iſrael ſing with Moſes 
when Godled them out of the land of Egypt thoroughthe Red 
ſea. And this ſentence 1«dzs 44archabers continually vied, asan 
adage. Andthe letters at thebeginning of theſe wordes, being 
ioincd together into one word , make the ſirname Acacchabas. 
Therefore as he had always this golden ſentence in his mouth, 
{o had heit hkewile in his name, yeain his enſignes. Wherefore

this name likewiſe is worthie to beattributed vnto Chriſt : for he 
is that perfet image and glorie of his eternall father, Hebr, 1, 
whois called Michael,that is, Whole «& likewnts God ? and Maccha- 
bers,or Machabai , that is , Who s like onto n—— the pods, 0 
Lord? Therefore he faith thus 1am that great God it deliner 
10u from all ewill.

(Antichriſt,) who fighteth againſt Chriſt, that 7adas Macchaberes, 
and true Captaine ofthe Church. For as the one (wiz. Antiachus) 
was an aduerſarie againſt the Jewes, the children of God: ſothe 
other (jchat is, Antichriſt) is an aduerſarie and enemic againſt 
Chriſt and his Church &c. |

=J the Iewes 18 yeares, 1.Macc.g.Joſep.aniq.lib.13. 
But vnderſtanding that Bacehraes chiefe captain 
of Demetrizs king of Syria, wentabout to take his lite by craft, he 
and his brother Simon went from Modin, and pitched theirtents 
in the wilderneſle of Tecoah,necretothe Lake of Aſphar,which 
was 20-mules. 
From thence they ſent their brother 7ohn with certain riches to 
the Nabachians, w+ dweltin Medaba in Arabia(being 28 miles) 
deliring them in friendſhip to recetuc their goods into thetown, 


and 
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and to keepe them for their vie. But the ſonnes of /ambri and 
che Nabathians iſſued out of Medaba , and vnawares fell vpon 
Tohs,purt him to death, took away all his wealth,and returned in- 
to their citie with great ioy. 

But Jonathan and Simox tooke this inturie verie heawly, and 
much bewailed the death of their brother : wherefore that they 
might be reuenged of the inhabitants of Medaba , they went 
thence twenty cight nules,and hid themſelues among the moun- 
tainesiuſtin the way that led from Medaba to Chanaan; for they 
had heard that the ſonnes of Jawbri and the inhabitants of Me- 
daba weregone forth with great iollitie, to fetch homea Bride, 
which was a Princes daughter of the land of Canaan, Now as 
they were merrie vpon the way, 1onathanand Simon his brother, 
with their armie, went out from among the mountaines, and put 
agreat number of them to the ſword , taking away a mightie 
ſpoile. 

, From Medaba they went to theriuer Iordan, which was three 
miles, where vpon the Eaſt {ide of the riuer they pitched their 
Tents: here he was conſtrained to fight a cruell battell with Bac- 
chides,vpon the Sabbath day : but he was in the fight, hee met 
Bacchides and lift vp his hand to ftrike at him; but he ſceing the 
danger,retired. Neuertheleſlc he put to the ſword 1009 of his 
men, and after, he and his followers leapt into the river & (wam 
ouer: fothey all e{caped without danger. 

Inthe 1 56 yeare of the Grzcians gouernment in Syria,which 
was the fift yeare of the principalitic of 1onathan; Bacchides retur- 
nedapaine with his armic into Judea, and belieged 7onathan and 
Simon in Bethbeſan , otherwiſe called Bethgalam,, ſomethree 
miles diltantfrom lordan. Here Jonathan leauing his brother 5k 
mon inthe citic,ftole our by a poſterne , and wenttoall the villa 

$ necre adioyning, trom whence he gathered an armie of cho- 

en men,and ſer vpon Bacchides: Simon alſo broke out of the citie 
and ſet vpon him , fo thatthey greatly oppreſſed him and burnt 
his Tents, 1. 2facchas.g. Wheretore when Bacchides vnderftood 
that 7onathanand Simen had fortified that citicqand thatthe Iewes 
were readie to defend it, he concludeda peace with Jonathas; 
the capriues of cither part were redeliuered, andthe Iewes lived 
in 
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in peace a good while after, I. acchab.g. 
ok Bethbeſan Jonathan went to Michmas , which was ſixe 
miles: here he dwelt fora whileand iudyed the people of Ifrael, 
cherilhing the good,and rooting out the euil from amongſt them 
1. Macch 47.9. | 
From Michmas he went to Ieruſalem , which was ten miles. 
Hither Alexander king of Syria, and ſonne ot- Antiochus Epipha- 
n2s,ſenthima purple robe anda golden crowne, and ordained 
him high Prieſt of the [ewes. Wherefore nathan on the day of 
the fealt ofthe Tabernacles,which was in the yere before Chriſt 
159,tooke vpon himthe office to be high Prieſt, 1. Aacchab. 10. 
The next yeare after,which was the tenth of Jonathansrule (after 
the death of Demetrius king of Syria, who was (laine in the warres 
againſt Alexander) there __— a Comet of an cxtraordinarie 
greatnefſe, which was of ſuch an exceeding brightneſſe, that it 
rooke away the darkeneſle of the night; and the writers cf thoſe 
times affhrme itro cquall the Sunneingreatneſle. After this Pro- 
dizithe Romans began thethird Punick warre againſt the Car- 
thaginians,wide Camerar lib.2.de oftent. 
lonathanin the eleuenth yeare ofhis raigne went from Ieruſa- 
ſem to Prolomais, which was 76 miles, to the marriage of Alex- 
ander king of Syria, and Cleepatra the daughter of Prolomens Phi- 
lometer king of Egypt, where he was entertained verie honoura- 
bly, 1. 3acc.19. 

From thence he returned to- Ieruſalem , which was 76 miles, 
1, Macchab.1 0. 

From leruſalem he went to Ioppa and wan the towne, which 
was 20 miles. 

| From Ioppahe went to Aſdod, which was 12 miles ; therehe 
burnt the Temple of Dagon,andall that werein it. 

From thence he went with his armie to Aſcalon , which was 
12 miles; this towne willingly yeclded vnto him. | 

From Aſcalon he returnedto Jeruſalem, which was 3omiles, 
I. Macchab.10. 

Inthe 1 yeare of his gouernement he wentto Ioppa,whick 
was 20miles,to mecte Ptolomens Philometer king of Egypt,and 
flayed there all that night,1 .CALace.1

The next day hee went with the king of Egypt to theriuer of 
Eleutherius, which was 200 miles. 

From thence hereturned back againeto Teruſalem, which was 
200 miles.

In the ſixteenth yeare of his goucrnement he went from Teru- 
falem to Prolomais, ro Demetrius Nicanor king of Syria, which 


was 76 miles. 
From Prolomais he returned backe to Teruſalem , which was

From Ieruſalem (inthe ſeuenteenth yeare of his gouernment) 
he wentbeyond the riuer Euphrates, which was accounted 400 
miles; andthere gathered an armiein ayd of Axtochus the youn- 
oer,the ſonne of Alexaxaer, and went againſt Demetrius Nicanor 
king of Syria. | 

Fromthence he returnedto Ieruſalem, which was 450 miles. 

From Icruſalem he went with his armic to Aſcalon,which was 
30 miles. 

From thence he came to Gaza,which was 18 miles : this town 
he belteged,and aftera ſharpe battell wan ir. 

From Gaza he went to Damaſcus in Syria, which was about 
200 miles. | 

From thence hereturned tothe lake of Geneſereth, which was 
104 miles. Here he oppoſed the armie of Demetrivs Nicaner 
king of Syria, | 

From thence (bcfore day) hee remoued his camp to Chazor, 
whichwas 32 miles ; where, when part of his armie was put to 
flight by a ſtratagem, he tore his garments, put duſt vpon his head 
and prayed carneſtly vnto the Lord for aid and afliſtance: ſo ha- 
uing recouered his ſtrength and former courage, he returned 
withthoſe few that he had left him tothe warre,where hepurthe 
armic ofking Demetrius to flight, and (lew three thouſand of his 
men with the ſword. 

His cnemies being thus diſperſed, hee purſued them tothe 
Tents neere Cades in Galile,which was 6 miles. 

From thence hee returned to Ieruſalem with a Fonom vieo- 


rie,which was about ſame 92 miles. Here he madea league with 


che 
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the Romans and Spartans, I.Macchab.11.12. 
From leruſalem he went with his armie into the countrey of

Hemath,thar is,Syria, to the riucr Eleutherius, which was 200 
miles. Here he put hisenemies to flight, after they had burnt and 
conſumed their Tents, 

From thence he went to Nabathiain Arabia, which was 120 
miles. Here he conquered the Arabians & Zabadians,and ſpoi- 
led their land. 

From thence he wentthrough all that countrey, and waſtedit, 
till ke came within 80 miles of Damaſcus. 

From thence he returned home to Ieruſalem , which was 160 
miles.[n the eighteenthand laſt yeare of his raigne,he cauſed the 
walls of ot to be built, and beganto fortifie many places 
in [udea, I. Macc.12. Alſo the fame yeare(which was the 160 yere 


of the gouernment ofthe Grzcians in Syria) the ſecond book of 


Macchabees was written,as appeareth ca.1. | 

After, from Ieruſalem hee went to Bethſan to meet Tryphoy , 
which was 44 miles : here, being decciued by the faire ſpeeches 
of Tr;phon,he diſcharged his armic all but 3600. 


From thence hee tooke thele 3000 with him, and went with . 


Tryphon to Ptolomais,which was 32-miles ; into which towne he 
was no ſoonerentred, but 77yphon cauſcd the citizens to ſhut the 
gates, whereall his men werellaine. 


From Ptolomais Tryphon brought 7onathan the high Prieſt to 


Addus vpon the borders of Iudea, which was 68 miles: from 
whence he ſent to $imop,the brothers of Jonathan whom he kept 
captiue in a Caſtle neere adioyning, promiling him to relcaſe his 
brother if he would ſend histwo ſonnes to be hoſtages &lethim 
haue 100 talents of {iluer,that is,So0D0'crownes. 

So Simon ſenthis two ſonnes,together with the money,to 775% 
phon,but Tryphontooke them and the money, and led them cap- 
captiue with /onathan their tather, from Addus to Addoratown 
in Idumea,which was 48 miles. 

From thence he caried them to Baſchamanin the countrey cf 
the Giliadites, which was 96 miles; where inthe Winter ſeaſon, 
inthe yearebefore Chriſt 1 41, this cruell and pertidious tyrane 
Put /04:h4p and his ſonnes to death.

From Baſchamah ofthe Gileadites Simon remoued the bodies 
of Ilonathan and his ſonnes to Modin, which was 60 miles,where 
he buried them, 1.

Of Medaba. 
T His citic is ſcituated beyond Iordan in the Tribe of Reuben,

were many Bathes and holeſome Springs ſtood beyond lordan, 
as Joſephs (lib antiq, 17.c.9.) witnellcth. The ſame things arcal- 
ſo mentioned in Eſa.cap.16. For Medabajs deriuedof M a 11x ' 
and D o s a,which ſignifieth warme,or boyling water. 


Of Bethbeſan. 


His town was ſcituated inthe Tribe of Beniamin neere Gil- 

| gall, tweluc miles from Ieruſalem towards the Northeaſt, 
The Caſtle of this towne Jonathan and Simon fortified aud repai- 
red,that it mightbe a ftrong place for themto retire to from the 
danger of Bacchides,1. Mac.9.Toſep.(lib.antiq.1 3.c.1)ſaith,that this 
town was called the houſe of blulhing,being deriucdot Boscu, 
zo bluſhandBurtrac 1 a,4 roundbouſe_. 


Of Ptolomats. 


]N auncient times this towne was called Acon, ſcituated vpon 
the ſhore of the Mediterranean ſea, between Tyrusand mount 
Carmel inthe Tribeof Aſer, 76 miles from Ieruſalem towards 
the North. But the Aſerites could not caft out the Canaanites 
out of thatcitie. P:olomeus king of Egypt conquered this towne, 
and rebuilt it, calling it after bis owne name Ptolomais , which 
ſignifieth,to make warre.In times paſt it wasa goodly citic,ſtrong- 
ly fortified with towers, bulwarks,ditches,and walls: it was built 
inatriangle proportion like to a lhicld, two parts whereof was 
compallcd in by the ſea,and vpon the third there ſtood ry 
plaine, 
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plaine, wherein were corne grounds, ,meadowes,vinc-s 
yards,and Orchards,adorned with diuers kinds of fruits. It had 
a veric faire and ſpacious hauen for the preſeruing of ſhips: it 
was beautified with Arſcinals,Caſtles, Temples,and many other 
buildings veric ſtately and curious; butar this dayit is vtterly de- 
ſolare,and ſcarce to be perceiued whereit ſtood. 


; of Elemtherius. 


Leutherius wasa river vpon the borders of Phznicia and Sy- 

ria, neere to the citie Orthoſtaatthe foot of mount Libanus, 
200 miles from Ieruſalem towards the North: of which you 
may readein the hiftorie of 1onathan,1.Macc.1 1.12, There is alſo 
another riuer of this name, berweene Tyrus and Sarepta, vpon 
the borders of Paleftina, 108 miles from Jeruſalem towards the 
North. 


: Of Genezereth. 
Tis a Sea in Galile, ſo called from the land of Geneſara which: 
lycth abour it; here ſometime Capernaum ſtood : it fignifies a 
Princely garden,being deriued of G » x,that is,agardew; andSan, 
4 Prince : tor the countrey roundabout it was verie pleaſant. You 
may reade more ofthis in the Trauelsof our Sauiour Chriſt, 


Of the field Chazor. 


His was a plaine neereto the town Chazor,or Hazor;which: 
is deſcribed in the Traucls of 7/ua. It ftood in the vpper 
Galile, 84 miles from leruſalem towards the North. 


'Of Jabadet. 
7 ,\badei,were a people inhabiting in Arabia Deſarta,ncere to 
the river Eleutherius , on the Northeaft ſide of Syria & Da- 
malcus,200 miles from Ieruſalem, Arabia is three-fold; the one

This 
man did manieworthic actes during the life of 
Indas Macchabens ; tor being ſent into Galile(in 
which countrey there were manie that rebelled) 
he ſuppreſſed their inſurre&tion,and purſued the 
enemies into thecitic of Ptolomais,which was 76 miles. 
From Prolomais he brought his armie to Arabath, which was 
36 miles. | 
In this place,after he had aſſembled all the religious Iſraelites 
thercabout,and their wiues and children,he brought them thence 
to Icruſalem,which was 44 miles, a

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Afeer,he went with his brother 1»das to manie places, and be- 
haued himſelfemantfully in all hisenterpriſes,2.Maceab;8.1 4. He 
wentalſo with himto the batcell t betweene Azotus and 
Gazeron,where 1Inudas was (laine, which was 20 miles from leru- 
ſalem rowardsthe Weſt, 1.

In thefirſt yeare of his gouernement he went from Ieru- 
falem to Modin,which was 14 miles : here he buried the body of 
his brother Jonathan in his fathers ſepulchre verie honourably, 
and richly beaurihed it. 

From Modin hereturncd to Ieruſalem, which was fourteege 
miles: where heexecuted his Prieſtly funRion diligently,and re- 
payred the holds and decayed townes of Judea, compalsing 
them about with ſtone walls, and fortifying them with rowers 
and Bulwarkes. 

From thence he went to Gaza, which was 44 miles from Ieru-

Of Arabath. 


Rabath or Araba,was a citie neere tothe Lake or riuer Me- 
rom,not farre from Dothan, fortic foure miles from Ieruſa- 
lem towards the North. It ſeemeth to take the name from 
Locufts,ofwhichthere are manie kindes, 1. Afacchab, 5 : for there 
are Locuſts that liue vpon hearbes and flowers, othersthat flic in 
great ſwarmes in the ayre; there are ſome allo that liucin the 
waters, not much vnlike vnto Crabs or Crayfiſhes, their tailes 
oncly excepted. Pliny (libr. g. cap. 12. ) reckoneth another kind 
of Locuſts, whereof 1oby Repu did feed; and it was lawfull for 
the Iewes to cate of them : he deſcribes them to haue foure feete, 
and wings , ſothart they can on flie or leape vpon theearth; 
they can be reſembled ronothing more fitly then ro Graſhop- 
pers: theſe the Hebrewes call R a » &, Lewit.1 1. Matth.z, becauſe 
of the aboundance of them, being deriued of the verbe R a» 
> a #, he hath multiplied,or pager cauſe theſe kindes of Lo» 
cuſts come in mightie great ſwarmes and multitudes into the 
Faſt part of the world. Of theſe kindes of Locuſts Arabath 
tooke the name, but they are not knowne to vs ; neuertheleſle 
ſuch thereare,and (as itappeareth in the eleuenth chapter of Le- 
witicus) were permitted to bec eaten amongft the Tewes : from 
whence may be concluded, that 7ohn Baptift liued vpon theſe 
kindof Locufts,and notvpon Crabs or Craytilhes, or anie ſuch 
kind of Locuſts, Matth.3.

Of Sephela. 


Ephela is a plain compaſlſcd about with mountains neere the 
river Soreck: it lieth 1 4 miles from Icruſalem Weſtward. Here 
Simon built the caſtle Adida,and fortihed it verieſtrongly.Afﬀter- 
ward there was 4cCitie built neere to this tower, called Eleuthero« 

olis; 1twasa freeciticin the Tribe of Iuda,halte way betwecne 
= ſalem and Aſcalon : of which Hieronimus ſpeaketh in his 


booke de loces Hebraicis. 
Of Doch. 


T His was a ſtrong tower,the ruines whereof may be ſcene to 
this day. It was ſcituated neere lericho, inthe ficld of #ie- 
richantis,cen miles from leruſalem towards the Northeaſt, where 
Ptolomeus the ſonne of Abodus pertidioully putto death his ſonne 
in law,Simon high Prieſt of the lews. From this tower you might 
haue ſcene all the countrey of the Gileadites , the two tribes Gad 
and Reuben,allo the halte tribe of Manaſles,and the mountaines

rom leruſalem he and his brother 184.5 went with thcir ar- 
mie to Modin,which was 14 miles : here they ftaied all night.. 
The next morning before day they gaue battell ro Cexdebine, 
not farre from Modin, oucrcame him and put him to flight; ſo 
he purſued the chafetil hecameto thefortreſſe of Cedron,which 
Rood ja the field of 4zoarw,cuch 8 miles.

Of Tripolts. 
[IF His citic was ſcituated in Phznicia (a Prouince in Syria)vps 
on the ſhoreof the Mediterranean ſea, 179 miles from leru- 
ſalem towards the North: and was {o called becauſe there dwelt 
in itthree ſorts of people, 1s. T yrians, Sydonians, and Arabi- 
ans. Itisaverie famous citic to this day ; the Ocean ſea com- 
ming into cucrie ſtrect and principall place of it, and full as po- 
pulous as Tyrus: for there inhabits Grzcians, Latines, Armeni- 
ans: Maronites, Neſtorians,and people of many other nationsof 
diuers conditions,and cuſtomesin manner of liuing, It aboun- 
deth alſo with great aboundance of coſtly Tapeftrie , which is 
made ſo curiouſly,and with ſuch coſt,that itis veric delightful to 
ach as looke vpon it. It is credibly reported, that there bee 
foun 
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found within the citie of Tripolis foure thouſand men that doe 
little elſe but weaue and make Tapeftrie,and fuch like coſtly han- 
ings. The countrie, round about where it ſtandeth,is very plea- 
Znrand becauſe of the great aboundance of V ines Olives Figs 
and other fruitsand flowers, which yeeld a comfortable ſmell, 
and are profitable for the mainteinance of life : Itis called Para- 
dice. T here isa field before the citiz ſome two miles in length, 
and one in breadth ; in which,there areta bee ſcene verie curious 
eardens,andartificially contriued. | 

Abourſix miles from the citieftandeth mount Libanus, atthe 
foot whereof" riſeth a goodly fountaine, which with great vio- 
lence runneth thence; but ſodenly falling into the valleis, itioy- 
neth with other waters, and becommeth a faire and pleaſant ri- 
uer, watering all thegardens, and the plaine betweene Tipolis 
and Libanus; but eſpecially the mountaines of the Leopards, 
which is not far of. In the fourth of the Camteles, thereis menti- 
on of this hill, Come with mee my ſpouſe from the dens of the Lyons, 
and the mountaines of the Leopards. The water of this fpring is ve- 
rie cleere, pleaſant, cold, and healrhfull : vponthe bankes of it, 
there and many churches and religious houſes :itis called by 
the name of the fountaine of the gardens, andis diuided into 
three riuers, or principall ſtreames, belides many other ſmall 
brookes which runne thence, and fall into the ſea: ſothat ſen- 
tenccis verified of this, that is readin Eſter cap.9. 4 ſmall foun- 
taine (hall increaſe into 4 great riner,and ſhall be poured out among ff 
many waters. |

T&F this Alexander, 1uſtinewriteth in his 3 5 booke,where 
he ſheweth, that hee was not the ſonne of Antioch 
JA Epiphanes, as was reported, but had to name Prompa- 
==<2) ]us,beinga man of the meaner ſort ofpeople.Butthe 
Antiochians, for the exceeding tyrannie of Demetrius , falling 
L 4 into

intorebellion,gaue vnto him the name of Alexander,and withall 
cauſed it to be publiſhed abroad,that he was the ſonne of Epipha- 
nes Which by reaſon ofhis youth, was calily beleeued. And atthis 
time Demetrius, becauſe of his crueltic, being much hated of all 
ſorts of people. It came to ltbammot.and thoſe of the grea- 
teſt alſo combined with this young man,ſuppoſing him indeed 
to be of noble diſcent, and the ſonne of the king. Wherefore 
Alexander or Prompalus being thus incouraged,tooke vpon him 
to bethe brother of Antochus Eupator, and called himſelfe the 
lawfull heire and ſucceſlor to the crowne of Syria; going from 
thence toPtolomais, where hee kept aroyallcourt. Andinthe 
yeare of the world 3818, before Chriſt 1 50,by the helpe of the 
Antiochians,and others the inhabitants of Syria,hetooke vpon 
him the gouernement of that countrie, and raigned fue yeares. 
This man ſuffered many varieties and changes of fortune at 
firſt was put to flight by Demetrius, after hee put Demetrius to 
flight, and arlength puthim to death,and vſurpt ypon his go- 
uernment.In the third yeareof his raigne, hee married Cleopatra 
the daughter of Ptolome:us Philometor king of Agypt, by whom 
hee had his ſonne Antochss; to this marriage Jonathan: was in- 
uited. 

In the laſt yeare of his government, hee went from Ptolomais 
to Antiochia,which was rwo hundred miles, where he oppoſed 
himſcltc againſt Demetrius Nicaner the ſonne of Demetrius Soter,, 
I.Macc.10. 

From Antiochia he went into Cilicia, which was 1295 mi'es, 
to ſuppreſle the rebellion of his ſubieRs.Bur when he heard that 
Ptolomens Philometor his father in law had taken vp armes againſt 
him,conquered Syria, and giuen his wite to Demetrius. Nrcanor, 
which had beene marricd vnto him two yeares before, he gathe- 
red all the forces thathe could, and with all expedition , made: 

ood the war againſt Prolomeus : But he was ouercome, and fled 
into that part of Arabia,which bordereth vpon the mounraine: 
Amanus, for refuge, where Jab«icl the goucrnour of that coun- 
tnie, fearing lea he {hould fall intothe diſpleaſure of Prolomens;. 
<auſcd his {eruantsto cur off his head, and ſentit tohim into'Sy+ 
rik.- 
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Ti,, Witkinthree daics after which fight, he dycd, forhewas 
mortally wounded in the former batrel. Joſ lik. Amtiq.13.c.1 7.50 
all his traucls were 326 miles.

Wherefore 
Demetrius,who was the lawfull king of Syria, being three yeres 
before driuen thence,went 1200 miles into Media,tocraue ayde 
againſt Tryphoy : Bur Arſaces (king of the Medes, Parthians,and 
Perſians) ſent the chiefe captaine of his hoaſt againſt Demerriue, 
who burned his tents,tooke him priſoner,and carried him backe 
to his maſter,to Hecatompylon the chief citic of his kingdome; 
which was diſtantfrom Syria 1229 miles,towards the Eaſt, 7u- 
ſtin l1b.36.38. | 

From Hecatompylon Ar/aces {ent him to Hyrcania, the Me- 
eropolitan citieof that countrie, which was 1 76 miles; where 
although Arſaces kept him as apriſoner,yethe allowed him roy« 
all attendance,and aftrer married him to his daughter, 7uft.1ib.38.

Ir lieth, as $:ephanw ſaith, 
1 512 miles from Jeruſalem towards the Eaft. Here Arſacesthat 
mightie king ofthe Parthians, kept his court, who had vnder his 
gouernement Media, Parthia, Perla, Hyrcania, and the greateſt 
part ofall the countries towards the Eaſt. It is calied Parthia bes 
cauſe of the fruittulneſle of the ſoyle, being deriued of Þ a « as, 
to frudtifues. 
Of Hyreana. 

A Yrcania is4 fruitfull and pleaſant countrey,bordering vpon 

Media and the Caſpian ſea, for the moſt part plaine and 
champion,beautified with maniefaire cities; the chicte of which 
are Hyrcania (the Mctropolis of the whole kingdome) Talebro- 
ta,Samariana,Carta,and Tape. Ir is fo fatand fruittull that the 
inhabirants vie notto till and drelle the ground as they doe in 0- 
ther places, bur the ſeed that falleth from the huske vpon the 
carth ſpringeth vp and bringeth forth great plentic aid increale 
without turtherlabour. The dewes allo failing vpon the trees, 
thcredroppeth from them oyle and honey in great plentie. It ta- 
keth the name ( asit 1s thought ) from a wood called Hyrcania. 
In like maner the Caſpian lea which bordereth vpon it, of this 
countrey 1s called Hyrcayum, Manie cruell beaſts are found ther» 
in,as the Panther, the Tyger, and the Leopard. The Pantheris 
ot a whitiſh colour inclining ſomthing to yellow, ſpotted al ouer 
with round ſhining ſpots : in like manner are thcir eyes: ſheeis4 
friend almoſt toall kind of creatures except the ſpe and Dra- 
gon,and (as Oppranzes ſaith) neuer taken bur when {ne is drunks, 
or in her ſlecpe. She is thefemaletothe Leopard. T he Leopard 
is of the ſame colour, and otthe nature of a Wolle,oeinghuun

285 miles ; wherc,after the death of Ontas,he paicd to Antrochus 
for the office of high Prieſt,almoſtthree tuns of gold, with pro- 
miſe to pay a yearely tribute of 48009 crownes. | 
From Antiochia, hee rerurned to Teruſalem, which was 289 
miles; where he began to build the rower of Acropolis in mount 
Acra, and that he might pleaſe that wicked king, and keepe his 
fauour,he built certaine Theaters in Ieruſalem,and cauſedenter- 
ludesand plaiestro be ated in them,at ſuch times,and vpon ſuch 
daies as the people were woont to meete inthe temple to ſerug 
God. Alfo king Antiocbus Epiphanes in the fourth yeare of his 
pricſthood,comming to Ieruſalem,he gaue him royall intertain- 
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The ſame Iaſon was put out of his office ofhigh Pricft b 
the policic ond a of his brother Menelaws, and was on 
ſtrained to flic into the land of the Ammonites beyond Iordan, 
which was 40 miles. 

Two yeares after, when Antiochus Epiphanes inuaded Egypt, 
there wasa vaine rumour that he was ſ]aine, wherforc 1aſon with 
a thouſand ſouldiers returned to Ieruſalem, which was 40 miles. 
and broke ſuddenly into the citie, ſo that Mepelaz was conſtrai- 
ned for faferie ofhis life to flieto the garriſon of the Syriansthat 


were in Ieruſalem. 
But Aytiochus hearing what had hapned, came out of PBYPr 
witha greatarmie to Jerufalem; wherefore he fled thence backe 
againe tothe Ammonites, which was 40 miles : bur they fearing 
that Antiochus would come thither with his armie, he was accu- 
ſed before Aretaking of Arabia,and conſtrained to fliefrom one 
citie to another for ſafetie. 

Wherefore when he perceived that he could not liue there ſe- 
cure,he wet thenceinto Egypt,which was 280 miles. 

From thence he wentto the Lacedemonians, which was 600 
miles; and there died in exile, being caſt out vnlamented or bu- 
ried. Soall his Traucls were 1 560 miles. | 


Of Lacedemonia the Metropolitan citie of Peloponeſſne. 


| Ace demoniaor Sparta, was a famous citie of Peloponeſſus, 
diſtant from leruſalem 600 miles towards the Welt : which, 
although ithad no walls, yet was it one of the faireſt and moſt po- 
pulous cities in all Grecia: and was called Sparta,of Spartms who 
was ſometime king thereof, and rebuilt it, adorning it with faire 
and goodly buildings. At firſt it was built by one Lacedemon,who 
was king thereof,and of him called Lacedemonia: and after, Me- 
nelaus that mighticking ofthe Grecians ( who had to wife Helena 
the faireſt woman of all Grecia) kept his court there. Herealfo 
Lycurgus that famous Philoſopher raigned as king, and preſcri- 
bed to the citizens andinhabitantscxcellent lawes ; by the 6bſer- 
vance whereof,they became _— in after ages,and performed

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matiy noble vvarres and exploits againſt their enemics. /owathay 


and Sos held a friendly league with the Lacedemonians. 


=IA His Mcnelaus, which was alſo called Onias,was (as 
{1 | loſephus (aith) the third ſonne of Simos the Juſt, 
©! and brother of 7aſ#n : although 2.Mace.3.4. heis 
ov] [2g faidto be the brother of one Simon of the tribe of 
Sg Cy Beniamin, who was chiefe of thoſe thar kept the: 
SSA Tcm ple,of whom you may reade before. This 
man inthe fourth yearc of Antiochys Epiphanes, was ſent by Jaſon 
his brother to Antiochia (which was 280 miles) vpon certaine 
bulineſſe, but principally to carrie the king money ; where hee 
made a ſecret contra&t with him to pay him 3c talents * beſide 
all chat his brother 7a/#x had payed bim,it he would inſtitute him 
to be high Prieſt.The king in hope ofprofce gauecare to his mo- 
tion,and vnder pretence of iniurie and wrong offered by laſos , 
conſtrained him to leaue his office, and flic from Ieruſalem into 


the land ofthe Ammonites for his ſafetie; and ſo inſtituted Mene:

lausto be chiefe Prieſt ofthe Tewes,who entred vpon his goucrn- 
ment inthe yeare before Chriſt 16g. 

Wherefore Menelaus returned from Antiochiato Ieruſalem, 
whichis 280 miles, where hee began to gouerne, not as chiefe 
Prieſt,butas acrucl/and wicked tyrant 2.Mac.4. 

But when inthe beginning of his gouernment, hee could nor 
pay that great ſurmme of money which he had promiſed, the king 
ſentfor him to Antiochia, being 280 milcs; where, at that time, 
he was remoued from his ofce, and his brother Lyſumachmns ors 
dained chicfe Prieſt in his roome. 

Wherfore Menelaw being ſarely troubled, vexed and prieued 
in mind for that had hapned, inthe firſt yearcot his Prieſthood, 
returned back from Antiochiatolerulalem, being 280 miles. 

Bura little after, when Anuoc2us Epiphanes brought an armie 
into Cilicia to ſuppreſle the rebellion ofthe Tharſians arid Mal» 


lotans,. 
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lotans, Meelaus taking aduantage of the kings abſence, went to 
Andronicus ( who ALE yyrh for eg in Syria) to An- 
riochia,which was 280 miles; and there gauehim certain golden 
veſſels and other jewels that he had ftolne out of the Temple, to 
hirehim to be his friend, and help him to his office ofhigh Pricft- 
hood againe.But Oias the elder,hearing ofthis facri , 
ly reprehended Meyelaws for this hametul fat ; which he taki 
in ill part, combined with Andrenicus, who by faire ſpeeches 
luring him out ofthe ſanAuaric in the wood Daphney, put him 
to death after he had bin fie yeares in exile. Bur kitig &ntiochus 
returning out of Cilicia, accuſed Androwmens-of renin ,and by 
the meanes ofa certaine Courtier receiued Mexelaws into fauour. 

From Antiochia AMenelaw returned to Ieruſalem,which is 280 
miles ; where (by the belpe of his brother Ly/amachw) he ſtole a 
great maſſe ofmoney outof the Temple : which facriledge be- 
mg knowne to the people, they fell to vprore and killed Zy/ime- 
chuscloſe by the treaſurie: they accuſed Menelaws allo before 4n- 
tiochus,2. Macc.4. | 

Menelaws inthe ſecond yearcofhis Priefthood wentto Tyrus, 
which is 100 miles, where he ſo corrupted certain courtiers with 
money,that he procured the fauor of Antzochws,and cauſed thoſe 
that were his accuſers (good andiuſt men) to be baniſhed thence 
25 landerers, and ſuch as went about to defame Menelaws. 

From Tyrus hereturned backe againe to lIeruſalem , whichis 
199 miles,where hee fell into his old crueltie: and in the third 
yeare of his gouernement receiued Auiochws Epiphanes with his 
armic into the citieof Ieruſalem, who cruelly murthered the citi- 
zensand ſpoiled the Temple. 2.Macc.5. 

After the death of Antiochus Epiphanes (who,as is ſaid,periſhed 
of a grieuous diſeaſc and was buried at Babylon) Antiochus Eu- 
pator his ſonne came witha great armie into Judea, in hoſtilema- 
ner ; wherefore Menelaws in the laſt yeare of his high Prieſthood, 
went out to meet him: but Zyſiasacculed him to the king,asone 
that was the only author ofall theeuils thathapnedtothe lewes; 
wherefore Antiochus willed Lyſsas to take him ” ys , Who 
broughthim to Berea atowne in Syria, diſtant from leruſalem 


360 miles towards the North ; where,vpon thetop ofa tower 50

wards the king, thathe obtained the Principalitie and office of 
high Prieſt, which he held three yearcs, I. //acc.7. 

From Antiochia he and Barchiaes returned back to Teruſalem, 
wherehe was inſtituted in the office of high Prieftkood, whichis 
280 miles, 

But when he ſaw that he was not ableto withſtand the power 
and ſingular vertue of Indas Macchabens,he returned back againe 
to Antiochia,which was 280 milcs : where, after he had accuſed 
the good men among the lewes, he obtained ayd of Demetrins, 
who ſent Nicanor witha preatarmicinto Iudea againſt 7u4as,to 
eſtabliſh 4lumusin the Pricthood. 

So Alcimusand Nicanor returned into Tudea,being 280 miles, 

But 4/cimns ſeeing familiar conference to paſſe betweene N+ 
e:nor and Indazs Macchabens, he went backe againe to Antiochia, 
which was 280 miles,where he told Demetrixs of the perfidious 
dealing of Nicaror. Wherefore Demetrius being verie angrieat 
what had happened, wrotea [harpeletter to Nicanor, giuing him 
to vnderſtand, That it was much againſt his mind that he ſhould make 
a lezgue with Ind as,and farther willed him (the ſaid league notwithe 
ſtanding) tobring him bound to Antiachia. Vpon the receit of which 
10h << made warre vpon iudas; in which expedition Nicaner 
was taken,and had his head cut off, All this happened inthe furlt 
yearcofthe Priefthood of Alcimus. ,

But when Demetrius heard of this ouerthrow, he ſent Bacchides 
and Alcimus with agreat armiec, who went from Antiochia, and 
came to Maſloth, in the countrey of Arbela, which was 192 
miles : where they made incurſions vpon thetribe of Nepthaly, 
ang put a great mulritude ofthe Iſraclites.to- the ſword, r.Aace.g, 

From Maſloth they went with their armic to Gilgal,which was 
76 miles this happened in the ſecond yeareof the Pricfthood 
of Alcim:#s, 

From Gilgal they came to Teruſalem,which was twelue miles, 
1.M:rchab.g. 

From thence they broughttheirarmie to Berea,which was 12 
milcs : here they were cuercomeand put to flight by Tudas Mace 
chab2:46 1-49. 

From Berea they fled amongſt the -mountaines which, are be- 
tweene Azotus and Gazeron,which was fixe miles. Here ;/udas 
Macchabeus was \laine. 


Wherefore 4lcimus returnedthence back againe to Ieruſalem, 
which was 20 miles, and cauſcd the walls of the inner houſe of

and deftroyed : but before his command was fully executed,the 
Lord ſtruck him with a dead palſie,of which he lay atime dumb ;

AE 
cimus being dead, Barchides returned backe to Demetrius in Syria, 
1.Macc.9. For ſeuen yearcs after there was no high Prieft in = 
ſalem, till 79nathan the brother of 1udas Macchabeus tooke vpon 
him that ofice, 1. Macc.10.5oall his Trauels were 1 718 miles.

Prince. In both which,there haue beene vſed ſundrie diſtintions 
of preater and !c\ſevaluations,eyther of weights or coine,accor- 
ding to the necc{hticoreſtimation thereofin ſeuerallkingdomes 
and gouernements.

The other 
that follow were not proper to them, burthe Iewsreceiued them 
from other nations; as the Stater, Drachmon,and Adarcon. 
The Staters were an ancient picce of gold, common amongft 
the Perſians, Grecians, Romans, and other great gouernments; 
and were diſtinguilhed by the ſuperſcriptions of the kings or 
countries where they were madc or coyned: as the Stater, Phi- 
ks 1 rey Alcxandrei, Romani, .&c.- They were pure fine 
gold, ſome of which were as much in value as a double Ducat, 
others as foure Hungarian Ducats,and ſome :s Portagues.

Ciceroin his 8 Oration for Yerres writeth, That a Modius of 
Wheare , which was a peck wanting a pinte, was commonl 
ſold in Sciciliafor three Seſtertios , about 6d. ſterling :and fo 
much had cueric ſcruant in Greciadaily,and a pinte of Wineto 
drinke. 

Theſecuſtomes, howſoeuer in theſe countries they might be 
rollerable,in regard they liued in a hore clymat : yet to vs,where 
it is much colder, our bodies requirea greater quantitie for not 
riſhment. Neucrthelcſſe, a meane and ſpare dyet is both more 
healthfull and profitable for the bodie, than exceſle; becauſe the 
ſtomack being ſurcharged, it cannot duly conco& that whichit 
receiueth, whereby the bodice is filled with manie crudities and 
noiſom diſeaſes. 

Andthus haue Tas exatly as I can,reduced the Hebrew, Greek 
and Latin meaſures to ours: but if there beanie, who in cafti 
vp theſe quantities of meaſures mentioned in the Scriptures,{ha 
a6 ro inde any errour, or would reduce them ta a more 
ncerc eſtimation (becauſe I haue in this Treatiſe principally fol 
lowed Budeus) to our Meaſures; he is then to vnderftand, that 
thereis another courſeto be taken, and that is, by Weight: foure 
ordinarie ſpoonetuls of water weighes an ounce, twelue ounces 
of Troy weight make a pound, eight pound of Troy weight 
makeagallon, and thirtie two gallons make a Barrell,S&c. The 
ſame courle may bee taken in j account of Corne meaſures;

Xerxes and all his armic, would hauec lent him three millions 
of Talents of ſilucr,tcowards the charge of his warre: which, ac- 
cording to the Attick Talent ( thats, one hundred eightie ſeuen 
pounds ten {billings the Talent)amounteth to hue hundred 
rwo millions fiue hundred. pounds. And further he would adde 
to it 40922900. viz, foure millions of Daricons, which at ff 
teene ſhillings the Daricon, comes to 3099990, w#s. three mil. 
lions of pounds. But Xerxes being greatly pleaſed with this ho- 
ſitalitie and liberalines that he might make cuident his noble 

ipolition,refuled his offer, and gaue him by way of gratuirie, . 

ſeuen thouſand Daricos, which wasin our money ftue thouſand 
twohundred and fiftic pounds.

pounds; the other cup was made by that noble workeman Thee- 
dorus $aniiss,of pure (ter, very curioully & artificially wrought, 
containing fortic gallons ; bur of what valuation it was,is not fer 
downe. For thisgreat and rich preſent, king Crafww receiuedof 
the diucll a double and deccitfull anſwere, whereby he was not 
only prouoked to make warre again(t Cyrws, but by that meancg 
lot his kingdome; and being taken prifoner,was [ct vponapile 
ofwoodto be burnt: but crying with apittifull voice, 0 Solan, 
Solon, (thereby ſhewing that ans Solon had foretold him,That us 
98473 is to be accounted happie before his end ) king 'Cyrus graunted 
him his life. This recompence did the diuell returne to Craſw 
for ſo greata preſent. Such and manic other the like Hiſtories,

Who,according to the opi- 
nion of Baſil, was ſlaine for no other cauſe, but for ſaying, That 
Chriſt was borne of the Virgin Arte.

both of the Lord. The inhabitants of the holic Land, take vpon 
them cuen at this day to ſhew the houſe where Zacharias and Eli- 
<4bech dwelt, In a towne that ſtandeth ypon the right hand of 
the way as you go from Emmaus'to Jeruſalem.But ſaint Zuke ca, 
1.ſaieth, That Zacharias dwelt notin a towne or field, butin the 
citie of Iuda,which was (cituated in the mountaine of Tuda. &R5- 
[nerus and Johannes Hedenus write,that Jacharias dwelt tn Ieruſa- 
lem, in that partof thecitie ſcituated vpon Mount Bezetha,as, 
in the firſt booke of thedeſcription of leruſalem,hath been de- 
clared ; and this ſeemethto bee verified outof thethird chapter 
. of Nekemia. Yet there areſome of opinion, thathe dwelt at He- 
bron, becauſe that was the chicfe citic of the tribe of Iuda,and a 


towne of the Prieſts.

the Angel Gabriell declared vnto herthe Embaſly of the con 
tion of our Lord [eſus Chriſt. A lirtleafter, about the beginni 
of Aprill,enno 4.3967, the went from Nazarcth in great 
ouer the hills tro leruſalem, which was ſixtie and fourc miles, tg 
the houſe of Jacharias, where lhe ſaluted her colin Elizabeth, 
Lucl. 

From thence ſhee returned backe againe to Nazareth, which 
was 64 miles. 

And when the command came out from Auouſius, That all 
the world ſhould be taxed,then 19/ephand Mary went from Ne 
zarethto Bethlehem,which was 72 miles. And being there, the 
time of Mariesdeliuerance drewe neere, and loe, thee bore the 
ſonne of rhe liuing God, our Lord and Sauiour leſus Chriſt, 
Lnke 2. 

From Bethlchem, 7sfephand Marie brought the child Icſusto - 
leruſalem,and preſented him in the Temple, which was 6 miles, 
Luke 2. 

Andwhenthey had accompliſhed all things according tothe 
law,theyrcturned backe againe to Nazareth, a towne in Galik, 
which was 64 miles. 

From Nazareth they went” backe againe to Bethlehem, which 
was 72 miles : thither the wiſe men comming outof ofthe Ealh 
braughtthe child leſus,Gold, Frankincenſe,and Mirrh, CAtatta, 

From Berhlchem (the ſame nightthat Herod cauſed all the ir 
fants of twoyeares old and vnder to bee {laine) 19/ephand Mant 
fled withthe child Ieſus ro Hermopolis, a citic in Agypt,whic 
was 296 miles, Matr.2.7 020men li.6, 

From thencethey returned backe againe with the child Telas 
vnto Nazareth , which was 368 miles : for they were greatly 
affraid leaſt Arch:laus(who ſucceeded his father Heyod in the g®& 
uernmentof the lewes) whould ſeeke the childs life, Iatt.2. 

From Nazareth /o/ephand Marie came cuerie yeare to lcrult: 
lem, which was 64 miles, to the feaſt of the Paſſeouer: andſb 
many miles backeagaine,which for ten yeres continuance came 
to 1280 miles. 's 

When Chriſt was twelue yeare of ape, and atthe beginnit 
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was wwelue miles: for in this towne 
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of the thirteenth, he went with his Parents from Nazareth to the 
feaſt of the Paſſeouer, which was 64 miles, Lule 2. 

And when the daies of the feaft of the Paſſeour were accorm- 
liſhed,they returned home againe. But the child leſus ſtaicd at 
eruſalem,and his parents knew it not, for they thought hee had 

beene among the companie. Wherefore when they had tra- 
velled adaics iourney (that is, twentiemiles) they milled their 
ſonne. | 

After they ſearcht through the companic, bur could not finde 
him : wherfore they returned back to leruſalem being 20 miles, 
where on the third day after they found him in the temple,ſitting 
among the Doors,and diſputing with them. So the next three 
daics, he returned backe againe with his parents to Nazareth, 


- which was 64 mikes, and was obedient vntothem, Luke 2. 


After, 19ſepb and Marie went cuerie yeare during the life of 79+ 
ſeph,vp to leruſalem tothe Paſſeouer,and withoutall doubtrook 
leſus along with them. Thus they continued for the ſpace of 
three yeares,about which time 7oſeph dyed,Chriſt being then 16 
yearcsof age ; which three yearestrauell from Nazarcth toleru- 
ſalem and backe againe,commeth to 384 miles. 

From that tirac forward he continued with his mother, till he 
was 31 yeares of age, which was the firſt yeare of his miniſteric, 
Marie his mother being then 45 yeres old,was inuited toa mar- 
riage in Cana,acitic of Galile, which ſtood cight miles from Ga- 
lile towardes the Northweſt, 1oþhn 2. Here our Sauiour Chriſt 
wrought his firſt miracle, by changing water into wine. 

From Cana in Galileſhe went with our Sauiour to Caperna- 
um,a citie of Galile,a little before the feaſt of the Paſchal Lamb, 
which was 29 miles. 

From Capernaum ſhereturned backe to Nazareth, which was 


accounted 1 2 miles. 


In the 32 yeare of the age of our Saujour Chriſt, which was 
the ſecond of his minifterie, Marie went from Nazareth backe 
againe to Capernaum, where our Sauipur Chriſt caſt forth a di- 


uell, Mate.12. Mark. .which was 12 miles. 


From thence the returned backe apgaine to Nazareth, which 


ce dwelt, whilcs leſustra- 
D d uclled: 
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— uelled from place to place teaching and preaching the word of 
Cod, Aark.6. ; 

And although ſhe oftentimes went from Nazareth with him 
to many places,continuing ſtillin his companie; yet then ſpeci- 
ally, when he was to ſuſtaine the wrath of God,and purilhmeng 
for the ſinne of man, which was in the 34 yeare ot his age. In 
which yeare {he would not forlake him till his death : for ſhee 
went from Galile to Iceruſalem with him, which was 64 miles, x 
greatiourney for one of her age(being then ag ycares old.)And 
when our ſauiour was crucified, ſhe ſtood cloſe by the croſle; 
with a heauic and penſiue countenance, bewailing the death of 
her ſonne. Then was the ery Ing of old Simion accompliſhed, 
And a ſword ſhall pierce through thy ſoule.Butafter, by his glouti- 
ous reſurreion and aſcenſion,ſhe was reuined and comforted, 
From the paſſion of Chriſt to the death ofthe bleſſed virgin M4. 
y9,was 12 yeares : All which time ſhe liued with 194m the Euans 
geliſt in Teruſalem, and then being 59 yeares of age dyed, and 
was buried(according to the opinion of Nicephorw and others) 
in the garden called Cethlamene, So all her trauels were 3 506 
mi.es. 


Now followes the deſcription of the townes and 
places to which ſhe trauelled, 


Of Nazareth. 


y & His was a towne almoſt of no eſtimation, ſcituatedin aces 
taine mountaine in Galile the lower, ſixtie and foure miles 
and ſomething more from lerufalem towards the North, inthe 
tribe of Zebu-lon. In this towne our ſauiour Ieſus Chriſt was 
brought vp, Luke 1, 2. Some ſay that itis nineteeneor twentie 
miles from Jerufalem,but they miſtake themſelues ; yer I will not 
diſputethereot,but foliow my authors, Jacobs Fielermns, and Ti 
manu Stells. There isnot any mention made WM that is > 
ſtant,in the old Teſtament. Ithatha two foldderiuation, the ons 
by Z a1x, andtheother by. Zap n. If itbe written by Z& 
1x x, it may have atwo fold ſignification, ſince the expolite 
onof this name doth depend vpon the verbe Na z an, whit

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lignifies, to conſecrate aud keepe; from Hence N'n z @n 4 gar 
land of flowers, ora crowne ” ſet with vu” ſtones ere. ſuch as 
kings and high Prieſts are accuſtomedto weare. Alſo from the 
ſame word Nazar,is deriued Nazir;and thence Nazarzus,which 
is as much to ſay,as he & ſeperated from the we of wine; and ſuf- 
fering his hasre to be oncut,as being dedicated to the Lord.There- 
fore our ſauiour Chriſt is iuſtly called a Nazarite, Luk.2.For Ne- 
zer firſt ſignifies a holie man, who hath made a holie vow vnto the 
Lord : ſecondly,it doth denote a crownor wreath of ſinceritie,Exo. 
29.29: Thirdly, 4 holie ointment wherewith kings and prieſts were 
anointed, Lenit.2 7 : and fourthly,this wordN s 2 x x, {1gnihes a 
princely crowne,2.Sam.1.2.King.11. Pſal.9.132. So that Naza- 
reth being deriuedof Na z a xand N a z 1 n, may fignifie both 
acrowne, and a holie citie, 1udo.13.But if Nazareth bee written by 
Z a v it ſignificsa flouriſhing plant or graffe, according to that of 
Iſay ca.t 1. But wa come a rod forth of the ftocke of 7 pr 4 
graffe ſhal grow out of h1s root, and the ſpirit of the Lord (hal reſt wpors 
bim.The inhabitants ofchis town at this day ſhew certain monu- 
mentsand reliques of whathad happenedin ry ages: as, 
two churches,one builtthere where the Angel Gabriel ſaluted the 
blefled Virgin, and {he conceiued by the ſpirit : In whichthere 
ftands three altars hewen out of a rocke: and the other buile (as 
they ſay) wherethe houſe of 7oſeph and Marie ſtood, becauſe 
there our ſauiour Chriſt was brought vp. Allo they ſhewa well 
where the child Teſus drew water and miniftredto his mother. 
They alſo ſhew the vaſt ruines of theſinagogue where our ſaui- 
our Chriſt expounded the 61 chapterof 1ſay; for which cauſe 
they. would haue throwne him headlong downethe hill, Zak.4. 
And many other things , of which you may read in Borchardies 
the Monke.In ſaint /eroms time ſome 40 yetes after Chriſt; Na+ 
zarcth was a [mal] cowne called Nazarah. |

Of Bethlehem. 


Here weretwo cites called by this name, the one Bethlem 
luda,the other Bethlehem Ephrata,where our ſauiourChniſt<._ 
was borne,and lignihes fruzfull,or the houſe of bread - It ſtood vp« 
on a hill ſome {1x miles trom Ieruſalem rowards the South. The 
inhabitants rake vpon them to ſhew the place where our ſauiour 
Chrilt was borne, which ſtood vpon the Eaſt (ide of rhecitie, 
clolc by the walltk.creot ; where, as Euſebines ſaith, Hellen the 
mother of Conſtantine the Great,cauled to bee built a faire and 
ſtarely Church; three hundred and twentie yeares after the nati- 
uiticof Chriſt. This Church was dedicated to ſaint A/arte, and » 
remainethto this day, being hadin great honour both amongſt 
the Chriſtians,and the T urkes and Sarazins. This Churchis ſuch 
aſtately building, that ttis thoughr ro cxcecdeall the Churches 
of Chriſtendome, for beautie and curious workeman{hip : Itis 
two hundreth twentie and cight foot long, and eightie ſerten 
foote wide , being built all of Marble of diuers colours, and 
couered with leade: Therearc in it foure rowes of Marble pil- 
lars,wonderful ro looke vpon,notonely in regard of their num- 
ber,butot their grearnelile, for there is fiftie pillars in cuery row, 
The body of this church,the pillars from the bottome wil tOP, 
the wals, and cuery partot it, is beautified with lively pitures, 
adorned with diuers colours, ltluer, gold,and curious workrnan- 
ſhip, ſo asitis wondertul ro behold. T he pauement of it is of mar- 
ble, polliſhed,and of diuers colours,ſo cunningly ſet itz workes, 
and with ſuch varietic,thatit is very delightful to ſuch as look on 
ir. There is painted on the pillars and wals almoſt all the ſtories 
oftheolde Teltament, till the birth of our Lord and Saviour 
Icfus Chriſt, with ſuch excellent cunning, and ſo lively, that 
itisto beeadmired. In thequire of this Church there is found 
ewo altars, one cloſe by the Chappel of ſaint Xatherine, arthe 
Eaſtendthercot; not tardiſtantfrom which they ſhew the _ 
where 
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where our Sauiour was circumciſed : andin the middle of the 
Quire there ſtandeth another Altar, where they ſay the wiſemen 
left their Dromedaries, and prepared their gitts to preſent vnto 
our Sauiour,when they worlhipped him. Vpon the South ſide 
of this Quire towards the Eaſt, they deſcend by ten ſtoneſtepps 
into the Chappell of the Natiuitie of Chriit,richly beantified and 
curiouſly wrought, paued with poliſhed Marble. This Chappell 
is not verie great , but wonderfull faire and ſumptuous. When 
the Holy land was ouerrun by the Gentiles,this (as manie other 
places were in that countrey) was all polluted with filth and 
dyrt,that they had much adoeto make it cleanc agreat while af- 
ter. Vpon the place where they ſaid our Lady the bleſſed Virgin 
Mary, brought torth our Sauiourinto the world, thereis placed a 
Table of white Marble, after the maner of ari Altar : about ſome 
foure foote from this they ſhew the place where the Manger 
| ſtoodga partof it yetremaining,cut outofa rock, not of Marble 

but of other ſtone,as manieother Mangers are in that countrey. 
Cloſe by thatthere is an Altar , where they ſay the wiſe men pre- 
ſented their gifts ro our Sauiour Chriſt, and worſhipped him. Ar 
the entrance into the Church there ſtandetha goodly building, 
which in times paſt ſeemed to haue been ſome Archbilhops Sec, 
but now is called Saint Maries Church. Vpon the North ſide 
they deſcend by certaine ſtepps into the Chappell of Saint 7e- 
rom,who lay a long time buried there, till his bones were remo- 
ued thence to Saint Maries in Rome. 

Abouta mile from Bethlehem Southward, ſtood the Tower 
of Eder, being a watch tower of the Bethlemites, and ſo called 
becauſe there reſorted thither manic flockes of ſheepe : for Az- 
p x & {ignifieth 4 Heard. Round about this Tower were faire 
and fruitfull paſtures, to which manie ſheepheards reſorted to 
fecd their flocks; to ſomeof which ſheepheards the Angels told 
thegladtidings of the birth of our Sauiour, and that he was laid 
ina Manger in Bethlehem. For which cauſe, in after times there 
wasa Church built iuſt in the place wherethe Tower ſtood ; and 
in Saint Jeroms time called by the name of Angeles ad Paſtores: 
the ſame, Luther athrmeth,and thatit is yer ſtanding. Tacob ſome- 
Dd 2} time 
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time dwelt inthis place, and buried his wife Rachel thereabouts, 
The monument that hee ſet vpon hergraue remaineth to this 
day, which was twelue ſtones pitchtanend, ſtanding abouta 
quarter of a mile from this place, vpon the right hand as they 
goe to leruſalem : of which graue, all the countrey thereabouty 
1scalled by the name of Rachel. 


Of the way betweene Indea and Egypt. 


Ertweene Egyptand Iudea lyeth Arabia Petrza : a land for 

the moſt part barren and vntruittull,tull of ſands,rockes,and 
mountaines,dcſtitute of water,and ſubie&to many dangers : be- 
ing in the Summer ſolftice ſcorched with extreamitie of heat,the 
Sunne being then perpendiculer oucrthem (according to Mugs 
fter) inthe daytime; and in the night, troubled with extreame 
windes,which blowing the ſand with great violence, it caſtethir 
vpongreat heapes and mountaines, by which duſt both beaſts 
and ſometime men arc ſuftocatedand tilaine. 

Moreouer there dwell in this delart, a rude and dangerous 
pcople,called Saracens; who take their beginning from 1/hmael, 
andare therefore alſo called Ilhmaclites, being giuen to cruelrie 
and maliciouſoeſſe. They get their liuing tor the moſt part,by 
theft and violence : and as 1/pmaelwas an excellent Archer, ſo 
they allo are verie cunning in ſhooting and hunting , viing to 
this day their aunctenteuill cuſtome of robbing and [poyling all 
that paſſe that way ; infomuchas Merchants arc conſtrained to 
p0Cin great companies, leſt they ſhould be indangered by them, 
and by reaſon ofthe windes and ſands are conſtrained to guide 
theiriourney by the Compalle, as men doe that ſaile vpun the 
ſca. Thorough this wilderneſle did 79/eph and Mary paſle,when 

they went with the child Jeſus out of Iudea into Egypt ; where 
they were in dangerof theeves, ſubie& ro be ſmothered by the 
ſands, conſtrained totrauell ouer high rockes and mountains, 
andto reſtin fearc becauſe of Lions, Beares, and other beaſtes 
which greatly abound in that place. Belides, divers other dif- 
commodities were incident vntothem,2s want of meate, —_ 
ad 
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and other neceſſaries, there being little water to be found there, 
inſomuch as had notthe Lord by anexpreſle command charged 


him in adreameto goe downe into Egypt ,/ Joſeph durfſt hardly 


haue aduentured vpon ſo difficult and dangerous a tourney, But 
the Lord ſo mercitully prouided for him, that he both went and 
returned ſafe. Thus may we ſee to what dangers theſe good peo- 
plewereexpoſed, and what miſcric they ſuſteined fromthe be- 
ginning,becauſe oftheir ſonne Chriſt le(us. 


Of Hermopilis, 


[JErmopilis was called the towne of Mercurie, diſtant from 

leruſalem 304 miles towards the Southweſt. It was one of 
the chicfe cities in Egypt, as _Apianus writeth. Nicephorus and 
To=emenits afhrme libr.5. cap. 22, that 1oſephand Mary came and 
lived in this towne, where they continued all the dayes of Herod 
that crueli king. But Jglerizs faith, that they liued in the land of 
Goſen, where the Patriarch 7acob and his poſterine lived : which 
agreeth well with the words of Saint Matthew,cap.2 and Hoſea 11, 
Ont of Er ypt I haue called my Sonne. This land of Goſen lay two 
hundred miles from leruſalem towards the Southweſt. The in- 
habitanrs of Alcayrein Egypt,take vpon them to ſhew the place 
where Joſeph and Mary dwelt when hey went downe into that 
ccuntrey; but how truethatis I cannot tell, becauſethere is no 
author for it. 


Of Canah in GalileD. 
His was acitie in Galile diſtant from Teruſalem threeſcore 


and eight miles towardsthe North; of which you may reade 
more in the Trauels of our Sauiour Chriſt. 


Of C apernanm. 


I \ His town ſtood vpon the Sea of Galile, threeſcore and eight 
miles from Ieruſalem towards the North ; ofwhich you may 
reade more after.

A» He Magi were certaine wiſe men of Perſia, fo cal- 
=} 1 led from Meditation; being deriued of Has an, 
2D | that is, be hath meanated: & taken in the third con- 
=] 1ugation, it fignifies zo finde, or ſearch out a thing : 
 ES22, they being ſuch as gaue themſelucsto the know- 
ledge of hard things, and to find out the (cerers 
and myſteries of nature. But according to Yarimus,they were not 
onely Philoſophers, but Pricſts alſo. And Plato vpon Alcybiages 
ſaith, Magra et deori ob[ernantta ſine cultits dininus that is, Magick 
preſcribeth the due obleruance and diutne worltip of the gods, 
Strabo (aith (Geogra.1b.G.) Thatthe Magi were ſuch arnongft the 
Perſians,as thoſe whom the Indians call Gymnoſlophilis and As 
cademians; the Babylonians, Chaldzans, and the Hebrewey, 
Prophets or Prieſts which taught the people diuine knowledge, 
And when the ten Tribes were carried into captiuitie by al» 
naſſer Emperour ofthe Athrians (into Aſhria, Media,and Perlia) 
thereis no queſtion but they rooke with them into tle Ealt the 
holy bookes and volumes of the Law,andof the Prophets, wher- 
by without doubt manic of the people and Philoſophers of the 
Eaſt cameto hauea taſte of the true knowledge GE worthis of 
God, Alfothe Prophet Daxicl was brovght vpin all the artesof 
the Chaldzans, whole writings and prophelics were not onely 
written and publiſhed amongſt the Babylonians, but alſo hadin 
greataccomptand eſtimation amongſt the Mayi : ſo that they 
diligently peruling thoſe bookes, came not onely to the know- 
ledge of God, but alſo without doubt to the knowledge of our 
Sauiour Ieſus Chriſt, whom they called the Starre of Jacob : from 
whence may be concluded , T hat the wiſe men that cameto ſee 
our Sauiour Chriſt,were rather of Sula in Perſta,than of Zabain- 
Ethiopia. 
Wherefore theſe wiſe men came from the Academic of Sula 
in 
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in Perfia,to Ieruſalem, which was 920 miles, ſaying, #here i hee 
that is borne king of the lewes, for we bane ſcene his Starre in the Eaſt, 
a1;d are cometo worſhip him. This hapned in themoneth of Janu- 
ariein the ſecond yeare afterthe birth % our Samour: for Herod 
in the ſcuentieth yeare of his age, cauſed all the male children of 
the Bethlemites of two yearesold and vnder ( according to the 
timethat he was told of the wiſe men) to be put to the ſword. 

From leruſalemthey went to Bethlehem, which was 6 miles; 
where,vpontheixt of Tanuarie, they offtcred their Preſents thar 
they brought out of Perlia,to our Sauiour,w1z.Gold,as toa king; 
Frankincenſc, as toa Prieſt; and Mirrhe as to a mortall man, 
Aatth.2. So let vs offer vnto Chriſt our Saufour,the Gold of faith 
and heauenly doArine z the Frankincenſe of carneſt prayers; 
and the Mirrhe of patience inthe miditof calamitie. 

Afterward,the wiſe men (asthey had bin warnedin a dreame) 
retur::ed another way to Sufain Perſia, which was 929 miles. So 
their I rauels were 1846 miles;

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Of the Starre that appeared to the wiſe men in the Eaſl. 


Ince this Starre appeared inthelower region ofthe ayre (as it 
i) isapparant it did) from thence it may be concluded, Thatir 

neither was any of the fixed ſtarres, planets, or a Comet; be- 
cauſe they commonly are ſcene in the vpper region of theayre: 
but rather, according to the opinion of ſome, it was an Angel of 
God appcaring inthe forme ofa bright ſhining Starre, to dire 
the wiſe men in their way asthey went tothe rown of Bethlehem: 
and ſo by little and hittle deſcending from the ſublimitie of the 
ayre, pointed out vnto them the verie houſe where they might 
tind Mary the mother of our Lord, and the child leſus. Almoſt 
atcerthe ſame manner as the Angell of the Lord, in thetime of 
Meſe; appeared tothe children of Iſrael ; thatis, in the day like a 
cloudie piller, and inthe nightlike a flaming fire, todire& them 
their way,Exo4.13.1 4:34. \Whereforethis Starre withoutdoubr 


was 00 naturall apparition, which hapned in the inferior region

of the aire, ſuddenly vaniſhing away ; bur as khaue faid,an Angel 
of the Lord repreſenting the fortue of a Star. Orclſe as Chriſe. 
ftome ſaies,a certaine miraculous new Star,, which according to 
the opinion of Aug»/tine,was goucrned by an Angel ofthe Lord: 
and tor the greatnes of the body, and varictic of theaſpeRs,was 
not ſeenc firſt in the land of Iudea,bur in Perſia, a countric inthe 
Faft,whcrethe Magi dwelt : andaccompanied ther thence into 
Iudea.And although fora ſhort ſpaceir left them in the journey, 
yet when they came in the way to Bethlem, ita prey to them 
againe, 1att.2. As Nicephorws and Chriſoſtome obſerue,this Star 
appeared vpon the day of the conception of Chrilt,being theay 
fb of March, about whichtime the Archangel Gabriel (; poke 
with the Virgin Mary, Luk.1.And was (eenctora whole yereand 
41 weekes,that is,till the ſixth of Ianuariein the beginning of the 
ſecond yearceatterthe natiuitie of Chriſt. It wan G. eicuen weeks 
of two yeares. And therefore Herod cauſed all the male children 
of the Bethlchemits,of two yeares old and vnder,to be {lain,ac- 
cording to the time declared vnto him by the wiſe men, Mata, 
Wherefore this new Star did fhrſt nar te the birth of Chrifh 
that bright ſhining Starandeternal light of glorie,according to 
the prophelie of Bills Nwm.22. Secondly,the light of Gods word 
indi goſpel,2.Pet.1.Thirdly,godly and faithful miniſters and 
reachers,who by their doQtrine and godly life and conuerſation 
ſhould ſet before their auditors and ſuch as obſerue their ations 
the way to Chriſt andeternall happineſle, Daxel the laſt,

*K| bcrnaclesbcing then celebrated, the Archangd 
Gabriel told Facharias the Prieſt, of the concepr 
tion of 70h the Baptiſt, which ſhould be the oa 
of acrier in the wilaerneſ/e. Anda little afrer,chat 
is about the Autumnal equinoRiall, 79x the Baptiſt was cone 


ued,fixe moncths before our Sauiour, The next yere alter nl 
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the moneth of luly,he was borne. Six moneths after that,our Sa-+ 

niour Chriſt was borne. In which yeare Facharias the father of 
75m Baptiſt, was ſlaine in the vpper court berweenethe Altar and 

the Temple,for ſaying, That our Sautour C hriſt was borne,and 

That A/arie his mother was a virgin, 1att.z3. Wherefore Elj- 
-abeththe wife of Facharias, fearing the crueltie of Heradand of 
the Phariſes,about that time when the young infants of the Beth- 
Ichemites were {laine,{he fied from Icruſalem roAdumim,as Nr- 

eephorius ſajeth, which was ſcituared in the wilderneſle betwcene 
Iericho and Icruſalem,where the priuatly brought vp her ſonne, 
which was 32 mutes. 

In the 3g yereot the natiuitic of Chriſt, and vpon the 24 day 
of Iune, /obn the Bapriſt being then 3oyeares of age, by the com- 
mandemeatotthe Lord tooke vpon him the miniſtrie: torie was 
not lawfull for anyto enter into that funAion beforethey were 
thirtieycares of age, Numb.4. Wherefore vpon theeight and 
twentieth day of September, it being then the feaſt of the Ta- 
bernacles,and about the middle of the laſt weeke ſpoken of by 
Daniel, Hee went trom Adumim to Bethabara, where he tooke 
vnon him the mini'teric of the New Teltament : Hanngs the 
chiefe Pricit being then newly entred intothat office, Luke 2. 
(which was about foure miles)and within a ſhort time after,thar 


is, vp" the ſeuenth day of October, being then the feaſt of 
Exptacion , our Lord and Sautour Ieſus Chriſt was baptiſed, 


when hee was fully thirtie yearcs of age, Luke 3. Fatthew 3, 
loin 1. 

In the year? following, which was the one and thirticth yeare 
of the Natiuitic of Chriſt, alittle before the feaſt of Eaſter, the 
Synedrion of I:ruſalem-ſent meſlengers vnto Tohn, hee then 


remaining at Bethabara, ro know whether hee was the Chriſt, 


or Fl:as, or ſome other Prophet, Johnthe firſt. Vpon the cigh« 
weenth day of September, the ſame yearc, 79» entred vpon 
he ſecond yeareof his miniſterie : About which time Cajaphas 
began to enter, vpon the ofhce of the high Prieſt,and the Saddu- 
ccs and Phariſes toy perſecute /9hn Baptiſt. \V herefore he depars 
ted from Bethabara,and went to AEnonaa citic in Galibe, which 
was 24 mules.

Afterthar Joby had preached publiquelyand freely, by the 


ſpace ofa whole yeare and two moneths; about the monethof 
December, and the end ofthe firſt yeare of the Miniftrie of our 
Sauiour,by the commandement of Herod, he was taken and led 
priſoner from Aron tothe I ower of Macheruntcs, which was 
28 miles; where heremained vntill his death. So all his Travels 
were 88 miles. 


Of the townes and places to Which he rrauelled, 


Of Adumim. 


Dumim,or Adcummim(as it is in 7oſpuacap.15.)wasa Tower 
tewelue miles from leruſalem towards the Eaſt , Rituated in 

the Wilderneſlethat is betweene ITeruſalem and Iericho ; ſocal- 
led becauſe of the multitude ofrobberies and murthers that were 
done in that place : for D a wc, {1guifieth 4{ood. Here the poore 
man that Chriſt mentioneth Zuk. 10. fell amongſt theeues; and 
here Eliahcontinued when he was fed by the Raucns, & drunke 
the water ofthe riuer Cherith, 1. Kinz.1 7. which was a notable 
type of 1ohnthe Baptiſt, wſto lived in a caue in this place, Thi 
caue ſtood cloſe by the Garden of Engedi,where in former times 
the Academie and Scholz ob the Prophets E/zah and El:ſhawss 
kept : here the Efleis (which was a Sect amongſt the Jewes) allo 
continued,who led a Monaſticall kind of life, and gaue them 
ſclues wholly to prayers and good workes; vnder whoſe dilch 
pline and inftrution John was brought vp. Aatheſirs wilely 
obferues,that ofall other the Eilcies would neueroppole Chnk, 
but were a people that liued chaſtly and honeſtly according to 
the cuſtome of the Nazarites , with all diligence reading the 
Scriptures, and auoiding idlenefle asa great temptation of the 
divell,giuing them(ſcluesprincipallyto the ſtudie of Phiſick. Ab 

ter this ſort was John brought vp,and led his lite, 


of Bethabaya. | 


His was a towne ſcituated vpon the Eaſt ſideof theriuer Iot 
dan, 16 milesfrom leruſalem towards the Eaſt, where ther 
was either a Bridge or a Ferry to paſle oucr lordan: trom whe 
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this place was called Bethabara, being deriued of B arrn,s 
weſt; and AnaR andpaſlaze: wherforeata certainetime,there 
beingaſſembled inthis place a great concourſe and congregati- 
on of people, /ch1 did firſt enter vpon the miniſterie of the New 
Teſtament , and taught the people the dofrine of repentance 
and baptiſme. Here El:.c: the Thisbite, who was a type of John 
the Baptiſt, was taken vp into heauen in a ficriechariot. Here 
John ſpoke with the meſſengers that came to inquire, Whether he 
was the Chriſt or not ; to whom he anſwered, That he was nci- 
ther Elias nor a Prophet ot the Old Teſtament, but the voice of a 
crier inthe wilderneſle, 105.4. 1/.49. Andin the ſame place where 
the Prieſts ſtood with the Arke ofthe couenant whiles 1oſhuaand 
the children of Ifracl paſſed over lordan, hn baptized Chriſt, 
the true Arke ofthe couenantof the Throne of grace, 19ſþ.3.4. 
Natth, 4.Luk.z.Heb.9.

Histowne ſtood vpon the Welt {ide of the river of Tordan, 

42 miles from leruſalem-Northward,a little on this-ſide of 
the ſca of Tiberias,neere the mouth ofthe river Iaboch, whereit 
falleth into Iordan,in which place was great aboundance of wa- 
ters. Here alſo 19hn ſometimes baprized,oh.z ; it being two miles 
from Salem where Jacob in times palt dwelt,Gex.33. Ofthe mee- 
ting together of the waters this towne was called Ainon,ot Ain, 
which l1gnities an eye,and a fountaixe that ſpringeth as it were from 
ameyey, 

Of Macherms or Macharuntes. 


\ Acherus-was a towne of Perza, beyond lordan, 20 miles 

from leruſalemtowardsthe Eaſt ; ſcituartedin a high moun« 
taine : being deriued of M ac ut x angthatis,a ſword. This was 
vneof the chiefe caſtles of Herod Autipas,whoobrained thechicfe 
commaund in the citieof leruſalem,Pl.{b. 5.0.16. In this place 
/obn Baptiſt was beheaded);as 7oſeph. (aith,lib. Antiq.18.c.10,And 
although his Diſciples buyied his bodie thereabouts, yet long af 
ter the Chriſtians remoued his bones & reliques to Sebaften,that 
15, Samaria, wherc they were the ſecond time buried with great 
honor 


i. 
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honor &reuerence. Afterward (as Nicephorus & Theodor. ſaith) his 
bones were taken vp againe by 1u//ax the Apoſtata , and burr, 
Thereare manie other chings that are written concerning his re- 
liques,which(becaule of the vncertaintic otthem)I omitro ſpeak 
of. and will proceed to a turther deſcription of this citie. , Aley- 
ander king of the Jewes firſt built and tortifiedit, and then mg 
king warre againſt Ariſiobuls, it hapned to be deſtroyed by Gas 
bins one of his Captaines, and ſo continued dcſolate til] Herody 
time,who rebuilt = rowneand the caſtle, and tortihed it with 
ſtrong walls and high towers, euen a hundred and {1xtic cubitsin 
heigth , ſo that a man could ſcarce ſeeto the top of it. But, that 
God might reuenge the bloudof his Saints, ar ſuch time as lery- 
ſalem and the Holy land was left deſolate, Lncizes Baſſus (a nobk 
Roman) cameto this citieand beliegedir ; during which liege, 
Ba//us rooke a certaine young man which was a Prince of the 
lewes called Eleazer,and cauled a Croileto be fer vp on purpoſe 
to haue crucified him: bur they which were beſieged in the town, 
ſeeing the pittifull Jamentations this young man made,promiled 
Baſſrs,it he would ſparc his life ro yeeld vp the towne, whichhe 
did; ſothe Caſtle being taken,thegates ot thecitie were {ctopen. 
Burthe Romanes fell to the {laughter without mercie, and put to 
the ſword 1700 perſons, beſidesthere wereagreat multitudeof 
women and children carried thence into caprtiuitic , as Jo/ephu 
(lib. de Bello. 1nd. 7.cap.25.) afhrmeth. 

T here were mante goodly wells, and ſtately buildings within 
this citic: there is cutoutinthe Caſtle a Rue tree of an admirable 
greatneſle. And inthe valley vpon the North ſide of the cite, 
the roote Baaras is found,preſenting both in colour and figures 
flame. There arealſo found manic hote Bathes and fountains 
of wholſome waters. But aboue the reſt 7o/ephs maketh ments 
on of onein a caue,where two ſtreames iſſueth , as it were outol 
two duggs; the one hote,the other cold : which two waters being 
mingled together, are verie wholſome/and cure manic difealy, | 
bur principally the ſhrinking of che ſinewes. And this ſhall fub 
fice concerning the Traucls of 79h the Bapriſt.

Px —Rom Bethlchem thechilde Teſus was brought to 
& & S leruſalem,and there prefented in the Temple, 
=; dy Anno Mun.3967,which was!1xe miles. 
| <7 From lcrulalem 7oſephand Mary ( whenthey 
JJ 9 | had accompliſhed all things in the Templeof 
" the Lord) carried the childe Ileſus to Nazareth 
in Galile, which was C4 miles. 

From thence Joſeph and Mary brought Ieſus backe againe to 
Bethlehem,which was 72 miles. 

Vpon the ſecond day of lanuarie,inthe ſecond yeare after the 
natiuitieof Chriſt,the wiſe men of Perſia brought gifts and wor- 
{hipped him. A little after, thatis, abourthe Ides of Ianuarie 
luſt the night before the commaund came from Herod to kill the 
innocentchildren, 7oſeph and Mary went with the childe Ieſus 
through the mountains and deſarts of ludza,into Egyptto Her- 
mopolis,inthe land of Goſen; which was reckoned from Beth- 
Ithem 296 miles. 

From Hermopolis in Egypt (after the death of Hered ) Teſus 
was brought back againe by his parents to Nazareth in Iudea, 
which was aboue 368 nules. 

When Ieſus was twelueyeres of age,he went with his parents 
from Nazareth to Ieruſalem, to the feaſt of the Paſſouer , which 
was G64 miles. 

And when his parents had loſthim, and found him againein 
the Temple among the learned, then he continued in obedience 
vntothem, and went with them from Ieruſalem to Nazareth; 
which was 64 miles. So his Trauels were 934 miles. 

Concerning the zownes and places mentioned in his Trauels, 
you may reade beforcin the Trauels of the Virgin Marie:

= uenth day of Oftober,in the middle of the laſt weeke 
ſpoken of by Danzel.ca.g was there baptized : at whoſebapriſme 
$1 teſtimony of the ſpirit deſcended down vpon him in the like- 
neſſe ofa Doue ; which was 52 miles. 
From Ilordan,leſus was led by the ſpirit into the wilderneſſ, 
to be tempted ofthe diuell,and there faſted fortic dayes and for 
tienights : attheend of which time,the diuel! came vnto himand 
tempted him. How this wilderneſſe was called, the Euangeliſ 
doth not ſpecific : but itis to bethoughtthat it was the deſfartof 
Arabia Petrza,& that our Sauiour Chriſt faſted ypon the mout- 
taine of Sinai, where Moſesand Eliah faſted fortie dayes and for- 
tie nights, Exed.24.1.Reg.1g. For this Deſart extendeth it (elk 
from the borders of Mgyprt and the Red ſea, to Jordan, where 
Tobn baptized; and from thence by the countrey of Trachonitis 
to the mounraine of Libanus.Therfore our Sautour Chriſt might 
that preſent ſeuenth day of October whereon hee was baptized, 
come iato this wilderneſle ; and by lirtle and little goe thence 
to mount Sinai, which was 136 miles. Forthere was no place 
more fit for Sathan to temptour Sauiour in,then where the Law 
was dceliuered, which is the power of {inne : for although the 
Sonne of God was without {inne,yet he took vpon him the ſinns 
of all the world, Zeuit. 16. eh. 1. 1ſa.53}. So then our Saniour 
Chriſt (according to this ſupputation ) continued in the Delart 
from the ſeuenth day of Oftober tothe ſixteenth of Nouember, 
which was fortie daics and fortie nights. Epiphani:es Li6.2.Tom.l. | 
Hereſ.s1. faith, that our Sauiour Chriſt was baptized vponthe 
cighth day of Noucmber , which was the twelfth day of the mo- 
neth Athyr among{tthe Egyprians: butthis ſuppucation is falle 
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and alrogether repugnant to the certaine Mathematical cal- 
culation. 

Wherefore vpon the ſeuenteenth day of Nouember, our Sa- 
uiour Chriſt hungred, Marth.q.Mark.1 .Zuk.4.and then the diuell 
with an extraordinary boldnefle came vnto him,and carried him 
from mount Sinai with great violence through the ayre, and ſer 
him vponthetop ofapinacle of the Temple in Teruſalem,which 
was 126 miles : this pinacle was ſo exceeding high , as youmay 
reade in the deſcription of Icruſalem, that whoſocuer looked 
downe from it into the valley of Cedron, their eyes dazled, and 
it ſeemedas though there had beene clouds in the bottom ofthe __ - 
valley ; for it was lixe hundred foot from the bottom to thetop. "+ I

From this place the diuel bad our Sauiour Chriſt throw himſel / 
downe &c. Matth.4. 0/00 

From the pinacle of the Temple the diuell rooke our Sauiour / / 
Chriſt,and ſet him vpon a high mountaine: bur what hill itwas,  # 
or how it was called, the holy Euangelift dothnot ſct downe. 
The inhabitants of the Holy land thinkeit was thehull thatſtood 
betweene Bethel and Ai ; vpon which hillin times paſt Abrahams 
dwelt,Gen.13 : but that hill is not verie high, and there are manie 
higher hills inthe Holy land; wherefore 1t is to be thought thar 
he was carried vponthetop of that high mountaine Nebo,which 
was alſo called Piſgah,and ſtood twenrie foure miles from Teru- 
ſalem towardsthe Eaſt, where God ſhewed vnto Aoſesall the 
Holy land beyond Tordan, Deut.34. And in this placeas God 
had [hewed Moſes,ſo the diuel ſhewed our Sauiour the kingdc ms 
of the world,and theglorie ofthem, ſaying, All theſe will I giue 
thee &c. Itisto be thoughtthat all theſe ſharpe temptations of 
the diuell were done in one day. 

This hill Piſgah is diſtant from Bethabara eight miles, where 
lohnthe Baptifi baptized and bare witneſle of our Sauiour Chriſt 
Joh.1. Now afterthe diuell had left him, and the Angels had 
comforted him,he camethence vnto 7ohn,which was cight miles, 
and 7ohn (aid vnto his Diſciples, Behold, this is the Lamb of God 
which taketh away the ſinnes of the world, Ioh.1. So theſe Trauels 
were 1 49 mules.

Jl vntill they were paſt thirtie yeares of age. Now 
=Yy| our Sauiour Chriſt in the moneths of Ianuarie 
and Februarte,being then paſt thirtie(for he was 
full thirty vpon the 2 5 day of December)he began to teach pub- 
Aiquely,but yet he had no Diſctples,neither had wroughtany mi- 
racles. In the moneth of March 7ohn Bapriſt teſtified of Chrif 
before the Pricſts and Leuites ; 4nd within two dayesafter,Chrift 
- being then preſent, /ob» laid, Bchold the Lamb of God that takeths 
way the ſinnes of the world 5c, Within a while after , Chriſt went 
thence towards Canah 1n Galile, in which iourney he rook vnto 
him ſome Diſciples (that is to lay, Andrew and 1obn the Euan 
lit,and,as ſome thinke, Peter, Philip, and Nathaniel ) neereto the 
towne of Pethel wherethe Patriarch Jacob ſaw a Ladder reaching 
from carth to heauen (for Chriſt maketh mention of this viſion 
in that iourncy,) which was 32 miles, 7oh.2 : where he gracedthe 
marriage with a notable miracle,turning fixe pots of water(con- 
eayning 168 gallons and three quarts,or thereabouts) into wine, 
John 2. 

After,he went thence with his mother and his diſciples to C 
pernaum, which was 20 miles. But he ſtayed there but a whit 
for the Paſleouer of the Iewes was at hand, 1oh.2. 

In the beginning of Aprill Chriſt went from Capernaumto 
Ieruſalem,to the feaſt ofthe Paſſeouer, which was 56 miles , and 
there caſt out ofthe Temple the money changers, and thoſethat 
ſold ſheepe, and oxen,and doues init. This was done about 6 

earesafter Herod Aſcalonits king ofthe Iewes had rebuildedand } 


wrified the Tem = ; of which you may reade in /oſephmth 
Antiq.1 5.cap.14.10Þ.2. 7% 
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This firſt Paſſeouer of the Miniſtric of our Sauiour Chriſt, of The ff 
which you may reade 70h.2,was celebrated vpon the ſixth day of O—_— 
April,and continued till the thirteenth day ofthe ſame moneth : of Chriſte. 
during which time, our Sauiour Chriſt did manic miracles, inſo- 
much that manic belecuedin his name, and amongſtthereſt, j- 
eodemus, who cameto him by night and reaſoned with himcon- 
cerning the kingdome of God. Nicodemus ſignifies the widtorie 
of the people. 10h.3. Arthis time he continued in Teruſalem till the 
moneth of Otober, and there celebrated the feaſt of the Ta- 
bernacles , and preached the acceptable yeare of the Lord, 
Eſa.61. 
4d feaſt of the Tabernacles being ended, Ieſus with his Di- 
ſciples came into Iudea, thatis, he went from Icruſalem and be- 
gan to teach in Tudea; and his Diſciples baptized, 10h.3.4. John 
alſo baptized at this time vpon the borders of Galile, necreto 
ludea, twoand fortie miles from Ieruſalem towards the North, 
vpon the Eaſt ſide of the riuer lordan, for he was not yet caſt in- 
to priſon. Therefore Chriſt choſe him a place to teach and bap- 
tizein,vpon theriuerof lordan, neereto 7#hw; that they might 
meete and conuerſe together. A little after, the queſtion was 
mouecd concerning purification ; and 7ehn began to preach of 
Chriſt; and that hee was the Sonne of God, and Spouſe of the 
Church. In this Sermon, hn (in manie places) called himſelfe 
the friend of the ſpouſe : from whenceir is euident, that Chriſt 
and 7ohnin the moneth of Nouemberdid oftentimes meete and 
conuerſe together. 
In the moneth of December,Chriſt being aſlured of the capti- 
nitic of 7ohy the Bapriſt (Matth.4. Mark. 1.) and of the perſecuti- 
on andfalacies of the Phariſes ( 7ohn 4.) went from Iordan and 
returned into Galile, by the prouince and countrey of Samaria. 
In which countrey hecameto Jacobs Well, which ftood cloſeby 
Sichar,in formertimescalled Sichem,abour ſome ten miles from 
lordan towards the Weſt ; in which place he ſpake with the Sa- 
maritan woman (this hapned ſome foure moneths before Har- 
ueſt ) and after went into Sichar , and continued there forthe 
| *-ſpace oftwo dayes: and after,returning into Galile,wasverie ac- 
Ee 2 ceptably 
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acceptably entertained of the Galileans, becauſe they , formerly 
hauing ſcene his miracles doneat Icruſalem, were joyfull ro fee 
him there. 

\W hen he had trauelled from Sichar to Canah (a citic in Ga, 
lile the lower,which was thirtietwo miles, where hee had chan. 
ged the water into wine) there was a certaine Ruler came to him, 
whoſe ſonne lay licke in Capernaum ,, which was twentie miles 
diſtant,and befought him to heale his ſonne; our Sauiour told 
him that his ſonne was made whole: ſo he belceued, & his ſonne 
was made whole the ſame houre. This was the ſecond miracle 
that our Sauiour Chriſt did, 7oh,4. It is thought this Rulers name 
was Chuza, of whom there is mention Luke 8, and was Herods 

rocurator ; whoſe wiucs name was called 1ohanna,which ſign> 
fieth grations, This woman miniſtred of all her ſubſtance vato 
Chriſt,70h.4. So theſe Trauecls are 1 92 miles.

Of Canain Galile_S. 


His was a citie in the lower Galile, where our bleſſed Saniour 
Chriſtturned water into wine, being diftant from Teruſs 
lem threeſcore and eight miles rowards the North. Theplace 
where our Sauiour wrought this miracle is to be ſcene vntillthis 
day; butitis within the ground, and you. muſt diſcend by cr 
raine ſteps before you can comeatit,becaule (as it ſeemes ) there 
hauc been manie Churches and buildings ſer vpon it ; whichbe 
ing ſundrie times ouerthrowne, the ruines of them have railed 
the earth in ſuch ſort, that the auncient place is as it were hidden 
and laid vnder the carth, as likewiſeis the place ofthe Annuntis: 
tion, of the Natiuitie of our Sauiour Chriſt, and manie other 
where he wrought miracles; to which they doe diſcend downe 
vnderthe earth by ſteps. Vpon the North ſide ofthis town ſtood 
a round hill,and vpon the South a goodly plaine being called | 
Canain Galile,to puta diſtintion betweene it & another townt 
calledafter the ſame name, which ſtood vpon the borders of 
TyrusandSydon,in the Tribe of Aſer; in whichgthe Cananitilb 
wormal 
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wornan or Syropheniſhan dwelt,which beſought Chriſto heale 
her daughter who was poſleſled of a diuell, Aazth.1 5, Afarke 7. 
which was called Canah the greater,as this was called Canah the 
eſſe,and werediſtant cach from other, 44 miles. 

Canah was fo called, becauſe round about it grewReeds, and 
there were manie mooriſh and wateriſh grounds, whereofthe 
towne tookethe name: for C a na n (ignifiess Reed; whichis a 
fit rype of the Church : for as our Sauiour C hriſt, at this towne 
(whichſtood in a mooriſh and reedic place) graceda marriage 
with an cxtraordinarie miracle; ſo likewiſe wil he grace the mar- 
riage of his Church, (though troubled with miſeries and afliti- 
ons in this world,toſſed to & frolikea wauering Reed) with the 
glorions preſence of tys gracious countenance, and in the world 


to come crowne it with cternall glorie. 


Of Capernaum. 


e © His citie was ſo called from the pleaſant and comfortable 
ſcituation ofit.lIn the Hebrew Text Matthew calls it Caphar- 
nacum,that is,the towne of comfort; being deriued of N o c u Am, 


which ſignifies conſolation. In this rowne our Sauiour dwelt af- 
ter he had left Nazareth, and in it wroughtmanie miracles; as 
the healing of the licke,the caſting out of diuels, and ſuch like, of 


which you may reade Marth.8. Marke 1. 10h.4.Luke 5.7. Itſtood 
in the land of Geneſereth, vpon the Weſt and North fide of Ior- 
dan,in an angle of land ioining to the Sea of Galile,fixeand fiftie 
miles from Jeruſalem towards the North, in the Tribe of Ifla- 
char : and, asis thought by ſome, iuſtin the midſt of the twelue 
Tribes. Matr.9.calleth it the citie ofour Sauiour. And that Chriſt | 
was no ftranger but an inhabitant ofthis citie, it is manifeſt, Ae. 
1 7 ; where Chriſt(when he gauetributeto the Magiſtrates of this 
Citie) asked Peter, faying , Of whom doe the kings of the earth take 
tribute or poll money ? Peter ſaid, of ſtrangers : then quoth he, the chil- 
dren are free. Tet nexertheleſſe &5e. From whence may be gathe- 
red that he was an inhabitant , not a ſtranger in Capernaum. It 
had vpon the North ſide of it,the three Tribes Nepthalim, Aer, 
and Zabulon ; vpon the Sourh,Beniamin,Iuda, Dan, and Sime- 
on ; vpon the Weſt, Iflachar,Ephraim,and the halfe tribe of Ma- 
Be 3 naſles 
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naſles : and vpon the Eaſt, Reuben, Gad, and the aabes half 


Tribe of Manaſles : ſo that our Sautour Chriſt dwelt inthemig8 
ofthe tweluctribes of Iſrael. Furthermoreit was a goodly market 
town,and had as well relation to Tyrus and Sydon (twotowng 
ofthe Gentiles, which was within 44 miles of it) asto Ieruſalem:; 
from whence may be venhed thatſaying of Eſaycap.8.9,The land 
of 7 ebulon and Nepthalim, neere the way of the Sea beyond Tordan,ans 
Galile of the Gentiles; a people which ſu in darkeneſſe and in the 
of death,ſaw agreat light. This towne is therefore juſtly calledche 
citie of comfort and conſolation ; ſince our Sauiour Chriſt dwelt 
there, who with his doQrineand preaching retrelhed andcoms 
fortedall ſuchas were atHidted with the burthen of their ſinnes, 
But the great men that were inhabitants of this citic,had morers' 
ſpec to their priuate profit , thento the doctrine & miracles that 
Chriſt wroughtamongſt them: from whence it came to paſle, 
that they did as it were negle& and contemne that good which 
God had offered vnto them ; which made our Sauiour ſay, And 
thou Capernaum,which ſeemeſt to bs exalted vp nts heauen, ſhaltbe 
84ſt downe into hell : for if the miracles had bin doxein Sodom and Gt 
morah which hawe bin done in thee, they had continned vntill this dyy, 
verily,uerily I ſay unto you,tt ſhal be eaſier for Sodom and Gomorahin 
the £ of tudgement than for thee, Matth.1 1. For there was no ſuch 
benetit offered to anie citie,neither ſuch honours and digniticsgs 
wereto Capernaum,our Sauiour himſelfe dwelling there : whets 
fore, for their ingratitade and impictie,this citic hath diuers tims 
bin waſted and deſtroyed, as well by the Romanes as other nath 
ons; ſo thatat this day this glorious citic is become lo deſolate, 
that there is ſcarce cight houſes ſtanding,and they allo like ſmal 
ſheds. 
Of Sichar. 

[N ancienttimethis town was called Sichem,of which you map 

reade more both in the Trauclsof Jacob and Abimalech. Aﬀet, 


itcameto becalled Sichar , according to the opinion of Lui 
vpon Geneſes, becauſcthe inhabicants of that countrey wereg | 
uen to pleaſure and voluptuoulneſle,the greateſt part of their 

light being in drinking and quafting : for Sichar, being deriued 
ofS @ u Ac x angligniticthiobe dravke ,orinordinately to bom 
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low [weet and pleaſant wine, of which therewas greatplentic in 
that towne,madeof theiuice of apples, the fruit of Palme trees, 
and honey,which may very well reſemble Hipocras,or 

lin,as ſome authors haue it. And although bythe incurſion of 
the Romancs ir was vtterly waſted and lett deſolate, yetin ſuc- 
ceeding times it was oe avs called Nicapolis, that is, anew 
towne. Itis ſcituated verie pleaſantly , and aboundeth with all 
manner ofdelights; bur itis vnfortified , neyther can itby anie 
meanes befortified : neyther haue the inhabitants anie helpeif 
they be oppreſſed by the enemie butto flie; for itis ſcituatedin 
the middle of a valley,betweene two high mountaines, ſo that a 
man may fling a ſtone from the top of oneof them into the — 
About two Bowes ſhoot without the South gateof thisrowne,s - 
to be ſeenethe fountain or Well of 7a6ob,vpon the brim of which 
our Sauiour Chriſt ſare when hee was weanie, as we may readein 
the tourth of 1ohn. This Well ftandeth iuſtin the way as Pil- 
grims trauell to Ileruſalem. Vpon the right hand, aboue this 
Well,there ſtanderh a mountain of an exceeding height,deuided 
into two topps, the one of them being called Gerizim , the other 
Heball. In mount Gerizim, the Parriarch 7ſhwa built an Altar 


2nd the people ſtanding vpon mount Heball, hee cauſed the 
whole booke of Deutcronomieto be read ouer, with the ble: 
{[ingsandcurlings , ſothatall the pu le might heare them: for 


thus wee readein 79.8, The one halte of the people ſtood cloſe 
by mount Gerizim ; and the other by mount Hebal &c, Dext.27. 
Theſetwo great Mountaines began vpon the right ſide of the 
Citie Sichar, and extended themſclues in length tothe Citie of 
lericho. 

Vpon theleft ſide of this Wellis to be ſcene the tuins ofagreat 
towne, whichis thought to be the old Sichem; and by there- 
liquesthat remaine there, it may beiudged to haue becnea ve- 
rie goodly citie: for there are yetto be ſcene certaine broken pil- 
lersiof Marble, as alſo large and ſpacious buildings, whichin 
times paſt without queſtion haue beene goodly things, and ſtan- 
deth wonderfull pleaſantly; the ſoileround abourit being verie 
fertile and fruitfull, oncly there is want of water. This towne 
lycth ſometwo Bowes ſhoot from Sichar, and ape” 
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ofthat placeiudgethis Sichar to be Thebez, where Abimalech dj. 
cd,1udg.g. Not farre from 1acobs Well, is to be ſeene that piece 
of ground which Jacob gaue to 1oſeph, more then the reſt of hig 
brethren,Gen.48. Itisa long valley, verie fruitfull and pleaſant, 
where there lies buricd ina certaine faire garden, the bones of 1& + 
cob and loſeph,which were brought out of Egypr,1oſh.24 : there. 
liques of which ſepulchre are yet to be ſeene. Mount Garizim ox 
Gerizim,is ſo called from the cutting downe oftrees : for Ganay 
ſignifies tocut downe. Vpon this mountaineis to be ſeene (euen 
to this day) the place where the Temple ſtood that was built 
S$anballath,dedicated to Inpuer Olimpries, 1n —_ of the Tem« 
ple of Ieruſalem. Thechicte Pricft of this Temple was one Me. 
naſ/es.a fugitiue ofthe ſtocke of Lew. This Manaſſes was brother 
to /addus,chicte Prieſt of Ieruſaiem,of whom you may reade Ne- 


hem.1 3. Butſome two hundred yeare after the firft foundation, 
Tobn Hircanus high Prieſt of leruſalem vtterly deſtroyed it tothe 
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The Trauels of our Sautour Chrilt in the ſecond yeare 


of his Miniſterie ; which was the two and 
thirtieth yeare of his age. 


PN the moneth of Ianuarie, Chriſt went from C+ 

| nain Galileto Nazareth, which was cight mile. 
84 Hcre, vponthe Sabboth day he went intothe 
S&H) Sinagoguc and began to teach ,inſomuch as the 
D] inhabitants were aſtoniſhed ar his do@rine: but 


the citizens being ingratefull,he went to Caper 
naum, acitie which he had choſen to dwell in before all others, 


Luke 4.Matth.4 : which was 12 miles,or thereabouts. 
In the moneth of Februarie hee compaſled abour all Galike, 


preaching the Goſpel ofthe kingdome of God, healing the ſich, 
and thoſe that were diſcaled amongſt the , Matth.4. In 


this viſitation our Sautour went to CzſareaPhilippi , which ws 


diſtant from Capernaum fortic eight miles towards'rhe North- 
Here Adatthew was called,as he was at the receipt of C —_—_ 
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andthe woman was healed of her bloudieiſſue, Matth.g. Butthat 3 

Matthew was called about this time, the circumſtances of the 
times doe make euident; for a little after the ſecond Paſſcouer of 
our Sauiour Chriſt, the ſame Matthew was choſen to bean Apo- 
ſtle, Luke 5,6.Matth.g.Mark.2. Inthe moneth of March,theinha« 
birants of the townes which Chriſt viſited in Galile, brought vn- 
to him manie that were poſleſled of diuels, and afflited with 0- 
ther diſeaſes,all which he healed : inſomuch that therefollowed 
him a great companie out of Galile and Decaplis, and from Ic+ 
ruſalem,and ludea,& of all the countries beyond Iordan. Mate. 4. 
Thus having finilhed this viſitation, as it may be thought, here- 
turned backe againe to Capernaum where he dwelt, as I haue 
ſhewed before,which was 48 miles; for Czſarea Philippiſtood 
ſo tarre fram Capernaum. 

A little after theſe things were finiſhed , was the feaſt ofthe 71. rwcons 
lewes, /ohn 4.and leſus went vp to Teraſalem, 7ohn 5, to celebrate Paſſeouer of 
the feaſt of the Paſſeouer, which this yeare happened a little be- tw 
fore Harueſt,which was 56 miles. This ſecond Paſſeouer of the 
Miniſtrie of Chriſt fell vpon the ſix and twentieth day of March, 
at which time Chriſt celebrated che Paſſeover with his Diſciples, 
accordingtothe law of God. Here, vpon the Sabboth day, be- 
ing the laſt day of March,he hea'cd a certaine man that layby the 
Poole Betheſda,which had been diſeaſed cightandthirtie yeares,, 
1oh.5. Andatthe end of the Paſſeoner he went with his Diſci ples 
from leruſalem,through the corne fields : buthis Diſciples being 
hungrie began to pull theeares of corne,and to cate them; wher- 
fore the Phariſcs being offended at them, began to reprehendour 
Sauiour Chriſt and his Diſciples : vpon which followed the dif 
putation concerning the Sabboth, Luc.6.Matth. 172. 

Vpon the ſeuenth day of Aprill he wenton the Sabboth day 
to Perza, which countrey was mn the commaund of Herod Anti- 
p44,andthere he healed a man with a dried hand, Zuc.6.Mar.z.. 
Thecountrey of Perza beyond lordan is diſtant from Ierufalemr 
rwwentie miles. 

But when the Herodian Councell heard that hee had healed a 
man on the Sabboth day, they ſought occaſion how they mibbr 
doeto put him to death : wherefcre our Sauiour i 
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thenceto the ſea of Galile,which was 40 miles. Here he wentyp 
into a mountain not far from Capernaum, and cholethe twelue 
Apoſtles, Luke 6.cA/arke 3. And then vpon this mountaine hee 
preached vnto the people, which reſorted thither vnto him out 
of the country roundabout, whom they heard with great dili 

ence and attendance. This ſermon being ended,he came down 
| ul the mountaine, and healed the man that was licke of the 
leproſie.He alſo went into Capernaum and healed the Genturj 
ans ſeruant, Matz.8.Zuk.7. Afterward Chriſt in the fame moneth 
of April,when the man whom he healed of his leprofic had pub- 
liſhed that miracle, hee went from Capernaum into the deſart 
which lay neerc vnto Bethſaida ; for there was a certainedelart, 
Uarke 1. Luke 7. In the monzth of May our Sautour went out 
of Calile towards Ieruſalem,to keep the teaſt of Penticoſt ; ſo he 
cameto the gates of the city Naim,which ſtood on the border of 
Samaria,and was diſtantfrom Capernaum 16 miles : here here- 
called the widowes ſonneto lite, Zuk.7. Andaftcr he went to Ie 
ruſalem,which was 48 miles, that he might celcbrate the feaſt of 
Penticoſt,according tothelaw of God, Exo.23. Thrice exery yeare 
ſhall enery male child appeare before the Lord thy God. T his fealtfell 
this yeare vpon the 15 day of May, forit behoued our ſauiour, 
according tothe law,togo cuery yerec to Ieruſalem totheſethree 
principal teaſts, That is, of the Paſleouer, Penticoſt,and of the 
Tabernacles.A little after the teaſt of Penticoſt, ob» Bapriſt(be- 
ingthen in priſon) hauing certaineintelligence of the miracle 
thatour Sauiour wrought vpon the widdowes ſonne at the gates 
of Naim, And of other wondertull miracles that he did at leru- 
ſalem,andin other places in Iudea; ſent two of his diſciples from 
the caſtle of Macharuntes, to aske him the queſtion, VVhether 
he was the Meſha or no ? ſo when they came vnto him, and deli 
uered their metlage : At that time hee cured many of their ſick 
neſſe and plagues, and euill ſpirits, and to many blind men kee 
gaue ſight ang : And Ielus ſaid vito them, Goe your wates and 
cell lohn what things you haue ſcene and heard,that the blind ſee, the 
halt goethe leapers are clenſed,the deafe hearegthe dead are raiſed,and 
the poore receiue the zoſpell: And bleſſed is he that {hall not bee offens 
ded in me Matthew 1 1.Zuke 7. At this ſermon it was thought he 
COnuct- 
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conuerted the ſinner that waſhed his feere, and poureda box of 
pretious oyle vpon his head, Zuke 7. 

In the moneth of Iune our Sauiour Iefus Chriſt went with 
the twelue about fiftie and fixe miles out of Iudeainto Galile, 
and there in diucrs cities and trownes hee began to preach and 
reach the kinegdomeof God. Atthis time there were diuers wo- 
men followed him, whom he had healed of cuill ſpirits, and of - 
their infirmities,but principally Marie 17agdalen,out of whom he 
had caſt ſcuendiuels zand 794 the wife of Chuza, Herods Procu- 
rator, and S»ſanns : all which miniſtred vnto him of their ſub» 
ſtance, Luke 8. 

Now when hee had trauclled from place to place ſomecer- 
taine time, and viſited many cities and townes thereabout, . he 
returned backe againe to the citie of Capernaum, where it is 
{aid thatour Sauiour Chriſt dwelt; and there diſpoſſeſt the man 
of adiuell,hat was both blind,lame,and dumbe, Marr.12.Mar.z 
Luke 11. And going thence to the ſea, hee recited eight parables, 
CMatt.13. Mark.q.Luke 8.1n the euening of the ſane day,he went. 
fix miles, into the countrie of the Gaderens, Mark.4.ZukeB8. The. 
next day betimes in themorning he went out of the [hip intothe 
countrie of the Gadarens,and healed two that were polleſſed of 
diuels, 2ſatt.2.Marke 5.Luke 8. 

Out of theſe two hecaſta legion of diuels, and ſuffered them: 
to enter into a heard of {wine,which they carried headlong into- 
the ſea : preſently our Sautour Chriſt went thence (ix miles, into: 
the - of Gennelereth, where there were a great multitude. 
vpon the ſea ſhore, not far from the citie of Capernaum, that 
expe&ed his comming, Aarke 5.Zuke 8.within atewdaies after, 
about the n—_ the moneth of Iunc,hce entred into Ca- 
pernaum,and there healed theman thatlay ſicke vpon his bed of 
a dead pallie, Hatt.g.arke 2.Zuke 5. atter hee wentto ſea, and 
| taught the multitude that came to him, Marke 2. 
| From Capernaum he went to Czlarca Philippi,which was 48 
| miles, where being inuited toa banquet by Matthew, heceate a. 
mong Publicans and ({tyners,and confuted the Phariſesand Johns + 

diſciples. In the ſamecity hereſtored the daughter of /airms to like, | 
HMat.g.Mar.2.Luk.y. &as he went Ha reſtored two men : 
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to their ſight,and caſt outa diuell, Matth.g. 4% 

Aboutthe end ofthe moneth of July, our Sauiour Chriſt wene 
from Czfarea Philippi to Nazareth, which was 36 miles; where 
becauſe of the ingratitude and contempt of thecutizens, hee did 
no great miracles, Marc.6. Matth.1 3. 

In the moneth of Auguſt our Sauiour Cſtriſt went from Nazg. 
reth towards lerufalem to the feaſt of the Tabernacles, and ashe 
went viſited the rownes and cities neere adioyning. Now when 
be ſaw that they wanted teachers, it being at this time the ſecond 
Harueſt,he ſaid vnto his Diſciples, Zoe the Harueſt is great, but the 
labourersare few e3c:and he lent his dilciples out into the harueſt, 
Matth.9.Luc.9. 

Of this ſecond Harueſt you may reade Exo4.23, where God 
commaundecd the people that they ſhould obſerue the feaſtof 
the Tabernacles,when inthe endof the yeare they had gathered 
in all the fruits of the fields. Alſo in the 23 of Lewiicws it is thus 
written, From the fifteenth day of the ſeuenteenth moncth , when you 
hane gathered all the fruits of your land , you ſhall celebrate unto the 
Loriyoas God ſeuen dayes, (5c. 

From Galile our Sauiour Chriſt came to Icruſalem,which was 

64 miles : where from the twentieth ro the {clic and rwentieth 

day of September he celebrated the feaſt of the Tabernacles, ac 

Abourthe 18 cording to the law of God. Thereſt ofthe T r2ue!s of our Sauk 
Ten our Chriſt; and the miracles that hee wrought in theſethreelaft 
the practiſes moneths of this yeare,c#z.in October, Noucmber, and Deceme 
ofSeiare .. rfor their great multitude cannot be deſcribed. So the Tra:

Of C eſarea Philips, 
His citie is (citnated notfar from the foor of the mountaine 
Antitibanus, i 04 miles from Ieruſalem tuwards the North, 
cloſe by the two Wells of lordan, Iorand Dan : vpon the Eaft 
{ide of this Citie theſe two ftreames meecte and make the nuet 
lordan. | 
| 7hly 
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Philip the Tetrarchof Traconitis called this citie after his own 
name, Philippus; and in honour of the Roman C2ſars, hee ad- 
ded the name of Czlaria : Tiberias at this time being Emperor 
of Rome. In times paſt it was called Laiſch,or Lais, which fignt- 
fies 4 rarening and roaring lion. But the tribe of Dan hauing con- 
quered R—_— rebuiltit againe,the called it Dan; and the inhabi- 
rants of the holy Land, Lxchem Dan, as you may read inthe 
trauels of the Danites.Bur this towne(as it is reported by ſuch as 
haue trauelled into the holy Land, andby the authoritie of Ye- 
lateran) notwithſtanding theſe names, is often called after the 
nameof Belenas: Here(as Euſebius, Jozomenus and Nicephorus 
fay in their Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtories) the woman thatwas diſeaſed 
with the bloudiciflue, was healed, by touching the hem of our 
Sauiours garment :which woman in token of thankfulnes for ſo 
preata benefit,and in memory of ſucha notable miracſe,cre&ted 
in this citie(a little without the gates of her houſe) aſtone pillar, 
on which ſhe cauſed to be ſet the image of Chriſt, made of braſs; 
and behind that,ſtood the image of this woman (which had bin 
diſcaſed 12 yeares with the bloudy iſſue) bowing her ſelfe at the 
feet of our Lork.and rouching the hem of his garment. They al- 
ſo ſay,that theregrew certaine hearbs about this pillar, whereby 
miracles were wrought,thirtie yearesafter it was ſetvp.But 7ulias 
the Apoſtata hauing intelligence of theſe things, cauſed thoſe 
images to bee broken downe, anderefted his ownein the ſame 
place.But ſooneafter there hapned ſuch an exceeding thunder, 
that fire falling from heauen ſtroke this image(thus ſte vp by this 
cruell tyrant) vpon the breaſt, and caſt thehead and the necke 
thereof with great violence vpon theearth. Theſe things happe- 
ned in Czſarea Phillippi. Vpon the borders of Czfſarea Phi. 
lippi, our Sauiour Chriſt asked his diſciples, ſtying, Whom dee 
wen ſay that I am? Mait.G. Toſephu aieth, Antiqlib.20,cap.6. A- 
grippa king of the lewes did much inlarge Czfarea Philippi, in 
the honour of Nere,and called it after lis name,Neronia : but it 
retained notthatname long, 
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Of Per aa. 


PeErra or Peraia, wasthe vttermoſt part of the Holy land,jn 
which were the Tribes Gad and Reuben : ſeperated from the 
reſt of Iudeaby the riuer Iordan , and vnder the ſubiefion and 
gouernement of Herod _Antipas. It was fixteene miles from, 
ruſalem towards the Eaft : and was ſo calledof Þ s n a n, which 
ſignifies beyond,or wpon the other fide, Plim.lb.4. cap.1. Th thecaſtle 
ot Macharuntes, ſtanding in this countrey, 1x Baptiſt was be- 


headed. 
Of the Seaof GalileS. 


T His Sea lay 44 miles from Ierufalem,towards the North:pe 
preſenting vpon the bankes in figure,a Harpe,from whence 
it was called K1nx ArzTH, that is, the Sea of the Harpe, Num.3h; 
for Kinnox lignifiesa Harpe. Towards the North it extended 
it ſelfe into ſome breadth, bur rowards the South it drewgntoq 
ſtraight Angle; and was called the ſea of Calile, becauſeirbor- 
dered ypon Galile. It was alſo called the Lake of Genelerethybe 
cauſe of thepleaſantneſſe and fruitfulneſle of the ſoyle whichly 
vpon the North ſideofit. It is called (94.6.) the Sea of Tiberiss 
from thecitic of Tiberias which ftood vpon the ſhore of it. | 
was but foure mile and a little more broad, butin length fromthe 
North tothe South it was twelue miles. Vpon the Eaſt ſideithad 
the towne Chorazin ,and ypon the Weſt Capernaum, And(s 
Toſephus faith) the water ofthis ſea was verie ſweet and pleaſant; 
from whenceit came to paſle,that filhes did greatly aboundini, 
and there were manic flkers that liued thereabouts only by fil 
ing in that ſea. There were manie other cities beſides thoſerw 
before mentioned, that ſtood vpon this ſea; as Bethſaida, Mig 
dala,Tiberias, and Trichza; theſe ſtood vpon the Weſt: vpul 
the Eaſt,ftood Iulia and Gadara. 


Of the holy Monntaine neere Capernanm in Galle. 


A Poutamilefrom Capernaum towards the Southweſt, is 
be ſcene an exceeding high hill, Randing vpon the ſhored 


| the ſcaof Calile,bewtified with manie hearbs and flowers hy. 
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uers kinds, being very fruitfull and ng ſelfe in 
Icngthalmoft two bowes ſhoot,and in breadth one. From this 
hill one might haue ſcene the whole ſea of Galile, the countries 
of lrura = Trachonitis,cuen tomount Libanus,alſo the moun- 
taines Sanirand Hermon,and a great part of the vpper & lower 
Galile. Here alſo theinhabitants of the holie Land ſhew a cer- 
taineſtone, vpon which they ſay our ſauiour Chriſt did vſa? 

ſit when he preachedto the people ; which ſtone the Chriſtians 
call the table: here wasthat ſermon made ofthe eight Beatirades 
CMatt.5,6.7. Luke 6:Here were the twelue Apoſtles choſen, Lake 
6. Marke 3. And our fauiour Chriſt deſcending from this moun- 
raine, in the ſuburbes of the citic of Capernaum healed a man 
that wasinfeed with leprolie. 

About thirtie paces from the foote of this hill, thereriſeth a 
fountaine which is compaſled about with a wall,and is thought 
to be a veine of Nilus, becauſe they find in it ſuchkind of fiſhes, 
the like whereof are notto bee found in any other place but in 
Nilus. Joſephus calleth this ſpring Capernaum, and likewiſe all 
the plaine (whichis very pleaſant and fruitfull for the ſpace of a 
milc,cuen vnto Ina Td on the ſame name, becauſe it is ſubie& 
ro the iuriſdiftion of that citic. About twentie paces from this 

wall,vpon the ſhore of the ſea of Galile, there is ſhewen aplace 

where (they ſay) Chriſt appeared tothe ſeuen diſciples after his 

relurreion,and askedthem,whether they hadany meate? And 
about ten paces from that, is ſhewen a place where they ſay,the 

diſciples of our ſauiour cameto land, and they drew vp in their 

nets a great draught of hſhes,&c. John 21. 


Of Naim.” 

Neoin fgnifies fruitful and pleaſant: It ſtood 48 miles from 

leruſalem towards the North; and typically repreſenteth 
the condition of this world. For the children of this world liue 
in allmanner of pleaſures and delights, neuer thinking of any 
ſorrow till death ſeiſeth on them, but then that onerturnes all,and 
thoſe delights become loathſome vnto them : Notwithſtanding 
this onecomfort we haue Jeft vs, Hope in Chriſt Ieſus ; who, 'as 
he raiſed the widowes ſonne(at the gates of this citie)fromdenh 
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to life, will by his mightic powerraiſe vs againeat the laſt day 
from the bowels of the earth, and make vs partakers with him 
of 2 heanenly habitation. It ſtood in the land of Sarmaria,andin 
the tribe of Iſſachar; about two miles off it, ypon the Eaſt ſide, 
ſtood mount Thabor; and a little fromitvpon the South ſide, 
ftood mount Hermon the leſſer ; and extended it ſelfe thence 
vnto the ſea of Calile, which was fixteenc miles.,, Of theſe two 
hills you may read inthe 89 P/alme. And abouttwo miles from 
Naim towards the Weſt,is Sunem to be ſcene, to which the Pro- 


phet El/eus ſometimes reſorted, 2.Kmg.4q.

(34a or Gederah,in Hebrew ſignifies munition. And {e 
times it is taken ts compaſſe about, of Gapa nr kehabbekgeh 
or compaſſed about.Saint 1erom (aicth,thatin his time ( thatis 408 
yeares after Chriſt) this was a veriefaire citie,and ftoodin anex- 
ceeding high mountaine, vpon the Eaſt ſide of the ſea of Galike 
ond Iordan, in the halfetribe of: Manaſſes, ſome forticeight 
mules from Ieruſalem towards the North, and is to bee ſeeneat 
this day. Strabo ſaicth(in /iſextogeogr.)that cloſe by Gadara there 
is a venomous lake,of which what beaſt ſoeuer drinketh, hee im- 
mediatly looſeth his hornes, his hooues,and his haire ; and there- 
fore there are many that thinke that this lake became thus veno- 
mous, becauſe of the two thouſand ſwine that were drowned in 
it, when our Sagiour ſuffered the diuels to enter into them,,Matt, 
8. Marke 5. Luke 8.Cloſe by thistowne ſtood Geraſa, which was 
alſo called Gergeſa, 47art.8.fo called(as ſome thinke)of Gireaſw

Of Geneſareth, 


His was a countrie bordering vpon the Northweſt ſideof 
the ſea of Galile, from whence this ſea was called, The lakeof 
Geneſareth, Luke 5.This land was very pleaſant and fruitfull, as 
if it had beenea Princes Garden, bringing forth faire Apples, 
Pomegranats,Palmes, Oliues, Vines, and diuers other kindsof 
pleaſant fruits, faire and goodly to the eie : and therefore not 


Mithout cauſe, was it called the Garden of a Prince; beings

eand fiftie miles towards the North,as 
you may reade Matth,G. (5 14. The chiefecities of this countrey 
were Capernaum and Bethſaida; of which cities though in for-

"£1 beginning of this yeare winteredin thatplace : 
\&J*| ſorhar (as it may be gathcredout of the Euan- 
9 | 2eliſts) he continued there the molt part of Ia- 
—* nuarie and Februarie, and now the Springap- 
proching,1 little after the death of Saint Joby the Baptiſt (who,as 
tt isthought, was putto death betweene the midft of Winter and 
the Spring,nor long before the feaſt of the Paſſeouer ; lo that hee 
liued two yeares anda halte in his Miniſtrie) hee wrought manie 
notable miracles,not farre from thecitie of Bethſaida. The ſame 
timethe feaſt of the Paſſcouer drawing neere (which was the 
third Paſſeouer ofhis Miniſtrie ) he went thence ouer Iordan,and 
ſo beyondthe ſea of Tiberias, Matth.1 4. Mark.6. Zuke 9. At this 
timethe Apoſtles of Chriſt being diſperſed through all Galile 
and Iudea,teaching the Goſpell of the kingdome of heauen,hea- 
ringofthe miſcrabledeath of 79bn the rages , about the begin- 
ning ofthe moneth of April, returned withall poſsible ſpeed out 
of cuerie part to our Sauiour Chriſt, that ſo they might be ſecure 
againſt the tyrannic of Herod, Mar.1 4.Mar.6, Zuc.g. Allo the Di- 
ſaples of 1ohncame vnto himandtold him ofkis death and buris 
all, Matth.1 4. 

Our Sauiour Chriſt therefore hauing by this meanes certaine 
intelligence as hee was betweene Fethſaida and Tiberias, ofthe 
death of $. 29hn Baprtift,in the w_ of April he a

and paſſed about foure mileto the further ſide ofthe ſea of Calle, | 
where,ina certain deſart, he fed hue thouſand men with five bar. 
ley loauesand twohthes, 79.6. 
From thence he returned back againe to the ſea,and ſo to Ca. 
naum,which was foure miles: here he madethat long ſermon 
of the ſpirituall eating of his fleſh, Mar. 1 4. Zac.9.1oh.6, _ 

From thence he wentto leruſalem,whichwas 56 miles, tothe 
feaſt ofthe P aſſeouer, being the third Paſſeouer of his Miniſtrie. 

Vpon thethethirteenth day of April being Sunday,accordin 
tothe Eccleſiaſticall computation,Chriſt (as God command 
celebratcd the third Paſſcouer of his Miniſtrie for the ſpaceof 
cightdayesin the citic of Ieruſalem,that is, till the twentieth day 
of the ſame moneth. 

After the feaft of the Paſſeoucr,the Iewes tooke councell how 
they might put him to death, 79þ.7. wherforeaboutthe end of A 
pril, he departed thence, & went 56 miles into the land of Galle. 

In the month of May, after the controuerlte that hapned cot- 
cerning the tradition of theElders(becauſe of the falactes & con- 
tentions ofthe Scribes and Phariſes) he departed thence into the 


borders of Tyrus and Sydon,which was 56 miles, Matth.1 5,and 


there entred into a houſe,and would faine haue been private; but 
there wasa certaine womanthat was a Grecian of Syrophceniſh 
came vnto him and intreated his aid, Marc. 7. 

But our Sauiour hauing a determination to depart from this 
lace,this woman was verie importunate that he would diſpoſ 
feſſe her daughter of a diuel ; which ( becauſe of her importunk 
cie)he did, Aat.i5. And afrcrhe went thence into the conntrey 
of Trachonitis beyond Iordan, going thorough the borders of 
Decapolis,and comming to the Galilean ſea, and in the wayhee 
healed one that was both blind and dumbe, Aarc. 7. and theres: 
ſcending vpinto amountain, he cured many that were blindand I} | 
lame, &the third day after fed foure thouſand with ſcuen loauss 
anda few h{hes, Mat.1 5. Sothis ionrney was 64 miles. 

Afterward in the ſamemoneth of May he went intoa {hip and 
lies thence intothe parts of Dalmatia, and vpon the borders of

dala,which was foure miles, hce propounded the ſigneol 


the Prophet 1onabto the Phariſes and Sadduces, Mar. 1 5.05 16. 
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From thence he ſailed to Berhſaida,which was foure miles,a 


into a towne,hecured a blind man of his ſight, Mare.8. 

Abouttheendofthe month of May,Chrift wentto Ieruſalem, 
which was 56 miles; where, vpon the ſecond day of Tune,hce 
kept the feaſt of Penticoft,according as God had commaunded, 
Exod. 23. | 

The feaſt of Penticoſt being ended, he returned from Ieruſa- 
lem into the countrey of Galile to Capernaum, where hce dwelt, 
which was 56 miles. 

In the ſame moneth of Iunc,he wentthe ſecond time vntothe 
borders of the Gentiles, where Peter in the name of all the Diſci- 
ples vpon the confines of Czſarea Philippi, made that notable 
confelsion, ſaying, The art Chriſt the ſonne of the ling God, Luc.g, 
Capernaum is diſtant from Czſarea Philippi 48 miles. 

Six or (as Zukeſaith) cight daycs after,our Sauiour in the mo- 
neth of Iune went to the mountaine Thabor, w# ſtood 48 miles 
from Czſarca Philippi towards the Southweſt, where he was 
transfigured; and the next day after he cured the Lunatick, and 
caſt out a diuell, Mat. 7. Marg. 5 

In the month of luly Chriſt walked into Galile,and there con- 
firmed his dofrine with manie wonderfull miracles, which did 
greatly amaze his Diſciples ; where he put them in mind of the 
croſſe andofhis death, Mate. 17. Luc. 9. 

From thence hereturned into Capernaum,which was ten miles 
from mount Thabor: at this time Peter went to the Lake of Ge- 
ſreth,and there caught a filh,in whoſe mouth he found a Stater, 
which was worth 1.5.vj.d.in our money,Matth.1 75.Herealſo our 
Sauiour Chriſt madea long Sermon, wherin he reprehended the 
pride and arrogancie of his Diſciples,and withall taught the do- 
Arine oftheremiſsion of ſinnes, Matth.12.Marc.Luc.g.* 

In the moneth of Auguſt he had a full determinationto make 
aiourney through Samaria into Iudea, and fo by little and little 
(viſitingthe Churches ashe went) to goeto Icruſalem tothe feaſt 
of the Tabernacles, 79h.7 : but when hecame to Samaria, which 
was ten miles from Capernaum ; NP —_ would not re-

by the way headmonithed his Diſciples to take heed of the lea- 


uen of the Sadduces and Pharifes, Afat.16. and as he wasentring 
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__— ceiuc him,becauſe he made as though he would goto lerulalem; 


wherefore he turned aſide into Galile, Zuc.g9.And as he was there 
viliting the Churches,there camea certaine man vnto him , ſay. 
ing, will follow thee whither ſoeuer thongocſt : but Chriſt anſwered 
him,ſaying, The Foxes haxe holes, and the fowles of the heanens bane 
neſts ;, but the ſonne of man hath not where to hidehis head, Matth, 8: 
And toanother leſus ſaid, Follow thou me : but he anſwered; Let 
me firſt goe and burie my father. There was another alſothat would 
hauc followed Chriſt , but he would firſt goe take his leaue of his 
friends, Lac. 9. 

In the month of September, about the time of the ſecond Har- 
ueſt,which was next before the feaſt ofthe Tabernacles, Lew.24, 
Chriſt began his laſt viſitation throughout all the land of Iudeaz 
at ihich time he ſent forth ſeuentic of his Diſciples into Galile, 
to prepare the way, and ſo diſperſed labourers into his harueſ, 
ſaying, The harweſt is great, but the labourersare few, Luc.19, This 

eech ſcemeth to be taken from the preſent condition of the 
time: for it was now harueſt timeit being a little before the Vers 
nall cquinoRiall. | 

About the beginning of Oftober, when the feaſt of the T& 
bernacles drew neere , the Diſciples and thoſe that were ofthe 
kinred ofour Sauiour according to the flelh,went vpto the feall 
but he remainedin Galile ; notwithſtanding alittle after he went 
priuily vp : now betweene Galifeand Ieruſalem were accounted 
fixe and fiftic miles, 7.7. Vpon the ninth day of Oftober wa 
this feaſt celebratedin Jeruſalem : and being now halfe paſt, our 
Sauiour Chriſt taughe publiquely in the Temple, 7h.7. Vpon 
the fifteenth day of October, it being the laſt day of the feaſt of 
the Tabernacles,and the Sabboth day,he taught the ſecond time 
publiquely in the Templey and ſo contin 2 - — and dor 
ing miracles in leruſalem vntil the feaſt ofthe Dedication,which 
was kept about the middle of Winter. Marth.g. 

In the month of Nouember he preached daily in the Tem 
&at night wentto themountof Oliues, where he reſted, whi 
was abouchalfe a mile from Icruſalem, and cucrie morning re 
turned backeto the Temple. At this time there came vnto him 
eerraineScribesand Phariles, who brought a woman whibal 
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| beene larely taken in adulterie,and ſaid vnto him, Maſter , what . 


ſhall we doe with this woman &c ? Andhe anſwered, Hee among 
you that is without finne, throw the firſt fone at her, Tobhm 8. About 
this time alſo were the Sermons concerning the power of the 
Sonne of God,and a greatdiſputation between our Sauiour and 
the Jewes, /oþ.8.for which cauſe they would haue ſtoned him. In 


the moneth of December Chriſt wintered in Ieruſalem,andreci- 


red the parable of the ſheepe, /0h.10: alſo vpon the Sabboth day 
2 little before the feaſt of the Dedication hee healed a man that 
was borne blinde, 1oh.9. . 

In this feaſt the ewes (being angrie becauſe he had healed the 
blinde man vpon the Sabboth day ) compaſled our Saviour a- 
bout as he was in Solomons Porch : and when they heard our Sa- 
uiour confeſle openly that he was the Sonne of God,they began 
ro grow into a furic,and for verie anger would haueſtoned him 
ro death. Wherefore our Sauiour Chriſt-went thence beyond 
lordan,and continued there the reſt of the Winter, /ob.10. But 
before he went from leruſalem, there were returned vnto him 
certaine ofthe ſeuentic Diſciples, whicha little before(in the mo- 
neth of September) he had ſent abroad; and thereatthat time he 
recited the ſimilitude of the man who deſcending from Ieruſa- 
lem to Tericho fell amongſt theeues. This {imilitude ſeemethto 
be taken from the preſent occaſion; becauſe our Sauiour Chriſt 
going from Icruſalem beyond Tordan, was to paſſe thorough 
great wilderneſles juſt in the way as they goe thence to lericho, 
lobs 19. 

Atthe fametime he went from Ieruſalem to Bethania; which 
was almoſt two miles,and there viſited Maryand Martha, where 
Martha miniſtred vnto him ; but Mary ſitting at his feet gaue di- 
ligent heed to his dodtrine, Luke 19. 

At this time he tooke his leaue of theſe two liſters, and went 
thence to Bethabara beyond Iordan,where John baptized, which 
was 16 miles,itbeing now about the midſt of Winter, Chriſt at 
this time being about 33 yeares of age. . 

lamnotignorant that thereare manie which referre that long 
tourney ofour Sauiour Chriſt when hee wentto viſite all Indea, 
the ſending forth ofhis Diſciples,and diuers other miracles men- 
Ft 3 tioned 
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tioned from the ninth chapter of Luke to the ſixteenth, to the be. 
ginning ofthe following yere. But I am of opinion thatall thoſe 
thingscould not haue becenedone within the compaſle of toure 
moneths,and beforethe feaſt of the Dedication : ſo that it muſt 
needes betharthe ſcuentic Diſciples were ſent forth before the 
feaſt of the Dedication ; for after the feaſt of the Dedication 
(which was celebrated in the midſtof Winter, 7oh.10.)there were 
but two moneths betweene it and therailing vp of Zazarms, in 
which thorttimeall thoſe things which are deſcribed by Zake, 
could not polsibly be accom pliſhed, eſpecially conltdering that 
our Sauiour Chriſt wintered ſome time in Bethabara , and there 
taught the mulritudethat came vnto him, 7ch.2.50 thele Trauch 
ofour Sauiour were 596 miles,or thereabours, beltdes the diners 
vilitations and iournics hee went hither and thither : which be-« 
cauſe of the great multitude of them, it was not poſsible for the 
Euangeliſt to ſet them downe. 


Of the tones and places to which he trauelled. 


of Bethſaida. 


Ethſaida,ſignities the houſe of hanting: being deriued of Barry 

a houſe, and Z. a 1», bnn:ine, from Z o v , hehath hunted : for 
from this place went the Fiſhers and Hunters which fiſhed and 
hunted through the world, /erem.16. .In this towne dwelt three 
Apoſtles, Peter, Andrew,and Philip,1oh.1. It was (cituated vpon 
the Welt fide of the Galilean ſea;in the Tribe of [fMſachar,fifticfix 
miles from Teruſalem towards the North. And becauſe of thea- 
boundance of Fiſhes that were in the fea of Galle, Peter and 
Andrew became Filhers,and in that vocation gat their living, till 
our Lord and Sauiour Chriſt madethem fiſhers of men, Matth4. 
Luke 5. Beforethe birth of Chriſt this was but a ſmall rown,and 
without doubt was ſo called from hunting ; becauſe cloſe by it 
ſtgod a wilderneſle that did greatly abound with wilde beats, 
As the Tetrach of Trachonitisand Irura made this a fairect- 
tic, which in honourof 7#l:a hee called Iuliades. This tulia was 
the daughter of _Anguſtus Ceſar, and wife of Tiberias. Philip 
allo brought manic inhabiragts thither , who dwelt in —_— 
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But when Herodthe Tetrach of Galile, and brother of this Phu. 
lip , had builded 'p Bethara ( which ſtood beyond the river Ior- 
dan on the Eaſt ſide of the Sea of Galile) and called it by the 
name of luliades, in honour ofthe ſaid 1a; this townereedifi- 
edand rg by Phalip , was called againe, in thetime of our 
bleſſed Lord and Saujour Chriſt, after the auncient name Beth- 
ſaida, and ſo conrinueth to this day. From hence it is manifeſt 
that the ſea of Galile was ſubie& to the gouernmentof boththeſe 
Tetraches, fince vpon the{hore thereot on both ſides they had 
citics ſtanding. 

I doe thinke the wilderneſle, or wood and land neere adioy- 
ning to Bethſaida, is called ltura, of 7&r the ſonne of 1/hmael, 
Gen.25; orelſe from the compaſle and roundnefle of it : for 
T v xin Hebrew ſignifies a circle. Bur that Itura ſtood vpon the 
Welt {ide of the {ca of Galile, thoſe that haue beene at the Holy 
hand can teſtihe. | 

This citie of Bethſaida hath an auncient water courſe com- 
ming from a riuer not farre fromit, which Joſephws calleth little 
lordan, which talleth intothe ſea of Galile , juſt in the mid-way 
betweene this towne and Capernaum, the channell whereof ap- 

eareth to this day. Belidethe manie Sermons whichour Saui- 
our Chriſt preached here,hedid manic notable miracles, Mar.8. 
(c.Bur for the ingratitude andimpietic of the citizens, the curſe 
of our Sauiour fell vponthem , Wobe to thee Chorazin,wo be tothee 
Bethſaida: for if the miracles had been donein Tyrus and Sidon which 
hawe beene done in thee, they had long ere this repented in ſackcloth and 
aſhesg*gzrily,cuerily 1 ſay onto you, it ſhal be eaſier for Tyrus and Sidon 
in the day of indgement than for you, Math.1 1.Luc.1o. This Prophe- 
ſie ofour Sauiour Chriſt fell vpon them ——y : forafter 


divers and ſundrie ouerthrowes and deuaſtations,this towne be- 
came vtterly vnpeopled , and , as Brittenbacchus ſaith, there are 


ſcarce {ixe houſes ſtanding in it atthis day. 


Of Chorazin. 


T His citie alſo ſtands vponthe further ſide of Iordan, cloſe by 


the ſea of Galile,inthe ſamecountrey as Capernaum ftands: 
Ff 4 for 
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for the citie of Chorazin ſtandeth vpon the Eaſt fide of the riuer 
lordan,where it falleth into the ſea of Galile; and Capernaum 
vpon the Weſt, inthe halte Tribe of Manaſles, ſome ſixteen miles 
from the citicof Ieruſalem towards the North. This citie alſo 
negle&ing the preachings and miracles of our Saviour Chriſt, 
felt the beaci: and force of the curſe of the Sonne of God, Mat, 
11.Zxc.19. For thereis not atthis day a houſe to be ſcene; only 
ſomernins where itſtood. Chorazin doth denote a Dukedome 
or Principalitie,from C o u and R a z o n,a Prixceand Duke:for 
Ro 2s 2 (ignifies« laborious Prince. Jerom- turning this word 
RozszzintoR a z 1;calleth it a ſecret myſterie,or my ſecret. 


Of Tiberizs, 
Iberiasſtandeth vpon the Weſt {ide of the ſea of Galile, 48 
miles from leruſalem towards the North. Before the birth 
of Chriſt it was called Kinnereth,thar is,che citie of the Harp; after 
which name the Lake of Tiberias, or Sca of Galile is called, 
Numb.1 4. But Herod the Tetrach of Galile,at whoſe commaund 
lJohnthe Baptiſt was beheaded, did bewtifie this citie with manie 
faire buildings,and compaſleditabout with ftrong walls,andat- 
ter Tiberias C eſars name calledit Tiberias. Healſo gathered this 
ther manic inhabitants, and indowed it with mame large priu 
l:dges. Foralthough this place before the reſtoring of the citie 
was verie filthie and impure, by reaſon of the dead bodics both 
of men and beaſts which lay in that place; from whence it hap- 
ned that the ewes ſhunned this place, as vtterly vnlawfull, and 
durſt not dwell there: yet notwithſtanding Herod with ſingular 
;nduſtrie and diligence remoucd all that filthineſle , and in that 
verie place built vp this citie, both faire and ſpacious:partly with 
gifts, partly with faire ſpeeches alluring manic Iewes to inhabite 
therein. Manie poore people alſo built themſelues houſes ar their 
ownecharge,and thoſethat had no children gaue way vntothe 
hberticof' Ne Citie ; bel1des, manicrich and noble men were con- 
ſtrained to remoue their whole families, and to dwell in this ci- 
tie: ſo that in ſhort time it became verie well pcopled,according 
r0 Joſephus lib. Aniiq.18 cap.4.Cy Egifiplib.2.cap: 3. 

Not aboue two miles from Tiberias towards the South, wo 
che 
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the ſhore ofthe ſea of Galile ſtood Tarachza, atown wherein 1s- 
ſephns dwelt. Now ithapnedthatthe citizens of Tiberias,vpon 
ſome diſcontent, and as it was thoughtat theinſtigation of one 
Clitus,fell into rebellion z of which /o/ephus hauing certaine in- 
relligence,he cauſedallthe ures of Tarachzato be lhur, leſt anie 
man going thence [hould diſcloſe his intentions, or anie com- 
ming from Tiberias ſhould mouethar citie alſo to rebellion; and 
then priuily ſent out a commaund to aſſemble all. the ſhipsand 
other veſſels that were vpon the ſea or lake, euen to the number 
of 230 hips; all which he cauſedro be manned onely with foure 
men a piece,and of a ſudden ſayled towards Tiberias. But when 
hecame within view ofthe citie,ſo that the citizens fromthe wall 
might diſcerne the ſhips,he leftthe oooy of the nauiea good way 
remote from Tiberias, and tooke onely one ſhip manned with 
ſeuen men,arid went cloſe to the citie of Tiberias,as it ſeemed, to- 
hauc had a parley with the citizens : but they ſecing ſuch a mul- 
tirude of ſhips,and the bold reſolution of 7o/ephw,ſuppoling that 
they had been ſufhciently manned, and conteined a great armie, 
were greatly affraid ; inſomuch that they caſt away their armes, 
and came ont of the citic with -humble petitions to Joſephs, in- 
treating him to ſpare the citie,and to take pitic ofthe inhabitants. 
Notwithſtanding he veterly refuſed to ſhew them anie mercie, 
valeſle they would deliucr vnto him the Ruler of the citie, which 

they did: o he ſerled the affaires of that towne, and tookethe 

Ruler thereof with him to Tarachza,where he committed him 

to priſon. 

But after , it being certainly found out that one Clitws was the 
priacipall author of this rebellion, he ſent Zeuyn one of hisguard 
withcommaund to apprehend him,and tocut off both his hands. 
Of which puniſhment Cl##s being certainly informed , with 
teares and prayers humbly beſought this Zewyn that he would 
ſpare one ofhis hands, and he would willingly looſe the other ; 
which with muchado was graunted him, vpon condition that he 
{(hould cut ofthis owne hand : ſo he tooke fis {word and cut off 
his left hand ; which being done, 1oſephws returned the captiuesto 
Tiberias,and receiued the inhabitants againe into fauour, and e- 


ucr aker reteined it in obedience. 
Veſpaſian 
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Veſpaſian allo inuaded this citie at ſuch time as he vndertooke 
his expedition againſt Ieruſalem, as it appeareth in 19/ephus, lib, 
de bello, Tnda. 17. cap. 16. But the inhabitants fearing iSpreat- 
neſle, willingly ſubmitted themſelues to his power, and opened 
vnto him the gates, going forth of the citie to meete him with 
great humilitic, giuing himand his whole armie intertainment 
into the citie, recciuing him with mulicke and ſongs, and with 
great acclamations and ſhoutes [ng him their ſauiour and 
protetor: which kind of curtefies, the Emperor tooke very lo- 
uingly ; andintoken ofthankfulnelle for this kindneſſe,he com- 
manded his ſouldiers (afterthey had broken downea great part 
of the wall vpon the South ſide) that they ſhould abſtaine from 
all manner of rapine and violence; fo thathee continued there 
peaccably, and wentaway peaceably. 

This citie to this day (as Berchards the monke faieth) isa 
fairetowne, ſciruated to the longitude, vpon the ſhore of the 
ſaid ſea, there being vpon the South ſide many wholeſome 
bathesand ſprings. And thereareto bee ſeeneallo many great 
ruines of decayed buildings. The landalſoround about it is ve 
ry pleaſant & fertile, abounding with Palme trees, Vines,Oliues, 
and Figs. This citic in auncient time was (cituated in the tribeof 
Ifſachar. | 


of Tyrus or For. 


His was the chiefe towne of Phoenici, diſtant from Teruſa- 

lem one hundred miles, towards the North. It was firſt buil- 

ded by the citizens of Sidon(becauſe of a ſedition that hapned 
in that city)2 40 yeares before the temple of Solomen,as loſephus 
ſaicth, iuſt in the place, whereat this day theruines of auncient 
Tyreare to beſeene. But afteritbegan to grow famous, which 
wasaboutſuch timeas Troy was deſtroyed,king Angenor remo- 
uedittoarocke which ſtood in the heart of the Mediterranean 
ſea,compaſled about therewith likean Iſland, Ezek.26. and be- 
ſtowed great colt in fortifying & building it. It ſtood round,com- 
aſſed with ſtrong wals, beautified with goodly buildings,& fair- 
y ſcituated, for > intertainment of ſhips; fe which purpoſe, 


on enery (ide there were many ſafe hauens and harbors made. le 
| was 
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was buta ſmall rowne, almoſt three miles about,and two miles 
wide : yer the greateſt mart rowne in thoſe parts, for Merchants 
relorted thither from all the three parts of the world (Europe, 
Alia,and Africa)as wel for the vttering as buying commodiriesz 
and was made ſo much the more famous, becauſe of the ſcituati- 
011 and ſtrength. It ſtood diſtant from the land of Phoenicia al- 
moſt two miles; vpon which continentthey had obtained a por» 
tion of land for the maintenance of the citic, containing 19909 
paſſes in compalle. The citizens allo being greatly inriched, be- 
cauſe of their trathque, built vp many faire cities and townesin 
moreremote parts, which they added ro their iurifuetion, as 
Leptis, Vrica,and Carthage, fcituated in Africa. They alſo buile 
Cades,which at this day ts called Caliz, as Plinie fateth, (ib. 5 .cap. 
19. being ſciruated in a very faire Iiland in the Mediterranean 
ſea,nort far from Hercules pillars; infomuch as the citizens of this 
towne hauing thus inlarged their command,andincreaſed their 
ſubtance; In euerie place they called themſclues Princes, and 
tooke vpon them to weare ſcarlerand purple, which colours in 
that place abouc all other colours, were moſt artificially dyed : 
And becauſe of the raritic of the,tranſported thence into manie 
countries more remote. But becauſe of their extreame arro- 
gancie and pride, it was twice conquered and ruinated : Firſt by 
Nabuch1lonoſar Emperour of Babylon: and then by Alexander 
the Great, as it appeareth in Luint.Curtius, iib.4. inthe life of 4+ 
lexanaer. 

Now the occaſion that i Alexander made warre vpon this ci- 
tic, was bzcauſe the citizens vpon a time ſending vnto him cer- 
taine Embaſſadours with a crowne of gold,in token of friend- 
{hip,and to congratulate his proſperitie (which he accepted ve- 
ry kindly,and gaue them royall entertainment,as to his friends) 
amonglt other things, heetold themthat hee would come vn- 
to their citie, and doe ſacrifice to their god Hercules (for the 
kingsof the Macidonians are perſuaded that they proceed from 
the ofspring of that god, and beſide he was commanded by att _ 
Oracle ſotodo)But the Embaſſadors of Tyre anſwered,thatthe 
Templeof Hercules ſtood without the city in Paxtzron, where 
aunckent Tyreſtoed ; ſo that the king might cafily come thither 
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to doe ſacrifice. But Alexander hearing theſe wordes, could nor 
containe himſelfe, butin a great anger anſwered, And doe you 
proude citizens put ſuch truſt in the ſtrength and ſcituation of 
your citic, that you thinke Iam notavleto cometo it with my 
armic by land ? You ſhall well perceiue within this ſhort ſpace, 
that you areſcituared vpon the continent, and that I will enterir 
& ſack it. With theſeterrible words the Emballadors departed; 

and ſhortly after Alexander tollowed them with a great& migh- 

tic armie. 

But when it was knowne that Alexander had vndertaken the 
ſacking ofthis citie,there were manie that thought it almoſt im- 
polsible for himto accomplith his defignes ; firſt, becauſe ofthe 
inconſtancie of the windes, and rhe vehemencie of the water, 
whereby all ſuch matteras they caſt intothe ſea to ic incit to the 
continent would be driven away by the viojcnce of the water. 
Againe,thecitie was com paſſed about with ſuch exceeding high 
walls,and fortified with ſuch ſtrong towers, that it was not poth- 
ble for him to bring anie Engines to batter them, or taſten anie 
ſcaling ladders toalcend them vnleſleit were by ſhips. Twice 
Alexander attempted by flinging into the Sea tnightic trees of Li- 
banus,and heapes ofthe ruins of auncient Tyre,to haue madea 
bridge to it,orelſc ioinc itto the continent, infomuch as the Ty- 
rians mocked the Macedonians,(aying, YV hat, can your king 4- 


lexander conquer Neptwnethe god of the ſea ?Forthe violenceof 


the [ca was ſo extreame that it carried away all things with it, and 
oftentimes broke the ſhips that were ioyned together to makea 
bridge,and drownedthe ſouldiersthat belteged & fought againſt 
the citie. During this lege, a citizen of Tyrus dreamt that their 
[doll 4pello would depart from.them ; whereupon they bound 
the Image of Apollo with a chaine of gold vnto the pillar where- 
on he ſtood,that he mightnor leave them. There hapned alſoa 
horrible oſtent amongſt the Macedonians: for a certaine ſouldi- 
cr breaking bread there tell from it ſome few drops of bloud ; at 
the hearing of which accident, Alexander was greatly amazed, 
vntill he was reſoſucd by one Ariſtandera verie skiltull Prophet, 
Thar if itiſlued from ofthe out-fide of the bread, it had betoke- 


neda hgauic cucntto the Macedonians ; but in regard thatit 
| : ſy 
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ſed from the inſide of the bread, it foreſhewed that hee ſhould 
forthwith conquer the towne hee had ſo long belicged : And fo 
ichappened; for when Alexander had belieged the citic for the 
ſpace of ſeuen m oneths, with great difficultic he wan it : but be- 
fore he could win it,he was conſtrained to vica greatmultitude 
of ſhips,and faſten them together with yron bonds,vpon which 
placing many engines of barteric, and other offentiue inſtru- 
ments,what with the mouing of the ſhips,and the extreame vio- 
lenceof the batterie,they ouercamethe citie. This exp:oit Alex» 
axdcr performed when he was 2 5. yearesof age, and about 392 
yeares before Chriſt. | 

There was one thing that Alexander did during his ſiege thar 
was memorable : for before any of his ſouldiers would attempr 
toalcend the walls,he went in perſon, with his crowne vpon his 
head,and in princely armour, and ſcaled a high towerot the ci- 
tie, where he expreſtan extraordinary reſolution z and by reaſon 
of his courage, did great hurtto the enemie, who perceiving him 
to bethe king, reſorted to that place in-great heapes, and ſhorar 
kim withall their might; but hee mantully defended himſelfe,. 
and compelled theenemieto flie.In this aſſzult there were 6000- 
of the inhabitants ſlaine : andafter hee had entred the walls, .and: 
ſackt the citie,he cauſed 2099to betyed to croſles and throwne-. 
into theſea, From whence may be gathered, That God by this- 
young Prince did accompliſh this great worke, thatthe prophe-- 
lies of the Prophets 1/4.23.Jerom.43.and Ezekiel 25.26. might 
be fulhilled, . 

Afterward, Alexanaer(as Plinie and Straboobſerueth)cauſed- 
the ſeato behilled vp,thatit mightbe no more an Iſland, and ioi-- 
nedittothe continent: vpon which place he cauſed Tyrusto be 
rebuilded, and com paſſed itabour with a wall fiue and twentic 
foot thicke,ſtrengthned with twelue towers,that it might be ſuffi; 
ciently fortified to oppoſe the incurſion of any enemy; ſothar 
it continued ſafe a long time after,andin thetime of our ſauivur- 
Chriſt was a fairecity,though irncucr attaind to the former dig- 
nitic and powerthat it had before Alexander conquered it. The: 
auncient citieof Tyrc: was diſtant from this cine about foure 
miles towards the South, Fr 
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Our Sauiour Chriſt being in the borders of Tyrus and Sidon, 
helpt a woman of Canaan, whoſe daughter had beenecruelly 
tormented with a diuell, Acatt.1 5. In thetime of Duoclefian the 
Emperour, there were many Martyrsput todeath in this citie: 
Andatthis timeit is called by the name of E/portadel 7 ur, that 
is,the hauen of Zur : as it was in theold Teſtament called by the 
name of Zor.In the ycare 1 100, when the holy Land wasitrthe 
hands of the Chriſtians,there was an Archbilhop of Tyre, vn- 
der whoſe gouernment were the Biſhops of Prolomais, Sydon, 
and Berytic &c. The holieman 0rizenlyeth buried in this cirie, 
in the Church of the holy Sepulcher,which is compaſled about, 
and fortified with a mightie ſtrong wall. Thereallo lies buried 
the Emperor Fredericke Barbaroſſo,who A.D.1 190, after hee had 
done many valiant ats, and fought manygreat battells for the 
Chriſtians, againſt the Turkes and Sarazens, being ouercome 
by Saphadinus the Sultons ſonne,and put to flight, was drowned 
the riuer of Suro, to the great gricte of his armic : Bur hee left 
behind him a famous report. Pope Alexander thethird(bcing a 
great enemie to this Emperor) in ſaint CAtarkes Church, in the 
citic of Venice, when this Prince ſubmitted himſelfe to his holj- 
neſle, ſethis foot vpon his necke, repeating theſe words : Thos 
ſhalt tread pon the Aſpe and wpon the Bazaliske e3c. Euſebins in his 
Eccleſiaſticall Hiſtoric ſaieth, that there are yer ſtanding in T 

certaine Marblepillars, and other pretious ſtones of a woke 
full greatneſle, that it amazeth ſuch as behold them : neere to 
which, there hauc beene many Chriſtians and Pilgrims putts 
death by the Sarazens. There are alſo foure wells of wholeſome 
and pleaſant water,ttanding not far from it, of whichwells you 


may read before. 


Of Jidon. 


*T His alſo was a citie of Phoenicia,ſcituated vpon the ſhore of 
' 4 the Mediterranean ſea, thirtic {1xe miles from Ieruſalem to- 
wardsthe North ; and tixteene from Tyrus. In times paſt it was 
afſigned to thetribe of Aſhur, and lay vpon the borders of the 
Phiſiflims,neere ro mount Libanus. Being called Sidon or Zi- 


don,of 7identhe ſonne of Cau4an,who firſt built it, Gem. 10.And 
ſignifies 
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ſignifies a hunter. It was a notable mart towne, wherein much 


Catin was made,which kind of ſtuffe was very pretious 2mon 

the Iewes : and itis faid, that Jeſeph of Aramathia wrapped 

bodic of our ſauiourin whiteſatin: Forin Matthew 27, itis cal- 
led Zadin, whichin Engliſh is ſatin. And as at this day the fineſt 
plaſſeis made at Venice ; ſo the fineſtglaſſein thoſe times was 
made at Sarepra, acitie that belonged ro the Sidonians : about 
which there ſtood many mines,of whichit is called Sarepta, as 


you may reade betore. 
This towne in times paſt was one of the chiefeſt cities ofPhce- 


nitia;Bur becauſe of the extraordinarie pride of the citizens, God 


aMficted them with diuers puniſhments, and brought in che 


king of the Perſians,who belteged it,and by treaſon wan it, and 


burnt it to the ground, as Diedors ficulus lib. 16. ſaicth, The 
citizens whereof, weredriuen to ſuch ſtraightes by the enemie, 
that there periſhed in the fier aboue fortiethouſand men. With 


ina while after Dariws(laſt Emperour of the Perfians) rebuilt it, 
but made it nothing ſo beauritul,neither fortified it in like maner 


as it was before: he ordained one Stratoto be king thereof;a man 
roud and arrogant. After,aboutthree hundred and two yeares 
be fore the nariuitie of Chriſt, 4/exandey being then but 2 4 yeares 
of age, hauing ouercame Darius that mightie Emperour of the 
Ps ar Iſla a citie of Cllicia, in a cruell and ſharpe war: Hee 
ſent Hepheſtion, one of his Princes, to the Sidonians with at» 
thoritie to depoſe Strato, and to let the citizens vnderſtand that 
they ſhould chuſe him for their kiug, whom they thought moſt 
worthie of that honor,as Lwint.Corti.theweth,l1b.4. Atthis time 
there was a certaine young manamongſt the followers of He- 
pheſtion,ln whoſe behalfe he moued the citizens that he might be 
their king ; but they refuſed, ſaying,it was not their cuſtome to 
chuſeanyto rule ouer them, bur fuck as was of the kings ſtocke 
and progenie. Hepheſtion hearing this aunſwere,greatly admired 
their reſolution and modeſtie, eſpecially when they refuſed to 
accept himto be their king, whom others had ſoughtto obtain 
with fire and [word , ſaying: Truely there is more requiredto 
rule and gouerne a kingdome, then to getit; but yet, nameone 
vnto me of royall diſcent,whom you would willingly recciueto 
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be your king. So they named vnto him one _Ubdolomins, who 
had beenc knowneto hauc becne of the kings ſtocke, by manie 
diſcents ; but becauſe of his pouertic he wasconſtrained to dwell 
in the ſuburbs of the Citic in a cottage, and had little elſe but q 
Garden to liue vpon. This man howſoeuer poore, and becauſe 
of that, ofmanic contemned; yet hee was knowne to be honeſt 
and of an vprighr life, following with all diligence his vocation, 
without ani regard of other buſineſſes ; infomuch as he was vt- 
terly ignorant ofall theſe ſtirres and combuſtions which had ſo 
lately vexed Alia. As he was now in his garden diggingandla- 
bouring, purging itof weedes, and planting hearbs ; Hepheſtion 
with the reſt ofthe citizens came vnto him, and brought him the 

robes and habiliments of a king. The poore Gardner ſtood a- 

marzed to (ce ſuch a companie of gallants come vnto him: but 

Hepkeſtiontold him, That the occalion of their comming was to 

makean exchange with him of thoſeroyall ornaments whichhe 

hadin his hands, for thoſe poore and foule garments which hee 

wore; therefore goe and wath thy ſelfe and returne. $0 he did, 

where immediatly they put vpon him thoſe royall roaies, and 

ſaluted him as their Soueraigne. After theſe things were finithed, 

quoth Hepheſtion, Now remember in what a ſtate thou art, no 

more a Gardner buta King ; and therefore take vnto theethe 
mind and reſolution of a king,that ſo thou mayeſt rule and go- 
uerne this citic as a man worthic of that honour ; and remember, 
that alrhough the liues and goods of thy ſubieRs areat thy come 
mand,yet by them thou waſt choſen, neither be forgettull of him 
that was the author of thy honour. 

No ſooner was heenthroniſed in the kingdom, but fame(who 
is more ſpecdie then a thouſand Poſts ) had diſperſed this newes 
through allthe neighbouring citics : ſome being thereby moued 
to admiration,and quickned in their ſtudies ; others ſtirred vp t0 
indignation and enute. Thoſe that were mightie and friendst0 
Alexander, contemned and diſfpiſed his humilitie and pouertiey 
and no ſooner werethey come into his preſence, but they bega 
to accuſe him for hisignorance : wherefore Alexander comman- 
ded that he ſhould comebefore him , where, after hee had well 
viewed the lincaments and proportion of his perſon, andc 
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not perceiue irany whit repugnantto the fame of his birth, hee 
demanded of him how it was poſhble that hee ſhould indure his 
ertie with patience. To which hee anſwered, I pray thegods 
_ continue the gouernment of this kingdomewith the like 
mind : fortheſe hands were ſufficient for mee to liue by : and as 
I had nothing ſo I wanted nothing. At which anſwere, Alexan- 
der the great was ſo well pleafed, that he not only gaue him all 
the Princely Iewels and Ornaments of the hrſt king,called $tra- 
zo, butalſoa great partof the bootice which hee tooke from the 
Emperour of Perſia, and added to his commaund all the neigh- 
bouring countries round about. This Hiſtoric haueT incerted 
thatthereby we might perceiue the mightiepower of God inall 
his workes; that can exaltthe poore, conrented with his cſtate, 
out ofthe very duſt, and can pull the mightic from their Throns, 
ſothe cuil! carpe and carein this world to gather riches, for the 
vertuous to inherite. Bur to returne to Sydon : This citie did 
ſo much incre.ſe, andgrew ſo famous in ſucceeding ages, that 
it wasthe chicfe towne (Tyrus onely excepred) in all Phoeni- 
cia, ioyning vpoa the Welt tothe Mediterranean fea, exten» 
ding it ſelfe towards the North and South, Ivingin a plaine vh- 
der Antilibanus, which mountaine lay ſome two miles off it; 
vpon the Eaſt. It oftentimes, becauſe of the pride of the inhabi- 
tants,feitthe wrath and puniſhing hand of God, as well by the 
inuaſion of encinics,as bckeneſle and dearth, according to the 
predictions of the Prophets J/ay 28,and Ezee.28. vntillatlaſtin 
ſucceeding ages it was vttcrly deſtroyed : the ruines of which 
citie remaineto this day,and make euident thatit wasa faireand 
ſpacious towne. 

Theres to bee ſeene yet tothisday a citic built out of the ru- 
ines of the former (though nothing ſo large as it) very ſtrong, 
and mightily fortified ; ſorhatir ſcemeth almoſt inuincible,if it 
hath men wherewith to defend it: vpon the one ſide it ioyneth 
to the ſea,and vpon the other {1de of it,thereſtandeth two migh- 
tie ſtrong caſtles, one of them ſcituated rowards the North, vp- 
ona very ſtrong rock, asit were in the heart of the ſea,the which 
was buileh certaine Pi!orimes that came out of Germanieto 
vilit the holie citie of Icrutuicun, The other of them was ſcituated 
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vpon. a hill cowards the South part of the citie, as well fortified, 
and no leſſe difhcult ro be conquered. Theſe two caſtles, with: 
the whole citic in_times paſt were in the hands of the Knight 
Templers.T he airc 1s pure,theland round abourit, is verie plea- 
ſantand fertile, abounding withall kind of good things nece(. 
ſaric tor the maintenance of lite and delight. Therealſo is found 
g:cat aboundance of grapes, which are verie delitious and plea» 
{antto thetaſt , whereof the wine Canamellais made. But be. * 
cauſe the Turkes and Sarazens are inhibited by theſtritlaw 
of their Alcaron from drinking of wine : therefore they ſuffer no 
vineyards to bee planted, neither the inhabitants to dreſſe thoſe 
vines that grow naturally. Before the Eaſt gate of the auncient 
citic which now lycth deſtroyed, there is built a Cha pell; in 
which place they ſay, the woman of Canaan intreated our ſaujs 
our Chriſt to calt out a diuell out of her daughter, Marr. 1 5. The 
mountaine Antilibanus beginneth cloſe by the riuer Eleuthe- 
rius, and cxtendeth it ſelte beyond Tripolis : and in ſome place 
it ioyneth ſo cloſe vnto the ſea ; that forthe ſtraightneſle of the 
waics, thoſe that trauell that way, can ſcarce paſſe In this citie 
was the faircſt purple in all thoſe parts, nay as ſome authors af 
firme the like was not to bee found inthe world, of which you 
may read Pl.1b.9.c.35. 


Of Cana SyroPhamecea. 


His towne which was called Cana the great, was ſcituated 
vpon the borderof Tyrusand Sydon 1 12 miles fromlerts 
ſfalem towardstheNorth ; ſcituated in the tribe of Alhur, foure 
miles from Sydon towards the South, and three from Sarepta 
rowards the Eaſt. In this towne the Syropheniſſan dwelt, that 
beſought our ſauiour Chriſtto heale her daughter that was pol- 
ſeſled of a diuell, I7atr.1 5. 24ar.7. It was called Cana,to puta 
difference betweene it and another Cana ſcituated in Calilerhe 
lower : In which citic our ſautour Chriſtturned water into wine

9 Ba, s city was fo called from the ſtony hardneſſe of themoun- 
taines of Gilead, which compaſle it in vpon the Eaſt fide : In 
which Prouincec,thetribe of Gad, and the halte tribe of Mana(- 
ſs inhabired.It was in auncient times called Baſan, In which 0p 
that mightie gyant had a great command: But Moſes ouercame 
him, and gaue the land to the tribe of Gad,andthe halfe tribe of 
Manaſſes. In Chriſts time the Terrach and goucrnour of it was 
Phillip, who was ſonne' to Herod the great, and brother to Herod 
Antipas, Tetrach in Galile and Perzaz which Herod tooke to 
wife Herodia, whom his brother Phillip had _— married, 
theſaid Phillip being at that time aliue: But becauſe 7obnthe Bap- 
til reprehended him for that fa&,thercfore at her requeſt he was 
beheadedin the caftle of Macherus. 

ſtura was another Prouince belonging to the Tetrachy of 
Phillip,,oyning vpon the Welt to thertuer of Iordan.and called 
Galile of the Genrtiles,of which you may read betore. 


Of Decapolis. 


His countrie is ſo called of ten cities that were ſcituatedin 
it. It ſt@od beyond Ilordan and the ſea of Galile,as may bee 
gathered out of the ſcuenth chapter of I/arke; which opinion 
Matthew afirmeth in his ifteenth chapter :ſothariris manifeſt 
that that countrie which in times paſt was called Gilead, was af- 
terward knowneand called by the name of Decapolis, becauſe 
of the tenne Cities which ſtood there. As Chorazinzwhich our 
fauiour Chriſt curſed,; Matthew 1 1, Gamala,where Aerpptking 
of the Iewes was hurtin his rightarme, Jof,debel.{b,1nd.4:cap.1./ 
luliades,built vp by Herod _Antipas, in honour of the Empereſle 
[ul;ja. Gadara, where our (auiour Jeſus Chriſt caſt out the legion 
of diyels and ſuffered them to enter into the heard of ſwine, 
Muthew 8. Mirke 5,” Aﬀteroth, which was the chicfe citie of 
that countrie,” in thetime-of Oz king of Baſan, 7,12. heere 
{ If 5!f0 that holieman 19 ſometimes had his dwe/ling. Iabesin Gi-

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where Jeptha offered his daughter for a ſacrifice to the Lord, 
Isdg.11.Ramorth in Gilead , where king Ahab was ſlainc with a 
Dart,t.Xing.22. And Abel of the Vines, where Baalams Alle 
ſnake, Num.22. Theſe are thoſe ten cities whereof this countrey 
iscalled Decapolis ; being ſcituatcd in the land of Gilead be- 
vond lordan,where our Sauiour healed the man that was both 
blind and deafe, Marc. 7. This opinion exattly agreeth with that 
in the holy Scripture,yetI know there are ſome (as Pls. libr.5. 
£19.18 and others) which doe differ from this in the deſcription 
ofthis countrey : butthey errefrom the truth. 


Of Magaals, 


His wasa citie ſcituated vpon the Weſt (ide of the Galilean 
2 ſea,two and hftie miles from Ieraſalem towards the North: 
in which countrey , Marie ( who of this towne was alſo called 
Maz4alen) was borne. At this day this citic is called by the name 
of Caſtle Magdala : in which place they ſhew the houſe of Aarie 
Magdalen. Vpon the Weſt and North {ide of the citic, therely- 
cth a great and ſpacious Plain, preſerued only for paſture, which 
Mar kecap.8 calleth Dalmanutha,that is,drawne dry, or 4 poore and 
naked habutation : being deriued of Da x at, which lignificth he 
hath made drie; and M a o w, 4 houſe or dwelling place. It may be 
a notable figure of the Chriſtian Church , which in this world 
a rightly bee ſaid to haue a poore habitation ; bur yer is a 
right Magdala, thatis, a ſtrong and impregnable Tower , againſt 
which the gates of hell ſhall not be able ro preuaile, Matth.16. 
Vpon the borders of Magdala and Dalmanutha, the Phariſes 
and Sadduces tempting of our bleſſed Sauiour Chriſt , demaun- 
dedofhim aſigne from heauen, Matth. 1 5.16. Mark.8. This citic 
belonged tothe Tribe of Iflachar. 


Of Thabor. 


M Ount Thabor was a round and high hill, vpon which our 
bleſſed Saviour Chriſt wastransfigured); ſciruated vpon the 
borders of the Tribes of Iffacharand Zebulon, fiftic two miles. 


from the citic kruſalem towards the North, & extending it ſelt| 
nn oy rowards 
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rowards the South tg the river Kiſon, Here Deborahand Barack 


| diſcomfited the Hoſt of Sera king of the Ganaanites, and pur 

them to flight, 7#dg.4. Ofthis mountaine you may reade »/ $9. 
Heſ.5.lerem.4.5. There was alſo a towne called after the ſame 
name, ſcituated at the foot of this mountaine, where Jibahand 
7.4/mura kings of the Midianites put to death the brothers of 64- 
dcon,1udg.S. It was a verie fruitful and pleaſantplace. Coneer- 
ning theſignification ofthe name, you may reade before. Ege/ip- 
p:«- faith,thatrthis mountaine is almoſt foure miles in height, and 
that vpon the top thereof there is a round Plaine almoſt three 
miles ouer, in which there growes great plentie of trees of an ad- 
mirable pleaſantneſſe and (weetneſſe, amongſt which trees there 
are mante birds which ſing verie pleaſantly, tothe great delight 
ofall ſuch as hearethem ; and the ayre vpon the top of itis verie 
pureand pleaſant. 

It is the receiued opinion, that vpon the top ofthis mountaine 
our Sauiour Chriſt in the preſence of Peter, James, and Toby, was 
transfigured; and he ſpoke with the holy Prophets Aoſes and E- 
lias, Matth.17.Zuc.g : which place at this day is compaſled about 
with a great wall,within whichis a faire and pleaſant Orchard, 
watered with manieclecreand goodly Springs, but there is no 
man that dwels in it, (notwithſtanding there are manie townes 
and inhabitants at the foot of the mountaine ) neither doe they 
thinke any man wotthie to dwell in it,they held itin ſucheftima- 
tion, and reuerence it as the Hill of God. There are to be ſcene 
inic divers great ruinsof Pallaces, Towers,and Princely Edihces; 
in which at this day there harbours manie Lions andother wilde 
beaſts,.. It is verie difficult to aſcend vp to thetop of ir, it is ſo ex- 
ceeding high : itis one of the principall hillsin the holy land,not 
onely becauſethar Chriſt on it was transfigured,but becauſe itis 
veric fruirfull, and plentifully aboundeth with Vinesand other 
profitable plants and hearbs. The ayrethereofis wholſome and 
good,and the dew vpon itrilingthick and ſweet, with indifferent 
raine ; the trees high and faire , greene both Winter & Summer: 
at the foot of the mountaine,towards the South neere to Endor, 


in the way that leadeth from Syria into Egypt, is ſhewedrhe 


place where (as itis ſaid ) AINOG? met with Abrabarn, _ 
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he returned from the battell with the foure kings,Ger.1 4. Atthe 
foot of the mountaine lying towards the Welt,iuſt againſt Naza- 
reth,there is a Chappell built,in the place where they ſay our Sa- 
uviour Chriſt diſcending fromthis mountaine, ſpoke to his Diſci- 
ples,ſaying,7Tell none of this viſion, Matth. 17. Vpon the Eaſt ſide of 
itrunncth the broke Kiſon, where Barack and Deborah ouercame 
thearmie of Si/era, [ndg.4. 

Thereis alſo another hill in the vpper part of Galile,'92 miles 
from leruſalem Northward , which hill is alſo called Thabor; 
and is three miles diſtant from Czſfarca Philippi , rowards the 
Eaſt: bur that was not the place of Chriſts Transfigurarion.

The trauels of our Sauiour Chriſt in the fourth yeare of 
his Mini/trie which was the foure and thirtieth 
yeare of his age_-. 


" ESPN the moneth of Ianuarie, Chriſt the Sonne of 
SIG Sr God wintered in Bethabara, 16 miles from Ieru- 
4 SA J ſalem towards the Northeaſt, where 1ohnſome- 
Ls PE) times baptized, 704.10. And maniecame vnto 
Gp >=&)| him,ſaying ; 7ohn ſhewed vs no ligne, but yer 
whacſoeuer things hee preached of this Chriſt 
are true,and manie belecued in him. Now as Chriſt went into 
che deſarr to preach, his Diſciples came vnto him, laying, Lord 
teach vs to pray,as 7ontaughthis Diſciples to pray. VV herupon 
he preſcribed to his Diſciples a forme of prayer , which is called 
the Lords prayer, Zuc. 11. Ar this time there came vnto.hima 
great multitude and thronged abour him , where he made that 
long Sermon which is deſcribed Zxc.1 2. 13. Vponthe ſeuen- 
teenth day of Ianurie, it being then the Sabboth, he cured a cer- 
taine woman which had beene diſeaſed eighteene years, Zuc.13. 
And whenthere came vnto him certaine Phariles, ſaying, Thou 
artthe Sonne of God,wherefore get thee out of this countrey, for 
Herod ſeekes to kill thee : Teſus anſwered them, ſaying, Goaxd tell 


thatcraftie Fox, behold I caſt out demils to day and to morrow,and the 


third day 1 ſhall be perfected. Preſently he departed out of Perzq 
(where 
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(where Herod —_— Court in the Caſtle of Macheruntes ) and 
went into Galile beyond Iordan, 28 miles, Zake13. Vpon the 
laſt day of Ianuarie being the Sabboth, our Lord and Sauioar 
Chriſt healed (in the houſe of acertaine Prince of the Phariſes) a 
man lick of the droplie, and recited the parable of the great ſup- 
er, Luk.1 4. 

4 In the moneth of Februaric he went through all Galile,which 
was 89 miles long,and 24 broad: in which vilitation there fol- 
lowed him a greatcompanie. And when there came vnto him 
Publicans a 

Scribes and Phariſes murmured athim,and oppoſed his parables 
ofthe loſt ſheepe, of the woman thathad loſt her groat, and of 
the prodigall ſonne Luke 1 5. Anda little after, he recited vnto 
his Diſciples the parable ofthe vniuſt Steward, and of Dixesand 
Lazaris, Luke 16. About thelatter end ofthe moncth of Febru- 
arie (as by the circumftance of the Hiſtorie and times may ap- 
peare) hee made that Sermon of the power of faith and good 
workes &c. Luc.1 7. Andgoing out of Galile through the mid} 
of Samaria, he healed the ten Leapers, Lake 17; heerecited the 
compariſon of the vniuſt Iudge; and that of the Publican and of 
the Phariſe, Lac.1 8. 

In the moneth of March he finiſhed this generall viſitation : 
which iournies were ſo manieand diuers,that his Diſciples could 
not deſcribe them. Notwithſtanding in this moneth hewentin- 
to the borders of Iudea and Perza, beyond Iordan, and cameto 
Bethabara where /ohn ſometimes baprized ; and there followed 
him a great companic,and he healed them, Mar.19, Mar.19.there 
the Phariſes moued the diſpurar on of the diuorce ; and Chriſt 
louingly embraced the little children, Mar.10. In this moneth of 
March, L4-ari the brother of Martha and Mary, who dweltat 
Berhania,fell (icke of a deadly diſeaſe, and they ſent meſſengers 
to Chriſt, who at this time wasat Berhabara , to giue him to vn- 
derſtand of his ſickeneſſe, /obn 11. This meſſage camevnto our 
Sauiour Chriſt to Bethabara vpon the twentieth day of March, 
being thelaſt day ofthe twelfth moneth Adar, An. Mundi 4500, 


& abour ſuch time as the ſeuenty weeks ſpokenof by Daniel were + 


fully caded: at theend of which / , it bchoued _— 
8 4 that 


{1nners,he began to ſpeake of repentance: but the * 
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(that he might fulfill the Propheſies of the Old Teftament ) to, 
ſuffer; and by hisreſurreion ,and aſcenſion ,to enter intothe 
glorie of God,and be partaker of his eterngll —— 
Although ourSauiour had receiued this meſſage of the licke- 
nefle of Lazarms,yet he ſtayed at Bethabara: two dayes after,and 
as it may be thought,about the twoand twentieth day of March, 
which was the ſecond day ofthe firſt moneth Abb, Lazarw dicd. 
But La=arms being dead and buried, then our Sauiour Chrilt 
went from Bethabara rowards lericho , which was cight miles, 
Toh.1 4.Luc.8.andin the way a man came tohim , and ſaid, Good 
Aaſter,what ſhall I doe that 1 might inheriteeternall life ? Chriſt ſaid 
vnto him,Goe and ſell all that thou ha#t,ard 2tue it untothe poore,and 
thou ſhalt fiad treaſure in heanen , and then come and follow me : but 
(becauſe he was veric rich) he retuſed and went his way. After 
/ he recited the Parable of the labourers in the Vineyard, where he 
maketh mention of Predeſtination. Alſo in this tourney here- 
prehended the ſonnes of Jebeders for their pride and arrogancie, 
and foretelleth his Apoſtles of his death and Paſsion, and in the 
way healed the blinde man that ſate begging, and ſo entred into 
lericho,where he reſted all night in the huuſe of Jachers, Mat.29. 
Jacheus (ignihes cleaneL. 

Vpon the foure and twentieth of March, Chrift went from Ie- 
richo to Bethania,which was 12 miles: here he healed Bartimens 
the ſonneof Timens, Marc. 19. ( Times ſignificth wncleane , of 
T a mi 8e 15 defiled.) And going a little further, he healed other 
two,reſtoring them to light, Maith.19. Vpon the fiue and twen- 
tieth day of March (being Tuclday) our Sauiour Chriſt cameto 
Bethania,where,by the power of his word, heraiſcd Lazarus to 
ſife after he had beene buried foure dayes, oh. 11. Lazarwand 
Eleazerhaue both one lignification,that is, God is my helpe. 

Vponthe1xe and twentieth day of March, the feaſt of the 

Pafleouer of the Iewes drawing neere, he went from Bethania to 

the citicof Ephraim neere vnto the deſart, that he might auoid 

the traps and deceits ofthe lewes, who went about to take him 

Toh.1 1.which was ten miles. | 

Vpon the 27 dayof March hereturned backe apaine from E- 
phraimto Bethania(being 1omiles,)comming thither about the 
| eucning 


. \ 
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evening, ſix dayes beforethe Paſſeouer: at which time Atarths 


miniſtred vnto him,and Arie annointed his feete, whereat Ind. 
was angrie,/0þ.12. Vponthe Sabboth day (which was the eighe 
and twentieth day of March )hereſted in Bethania, at rhe houſe 
of Martha. Now as he wasat ſupper with Lazar, manig ofthe 
lewes vnderſtanding that he wasthere,reſortedthither,noronly 
to ſee him, burto ſee Lazarus allo whom he had raiſed fromthe 
dead, 1oh.1 2. 

Vpon the nine and twenticth day of March,Chriſt (fitting vp» 
enan Aſle) went to Ierulalem. Now when the multitude heard 
that he was cometo leruſalem, they wentoutto meet him, ſome 


laying their garments inthe way,others ſtrowing the boughes of 


trees where he [hould goe, and thoſe that went before cryed, 
ſaying, Hoſanneto the ſonne of Dauid, bleſſed be he that commeth in 
the name of the Lord, Ar this time our Sautour Chrilt wept ouer 
leruſalem,and ca(t out all thoſe that bougktand ſold in theTem- 


ple, Matth.21.10h.17, About theeucning he went againeoutof 


the citieto Bethania,which was almoſt two miles; and therere- 
ſted all night, Mattrh.21. Sothis dayes tourney was almoſt foure 
miles. In the cuening ofthis day , the Iewes choſe their Paſchal 
Lambe,according tothe Law, Exod. 12. 

Vpon the thirtieth day of March, he went from Bethaniato 
Icruſalem berimes in the morning z in which tourney he Curſed 
the Figge-tree that wanted truit : and after, entring intothecitie, 
he caſt out of the Temple the money changers and Merchants, 
Mar.11. About the eucning, as may be gathered by the circum- 
ſtance oftime,hereturned backe againeto Bethania. This daies 
iourney was foure miles. 

Vponthelaſt day of March, in the morning Chriſt wentback 


againe from Bethaniato lcruſalem : and by theway as he went. 


his Diſciples beheld the Figge-tree that he had curſed, and loe, it 
was dried vp,Marc.11. After,when he was inthe Temple,there 
camecertaine Phariſes vnto him , and diſputed with him : at 
which time herecited the parable of the marriage of the Kings 
daughter. Alſocertaine Scribesand Phariſes camevntohim,af- 
king him, Whether it was lawful ro pay tribute vnto Ceſar. Mas. 
21.22, Heallo [harpely rebuked the Scribes and rag 
TecLye 
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recited the ſimilic of the hen and her chickens, IHatt.23. Afﬀer 
thathewent to the mount of Oliues,which was almoſt a mile. 
And then his diſciples looking vpon the goodly building of the 
Temple, from thence he tooke occaſton to preach of the diſtru- / 
Aion of Teruſalem, and the confummation of the world ; ſo he 
ſtayed all thar night in the mount of Olives, Matr.2 4. 

Vpon the firft day of Aprill, being Wedneſday, our ſauiour 
Chrift riſing before day, taught againe in the Temple : andatter 
as he was going to Bethania,he ſaid to his diſciples, know ye that 
within this rwo daies1s the feaſt of the Paſleouer ; and the ſonne 
of man ſhall bee deliuered intothe hands of linners,and crucifi- 
ed. Atthe fame timethe chicte Prieſts aſſembled themſelues to- 
gether,and tooke counſel how they might do to take him by diſ- 
ceit Matt. 26. The ſame day as our ſauiour Chriſt was in the 
houſe of Simon the leaper whom he had healed of that lickenes, 
there came a woman and brought a box of pretious ointment, 
and pouredit vpon his head, ar which the diſciples murmured, 
AMatt.26.: Marke 14.Luke21. 
The fourth —Vpon Thurſday, being the ſecond day of Aprill, the daies of 
patlcouero! thefcaſt of the Palloverbeing now at hand, Chriſt with his diſ- 
iniſtric 
efChuite. Ciples prepared for the cating of the Paſchall Lambe, which was 
the fourth Paſlouer of our ſauiour:And when aboutthe cuening 
of this day,it was neceſ{aric tor them to kill the Paſchal Lambe, 
and to prepare the Palleouer, according to Gods law , Chrilt 
ſent Pezer and John to make readic the ſupper; and hee with the 
reſt of his diſciples,aboutcuening went from Bethania towards 
leruſalem,iuſt at the beginning ot the 14 day of the firſt moneth 
Abib,or Niſan,which began about the enening of this day.Here 
he celebrated his laſt ſupperamongſt his diſdiples, berweene ſixe 
and ſcucn of the clockein the evening : at whichtime he inſtitu- 
ted the ſacrament of the Lords Supper, concerning the truc re- 
ceiuing ofhis body and blood ; of which, ou may read Matt.26 
Mar.1 4.Luke22.1.Corin.ll. Arad ahodt the eight houre, 
he walhr his diſciples feet : and then leaning vpon the table, hee 
pointedout /#4z5 that ſhould betray him, John 13. From the 
ninth houreto the tenth houre, about the ſecond watch of the 


night, 1»das that traitor went from the diſciples, 19.13. In the 
meane 
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meane time Chriſt made that long ſermon recited onely by 1b 
14-1 5.15. and made that efteAuall prayer, 79h» 17. Abourthe 
tenth houre (after they had ſunga Pſalme) Chriſt went ouer the 
brooke Cedron,to the garden ot Gethſamene, which was ſome- 
thing more then halte a mile : There berweene the houres of 1 x 
and 12, he fweat waterand blood,and prayedearneſtly, About 
12 of the clocke,it being then midnight, Chriſt was betrayed by 
Iudis,who about two daics before had ſold him-for thirtieftluer- 
lings, which was worth about 3.li.1 5.5. 

From Gethſamene the lewes brought him bound to Ieruſa- 
lem, which-wasmorethen halte a mile * And aboutone of the 
clocke in the morning carried himro the houſe of Aunas, who: 
was one of the chiefeP, teſts. Abouttwo of theclocke, they led 
him from thenceto Caiaphas, chicte Prieft . From three of the 
clocke till foure (which was about cockes crowing)Peter denied 
Chriſt. At the ſame time Cazuphas and all the Prieſts of Ieruſa- 
lem, would haue condemned the Lord of Glorie the ſonne of 
God. Art the ſame time alſo the ſeruants and ofhcers ofthe Prieſts 
beathim,and mocked him. Abour fiue of theclockein the mor- 
ning, Chriſt was condemned by the whole conſent of the Syne- 
drion of the lewes, Luke 22. All theſe things Chriſt ſuffered be- 
eween Thurſday and Friday. And whereas the lewes,according.; 
tothe commandement ot God, begin their day at theeucning, 
therefore that night wherein our ſautour ſuffered all theſe things,, 
did belong vnto the fourcteenth day of the moneth Abib : ſo- 
thatiuſt atthe ſame time as the teaſt of the Paſchall Lambe was 
celebrated among the Iewes, Chriſt thetrueſambe of God was 
made aliuing ſacrifice on the crolle for the htnnesof man. Thus 
2s we haue obſerued the houres of the night,fo likewiſe let vs 0b+ 
ſ:rue the houres of the day. | 

Friday being the third day of Aprill{whichas I haue ſaid, be- 
gan the cuening befbre)was the 1 4 day of the firſt moneth Abib, 
or Niſan, amongſt the lewes. At tx of theclockin the morning, 
about ſunne riſing on the ſame day , our Sauiour Jeſus Chriſt 
was brought vnto Pilat ; and 1udas Iſcariot hanged himſelfe,, 


becauſe hee had betrayed the innocent blood . About _ 
0 
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of theclocke the ſame morning, our Sauiour Chriſt was carried 
ro Herod Antipas, that cruell Tyrant, who the yeare before had 
put /#þn the Baptiſt to death: here he was diſdainfully handled. 
Ateightofthe clocke our Sauiour Chriſt returned to Pi/as, who 
propoundedto the ewes (becauſc they were to haue a capirall 
offender deliuered vnto them at the fealt ot the Paſlcouer ) whe- 
ther they would hauec leſus their king, or Barabas who had beene 
4 murtherer, let looſe vnto them ? But they condemned leſus, 
and choſe Barabas, which name ſignifies the /onpe of the multitude, 
or 4 /editious man. About nine ofthe clock in the morning (which 
the lewes commonly call the third houre ot the day , becaule it 
ſucceededthe morning and continued till noone) our Sauiour 
Chriſt was whiptand crowned with thornes. About ten of the 
clocke Pontius Pilat,in the place calied Gabbatha publikely con- 
demned Chriſt to be crucihed; and waſhed his hands, in token 
of innocencie. Poxrt1vs lignihes crue!l and inhumane ; P 1+ 
L A T,4 M4 armed with a Roman dart , Mart. lib. 10. oh. 19. Be- 
tweeneten and elcuen, our Sauiour Chrilt carrying his crofle, 
was brought to the place called Golgotha. About eleuen of the 
clocke (the third houre of the morning not being yet fully hiniſh- 
ed) our Sauiour Chriſt was faſtned vpon the crolle, Mark.13. He 
therefore hung foure houres vpon the croſle , thatis, from about 
elcuen of the clockerill about three in the atter noone. And he 
ſpoke before that ſupernatural! eclipſe of the Sunne, three me- 
morable ſayings; firſt, Father foreiue them for they know not what 
they dee, Luc.23 ; lecondly,heſaid vnto his mother, Womanbebold 
thy ſonne ; and to Joh; being conuerted, Behold thy mother ; thirdly, 
to thethcefe,Yerily 1 ſay onto thee, this day thor ſal be with mee in 
Paradiſe. About twelue of the clocke (in that meridian which 
the Iewes call the {txt houre, that is,the {1xt houre from the riſing 
of the Sunne) that ſupernaturall eclipſe of the Sunne hapned, of 
which you may reade in Dioniſizes the Arcopagite, and Euſebins, 
Aboutthree ot the clocke in the after noone, which the Ilewes 
calthe ninth houre,the Sunne now beginning to recciue his light, 
our Sauiour Chriſt ſpoke thele foure ſayings ; My God, my God, 
why haſt theu forſaken me ? Matth.27. 1 thirf, loh.i9. When = 
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had taken the ſpunge,he ſaid, t & finiſhed,loh.19. And after,cry- 
ing out with aloud voicehe ſaid, Father ,intsthy hands I commend 
m7 /piritand fo died : atwhich time there were manie wonder- 
full miracles wrought, as you may reade Math. 27. Marke 15. 
L«uc.23.10h. 19. About foure of the clocke in the after noone, 
our bleſſed Sauiour was pierced thorough with a launce zand 
chereiſſued our of his fide blood and water, /oh. 19. About five 
of the clocke,which the ewes call the eleuenth houre of the day, 
our Saujour Chriſt was buried , by /o/eph of Arimathea and Ni> 
chodemws. About the l1xt houre there fell an eclipſe ofthe Moone, 
which was naturalland not miraculous ; neitheris it obſerued by 
anie ofthe Euangeliſts. 
Vpon the fifteenth day ofthe firſt moncth,whichanſwereth to 
the fourth day of April, being iuſtly called the great and holy fab- 
both of the Iews (for that Chil this day reſted in the ſepulchre) 
the Pricſts and Phariſes being partly ioyfull, becauſe (as they 
thought) the diſturber ofthe common peace,and one that oppo- 
ſed theirauthoritie was dead; and partly carefu] how they mighe 
preuent his reſurreftion,went to Pilat and obtained ofhima band 
of ſouldiers to watch the ſepulchre, and to put his feale vpon 
the ſtone. 
Vpon the fift day of Aprill early in the morning, our ſauiour 
Chriſt hauing ouercome wr? and the diuel,by his diuine power 
raiſed himſelfe vp from the dead, according as hee had foretold 
his Diſciples,and appeared to Mary phos uhprgens and to 0- 
ther women that touched his feet, 47a1th.28. About noone he ap- 
aredto Simon Peter, Luc. 24. 1.Cor.t5. Inthe afrernoone hee 
tranelled with two ofhis Diſciples, almoſt cight miles to the ca- 
ftleof Emmaus, Luc, 24 :one of theſe Diſciples was Cleopas the 
brother of zoſeph, who brought vp our ſauiour Chriſt; the other 
(as may be gathered by the circumſtanceofthe ſtorie) was Zuke, 
becauſe he hath ſetit downe ſoexatly. 
| In the euening of the ſame day hee returned inuifibly from 
. Emmausto man >a which was eight miles: where, when the 
, dores were all ſhut, and his Diſciples were aſſembled her 
for fearc of the Iewes, Ieſus came and ſtood in the middeſt of 
| them,and ſaid, Peace bewzto jos. And he ſhewed himſelfe Fw 
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all his Apoſtles,cxcept Thomas. Marke calleth this the firſtday 
of the Sabboth,that1s,of the weeke, Aark.16.Luk.24.10h:20.For 
the Sabboth of the ewes (as 44! oi witnefleth) is not only ta- 
ken for a day ofreſt,butalſo for the whole weeke: from whence 
isthat{aying inthe Goſpell, /ciunins bis in Sabbato, that is, I faſt 
twice inthe wecke, Luc. 10. 

Vponthe twelfth day of Aprill, and eight dayes after there- 
ſurre&tion,he appeared again to his Diſciples, Thomas being then 
preſent, and the dores {hut; that he might make euident that his 
omnipotencie was nottyedto anie ſecondariecaules,or hindred 
by the proprictic ofanie naturall bodies, which according tos, 
CAnzuſtin,Serm.1 60,was ſo much the more wonderfull,becauſe 
he appeared vnto them ſubſtantially and cftetually , nor as a 
Phantaſmaor (hadow which vanilheth away, and is withoutanie 
corporiall ſubſtance. 

In the ſame moneth of Aprill, our Sauiour Chriſt appeared as 
gain to Peter,Thom as, Nathantel,the ſonnesot Jebederes,and other 
two Diſciples, as they were hilhing vpon the ſhore of Tibcrias, 
which ſtood 56 miles from {eruſalem towards the North , be- 
tweene Bethſaida and Capernaum,oh.21. The day of this ap- 
parition is not ſet downe. 

From the Sea of Tiberias necre to Capernaum and Bethſaida, 
to mount Thabor (cituated in Calile,is reckoned ten miles: there, 
about the end of the moneth of Aprill,our Sauiour Chriſt appea- 
red to aboue fue hundred brethren at once, where manic wor- 
{hipped him,and others doubted, Aat.28. 1.Cor.1 5. In themo- 
neth of May,our Sauiour Chriſtappeared to James the ſonneof 
Alphens,for he had beene ſeene betoreof 7ames the ſonne of (i | 
bedens ; both which wereafter crowned with martyrdome,int 
citic of lerulalem the ſonneof Jebedews vpon the tiue and twen- 
ticth day of tuly;ten yeares after the reſurrection : and the ſonne 
of Alpherzs, vpon the feaſt day ofthe Paſleouer was thrown from 
a pinnacle of the Temple, nineand twennie yeares after.the:re- 
ſurretionotChrift. CAQu& arr 

Vpon the forticth day after his reſurreQion , he returned 56 
miles to Icruſalem, where his diſciples wercafſembled together:

"Rles,with great triumph and ioy he aſcended vpinto heauen,and 
ficrerh at the right hand ofhis fidee in-diuine Maieſtic & lorie,

Trauels of our Sauiour Chriſt were 319 miles. Bur if yourec. 
kon all his Trauels, from the time of his infancie trill the day of 
his aſcenlion,they make 39593 miles. Beſides his penerallvil . 
tionsand iournies hither and thither, which were ſomanie,thatas 
lohs witneſſeth in his laſt chaprter,they could not be deſcribed. 


Of the tones and places to which he trauelled. 


Of lericho. 


F His citie ſtood verie pleaſantly in the Tribe of Beniamin, 
ten miles from Ieruſalem rowards the Northeaſt. Joſhua 0- 
uercame this town by ſounding of trumpets, 79/.6. Heb. 1 1.it was 
rebuilt by #icll, and was compaſled about with a new wall b 
Herod,that mightie king of the lewes, who putthe innocenr chil. 
dren to death,and calledit after his mothers name, Cyprus, 1oſ. de 
bell.1ud.lib.1.cap.16. And althongh this citie was taken and vt- 
terly ouerthrownethe ſecond time by the Romanes,at ſuchtime 
as Veſpaſian and his ſonne Titus waſted and deſtroyed Ieruſalenr 
and all theland of Iudea; yet afterward it was reedified,and in 
leroms time (which was 400 yeares after Chriſt) wasa taire citic. 
There was ſhewen the houſe of Fachers, andthe Sycomertree 
that he went vpon to ſee Chriſt, Zuc.19 : but byreaſan of the of 
ten deftru&tions and deuaſtarions that hath fallen vpon it,there 1s 
not to be ſeene at this day aboue eight houſes in the towne; and 
all the monuments and reliques of the holy places are vtterly de- 
| ſtroyed,the houſe of Zaches nor the Sycomer tree is no moreto 
be ſcene in that place: onely the place is to be ſeene where our 
Sauiour reſtored the blinde man to ſight,when he cried after him, 
Lord thou ſonne of Dauid haue mercie pon me, Luk. 18. Alſoal- 
though this countrey throughout be veric fruitfull and pleaſant, 
yetis it nothing ſo fertile & pleaſant as itwas when the children 
of Iſrael dweltthere ; for the Roſes of Tericho are no more to be 
found there, but rather in a village ſixteene miles beyond Iordan- 
towards the Eaſt : andalthough they ſtand ſo farre diſtanr _— 
they 
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« hey retainetheirauncientname, Berweene Teruſalem and ler. 
chogthereis adefartor wildernefle, which by the inhabitants of 
the landis cailed Quarentena, where the man of which 
Chriſt ſpeaketh fell amongſt theeues, Zac.ro. There isin the ſame - 
place atthis day great theeuing and manie robberies committed, 
as Brittenbacchs ſaith. In this place alſo thereis to be ſcene the 
riuer Chereth, where the Rauens fed Elz4h, 1. Reg. 17. Neereto 
Ierichoalſo is found theriuer , the water whereof El;ſeus made 
ſweet by flinging in of ſalt, whereas before it was birter; andir 
remaineth veric pleaſant and ſiveet to this day,2.Reg.2, 


Of Fporaims. 

- Hiscitieis ſocalled from the pleaſantneſſe and fruirfulneſſe 

of the ſoile, being deriued of P a x a n,to prudZifie: itlyeth 
cight miles from leruſalem towards the Northeaſt, jultin the way 
as you goe fromthenceto lericho,in the wildernetle of Quaren- 
tena,cloſe by theriuer Cherith, in the Tribe of Beniamin. Here 
our Sauiour Chriſt, after hee had raiſed Lazarws from deathto 
life, hid himſelfe with his Diſciples, becauſethe Iewes ſoughtts 
takeaway his life by diſceic. The Paſſcouer following , hee was 
made a ſacrifice for thelinne of man, /oh.11, | 


| Of Bethania. 
Js citie wasa Type ofthe Church,which isalwayes ſubie& 
to thecreſlc,and cxpoledto eueric calamitie: and therefore - 

is called Ecthania,that is, thehoſe of ſorrow and affliction ; being 
deriuedofB air uabouſe; and On1,affiidton : according tothe 
Prophelie of our Sauiour,who foretold ofthe afflitions and tris 
bulations which ſhould fall vpon his Church , To ſhall mourne 
but you ſl.all be comforted, and your griefe ſhall be turned into ioy. It 
was diſtant from leruſalem almoſt two miles towards the South 
caſt. Borchardws the Monke obſerueth, that cloſe by a Well, 
bouta tones caſtourt of this towne, there is ſhewed theplace 
where Martha met our ſauiour Chriſt when he came to Bethaniaz 
and alittle after, called her fiſter to meet him, 1oþ.1 1. Theres 
ſhewenalſo in this townethe houle of Simon the leaper,wherea 
certaine woman hauipg an alabaſter box of precious ointment, 
poured 
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pourcd it on our Sauiors head,not without the great indignation 
of his Diſciples, Matth.26. There is alſo tobe ſeene thehouſe of 
Martha,to which our Sauiour did oftentimes reſort, Zac.1o. Joh. 
11.05 12.and inthat place there is at this day a Church builtin 
honourof thoſe two liſters , which were the lifters of Lazar, 
There isalfo ſcene the ſepulchre out of which Zazarus was raiſed 
from death tolite, 7oh.1 1: which ſtandscloſeby the ſaid Church, 
and ouer it is builta chappell of Marble, verie decentand come- 
ly. The Saracens hold this Chappell in greateſtimation. You 
cannot ſee the citie of Ieruſalem from Bethania becauſe of the 
mount ot Oliues, but as ſooneas youalcend alitle hill in the wa 
as you go thence to leruſalem , you may diſcerne mount Sion Fd 
a part of the cttic. : then when youare diſcended from'thart hill,the 
citie is againe hidden. Afterthat vpon theleft ſide ofthe mount 
of Oliues,ſome ſtones caſt from Bethpage, you doeleaue a ſmall 
village ſtanding vader the mountaine of Offence, where Solomon 
in times paſt committed Idolacrie. From this village the Aﬀeand 
the Colt was brought vnto Chriſt. Not farre from thence, vpon 
the South l1de as you goe vponthe mount of Oliues, you come 
vnto the place where Chriſt mounted vpon the Alle, as we reade 
Matth.21t. And alittleafter you may ſee the whole citie of lern- 
ſalem,with Solomons Templc,and the Church of the holy ſepul- 
chre, with manie other holy places. Then as you difcend from 
the top of the mount of Oliues, you may ſcethe place where the 
multitude cryed, Hoſanna, bleſſed be he that commeth in the name of 
the Lord. Andinthisdiſcentalſo our Saujour Chriſt weptouer 
leruſalem,faying,0 1ernſalem, Ieruſalems how often would Thane ga- 
thered thee onder my wing 4s a Hen gathereth her Chickins, but thou 


wouldeſt not ? 

B Ethpageſtandeth vpon theright hand ofthe way towards the 
Eaſt,as you goe from Bethaniato ſeruſalem ; and as S. Jeroms 

aith, was ſometimes a habitation of the Prieſts, which artheirap- 

pointed times went vp to Ieruſalem ro miniſter to the Lord. Tt 


was ſocalled becaule ofthe 47 Figesthatgrow ne :

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for Þ « 61 ſignifies a Figge,Cant.2. Bethpape isa notable type 
ofthe Church,for that ought likewiſeto be fruitfull,andto bring 
forth ſwecte Figgs, that is, good workes, and manic other tom- 
fortable vertues,that ſo men in their afiQtions might be comfor- 
cd. Asitis thought, the Fig-tree that our Sawtour Chriſt curſed 
becauſcit wanted fruit,ſtood not farre from Bethpage, Mateh.2 1, 
Marke 11. Wherefore let vs take heed that we be not like that 
fruitleſſe Fig-tree,couered onely (like our forcfathers Adam and 
Exe) with leaues,and bearing no fruit, Gep. 3 ; leſt ſo Godscurſe 
fall vpon vs,and we be thruſt out ofeternall happineſle, Marth.z, 


of the Caſtle from whence the Aſſe and the Colt were brought 
pon which our Saniour rode to Ierwſalem. 


His Caſtle ( as Adamus Riſnerus ſaith ) was a certaine Hold 
compaſled about with ſtrong walls, and within bewrified 
witha faire pallace, ſupported with goodly columnes: it ſtood 
not farre from the mount of Oliues, iuſt inthe deniding of the 
way as you goe from Bcthaniato Jeruſalem; for there goes one 
way to the fountain gate, and another to the valley of Gehinnon, 
Inthe Hebrew text iris called T 1 « a u,as you may read in Mat- 
thew,which ſignifieth not onely a Caſtle, but a firme and ſure buil- 
ding with good decorum and order : tor T 0 x (ignifies 4 circular or- 
der. Itis crediblethar this Hold was a reſting place, and that the 
Aſle andthe Colt were tyed in the way, for this cauſe,that if by . 
chaunceanic trauellers were wearie (by reaſon of the tediouſnes 
of their iourney)they might hire them forcertainc houres to cars 
rie them ouerthe mount of Olmes, and ſo returne them backe # 
gaine. The Allegoricall meaning ofthis Aſe and the Colt, ac- 
cording to the opinion of manie learned men, fignifies the peo- 
le of be lewes,who were burthened with ales: and the 
Aſſes Colr A the reſt of the Gentiles, which werenot char- 
ped with the burthen of Aoſes law, but tyed onely to the lawof 
nature, So weallo like trauellers and firangers in this miſerabk 
world,are tyedto the aftlitions and calamitics thereof,ſtanding 
in two waycs,cxpecting the death of the bodie, and libertie a

the ſoule; then our Sauiour Chriſt commeth in peace and loo- 

ſeth this bond ofdeath (asthe Apoſtle ſaith, Rows, 7. ) and bring- 

eth vsto that heauenly Ieruſalem, eternallioy, according tothat 

of Saint Pawlc in the firftof the Philippians, 7 deſire tobe looſed, and 
tobe with our Lord Teſus Chritt. 


Of the mount of Oliues. 


A Bout halfea mile anda furlong from Teruſalem towards the 
Eaſt,ſtood themount of Oliues; verie fruitfull and pleaſant, 
bringing forth Olines,Palmes,Figgs, Goſlumpine,and manie 0- 
. ther notable fruits ; bur principally Palmes and Oliues, of which 
the mountaine taketh the name. Iris ſaid in Pliny,lib.16.cap.1g, 
that theſe Oliue and Palme trees do nener looſe their leanes, and 
are greene both Winter and Summer. Saint _Av2»/tinecalleth 
it, The mountaine of vnionz becauſe of the fertilitic and plea- 
ſantneſle of it : alſo, The mountaine of health, becauſe it bring- 
, | <cth forth Oylesand manie otherplants neceſlarie for phyſicke ; 
, | alſo, The mountaine of light; firſt, becauſe it lycth vpon the 
Eaſt, ſo that the Sunne ſhineth in the morning verie pleaſantly 
vpon it, andinthecuening when it ſerteth, the'beames thereof 
refieting vpon the Templeof Teruſalem,caſteth a bewrifull light 
tothis mount: ſecondly, becauſe it bringeth forth Oyle, which 
isthe nouriſhment and life oflight : thirdly, becauſcit was bew- 
tificd withthe gratious preſence ofour bleſſed Lord and Sauiour 
Chriſt, which isthe day-ſtarre and light ofthe Church, riſing v 
on high toenlighten all thofe which ſhall be called vnto ial 
bappineſſe. For which cauſeit typically repreſenteth the Church, 
which is the light of the world,wherein are found manie Chrifti- 
ans that bring forth pleaſant fruit, (good workes) relicuing the 
neceſitie of fuch as atein want,comforting the afflited,and pa+ 
tiently ſupporting the calamitie and miſeric ofthis world,thatſo 
they might triumphantly reioyce with Chriſt inithat heauenly 
citic of [eruſalem. 
g | Whatthings Jacharias hath ſpoken of this mount in hislaff 

chapter,isto be vnderftood of the preaching of the Goſpell, and' » 
propagation ofthe Church throu _ the world. Saint rn 
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Gith in his Epitaph vpon Saint Paw/, That vpon this hill the 
lewes commonly burnt the red Cow,withthe athes whereofthe 
people of God being ſprinckled, they were puritiedand ſanRifi- 
ed : of which you _ reade Numb.l g.Heb.g. - - - | 
Hellen the Empreſle,mother to that godly Emperour Conſtax- 
tine thegreat,about the yeare of our Lord 332,cauſcda faireand 
beautifull Church to be built vpon this mount, iult in the place 
where our bleſſed Lord and Sauiour Chriſt aſcended vp into 
heauen. It was built round,all of white pollilhed Marble; vpon 
the top thereofthere is noroofe, but a window, cucn asif Chriſt 
ſhould aſcead thorough it,as Euſebivs ſaith in the life of the Em+ 
perour Conſtantine the great,fib. 3.cap. 49: the ſame Saint Jerom 
armeth in his booke de locss Hebraices, Healfo faith that thein- 
habirants of rhe Holy land, take "po them to ſhew in this 
Church,the impreſsion of the feet of our Sauiour Chriſt, which 
hapned, as they ſay,iuſt at ſuch timeas he aſcended vp into hea- 
uen : out of which,traucl!lers & pilgrims take ſand to carrie with 
them,asa holy relique; thoughindeed itis verily to be thought 
thar they were feet madein ſtone by auncient Monkes,thcreby to 
etmoney from ſuch as reſorted thither > ag deuotion. For 
Kok how oft pilgrims takethence the ſand, tn: are preſently 
filled again : from whence may be gathered,thatthere is no ſand 
naturally there. Eucrie man therefore _ to embrace a nee» 
rer way to ſaluation then by following theſe Monkiſh fables, . 
and to ſeeke Chriſt in the holy Scripture, not vponthe Mount of 
Oliues,or amongſt ſand: forfince the graue could not containe 
him,the mount of Oliues cannot hold him , who now ſittethat 
therighthand ofhis father in power and eternall glorie : but ra- 
therit we be defirousto (ce the foot-ſteps of Chriſt, Iet vs ſeeks 
them in the Church,which is diſperſed through the world, wher- 
in weare ſufficiently taught how weſhould follow him. 
The Palme is a famous tree which bringeth forth Dates ; and 
ſo called becauſe vpon the top the boughes are thickand round, 
extended out like fingers: from whence it is called DadZylws, that 
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Of GethſameneL., 


His was a village ſcituated at the foot of the mount of O- 

lives,in a pleaſantand truictull place. Neere vnto this vil- 
lage,as Saint Auguſtine obleructh,there were maniepleaſant gar- 
dens which gaue forth verie ſweete and deleQable fauorszvnto 
which place Chriſt and his Diſciples did oftentimes reſort, asthe 
Euangeliſt Leke ( cap.22.) obſeructh. Ir was fo, called from the 
preſſingforth ofoyle;zforG a TnorG = r n,lignifies « Preſſe, 
andScuA&Amtn,0zl:. In this place the heart,of our Sauiour 
Chriſt was ſo preſt with afflition that he ſweat drops of blood: 


' by which bloodtheſinnes of our ſoulesare walhed away, and 


we that were wounded are made whole, as with a moſt precious 
balſome, 1/a.53. | | 

Hellen the Empreſle,in an Orchard cloſe by this towne, ſet vp 
a faircand bewnfull Church , oucrthe ſepulchre ofthe Virgin 
Mary; which ſhe called by the name of The motherof God, Ni 
ceph.1i6.2.cap.zo. It is ſaid that this ſepulchre remaineth to this 
day in this Church,madeof white poliſhed marble, ſtandinga- 
bour cight and fortie pa vnder ground, being ſomething wider 


then the ſepulchreof Chriſt : in it there is two dores, one togoe 
in,another rogoe out. But whetherthis be the right ſepulchre of 
the bleſſed Virgin, it concerneth vs nor, {jth itappertainethnor 
to our ſaluation, neither is mentioned in the holy {criptures : but 
if anie man be deſirous to be further ſatisfied in it, let him reade 
Nicephorus, who makes mention of that and her aſcenſion, both 
in my opinion of like credite ; becaule, I ſuppole,that Saint Zake 
(who wrotethe Attes of the Apoles, and liucd inthoſetimes) 
would not haue omitted ſo memorable an ation. But toreturne 
to the Garden of Gethſemene., About ſome fiftie paces towards 
the Eaſt ofthis ſepulchre of the bleſſed Virgin,cloſe by the foote 
of the mount of Oliues, ſtands a certain chappell,iuſt in the place 
where ſofnctimes the town of Gethſemene ſtood. Not farre from 
this chappell, is ſhewen a certaine hollow place vnder arocke, 
where the inhabitants ſay qur Saviour ſweat dropps of blood. 
They alſo ſhew a certaine ſtone wheronthe Angels ſtood which 
comforted our Sauiour. Diſcending thence about a ſtones calt, 
| Hh 3 they 
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REI. vnto Pilgrims aplacecloſe by the caue in the mount 
of 


liues,where Peter, lames, and John ate when our ſauiour was 
in hisagonie. They alſo ſhew the place where Peter cutoff Mal- 
chaseare. There is to be ſcene a memorable place where 1udas 
betrayed our Sauiour with a kiſſe, when he delivered him tothe 
Jewes. Not farre off is to be ſeenethe place where the Tewes fell 
backward when our Sauiour askt them, Whom ſeeke yee ? Belides 
many other things(if Borchardw may be credited) as the imprel- 
fion of his haire and head vpon a ſtone; and of his hinger, as if it 
had beenein waxe,vpon a rock: and in the place where hepray- 
ed,of his hands and knees, whichare ſo firme in ſtone thar they 
canaot be defaced with anie inſtrument. Bur there hauc beene 
manie in this place ſince thoſe times, which haue ſeene none of 
theſe things: from whence may be gathered,that they hauc been 
idle aehelions vied by auncienrMonkes to get money from Pit- 
prims and ſtrangers; and Thaue here remembred them, that 0- 
thers knowing theſe,may beware of the like fallacies & deceits, 
purpoſely inuented for lucres ſake. 

This garden of Gethſemene is credibly rhought to haue been 
planted in former times,by the kings, wid and Solozzon; bur in- 
creaſed &enlarged by other ſucceeding Princes,that there, they 
might recreate . dy angoley receiue lome content by the fruits 
oftheearth. But on the contrarie, That great king the annointed _ 
ofthe Lord,our bleſſed Sauiour, in this place of pleaſure, this 
paradiſe of the Iewes, was conſtrained to vndergoe that almoſt 
vnſupportable paſſon,to make vs partakers of thatheauenly pa- 
radiſs andplace of pleaſure. 

Notfarrefrom hence is to be ſecene the place where 1#das han- 
gedhimſelfe : and a lttle from that,the held of Akeldoma,which 
was bought with the thirtie Siluerlings for which 1udas betrayed 
Chriſt. Thus field (by the appointment of the Empreſle Helen) 
was compaſled about with foure walls,in the maner of atower ; 
vpon thetop whereof there are ſeuen diſtin dores, like win- 
dowes,by which the dead bodies of Chriſtians are let downein- 
eo it: itis fiftie foor wide and feuentie two long. It flanderh not 

farre from the valley of Hinnon towards the Eaſt, and vpon the 
South ſide ofmount Ston in Teruſalem, &c. / 
| 0 
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of Kidrow or Cedrow. 


His brooke was ſo called becauſe of the blackeneſle of the 
water, being deriued of Kap ai, to waxe blacke. The moun- 
taine whence it farſt riſeth, ſtands not farre from lerufalem 
rowardsthe South ; from whence itrunneth thoroughthevalley 
of lebeſaphat(which vale being yerie fa and fertile the 
colour of the water,and makes it looke blacke) and ſo thorough 
lcruſalem ; then paſsing towards the Eaſt ouer a cliffeof mount 
Okuet,it fallethinto the Lake of Aſphaltites. When there falls 
anie ſtore of raine the channell is verie full, but in Summer itisof- 
tentimes drie with the extremitie of heat.. - Quer this brooke Ds- 
vid paſſed when he was perſecuted by his ſonne Abſolon, 2. Sam. 
16; and our ſauiour Chriſt when hee dranke of the river in the 
way,that is, when he ſuffred vpon the croſlefor the ſinne of man, 
according to that ſaying ofthe Pſalmiſt, P/al. 69, Save me O God, 
becauſe the waters are entred enen into my ſoule. 


Of Mount CaluarieL. 


His mountaine,according tothe common opinion,was ſo 
called of dead mens skuls , or the skuls of ſuch who were 
purto death for ſome capitall offence. It ſtood vpon the 
. Weſtſide of leruſalem as you goe out at the auncienr gate,and 
isa part of mount Gihon. Atthis day it ſtandeth within the citic 
of leruſalem,together with the ſepulchre of our ſauiour: and vp- 
on it is built a faire Church, which is ioined vnto the Church 
ofthe holy ſepulchre, being as it were a-Quire vnto it : butit 
tandeth ſomewhat lower. Itis built all of marble,and theinſide 
is all polliſhed and wrought verie curiouſly. Itis alſo paved with 
the ſame ſtone. Within it,is ſeenea piece of thepiller of ſtone,to 
which they ſay Chriſt was tyed when he was ay x :in which 
ſtone are to be ſcene certainered ſpecks, as if they had bin drops 
of blood ; and theſe alſo(they ſay) were the blood of Chriſt when 
he wasſcourged : beſides manie other things, of which you may 
reade at the beginning of this Treatiſe in the deſcription of leru- 
lalem asitis at this day.

HeSepulchre of Chriſt ſtood vpon the Welt ſide of Ieru- 
ſalem,cloſe by mount Golgatha, inthe garden of 7oſephof 
Arimathea: - it was thecuſtome of the Iewes to build 
theirtombs or ſepulchres, in their Orchards and Gardens; and 
bewtifie and adorne them with Lillies, Roſes; and other flowers, 
on purpoſeto pur themin minde of their morralitie , according 
ro . = of Daxid, P ſal.103,The dayes of man are like graſſe,as a flower 
of the field ſo flouriſheth he : for the wind goeth oner it and it's gone,und 


buteſpecially the kings,would be buriedin their Gardens: fo 7s- 
ſeph,a goodand iuſt man,following this cuſtome,had hewed him 
outofa rocke anew monument;in whichthere had been no man 
laid; that ſo-when he walked intothe Garden to take the ayre,he 
might be putin mind of his mortalitie. In this monumentour 
Sauiour Chriſt was baried : and from this place vpon the third 
day carlyinthe morning,heroſe; to theterrorandaſtoniſhment 
of ſuch as watchedthe ſepulchre. From whence may be gathe- 
red, Thatas our firſt parents, Adamand Exe, treſpalled againſt 
God,and loſt felicitic in a garden : ſo Chriſt the Sonne of Godin 
agarden made ſatisfafion for that inne, reſtored vs againe to 
grace,and made vs capable of heanenly felicitie. This ſepulchre 
(as it is deſcribed by $. 7hn, when he went with S. Peter to ſee if 
that notable miracle ofthe reſurreRion was true) was like a little 
chappell,the dore thercofbeing vpon the outſide, & was butone 


in,and ſaw thelinnen clothes where they lay wrapped vp : from 

whence may be concluded that, that ſepulchre which is now ex- 

tant ( howſoeuer perhaps it may ſtand inthe ſame place )isnot 

the ame ſepulchre wherein our Sautour Chriſt was buried: for it 

isdeſcribed to be toure ſquare,to beopen at the top,to have with- 

inittwo vaults(an inward and an outward,) & that you deſcend 

toit by ſtaires,as you may readat the oepaning ofthis Treatiſe ; 

which deſcription doth not agree with that of $. Johns. Againe S. 

Joby laith, that they roleda great tone to the dore of the _ 
CUT 
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the place thereaf ſhall know ut no more. And for this cauſe the Tewes, 


roome without any diuiſton, ſo that a man might ſeeall that was * 
within it : for he ſaith, 79.20, That he did not Gocein, but Look - 
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chre,did not lay itvpon'the top of it. Alſo Euſchewrand Nicephe- 
rus affirme, thatthe Pagans and otherheathen people filled vp 
the ſepulchre of Chriſt with earth, - and built vpin the place the 
Templc of Fezws, andinit purher image, where ſhe was wor- 
ſhipped along timeafter: vntill ſuch rime as that godly Empe- 
reſſe Helen cauſed that Temple to bee abolithed, andthe ſepa? 
chreclenſed and purified:: Afterwards; atherinſti * Coins 


ſtantine the Great(who was her ſonne) built vpin the very ſame 


lacea faireand goodly Church in memorieofour Sauiour,and 
owed preat coft both in the workemanſhip, and in-beauti- 
fying it with gold and{iluer. 'This Temple (asirwas before it 
was deſtroyed by the: Sarazens)' is faid to bee'builtall of white 
poliſhed marble, and beautified withftones of diuers colours, 
guilt with gold and ft[uer, coucred on the outfidewith lead to 
withſtand the ſtormes and ſhowers of rainethat happened; but 
the inſide was guilt all with ſplendantandrefulgent gold,which 
caſt awondertull luſter vpon the beho[ders. On either ſide of it 
were two walking galleries,one abouc,which was cloſe, and an- 
other below,which was open ; extending themſclues the length 
of the ſanRuarie; allthe roofe and valtbeing couered oner with 
gold and artificiall worke: the one being ſupported with pillars 
of Marble,the other with poſts of wood plated with {t]uer. There 
werealſothree gates towards the Eaft, very fitly and fairely dif 
poſed, by which the multitudethat reſort thither goinandout : 
withintheſe,there ſtood an arch, —_— afrer aſortthe He- 
miſphzre of the Heauens,cxtended tothe top of the ſanfuarie 
like a circle,girded about with twelue pillars of equall bigneſle, 
repreſenting the twelue Apoſtles, and vpon the top of thisarch 


were placed cups of (iluer, beautifully burniſhed,” All which 


the ſaid Emperor dedicated to God fora monument, j| 
There were many other memorablethingsthat did belong to 

this Temple,which were admirable to look on,all whichas,you 

came vp the high ſtreet fromthe market plaee, were repreſented 


to your view; aſtatly ſight,the like wherof thoſe parts did narafs- 


ford. This Tewple was builded bythe Emperor'Conftantine, aw. 

D,33 3. VenerableBead; who wasa dotter — lived itt 

England 700 yeares after Chriſt, diſcribeth the holy ſepulchre 
WT. after 
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after this manner : This ſepulchre oncr-head was ſomething 
round,& ſo high that a man could ſcarcetonch i with his hand ; 
fanding in that racke which extendeth it'ſelfe from mount Cal. 
uarie into the Garden of 7oſeph of Arimathea : reprefentingin 
formealittle chappell; the entrance thereinto was towards the 
Eaſt. And further hee addeth, that they which went-inco this 
vaile, found vpontherighthand cowardsthe North,a ftonetomb 
which reſembled acofhn, ſcituated in the pavement, ioyning to 
the wall ; which ſtone cotha was of a mixt colour, that is, white 
and red, being ſcucn foot long,and three handfuls high. This de- 
ſcription venerable Bead recciued from certaine Monkes, that 
went vpon deugrtion to Ieruſalem to vilite this ſepulchre : but 
ſince, ithath beene diuers times deſtroyed and polluted by the 
Turkes and other heathen people. From whence may be gathe- 
red,that the ſepalchre which is now ſtanding and ſhewed vnto 
Pilgrims,is ſome new deuice of Monkes to get money of ſtran- 
gers,and procurea kindof blinde deuotion in the hearts of igno- 
rant people: wherefore as the Angell ſaid, Aarke 16, Let vs not 
ſceeke Chriſt anie longeramongſt the dead, or in the graue,butin 
his holy Church, where the lively portraiture of his divine pre- 
ſenceis ſer forth vnto vs; that ſo we 4 be made partakers with 
him hereafter in that place ofeternall glorie. Concerning there- 
{iduc ofthis deſcription you may ſceit before. 


of EmmatHs. 


Hiscitie or caſtle of Emmaus, is diſtant from Teruſalem al- 
moſt eight miles towards the Northweſt. It ſignifies the mo- 
ther of fortitude; being derived of E u,a mother, and V t z,which 
the Hebrewes call Fortitude. It ood where three ſeuerall wayes 
were, that ſoit might ſerue fora direQion to palſengers. From 
whence Melandon ſaith that it was a notable type ofthe Church, 
which is our true mother, ſhewing vs the way vnto eternall life: 
andalthoughit be but little, and the number in itfew, yet itis 
ftrong. 'As this caſtle, though it were {mall,yerit is almoſtinuin- 
cible ; & for thatcaule called the mother of trength,as the Church 
is called, The mathey of the righteous,againft which the gates of hell 
ſhall not be able to preuaile. - 
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In the time of I#das Macchabexs ( h irwas then a ſmall 
citic) it was numbredamongſt the citiesof Iuda, becauſe 
of the (cituation and ftrength of ir. To this pace our Sauiour 

roſe from the 


trauclled from leruſalem the ſame day that 
dead, Lwc.24. T | 

In thetime of the Romans warrs in Iudea, this citie was won. 
derfully defaced and ruined by the ſouldiers of Ziberins Maxi 
mus (who was chiefe Captaineinthis countrey,inthe abſetice of 
Titus Veſpaſian,) but yer not vtterly abolithed 3 for abouta hun- 
dred and fiftie yeares after, Heliogabolus Emperour of Romecau- 
ſed it to be rebuilded, and called by the name of Nicopolis,that 
1s,the citie of victorie. Notfarre from Emmaus there was an Inne, 
or a place to whichſtrangersmighrreſort, and there three wayes 
met, two wentofeythertide the rtowne,and onethorough it : in 
this place therwo Diſciples conſtrained our bleſſed Sauiourto 
Ray wich them, becauſe'tt wasthet about Sunne-fet. :Neere vnto# - 
this Inne Nicephorus and Jozemmene ay (intheir Eccleſiaſtical - 
hiſtorie ) there was a Springor Well of that admirable vertne,. 
thatif either manor beaſt that was infirmeand ſicke did drinke 
of the water thereof,they were immediately reſtoredto their for» 
mer health. Thetreafon that theſe Authors haue for it ( becauſe 
they areimpertinent) I willingly omir. 

Burto returne tothe citic of Emmaus,asitisnow called Nico- 
polis , being ſcituated eight miles from leruſalem towards the 
Northeaſt,in the way as you goethence to Toppa : the countrey 
round about it being verie fertile and pleaſant, by reaſon of the 
_ riversand fprings wherewith it is watered,as Piny faith /.5:c.1 4, 
and much altered from tharwhich it was in times paſt : but be« 
cauſe you may reade more of this citie in Playy, as it 1s atthis day, 


and in Nicephors and Euſebizs,] leaueto ſpeake further of it. 
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Of Simon of Cyrene. 


T HigSimar which carried the Crofle of our Siuiour Chit, 
was borne in Kir,a citiein Africa,ſcituated 16 miles from le- 


rufalemtowards the W eſt, Math.2 7.Loke 23.1n which citic A 
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Phulaſſar Emperor of the Affirians planted many of the in- 
habirants of Damaſcus,after he had conquered that citie,2.King, * 
16.This citie and the country round aboutit, byrcafop of theſe 
new inhabitants,by little & little changed the name : and where- 
a5 in former times it was called Kir, in the time of our Sauiour it 
was commonly called Cyrene, and this man (of that countrie) 
Simon of Cyrene. At this {i itisaſtrong and beautitull citie, ſcj- 
tuated betwcen Mateotides and Zeugitania : at firſt buile by Bat- 
tus, whom Callimachus the Poet claimeth to bee his progenitor. 
This Battus was 4 mightic king in Africa,but was onethathada 
greatimpedimentin his ſpeech, in ſo muchthat many think this 
word #7447 tO hauc been originally vſcd by him,and by none 
other. Afterward (as is ſaid)Tiglath,Phulaſſer hauing obtained the 
juriſdition of this citic, planted the people of Damaſcus init ; 
and they obtaining ſome power therecontinued till a long time 
after Chril. and imbraced the,religion of the lewes,built vp Sy- 
nagogues, and diſperſedthat law in many parts of. thoſe quar- 
ters. There were ſome of this countrie that oppoſed that holie 
Martir Stephen, and were conſenting to his death, There were 
many learned men in it,as Eratofthenes the Mathematician, Cal- 
limachus the Poet (both which were had in great eſtimation a- 
mong the Zgyprians) Carneadesalſo the Academean , Cronus 
Apollonius,and Hegefias the Philoſopher(of who Cicero ſpeaketh 
in the firſt booke of his Tuſculans) and Eratoſthenes the Hitori 
an,who was ſonnceof Agaclis. Salufſt ſaieth, thatthis citie in his 
time was ſo mighty,thatit maintained war againſt the Carthage- 
nians for the bounds and limits of their tieldes and grounds, a 
long time; and 1«ſtine {1b.39, That they maintained waragainſt 
two nations, the Poenes,and the Zgyptians- In which warres 
they gaue 4prime, the king of the Agyptians, ſuch a mightic 
ouerthrowe, that there were very few of hisarmiethat returned 
into his countric with him, as Herogot.afthrmeth,{16.4.T here were 
alſo many great Princes that ruledin this city,of which becauſc 
you may reade in diuers other authors more at large, Iomit to 
ſpcake of them. vn

= His we wp cauſed our Sauiour Chriſt to bee buriedin 


his garden,wasa rich man,vprightand iuſtinallhis ations, 
a Senator of Icruſalem,and one that expeRted the kingdome of 
God; borneatArimathea acitie of the lewes, Luke 23. Thisci- 
tie was ſometime called Ramathaim Sophim,and ſometime Ra- 
mah,becauſe it was ſcituatedin a high place. And in times paſt 
was a fairc city ſtan ding {ixteene miles from Jeruſalem towards 
the Northweſt, the diſcription whereof you may reade before. 
Art this dayit is called Ramalea, being nothing 4 faire as it was, 
but like a countrie towne, the baGheing careleſlely diſperſed 
here and there, lying without wailes or bulwarkes to defend it: 
notwithſtanding theauncient ruines of the former citicisto bee 
ſeene euen atthis day. Thereis alſoa great Inne or reſting place 
for ſtrangers, hauing within it many roomes for the receipt of 
paſſengers,anda well of very ſweet water. This houſe was firſt 
urchaſed at the charge of Phill;p Duke of Burgundy, and by. 
fim committed to the protetion of the Monks of mount Syon , 
by whom it is atthis day made an hoſpitall, wherein Pilgrimes- 
traucllers and ſtrangersarc intertayned,and finde much. reliete. 
In an inward orchard belonging to this hoſpitall, there is a faire 
'plorof ground that bringeth forth great aboundance of Aloes, 
of which there is often mention in the holy Scriptures, but 
cheefely inthe five and fortieth Pſalme.where itis ſayd, Thy gar- 
ments ſmell of Aloes and Caſſia, when thou commeſt out of thy Iworie 
pallaces where they haue made thee glad, 

Nichodemus a prince of the Jewes,together with 7oſeph of Ari- 
mathea,brought with them an hundrethpound of Aloes mixed 
with Myrrh,toimbalme the bodieof our Sauiour Chrift, when 
they had beggedit of Plat, before they buried it, 794.19. Mirrh 
isa kind of gum that iſſueth out of atreerhat groweth in the Eaſt 
countries,but principally in Arabia; the tree out of whichitif- 
ſucthis commonly two yards and a halfe 7 uv ſome pricks 
vpon it,the barke whereof being cut,there iſfueth out of it drops 
l:keteares,which congealeth into a gum,and is called Mirrk:the 
principall vertue thatir hath,'is ro keepe the bodiesof the dead

incorruptible, ſee Pl4.lib. 12.c9p.1 5.5 16, In ArabiaFoelix there 

is ſuch aboundance of ſweete Mirrhe, Frankincenſe,and other 
odoriferus gums, that ſuch as ſaile in the red Sea may eaſily ſmel 
the fauour of them. Thereisalſo foundin the holy Land Mirrhe 
and Aloes. Aloes isthe tuyce of a certaine bitter hearbe,which 
by ſomeis called Eerliving: it killeth the worms, and preſerueth 
from putrifaction : itis alſo good for the ſight. There 1sto be ga- 
rea in India, Arabia,and the holy Land, acertaine hearbeof 
an extraordinary ſweet ſmell, with leaues broad, fat, and iucie, 
which being preſt yeeldeth more Aloesthan hony;from whence 
this metaphoricall Prouerbe was vſed, Luod plits moleſti.e quam 
polnptatis gignit,thatitis more troubleſome than profitable. You 
may reade alſo in Plautws, that the life of man raſteth more of 
Aloes than honie. And 7uvenall,ſpcaking of an cuill wife, faicth 
ſhe hath more of Aloes than hony. So Exripides, Eucry ſweete 
hath his ſower. Soalſo the holy Croſſe ſeemeth to haue more of 
Aloes than hony; notwithſtndingit preſernueth vs ffom eternall, 
corruption, and killeth the venomous wormes of conſcience, 
clenſeth vs from ourſinnes, and freeth vs from the feare of the 
diuell andeternall death,thatſo wee might bee recreated,and by 
the faith of our Sauiour, beraiſed vp atthe laſt day, and pertake 
with him in his cuerlaſting kingdome, according to that of 16- 
hannes Taulerus, Where the croſſe there the light ; ws, Fo: temptation, 
there prayer and regeneration (vc.

>| ria, which was 32 miles, that the Samaritans 
might receiue that admirable gift of the holy 

Ghoſt: and there they diſpured with Simon Hague, 4c7;8; 
From Samaria they returned backe againeto leruſalem,which 
was 32 miles; In this journey they went to diucrs townes of the 


Sama- 
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Samaritans, teaching and preaching vatothem the doftrine of ' * 
the Goſpell, 4&.8. FTA "1 

In the (1xt yeare after thereſurre&ion of Chriſt, Peter went to 
Lidda, which was diſtant from Icruſalemtwentie miles, towards 
the Northeaſt; where he cured «&neas, who had haine fickeeighe 
yeares ofthe Palſie vpon his bed, Ads 9. 2h 

Fromthence he wentto Toppa, which was three miles: here 

he raiſed Tabithafrom death, 447.9. : 
' Intheſenenthyearcafterthe reſurreRion of Chriſt, Peter wene 
from loppaand came to Czſarea Strato, which was ſix and thir- 
tic miles : where he preached the Goſpell to Cornelizs the Cen- 
turion,and baptized him and his whole family, 4s 10. Clemens 
Recogn.lib.g. 

From Czſarca hereturned to Ieruſalem,which was 32 miles ; 
where being accuſed for going to the Gentiles, he excaſeth him- 
ſelfe, 4s 11. 

In theeleuenth yeare after the reſurreRion of Chriſt, he was 
caſtinto priſon,and ſetat libertic by an Angell of God, A&.1t 2. 
So he went ſecretly from leruſalem (as it was thought) intothe 
defart,orto ſome other vnknowne place : vpon the ſecond day 
of Auguſt inthe ſame yearc, Herod Agrippa king ofthe ewes was 
ſtrucke by an Angell of God at Czfarea,and he was deuoured of 
wormes, Acts 1 2.16ſep. Antiq .lib.1 9.cap.4- 

Afﬀeer, Herod Agrippa being dead and buried, Peteyreturned to 
Ieruſalem , where hee was in Councell withthe reſt of the Apo- 
les, about (ixttene yeares after the reſurretion of Chriſt , and' 
fourteene after the conuerlion of Paw,Gal,.At#.t 5.See allo Bede 
vponthe As ofthe Apoltles. 

In the ſeuenteenth year after the reſurreRtion of Chriſt, Perer 
went from Ieruſalem & came to Antiochiain Syria; whichiour- 
ney was 280 miles: there Paulreſiſted him,Gal.a. 

From Antiochia he went to Babylonin Egypt,where he wrote 
his firſt Epiſtle : this journey was 520 mikes. So all his Travels 
which are mentioned in the ſcripturewere 955 miles.

Allegations of the Author to proue that Peter 
W4s5 nener at Rome). 4 
Ve that Peter was twentie fiue yeares ſeuen moneths and 
five dayes Eiſhop and chiefe Prieſt at Rome,cannot be pro- 
ued by the teſtimonie of the (cripture, and 1s vtterly repug- 
nantto the ſupputation and true accomptot the times. Firſt,bc- 
cauſe itis manifeſt by that which hath been ſaid, that he continu- 
edat Icruſalem & in Iudea during the time that Tiberims,Caligula, 
and Claudius were Emperours of Rome. And ſhortly after the 
martyrdome of Steven,heand ohn were ſent into Samaria, that 
the Samaritans mightallo receiue the gift ofthe holy Ghoſt, 477. 
8. Pawlalloin the third yeare after his conuerlion, came to ITeru- 
ſalem,and there ſpoke with Peter,und remained with him fifteene 
daycs, Ad#s9.Gal.1.Fourtcene daics after the conuerlion of Paul, 
Peter wasat the Apoſtolicall Councell held in Jeruſalem ; and 
there, with /ames and John gaue the right hand of fellowſhip to 
Pauland Barnabas,that they thould goeand preach the Colpell 
vntothe Gentiles; and thatheand the reſt would goe vnto the 
Iewcs and thoſe that were circumciſed, Gal.2.Inthe time of Clay- 
dius C ſar, Peter was committed to priſon by Hcrod Agrippain 
leruſalem, and miraculou{ly deliuered by the Angell of God, 
Act.to. Inthe ninth yearc of Claudius C «ſar,Peter wasat Antio- 
chin in Syria,where Paul reliſted him to his face, Gal.2. All thele 
things manifeſtly proue tharthe Apoſtle Peter was not at Rome 
at ſuch time as anie oftheſethree,v/z 7iberins, Calicula,and Claw 
dius were Emperors; butcither in Ieruſalem,or elſeat Antiochia 
in Syria. | 

Secondly,irt may cxaftly be made euident out of the holy 
For 24592þ; Peter was notat Rome in thetime of Vers. For 
inthe ſecond yere of Nero, Paw{wrotehis Epiſtle to the Romans, 
and ſent it from Corinth by the hand of Phebe -'in which Epiſtle 
he ſalutethall his friends which he had in that citie, by name,as 
by the concluſton of the Epiſtle more plainely appcareth; but 
there is no mention ofthe Apoſtle Peter, who (if at that —_— 
op 
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Thop ofthar place, ) ſurely ſhould not hane beene omitted. All © 


in the fift yeare of Ners, Paul being then in _ at Rome,wrotc 
his Epiſtles tothe Galathians, Epheſians, Philippians; Collofli- 
ans,andto Philemon, and inthe concluſionof thee Epiflles hee 
expreſly nominateth all his friends thathe had in Rome, butyer 
he maketh no mention of Peter, And when he was the ſecond 
time in priſon vnder Nero, in the laſt yeare of the _—_ of this 
Emperour,he wrote from Rome his ſecond Epiſtle to Timothie, 
being a lirle before his death,at thecnd ofwhich Epiſt.heplainly 
ſhewes that he had no companionthere but Zuke,2.7im.4. From 
whence itis manifeſt,that Petey during all the Pilgrimageand life 
of Paw,was neuer ar Rome how thencould it poſibly be,that 
Peter ſhould be Bilhop of Rome for the ſpace of almott twentie 
and (ixe yeares ? Truely there are manie learned men, and they 
alſo of great iudgement, which doe hold this opinion falſe and 
vtterly repugnant tothe holy Scripture , neither can beproued 
by anie good authors or hiſtories. But if Peter were cueratRome, 
hee came thitherafterthe laſt impriſonmentof Paul, and a few 
dayes before his martyrdom : becauſe(as Onuphrizs faith in Com- 
ment {aſtor 116.2.Enſecbius allo lib. 2. cap. 22. and Tertullian contra 
Marcion.) that Peter and Paul, in the fiuc and thirtieth yeare after 
the reſurre&tion of Chrift,and vpon thethird day of the Calends 
- of luly(C.Fonteius Capitonius, & C.Tulins Rufus being then Con- 
ſuls of Rome) werecrowned with the wreathe of martyrdome, 
and with their blood ſealed the truth ofthe Goſpell.Butthereare 
others that are of opinion, That Petey never came atRome, but 
that he was crucified at Teruſalem by the commaund of king 4- 
erippa ; others ſay,at Babylon. But becauſe itis a thing doubttull, 
and not greatly material, [ leaue it tothe Readers conlideration,

REcauſc I haue before briefly intreated of the beginning and 
foundation of this citie, I ſhall not need here again to repeate 
it. I will now therefore ſhew the end of it, which wasprincipally 


cauſed by the obſtinacie of the inhabitants, who the do-

arine & prophelie of Elias and Eliſews, imbraced and followed 
ſtrange gods,& offered incenſe vnto Idols; whereby the wrath 
of God was kindled againſt them, inſumuch that heeleft this 
goodly citic as a prey to the Gentiles & forraine natians,thar car- 
ried the people thereof into captiuitie, wherefora long time they 
remained in great miſerie, 

After this firft deſolatiop, becauſethe countrey round about 
this citie was verie fertile & pleaſant, abounding with ſprings,ri- 
uers,vines,oliue gardens,mountains, fruirfull valleys,faire cities, 
and ſtrong caſtles & towns ; Herod Aſcalonites(rhat great king of 
the Iewes,who put to deaih the innocent chitdren ) reedihied it, 
ſet vp many goodly buildings beautified with marble pillers 
and pleaſant walks: & alſo in the circuit ofthe kings houſe,& vn- 
derthe buildings of the nobilitiein the common Market place, 
the houſes and vaults were ſupported with marble pillers, accor- 
ding to the maner ofthe Iewes. The Pallace (called the k.houſe) 
ſtood in the midit of thecitie,vpon the top of the mountain : and 
roundaboutit there were diuers other buildings ſet vp,but much 
lower,cuen about the diſcent ofthe mountaine ; yet ſo ſcituated, 
that the inhabitants might ſee out of their houſes the countrey 
round about. Then clole to the Pallace in the vpper part ofthect- 
tie,he cauſed a Templeto be built in honour of Augs/us. Thus 
hauing finiſhed the infide,hecompaſt it about with a mighty wal, 


and == that placed many turrets : and then to flatter Augnſ/we, 
called it by the name of Sebaften, which amongſt the Grzcians 


ſignifies Auguſtum 7 wencrabilem principem. Now although this 
citie was verie glorious and ſpacious in thoſe times ( for it was 
three milesabout) yeratthis day it is vtterly ruined & deſtroyed, 
inſomuch,thar thereis not a houſe ftanding,two Churches onely 
excepted, which were built in honour of S. 744» Baptiſt : and the 
chief: oftheſe,which was the Cathedrall Church , the Saracens 
haue conuerted to their vſc, ſo that at this day Mahometis wor- 
thippedinit. In this ſtood the ſepulchre of S. 7h Bapriſt , cut 
out in marble,likethe ſepulchre of Chriſt, where ( as /eromfaith) 
he lizth buried betweene Eh/ha and Obediahthe Prophets. This 
Church ſtands vpon the ſide ofthe mountaine, in the diſcent. 
The Saracens do principally reuerence $.7ohn Baptiſtnextaf- 
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ter Chriſt,1nd they affirme the VirginAtery to have conceiued by 

che holy ſpirit.and not by the ſeed of man; that S. Joby was the 
greateſt Prophet (excepr Chriſt)that cuer was: theyalfo belecue”. 
Chriſt to be the ſonne of God, butnot to beequalwithGod)z yer 
they preferre Mahomer beforethem both, becauſe theyhold him 
to be a meſſenger ſenr of God,nort vnto all men,butonlyvntothe 
Saracens and Turkes,and their ſubieQs. 

The other Church which ttoodin Samaria, was vpon the to 
of the mountain,where ſomtime the kings Pallace ſtood : in this 
Church in times paſt there dweltcertain Grzcian Monks,which 
wete Chriſtians, andiintertained Chriſtian pilgrimes with great 
humanitie,and furniſh*d rhemiwith manieneceſlaries. n 

But the citie of Samaria ir ſelfe,harth bin ſo often oucrthrowne 
and broughtto ſuch extreame milſerie,tharalmoſtall the ground 
where it ſtood isat this day converted into an Oliuegarden: So 
that as that wicked king 4hab turned the Vineyard of Naboth, 
which ſtood cloſe by his houſe, into an Oliuegarden : God alſo 
in his fingular juſtice,hath turned the Pallace of that king,andthe 
whole citic wherein he dwelt(which was the ſtrength of his king - 
dome) into an Oliuegarden. There arenort ſo manieruins found 
thorough all the land of Iudea (though there haue' beene manie' 
worthie cities deſtroyed) asarein this place at this day. The fci- 
tuation of this citie was veric beauritull , for a man might haue 
ſcene from it to the ſeaof Ioppaand Antipatris; alſo to Czſarca 
Paleſtina, and through all the mountaine of Ephraim, toRama- 
tha Sophim,& ſo to mount Carmell,and theciticofProlomais, 


Of Lidda. 
® His citie was (cituated not farre from Joppa, vpon the ſhore 
of the Mediterranean ſea, 20 miles from Teruſalem towards 
the Northweſt. Inthis citie Petey healed &neas,which had been 
ſicke cight yearesofthe Palſie. Atthis daythereis nothing to be 
ſene but the Church of Saint George, who was beheaded by Dio- 
clefian the Emperour, for the proteſsion of the Chriſtiaty faith. 


The Grzcianscall this towne Dioſpolis,that is, 4 holy towne, And/ 
the Turkes account Saint Georgefor a valiant knight, and holy 


man. | 
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Of C eſarea Strats. 


_ citie was ſcituated vpon the ſhore of the Mediterranean 
ſca,ſome 32 miles from leruſalem towards the North. In an- 
cient times it was called the tower of Strato, which at firft was 
built by Serato,who was king of Zidon. But time hauing decayed 
a great part of it, Herod DAſcalonuta repairedit , beautified it with 
don marble,and made ita goodly thing,then called it Czfarea, 
ater the name of Anguſtus _— And that {hips might lie at 
anchor there withour danger, he cauſed to be buildeda faire ha- 
uen to oppoſe the violence of the {ca : this hauen was ſo wonder- 
fuily contriued,and ſer vp at ſucha greatcharpe, that it was ad- 
mirable ro looke vpon, for hee laid rhe foundation ofit twentie 
yards vnder water,burying in thedeepe, ſtones of an cxtraordi- 
naric greatneſle, ſome, fiftie foote long, eight foote thick, and ten 
foot broad, and manic of them more. The hauen it ſelfe, was 
beautified with faire buildings and goodly walkes, ſupported 
with marblepillers,and mounted vp aloft; ſo that you might ſee 
the ſhips as they were vponthe ſeaand made way to this harbor. ' 
Theentrance into it was vpon the North ; atthemouth thereof 
there ſtood three mightie Colloſſes vpon marblepillers. He alſo 
placed vpon the wall of thecitietowards the hauen , mightie to- 
wers ; the chiefeſt and faireſt of which, hee dedicated to Dru/zs 
Auguſtus ſonnein law, and called it by the name of the Druſian 
Tower. The buildings that ioined to this hauen,wereall of white 
polliſhed marble, and the ſtreetes of the citie ſtood direQly a- 
gainſtit ;alſothe marketplace where they bought and ſold was 
notfarre from it. Vpon a little hill cloſe by this Port,he cauſed a 
Church to be built in honour of Auguſtus Ceſar : this Temple 
was a verie magnificent and ſtately building, andin it he cauſed 
the ſtatue of Auguſtus ( curiouſly wrought and caſt iuſt in the fi- 
gure of Inptter Oltmpints ) to be ereRted, and worlhipped itas his 
god. Thereare manie other ſtately and ſumptuous buildings that 
were ſet vp by this king,but among thereſt he beſtowed great coſt 
vponthec 26m place,the Theater, and Amphitheater, which 
hee wonderfully beautified ; and inſtituted certaine games to 
Setherevſedonceeucrichue yeare, in honour of Auguſtus , as

Ioſeph.de Bell.1ud.lib.1, witneſſeth. After the death of this king, 


Herod Agrippa was made king of the ewes; this Prince;ſom ten 


- yeatesafter the reſurrefion of Chriſt, cauſed 1ames the ſonneof 


Febederss vpon the fue & twentieth day of Tuly to be puttq death 
in leruſalem : and when he percciuedthatit was acceptable vnto 
the Iewes,in the following yeare aboutthe feaſt ofthe Paſſeouer 
he cauſed Peter to becaſt intopriſon ; who by the prayers of the 
Church was miraculouſly deltuered,as you may reade Ads 12. 
A little after, that is, about the moneth of Auguſt, this king was 
ſtruck by the Angell of the Lord,and dyed miſerably : for when 
he came to Czſarea Strato, he cauſed the publique ſhowesto be 
veric ſolemnely praQiſed, andin honour of Claudine Ceſar (er 
forth veric ſumptuous Interludes and Playes; to which feaft and 
ſhowesall the Nobilitie and Gentrie of that countrey round a- 
boutreſorted : where the next day very early in the morning,ha- 
uing put oh a rich and goodly garment macc all ofcloth ofgold, 
he wentinto the Theatre, and there according to his vſuall cu- 
ſtome late in a Princely ſeat, and-made an Oration to the inha- 
bicants of Tyre. Now when the Sunne was vp and ſhone vpon 
his garments, the rayes thereof caſt ſuch a refle&ion vpon the be- 
holders that it dazled their eyes, inſomuch that they could ſcarce 
ſee. Wherefore thoſe that were his flatterers and hearing hisgra- 
cious ſpeech,cried withaloud voice, O Agrippabe propitions wnto 
ws; for although heretofore we feared thee a5 4 mar, , yet now we well 
perceiue that tis art of a more noble and diaine nature. But when 
the king (taking delightin theſe ſpeeches) would not reſtrainthe 
impiousclamors of theſe flatterers, a little after hee lift vp his 
head,and vponthetop of a piller hee ſaw an Owle ſitting ouer 
him : preſently he was troubled in his mind , and within awhile 
after hee was ſtruck with an extreamepaine in his bowels,inſo- 
much that with aloud voice he cried out to his friends, 1 whore 
but now was called your god,ambut a man; and him whom you ima- 
gined to be immortall maſt preſently die. Theſe words being ended, 
they carried him {icke into his Pallace, and it was giuen outthat 
he was dead. | 

No ſooner camethis newesto theearesof the vulgar, butthey 
with their wiues and children pur on fackcloth,and fell vpon 
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The Trauels of Peter. 


the ground with earneſt InP to Godto bee mercifull 
ynto him. But the king looking out of his window and ſeeing 
them lic thus proſtrate vpon theearth,wailing and weeping, hee 
could not abſtaine from teares. At the any. after hee had beene 
cruelly tormented by the ſpace of foure daies, vpon the hift dy- 
ed,being the ſecond of Auguſt, the wormes hauing conſumed 
his guts,and eaten through his bodie. Thus God grieuoully pu- 
niſhed himwho had ſo much aftlited the members ofthe church 
of Chriſt : But towards other men as well ſtrangers as Gentiles, 
he was milde and courteous. Heraigned in the whole almoſt ſe- 
uen yeares; forhe held the Tetrarchy of Philip three yeares vn- 
der Caltgula,and other foure yeares he held the whole kingdome 
of the Iewes. Hedyedin the eleuenth yeare after the refurrei- 
on,and in thethird of Claudius C xſar,beingthenabout 54 years 
of age, Ad#.12.1oſep._Ant.lib.19. 

Plinie (ajeth thatthis towne of Czlaria Strato, was ſometime 
called Apollonia, but after obtained the nameof Czlarea Pale- 
ſtina.Saint Jerome ſaith in his Epitaph vpon Pawl,that in his time 
(which was 499 yeres after Chriſt) there wasto be ſeenc in this 

lace the houſe of Cornelixs the Centurio, whom Petey baptized, 
Adts 10. (This Cornelius is thought by ſome to haue beene of 
the familic ofthe Lentuli in Rome,for they were alſo called Cor- 
nelij,as appearcth in Saluſtin the conſpiracie of Caraline: and 
it may bee that this Cornelius was that Lentulus which wrote ta 
Tiberics Ceſar that excellent Epiſtle, concerning the figure, pro- 
portion,a nd _ of our Lord and Sauiour Teſus Chriſt.)Alfo 
the houſe of Phitip the Deacon, and the chambers of his foure 
daughters who were Prophetefles. When Paal came vntothis 
towne, Agabus the Prophet came vnto him, who bound his 
hands and feete with thegirdle of Paul,laying, The man that ow- 
eth this girdle (all be thus bound by the Tewes at Jeruſalem, and they 
ſhall deliner himinto the hands of the Gentiles. Here he madea no- 
table ſermon before Feſfs, Agrippaiunior, and his fiſter Bernice, 
ACF.26. 
This towne flouriſhed for a long time after the diftruſtion 
of erulalem,and it was (cituated in a faire and profitable place, 
fortifyed towards the Weſtwith the Mediterannean ſea, and 
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cowards the Eaſt it was compaſſed about with a lake z in which 
lake there were aboundance of Crocodiles, though the 
water was verie {weete, and of a great depth. Many godly and 
religious men were crowned with the wreth of martirdome for 
the profeſſion of the Goſpell of Chriſt, (as Euſebins Bilhop of 
this towneand of Pamphilius diligently obſcrueth in his'Eccle- 
fiaſtical Hiſtorie.)But the Lord did fo ſharply reuenge the death 
of theſe men,that atthis day it is vtterly deſtroyed, and there is 
not'a houſe left,although in times paſt it had been a Biſhops See, 
There wasalſoanother town built by Philjpthe Tetrarch, called 
Czlaria Philippi, of which you may read before. 


Of Toppa. 

Oncerning this towne I hanealreadie ſhewed many things 
inthe traucls of 19n45,but omitted ſome which are ſpecified 
by Breightenbach, and DoRor _ who haue diſcribed 
the holy Land as it was inthe yeare of our Lord 1 575 ; which 
authors athrme,thatthercisſeene vnto thisday agreat chaine of 

ron faſtened to a certaine rocke,to which ſhips that lay in that 
Linker were ſometime tyed; allo, the chaine wherewith Andro- 
medawas faſt bound to a ſtone,when ſhe ſhould haue bin deuou- 
red of the ſea monſter. Allo they ſay thatthereisa chappelat this 
day built vp in the place where ſometime the houſe of Simon the 
Tannerſtood, who gaueintertainmentto Peter, ſtanding by a 
rock cloſe by the (ea (ide, and dedicared to faint Peter.But forthe 
reſt of the towne (although in times paſt it hath bin a goodly ci- 
ty)itis vtterly deſtroyed and ruined,nothing ſtanding buta part 
of the wall, andtwo caſtles vpon the hauen to defend ſuch as 
comethither with ſhips from the iniuriesand incurſions of Pa- 
eansand Sarazcns. 

Of Babylon m <Agypt. 

Abylon ſignifies confuſion, as you may reade before. There 


were two citics of this name, the one was in Chaldea, and

the other in Egypt :'that in Chaldea was ſcituated vpon the 
river Euphrates : and this vpon theriuer Nilus, which was 244 
miles fromleruſalem towardes the Southweſt; and called inthe 
Arabiarr tongue Aclaire,or Cair whether you pleaſe zwhich alſo 
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The Trauels of Iohn. 


ſi nfiech canfſſen.Concerning ing both which cities you may reade 
nu atlarge in their former 


eſcriptions. From this towneit is 
credibly thought(and not from that rowne that ſtood in Chal- 
dea) Peter wrote his firſt Epiſtle,as the circumſtances of the hiſto- 
riedotheuidently declare: for that Babylon which ſtood in Chal- 
dea,wasin thetime of Petey vtterly deſtroyed ; but then this Ba. 
bylon was had in great eſtimation. About this time alſo Marke, 


who was the diſciple of Peter,was the firſt Biſhop of Alexandria, 
as you may reade at the end of his firſt Epiſtle : wherefore that 0- 
inion which ſome would haue paſle fortruth, That Petey wrote 
his firſt Fpiſtle from Rome,calling #allegorically Babylon;is ve- 
terly to be condemned, ſince there's not any whichcan certain-" 
ly prouethat conieCture, neither is it grounded vpon anie firme 
foundation. For although Babylon in the Reuelation of S. Toby, 
becauſe it wasa ſecret prophelie, was allegorically vſed; yetin 
a plaine and manifeſt hiſtorie ſuch kind of Allegories are notal- 
lowed. From whence may be concluded, That S. Peter wrote his 
firſt Epiſtle from this Babylon,not from Rome. | 
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The Tranuels of Saint Tohn,with the Annotation of 
the times wherein he lined. 


T- Ohnthe Euangeliſt and Apoſtle of our Lord Ie- 
ay 854 ſus Chriſt, was bornein thetenth yeare after the 
het WA 9 Natiuitie of our Sauiour , and was made his Di- 

= Pa (ciple when hee was oneand twentieyearesof 

y| age. Heeſaw the miracle of Chriſt when hee 
changed water intowine, 79h.2. In the yeare 
following, that is, in the two'and twentieth yeare of his age, hee 
wastakeninto the numberofthe rweluc Apoſtles, Zuk. 6. Mar.z. 

After that,in the three and twentieth yeare of his age; he ſawthe 

transfiguration of Chriſtin mount Thabor. And when he was 

foure and twentic yeares ofage,he ſtood vnder the Croſſeofour 

Saujour Chrift. Andrhe ſameyeare, a littleafter Chriſtsaſcen- 

fion,he with the reſt ofthe Apoſtles, receiued the gift of theholy 

Ghoſt ; being then the feaſt of Penticoſt , which fell about the 
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fonre and twentieth day of May, in the ſame yearc he was caſt in- 
co priſon with Peter for healing the lame man, 4&#s 3. 4- Thus 
much ofhis youth. 

. Aboutthe middle ofthe firſt yeare after our Sauiour Chriſts 
aſcenſion, /#bn (being then fine and rwenticycare old) was ſcent 
with Peter from the citic of lernſalem to Samaria , whichis-two 
and thirtie miles. 

From Samaria hereturned backe againe to Ieruſalem, which 
was 32 miles; and as he returned,preached the Goſpel of Chriſt 
in diuers townes of the Samaritans, 44.8. 

Mary the mother of our Lord,being now 59 yearesof ape, di- 
ed,in the twefth yeare after the reſurreftion of Chriſt; and was 
buried by John the Euangeliſtin the Garden of Gethſemene, John 
being then fiue and thirtie yeare old : foure years after her death, 
hewas preſent at the Apoſtolicall Councell inlerufalem. Now 
lameshis brother, who was called the Elder, was beheaded two 
yeares before ; for this Councel! was celebrated in the preſence 
of lamesthe yonger , Peter, Iohn, Paul, and Barnabas, &c. about 
16 yeares after the reſurre&ion of Chriſt , and 14 after the con- 
uerſion of Pazl, Gal.2. 

Before the deſtruQtion of Teruſalem , which hapned about the 
61 yearc of hisage,and 38 after Chriſt aſcenſion, /ohn went from 
Ieruſalem and came to Epheſus, which was 544 miles; where af- 
rerthe death of the-Apoſtle Paul hee gouerned the Churches of 
Alta minor. 

In the 86 yeare of hisage,being caſt into a veſlell of boyling 
Oyle,and comming out vahurt(by the commaundement of Do- 
mitianthe Emperour) he was banilhed into the Iſle of Pathmos, 
which was diſtant from Epheſus 45 miles : there hee wrote his: 
Reuelation,to the ſeuen Churches that were in Aſia minor; of 
which you may reade, Apoc.1 . 

From Patmos he returned to Ieruſalem, which was 40 miles, 
being then 88 yeares ofage, and there hee raiſed Dru/ana from 
death to life. After this he gouerned the Churches in Aſta foure 
yearcs;that is,from the gouernement of Xerua the Emperovr, 
vntothe fourth yeare of hegoneramentef Traian the Emperor, 
and called the young man to repentance which was of the ſocie- 
ue

tic ofthecues. Arlength hedicd ar Epheſus when hee was 91 
eares of age, Anus Domini 199, as Saint 1erom and Nicephorws, 
i.2.cap.32 obſcrueth. Soall his Trauels were 688 miles.

The Teſtimonie of the Fathers concerning | 0 uw, 


He Teſtimonies of the holy Fathers that are yet extant 

concerning /ohn, aretheſc : in Eaſeb.lib.z.c.1.18.20. 23, you 
may readethe hiſtorie concerning the conuerlion of the young 
man from the companie of thecues. /renews witnelſcththe ſame, 
lib.2.cap.2.3. In Irenewsallo [1b.3.cap.3, you may reaccthe hifto. 
ricof Cerinthw,and how that 1ohn lived vntill the time of Tratan 
the Emperour. Alſo ib.3.cap. 1 1, he faichthat the Goſpell of $. 
John was written becauſe of the blaſphemie of Ceriuthus. 


The Deſcription of the townes and places to 
which I o un trauelled.1 


Of Epheſus. 
His wasthe Mctropolitan citic of Tonia, ſcituatedin Afia 
minor, 544 miles from Icruſalem towards the Northvveſt. 
It was built,as Strabo obleructh, by Androclus the ſonne of 
Codrus king of Athens, in the time of Damid king of Iſrael; and 
becauſe of the beautifull ſcituation and ferrilitic of the ſoilecal- 
led Epheſus: in future ages growing into ſuch credite and eftima- 
tion,thatit was mightily increaſed,and became one of the moſt 
famous Mart townes in all Aſta: butitſtood ſomething low, ſo 
thartthe Sea brake in vpon it, and drowned it; wherein manie of 
the inhabitants veriſhed, Neuertheleſle Zyſimachns king of 
Thrace builrit yp againe in the place where now it ſtandeth, and 
called it Afinoes after his wiues name; but he being dead, it was 
againe called by the auncient name Epheſus. There weremany 
worthie men that lived in it,as Herac/itrs Scotiums,& Hermadornus, 
who for his excellent vnderſtanding and fingular honeſtic was ; 
banithed : Hipponaces allo the Poet, Perrhafins and Apelles the 
Painters, Alexander the Orator, and Theodotro the Iew who in- 
terpreted the Bible. It was in auncient times inhabited by the 
Amazons,

Amazons,whoſeQueene kept her Court there,and wonderfully 
increaſed and adornedit with faire and beautitu! buildings. Here 
alſo that notable Temple dedicated to Diana, which, as Strabs 
Saith,{b.1 4. Plin.libr.36. cap. 14, was two hundred and rwentie 
yeares in building : it ſtood vpon Mooriſh ground to anoidethe 
danger ofearth quakes. There werein it 1 27 pillers,creQed by 
ſo manie kings; amongſt which there were 36 that were curt- 
ouſly ſceled,and artificially carued and engrauen : it was 427 
foot long,and 120 broad. There were ſo maniegifts and gratui- 
ries ſent tromall the cities and kings round about, towards the 
building ofthis Temple, that the riches and treaſure thereof was 
wondertul! ; inſfomuch that when it was finiſhed, it was accoun- 
ted one of the ſtarelieſt buildings the world could affoord, and 
numbred amongſt the wonders ofthe world. This Temple thus 
built at ſuch an extraordinarie charge that it was almoſt vnualuas 
ble, was ſet on fire by one Heroſtratus a wicked and 'perucrle fel- 
low (ia the ſame Olimpiad and day that Alexander the great was 
borne)who,hauing nothing in him that might make him famous 
in after ages,burnt this goodly building, that ſo ({ though not for 
his good, yet for his cuill)he might get a name: but the-Ephelians 
vere ſo incenſcd becauſe of this miſchiefe, that they procured : 
Proclamation to be made through all the kingdomes round as 
bout,that his nameſhould not be once mentioned; which perad-- 
uenture wasfor a time obſcrued , bur in future ages they could 
not preuent it, but thathe was both ſpoken of or written of? not- 
withſtanding afterward the inhabicants of this citie became (o - 
exceeding wealthie, that they ſoone after rebuilt this Temple of 
Diana,and made itmuch fairer then it was before ; all theeitizens - 
contributing with willing hands tothe chargeof the building : 
inſomuch that rhe women brought all their (iluer, gold, and 0- 
ther precious ornaments,and communicated them towards this 
great worke. 

Alfo,in after times thoſe faire pillers before ſpoken of , were 
againeer:ted ; towards the rebuilding whereof,they receiucd ſo 
mani2and wonderfull gifts from all the neighbouring kings,ci- 
tics,and countries; that this Temple might ( as it was thought ) 
compare 
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compare with all the world beſide for riches and treaſure. It was 
ſtanding in ſaint Pawls time, who came thitherabout rwelue yeres 
after the reſurretion of our ſautour, and continued there tor the 
ſpace of three yeares ; in which time, hce ſofaithfully and with 
ſuch diligence preached the goſpell, that hee conuerted moſt of 
thecitizens from their Idolatric and worlhip of Diana, tothe 
reuerent knowledge and confeſſion of our bleſſed fauiour : for 
which cauſe Demetriws the filuerſmith(which made a great gaine 
by idolatrie) ſtirred vp a great tumult ſo thatthe Gentiles run- 
ning vp and downethe citic forthe ſpace of ewo houres, cryed 
out witha loud voice, Great is Diana of the Epheſians, Ads 19. 
Here alſo Paul fought with beaſts 1.Corix.1 5. And to this citie 
Paul wrote his Epiſtle and ſent it from Rome, which was 996 
miles. Hee made Timethie allo Bilhop of this citie,,o whom hee 
wrote two Epiſtles,the firſt was ſent him from Laodicia in Phri- 
1a, which was 286 miles,the ſecond from Rome,as I haue ſaid. 
By theſe Epiſtles Timethie was greatly comforted, and taught 
them ro his Diſciples and auditors,that ſo they might conſtant- 
ly continue & perſeuer in the Chriftian faith and religion co the 
end.To conclude, Job» the Euangelift camealſo to Ephelus,and 
wrote his goſpell againſt the Heretique Cerinthuws , who denied 
Chriſt tobe the true God for which cauſe God gricuoullys pu- 
nilhed him, ſo that he dyed as he was bathing'himſelte in a bath: 
Irenemus lib. 5 .cap.3. Euſeb.lib.3.cap.22, This was the firſt Church 
to who m /ohn wrote his Reuclation; and there when kereturned 
out of Pathmos, he raiſedhis hoſt Dr#ſana from death to life. So 
when he had gouerned the Churches in Aſta thirtie yeares,after 
the death of Paul hee dyed, when he was 91 ycares of age; and 
was honourably buried at Epheſus, not far from the citie. There 
was alſo another 7h» which liued in Epheſus,to whom(as many 
thinke)the Epiſtles of ſaint 7obnthe Euangiliſt were dedicated,as 
Icrom [heweth in his Catalogue of Eccletiaſticall writers. The ſec- 
pulchreof this man is ſhewed not far from the ſepulchreof faint 
John the Euangeliſt as Ewſeb.witneſlerh, 1ib.3.cap.3 1. at this day 
this citie is called by the name of Fjgls ho Epheſo, ſec Geſner. 
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Of Pathmos. 


His isan Iſle of the n ſea, ſcituated betweene Aſia the 
X lefle and Grztia, 2080 miles from Ieruſalem towards the 
Northweſt. Pl:ny faith {i6.4.cap.12, that it was 3o miles incom- 
paſſe: into this Iſle the Euangeliſt was baniſhed by Domitian Ne- 
ro,where he wrote his Reuclation. It was one of the Cyclad If 
lands, which were 53 in number, that lay round about the Iſland 
Delus,as Strabo in the tenth booke of his Geographie obſerueth. 
It ſtood fortie miles from Epheſus rowards the Southweſt,and,as 
Petrus Apiantss laith, was ſometimes called Poſidius, but is now 
called Palmoſa. en 


Of Smyrns. 

T His is the ſecond citie to whom Joby dedicated his Reuela- 

tion. It was ſcituated in Ioniain Aſia the lefle, 540 miles 
from Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt. This was a verie faire 
Citic,beautitied with manie goodly buildings, and of good ac- 
countin Grzcia. It was at fhrſt but a Colonie tranſplanted from 
another citie in that countrey. But Theſews that greatPrince be- 
ing then king therof,that he mightadde ſome grace tothat which 
hee had begun , hecallediraftcr his wiues name Smyrna , which 
ſigniticth Mirrh. Herodotus ſaith that Homer was borne in this 
towne,but not blind,and called by the name of Meliſiernes ; but 
after the Cumznians called him(ofhis blindneſle) Homer. Strabo 
lib.t 4. of his Geographie ſaith, thar the inhabitanrs rake vpon 
them to ſhew his pi&ture ſtanding there, andalſo a Templebuiler 
in his honour. During his life he was a man of ſmall or no repn- 
tation,orrather contemned then honoured ( as Herodotwe laith,) 
but after his death,his workes beginning to grow famous, the ci» 
ties of Greece contended who ſhould patronize him. The Collo- 
phonians claimea part in him becauſe he was in that towne,and 
there made ſome ofhis Odifles. They of Chyus ſay he belonged 
vnto them becauſe he liued there along time, and taught ſchole : 
but for ought that can be found by authors, the Smyrnians haue: 
moſt intereſt in him ; neucrtheleſſe I will leaue him to them that 
pleaſeto patronize him, ſinceitis not certainly found where he: 


lined. He liued about 990 yeares before Chriſt. | 
Enuſchjus 
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Euſebius (aterh in his Eccleſiaſtcall Hiſtorie /:b.4.cap.1 4. That 
in after times this citic grew very famous, and wasſo much in--. 
larged, thatit became a Bilhops Sce: whereof one Policarpms a 
very godly and religious man was Bilhop , Hee gonerned the 
Churchin that place at ſuchtime as /ob» the Euangeliſt wrot his 
Reuclation ; and by him in his ſecond chapter of that booke is 
called the Angell of the Church of Smyrna. This man atterhe 
bad faithfully preached the Golpel tor the ſpace ghty lix yeres, 
was by the inhabitants thereof condemned to dcath for the pro- 
feſhon of Chriſt 4.2.1 70. Butthe rtowne of Smyrna (becauleof 
the vnthankefulneſle and cruelticof the inhabitants) was grie- 
uouſly puniſhed ; for within ten yeares,it was caſt downe by an 
Earthquake ; ſince which time it was hardly rebuilded againe. 
Theriuer PaRolus which beginneth in Lydearunneth by this 
towne of Smyrna. Bur the inhabitants thercof (becauleof the 
golden vainesthatare found therein)call it Cryſorrhoas, Plin.lib., 

.cap.2g. A little after that there was ſuch anextreame plague 
(Eee in Rome,that they were conſtrained to carrie out the 
dead bodies in carts. Thus God turneth the aire and the carth to 
the confuſion of thoſe that peſecute his Church. 


Of Pergamus. 


His was another of the townes whereto 7ohnwrot his Reue- 

lation : It was a famous citie, and Metropolitan of Mylia, 
ſcituated in Alta the leſle, 228 miles from Ierulalem towards the 
Northweſt.It ſtood vpon a high rocke,cloſe by the river Caicus, 
from whence it was called Pergamus. Forin ancient times all fa- 
mous and notable places wer called among the Grzcians Per- 
gama as Swidzs and Seruins obſcrueth. Strabo ſaieth {ib. 13. that 
in thetime of Zy/imachus the lonne of Agathocles (who was one 
of the ſucceſlours to Alexander the great) it was but a caſtle: In 
which place, becaulc of the ſtrength of ir,he viually kept all his 
trealures,and thoſe things that were of account, and commit- 
ted thecuſtadie ofit to one Phileterns an Eunuch of yanus.Bnt 
this man dei ngaccuſcd to Ly/imachws, thathe would haveforced' 
his wife 4r/inocs,for feare of ſome ſuture puniſhmentbecauſe of 
that offence, moucd the inhabitants of that hold to rebellion; Ar 
the 
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theſame timealſo there happened many commotians in Aſia, 
whereby Lyſimachus was conſtrained to leauethis,and make op- 
poſition againſt Seleucus Nicanor, who had inuaded his domini- 
ons.But in this war Ly/imachus wasſlaine. And;Philet er hauin 
in his poſſeſhion greatriches, tharhee might inioy whatheehad, 
was alwaies obſeruant to him thar gat the vitorie, by which 
meanecs he kept himſelfe and hisriches for the ſpace of 29 yeares 
in that caſtle ; and then dyed, and left all this wealth to Eamenes 
his brother ſonne, who inlarged his gouernment,and oucrcame 
Antiochus the fonne of Seleucizs.This man after hee had raigned 
32 yeares dyed, and Atalwwhis ſonne ſucceeded himin the go- 
uernment,who, hauing conquered Galatia, madea league with 
the Romans, and by them was hiſt called by the name of a king. 
After him ſucceeded his ſonne Enmenes the ſecond ofthat name, 
who aided the Romans againſt Antiochws Magnus king of Syria, 
for which ſcruicethe Romans gaue him all the Dominions that 
Antiochus had on this fide the Alpes, This man was the firft that 
inlarged the caſtle of Pergamus,and made ita goodly city,plan- 
ting round abontitathicke wood or groue, andcalled it Nice- 
phorus. Andafter he had raigned forty and nineyeares, he dyed, 
and left his kingdometo his ſonne Atzalus called allo Philometer. 
This Attalus after he had done many notable aions,dyed with- 
outany iſſue, when he hadraigned five yeares, and left his king- 
dome to the Romans, whoturned it into a Proutnce. 

Thereliued in this towne many learned men, as Galley the 
phiſitian, who was famous in the time of 774iaxe the Emperor, 
and(as the fame went)lined 1 40 yeares : of that townealſo was 
Apolodorusthe Rhetoritian,who was ſcholmaſter to Auguſtus Ce 
ſar,of which man the Apollodorean ſe&tooke their name, and 
Dyonifins Alticus his {choler. Here Antipas was crowned with the 
wreath of Martyrdome. | 

To the Bilhop of this towne 7ohn wrot his Reuelation, and 
in the ſecond chapter thercof ſharply reprehends him, becauſe 
hebore with the fa of the Nicholaitans ; which although it la- 
ſted not long,yet it was very dangerous. Euſebjus ſaith,that N5- 
cholas one 0 > ſeuen Deacons for the poore at Antiochia, of 
whom you may read A.the 6, was the firſt author of thisſeR:; 
yet 
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yet Clemens Alexandrinus cleeres him ofit, laying that oftencera- 
ther vpon certaine idle perſons,that miſconſtruing his words,be- 
ing given oucr to vile affetions, couered their cuils vnder his 
name,calling themſelues Nicholaits, though indeed hee had no 
hand in it,bur liued and died honeſtly. 

The opinion tha this Se&t held (as Euſebiwus ſaith,[1b.3.44.23, 
and Irene lib.1.cap.27) was,that women were to be common, 
thatit was lawtfull rocate meate offred to Idols, that fornication 
and adulterie was no finne beſide manie other wickedand per- 
uerſe opinions concerning the Dietic, which would be too tedi- 
ous to recite in this place. You may reade more of this herelie in 


Enſcbius and Teriullian. 
Of Thyatira. 


His wasthe fourth Church to which 1ohz wrote his Reuc- 
lation ; it was ſcituatedcloſe by the riuer Caicus, vpon the 
bordersof Mylia and Lydia,Goo miles from Ieruſalem to- 
wardsthe Northeaſt. It wasa verie faire citic in Aſia minor, yet 
fubic& ro the Lydians. In this countrey Lydda was borne that 
dweltart Philippa,&gaue entertainmentto Paul & Sylas, At.16. 
Philippa was diſtant from this towne 409 miles. It was at firſt 
called (according to the teſtimonie of Stephen) Pelopea, and Se- 
miramis: but after, Seleucus Nicanor king of Syria, (making warre 
vpon LZyſanachws king of Thrace) comming to this towne, had 
newes that his wite had brought him a daughter ; in honour of 
whichreport, he would needs hauc the towne called T hugatei- 
ra,which in Greeke ſignifies 4 dauzhter ; but Thyatira, diuine re- 
BETERCES. 


{ Of Sardis. 
O this citiealſo S. 1m wrote his Reuclation. It was a fa- 
mous and Princely ſeare,(cituated in Alta, not farrefrom 
the mountain Tmolus, where Craſws king of the Lydians 
kept his Court, being 536 miles from Ieruſalem towards the 
Northweſt. It was ſo called (without doubt)of Sardws the ſonne 
of Hercules,which maketh Sardis in the plurallnumber. Of this 
towne were the two Diodorics which were Orators : the yonger 


of them wrote Hiftorics & Poems, and was Strabs'sgreat friend. 


Cloſe 
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Cloſe by this towne is found a pretious ſtone, which after the 
townes nameis called Sardis: it is of a fle{by colour, and there- 
fore is commonly called Carnalia,of which you may read more: 
in Phn.b1b.3 7.c4.4- 
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Of Philadelphia. 


Aint 1ohnalſo wrot his Reuclation to thiscity.It was ſcituated 
in Myliaacountriein Aſia Minor, being 540 miles from le- 
ruſalem towards the Northweſt. This city is ſo often troubled 
with Earthquakes, that the inhabitants are many times conſtrai- 
ned to dwell in the open ficldes. Vpon the Eaſt fide thereof lies 
a dry & barren countrie, which ſeemethto be burnt and ſcorche 
with heat,bcing 69 miles long and 48 miles broad; where there 
rows no trees,but thereare found great plentie of grapes,which 
Ling reſt your very pleaſant wine,and may compare with the 
beſt of thoſe parts. The ſuperfices ofthe earth ſcemeth like aſhes, 
mountany.ſtony,and blacke: many conicure the cauſe thereof 
to be by reaſon ofthegreatthunders and lightning that they haue 
there; but there are ſome which giue otherreaſonsfor ir. It was 
called Philadelphia of Atrolus Philodelphizes who firſt built it. 


Of Laodicea. 


Ts was the ſcuenth and laſtcity that 7oby direfted his Re- 
uelation to.It ſtood cloſe by the riuer Lycus in Caria,a coun- 
try in Afiathe leſſe, fiue hundred and twenty miles from Ieruſa- 
lem towards the Northweſt ; and is likewiſeoftentimes troubled 
with Earthquakes,as Sardis Magneſia and Philadelphia are. The 
reaſon of theſe often Earthquaksis thought to be,becauſe there J 
are vaultes and hollow caues vnder the carth, into which the 'Y 
ayre(in the time of heat)hauing freeentrance, then cloſed vp a- Þ. 
gaine,ſo that it can find no paſſageout,itſtriueth with continuall 
motion to make way through the earth, by which meanes the 
carth trembleth and lhakerh : and looke how much the deeper 
theſe vaults are vnder the earth, ſo much the moreviolent are 
the carthquakes; by which meanes citiesare oftentimes veter] 

ouerthrowne and ruined, ſometimes the earthſinkethand ponds 


and riuers are ſwallowed vp. | 
K | I 
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It was at firſt called Dioſpolis, that is,the city of Jupiter; then 
Rhoas; and laſtly ir obtained the name of Laodicea. And al- 
thougharche beginning it was but a ſmal cown, yet by reaſon of 
the ferriliry of the ſoile,and pleaſant (ciruation,ir of a ſudden be- 
camea faire citic, beautified with many faire and goodly houſes, 
wherein there dwelt many wealthie citizens, ſothat for their no- 
biliry and worthineſle ic was accounted the moſt famouſe towne 
in all Aſia.Here Hiero dwelt who diuided his inheritance among 
thecitizens, and ouer and aboue he gaue them two thouſand ta- 
lents of gold, beſides many othergitts and gratuities toadorne 
and beaurific the city. After him there liued Jexothe Orator, and 
Polemon his ſonne; who for his noble as was firſt by Antonio, 
and then by Auguſtus Ceſar, honored with the dignity ofa king, 
as Strabo witnelleth /b.12. | 

This Laodicea, Coloflis, and Hierapolis where the Apoſtle 
Philip was crucified, were ſunke by an carrhquak, about the tenth 
yeare of Nero,anda little before the martyrdome of Paw, There 
were three cities called after this name; that is, this which ſtood 
in Caria (to which Pau/ncuer came, as appcarethin the ſecond 
chapter to the Collofhans)a ſecond ſtood in Phrigia,where Paul 
wrot his Epiſtle to T7»04hie ; and a third in Syria,neere to Antio- 
chia,Selcucia, and Apamea,

From Samaria he went to Bethzar, which was ſcituated for- 
ou foure miles towards the South : here Philjp baptized the 
jopian who was queene Caxdices Eynuch. Andfodenly hee

His citie is before mentioned ;and at this time when the Ey- 
nuch came to Teruſalem , Candaces gouerned it and a great 
part of Ethiopia, Tiberius Ceſar being then Emperourof Rome. 
She wasa verie warlike woman, but blinde of one cyc, as Strabo 
faith 5b 16.and Plz. lib.6.cap.29. In whoſe time the citie Saba 
was called Meroe; and theQueenes, for manie ſnueceſsions,Cax- 
daces; becauſe of the worthineſle of thoſe 
beeneof that name. This woman was verie well beloyedof her 
ſubicts,and was very gratious towards thetn,as Suidasſaith.To 
cene the Eunuch which Philip baprized was chiefe 'St&-

þ \ ©): tenth yeare after the natiuitie of our Sauiour; 
a <8 21d wasnecre about theage of S. 7ohwthe Euan- 
| a8 gcliſt,as the circumſtances of the Hiſtories doe 
IL, V declare. After he grew to ſome bigneſle,he was 

ſent by his parents from thenceto leruſalem,be- 
ing 304 miles, where he had not bin long brought vp with Gama- 
kel(which ſignifies the recompence of God) AF. 22, but he became 
the diſciple of Simon the iuſt, Zuc.2.4t.5, 

This Paul was of the Tribe of Beniamin,Phil.3.2.Cor.11 : and 
being yet but a yong man, he was one of thoſe that keptthe gar- 
ments ot the holy martyr S. Stephen, who was Ntoned: about the 
end of the foure and thirtieth yeare afterthe natiuitie of Chriſt, 
Ads 1 ; at which timealſo S. 7ohn the Euangeliſt was but foure 
and ewentie yeares of age. If therefore you would obſerue the 
age of the Apoſtle Pawl in this following diſcourſe of his. Tra- 
nels, dedutt ten from the yeares after the natiuitie of our Sauiour 
Chriſt, and the remainderis his age. At his circumciſion he was 
called Saul, that is, 4 mortall man : but when he was made the A- 
poſtle ofthe Gentiles, hee was called Pax/; of which namethere 
wasa noble familic in Rome, ſo called becauſeof the lowneſle 
ofthcir ſtature,and ſmalneſle of their bodie; as Carolus Sigonins 
obſeructh. 

In the 3 5 yeareafter the natiuitie of Chriſt Paul was an Inqui- 
ſitor for priuat herefic,and a cruell perſecutor of the Goſpel. The 
next yeare he went from Teruſalem ro Damaſcus in Syria, which 
was 1 60 miles: in whichiourney (about the 2 5 day of lanuarie) 
he was conuerted ; & vponthe 28 day of Ianuarie was baptized 
by 4nanias. So he ſtayed ſome few dayes in Damaſcus & taught 
the Goſpellof Chriſt, 4@.9.c7 22. 

In the ſame yere that he was conuerted, the Iewes & thoſe that 
were encmics tothe Goſpell , went about by diſceit to take his 
Kk 3 life, 
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if wherefore he went from Damaſcusto ArabiaPetrza,which 
15 160 miles : here hee continued teaching the Goſpell by the 
ſpace ofthree yeares,that is,from the beginning of the 3 5 to the 
end ofthe 3 7 yeareafterthe natiuitic of Chriſt, 4.9. 

In the 38 ycare after the natinitie of Chriſt hee returned from 
Arabia Petrza and came to Damaſcus , which was 16o miles ; 
4nd there he diligently caught the Goſpell of Chrilt. 

But when in + 0 ſame yeare Areta king of Arabia went about 
to put him ſecretly to death, he was [ct down in a basket ouer the 
wall,and ſo went from Damaſcus to Icruſalem, which was 160 
miles: and when he came thither he brought Barnabas to the A- 
poſtles,and [hewed them his conuerlion, and remained with Pe- 
tzy 1 5 dayes preaching the Goſpell. Ar this time he ſaw James 
the ſonne of Alphens and brother of our Lord, Ads 9. 2.Cor.11. 
Galat.I, 

But when his aduerſaries that were at Icruſalem went about 
ſecretly toput himro death, hee went from Jeruſalem and was 
blengle by the brethren to Czſarea Strato, which was 32 miles, 
AGHts 9. 

About the 38 yeare after the natiuitie of Chriſt he wentthence 
into Syriato Tarſus a citie of Cilicia,which was 272 miles: here 
he continued ſome yeares teaching the Goſpell of Chriſt, Gal.1. 
2.Cor.l1. 

Inthe 41 yeareafterthe natiuitic of Chriſt, and about the ſe- 
uenth yeare of his miniſtrie, hee was brought by Barnabas from 
Tarſusto Antiochia in Syria,which was 129 miles. At this time 
andinthis towneall thoſe that beleeued in Chriſt began to bee 
called Chriſtians, whereas betore they were called Dite ples and 
brothers, 4&#s 11. Theſethingshapned in the eight yeare after 
the reſurretion of Chriſt: about this time allo Matthew wrote his 
Goſpell , and 4gabus prophelied of the vniuerſall dearth that 
ſhould happen vnder Cloaius, AF.tl. 

Inthe 42 yeareafterthe natiuitie of Chriſt, Paul being then at 
Antiochia,and about 32 yeares ofage,was rapt vp into the third 
heauen,1 4 yeares beforc he wrote his ſecond Epiſtleto the Cor- 
rinthians,2.Cor,12. 


In the 43 yeare after the natiuitie of Chriſt, the famine where- 
; of 
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of 4Agabwe prophelied being now ,he went with thegifts of 
the hurch from Antiochia to Ieruſalem, which was 280 miles: 
this yeare /amesthe elder was beheaded at the commmaund of 
Agrippa, AeF.11.C9 12. 

 Inthe 44 yearcafterthenatiniticof Chriſt, Pawuland Barnabas 
with Peter , were delivered out of priſon by the Angell of the 
Lord. Now hauing diſtributed the gifts ofthe Churchghe retur- 
ned inthe companic of John Mark from Teruſalem to Antiochia, 
which was 280 miles. So theſe Trauels were 1928 miles. 


Of the townes and Places to which he tranelled. 


Of Tarſus or Tharſus. 


His was the Metropolis of Cilicia , ſcituated vponthe riuer 

of Cydnus, which beginning at mount Taurus runneth . 
thencethrough this towne intothe Mediterranean ſea. It was firſt 
built by Perſc: king ofthe Perſians, (whom the Poets faine to be 
the ſonne of 7»piter and Danae)and called Tharſus, of the Hya- 
Cinth tone, which,as it ſeemeth, was found thereabouts. It was 
diſtant from Jeruſalem 3 04 milestowardsthe North; in auncient 
times a goodly citic,but through the injury of time and the inua- 
ſion ofthe enemy,much impaired,and lay almoſtruined vntill(as 
Strabo (aith,lib.1 4.) it was repaired by Sardanapalus that effemi- 
nate king of the Aſſyrians, of whom Twly remembreth this Epi- 
taph,/ib.5.Taſcala : 


Hec habes que #4i,queq, exaturata libido, 
Hauſit,at illaiacent multa (x preclara relicta. 


What things I eate,or ſpend in ſport and play , 
Thoſel enioy;the cell I caſt away. 


From his time vntill the raigne of Darius the laſt king ofthe Per- 
ſjans,it continued in great proſperitie,and was becomea maruei- 
lous ſtately citie,the inhabitants therof being growne verie weal- 
thie : bur then Alexander the great making warre vpon that 
Prince,amongſt others brought his armie againſt this citie, but 
the citizens hearing of his notable exploits durſt not abide his 

Kk 4 comming: 
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comming : therefore they fired the citie, leaſt he ſhould make a 
ray of their riches,and fled : which when Alexander perceiued, 
egaue order to Parmenio with all polhible ſpeed to quench the 

fire,and ſaucthe citie. In the meane time the king (being preſt 

with an extraordinaric thirſt,by reaſon of the extreame hear that 
was in that countrie,the duſt,and his long tourny)put off his roi- 
all garments,and caſt himſelte into the riuer Cydnus, which be- 
ing a cold water comming outof the North, ſtroke the heat pre- 
ſently inward,and ſo benummed his ſinnows, that had it not bin 

for the preſent helpc of his ſouldiers,and the extraordinarie dili- 
enccand care ot Philip his Phifrtian,hee had dyed immediatly , 

notwithſtanding,by thegreat prouidence of God, and the carc- 

fulneſlc of his 6 nk, recouered of his dangerous lickneſle 

beyond the expeRation of man ; and after ouercame Dari in a 

ſharpeand cruel] warre, neereto a place called Ifſi,as you may 

reade before, ſee Pultarch inwita Alexand. and Luint. Curtins. 

From that time forward this citic grew to be very famous, and 

daily increaſed in ſtatelinefle and faire buildings. Andro adde 

more dignitic to it,there was a famous Academie,in which were 
many learned and rare Philoſophers; in ſo wuch that they of 

Tharſus exceeded the Philoſophers of Athens and Alexanceria 

for learning and knowledge,though in deed for number of ſcho- 

lers and common reſort they exceeded Tharſus. 

Saint Paul was borne and brought vpin this towne,and here 
learned the knowledge of therongues, Philofophie, and other 
good arts. Hecalſoperuſed the writings of Aratus, Epmeniaes, 
Menander, and other learned men, whoſe fayings are here and 
there diſperſed through his Epiſtles. From thence he was ſent to . - 
lerufalem,where be lived & was brought vp at the feet of Gama- 
liel, whowas Prouoſt of that Academy : ard after, was conuer- 
tedto be an Apoſtle of Chriſt Ieſus, asappeareth 44.22, This 
rowneat this day is :ſubie& to the Empire of the Turkes, and 
called by the name of Terafla; being neither ſo famons nor ſo 
faire a citic, asin thetime when the Roman Empire flourithed, 
for then, becauſe of theextraordinarie vertue of thecitizens, it 
wasindowed with the liberty and freedome of Rome.

of Damaſcus. 


T His was a metropolitan towne in Syria, diſtant from leru- 
L falem 160 miles rowards the Northeaſt ; being an auncient 
and faire citic, and, before ſuchtime as Antiochiawas built, the 
head of all that kingdome. It was ſcituatedin a faireand' truit- 
full place,cloſe by the mountain Libanus, which bringeth forth 
Frankinſence,Ceders,Cypreſle,and many odoriferusand ſweet 
ſmelling lowers. There were many kingsthat kepttheir court 
in it,as Hadad, Berhadad the firſt, Benhadad the ſecond, Haſael,and 
others, who pgricuouſly oppoſed the kings of Ifraell in many 
ſharpe and cruell warres, as you may reade before. The land 
round about itaboundeth with white and;red Roſes, Pomegra- 
nats, Almonds; Figges, and other ſweetand pleaſant fruits. In 
thar place the Alablaſter ſtone is found, very faireandcleere.The 
aire, pleaſant and healrhfull. Therivercalled Chryſorrhus,run- 
neth cloſe by it, in which thereis found golden veines which 
yeeldcth perfe& gold. The houſes withcut,are not very curious; 
but within, all of polliſhed marbleand alablaſter guile with-re- 
fplendent gold, ſo artificially thatir dazleth the beholderseyes. 
There was acertaine Florentine who reuolted from the Chri- 
ſtian faith, and obtained to be chiefe gonernorof this towne, it 
which he ereted a ſtrong and beautifull caſtle, which ſtood for 
thedefence ofit. No man can ſuHiciently expreſſethe beauty and 
glorie of this city : there 1s y=ou trafique, and much reſortof 
people to it, but eſpecially of Turks, Sarazens, Mamelucks, and 
other kinds of Pagan pevuple,whoare preferred befarethe Chr 
ſtians in that gouernment : and although there are many Chriſti 
ansin that place, yerthey are conſtrained toindure great injury 
by thoſe Barbarians, becaule they are hated euen to the death : 
and if any of them chance rodye, they are buried in that place 
were Pawl was conuerted. The inhabitants ſhew the place where 
ſaint Paul was letdown over the wall in a basket ; alſo the houſe” 
of Au4nias, who cured the blindneſſe of Paul; befides many 
other things that are memorablein that city, of which you may 
read in Sebaſtio Munſter, $ebaſtian Frankus, Plin.lib.y and ma- 
ny other authors.

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of Arabia. 


M Anie things arealreadic ſpoken concerning this countrey, 
as the deuilion of the place,onecalled Petrza,the other De- 


ſerta,and the third Fzlix. Arabia Petrza is ſo called from the 
Mctropolitan citic thereof, called Petra ; which is (cituated fortic 
milesfrom Ieruſalem towards the South,and bordereth vpon E- 
gyptand India. Itisalſo called Arabia Nabathea, as you ma 
reade before. Paran and Sur are a part of it, compalſsing towards 
the Eaſt the land of Iudea,and fo extendeth to Damaſcus. This 
corntrey is veric full ofrockes and ſtones, the chiefe citie Petra 
being ſcituated vpona rock, of which it takeththe name. Here 
nandeth the mountaines Horeband Sinai; here the children of 
Iſrael trauelled when they went out of Egypt; here ts the Sardo- 
nix ſtone found ; and the people of this countrey in times paſt 
weregreat Prophets and Aftrologians ; here alſo S. Paul taught 
the Goſpella little after his conuerlton,Gal.1, at which time Are- 
tas was king thereof, whoſe (ifter was married to Herod the Te- 
trarch of Galile and Petrza; buthe caſt her off and married He- 
rodias his brother Philips wite, vpon which there begana bloudie 
. warrebetweene Aretasand Heroa,and a lharpe batrel was fought 
neere to Gamalaz a citie beyond Iordan. And although the two 
kings were not atthis battell, yet by the treaſon and flight of the 
ſouldiers out of Tracones ( who without all queſtion would 
haucreucngedthe contempt done vnto their Lord Philip)the A- 
rabian armie carried away a notable viQorie, as 7oſephus witnel- 
ſerh,lib.antiq.1 8.cap.9. A4retesIignitieth an excellent man ; which 
was 4 common name to the kings of Arabia. Itis to be thought 
that Damaſcus and all the countzey round about, was vnder the 
turiſdition of this king ; and thathee ordained a Lieutenant or 
Generall in thoſe parts, who would haue taken Paw/and put him 
'todeath, 4@#.9.2.Col.12. 
The other part of Arabia is called by Ptolomy , Deſerta; but 
Strabo callsit Scenilis,becauſe the inhabitants therof are without 
buildings or Tents; and liue like vagrants vp and downe the 


woods. This is compaſt in vpon the South, with certain moun- 
taines 
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taincs of Arabia Flix; towards the North,it borders vpon Mec- 
ſopotamia ; and towardsthe Weſt, vpon Petrza. 

Thethird is called Arabia Fzlix,becauſe of the fertilitiether- 
of, for they haue there euerie yeare two haruelts, as they hauein 
India,as Strabo obſerueth. See Plin.lib.6.cap.28. 


Of Antiochia. 

YOu may reade ofthis towne before: It is ſaid that Zokerhe 

Euangeſt was borne here. This man was by profefhon a 
Phylitian,Colof.4, and an infeperable companion to Pas in all 
his Trauels: he was ofthe number of the ſeuentie Diſciples, as E- 
piphanins obſerueth. Tertwllian fanth in his fourth booke againſt 
Mardon,that Luke receined his Goſpell from the mouth of Paul : 
he liued till he was 84 yearesold, andthen' died , and lies buried 
at Conſtantinople,as S.leroms faith ; for his bones were remoued 
out of Achaia thither,

prus,which was 94 miles, TA. 13. 

From thence they wentto Paphos, which is in the ſame Iſle 
where Sergius Paulus was converted, and Elymas the Magitian, 
who profeſling himſelfeto bethe Meſhas and Sonne of God, 
was (track with blindneſle, 4.13 : this iourney was 100 miles; 

They loofing from Paphos,went by ſea and land ( the ſame 
yeare) to Pergamusacitie of Pamphilia,ſcituatedin Aſia minor, 
which was 1 48 miles, 

In the 45 yeare afterthe nativitie of Chriſt, they went from 


Pergamus to Antiochia in Pilidia,which was 132 miles. 


SST N theeleuenth yeare afterthe natiuitie of Chriſt,

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From thence they went to Iconia, which was 96 miles ; here 
they ſtaycd ſome timeand converted manie, A7F.1 3.07 1 4. 

fn the 46 yeare after the natiuitie of Chrift, there beinga great 
eumultraiſedin that countrey , leſt the inhabitants ſhould haue 
ſtone them,they fled thenceto Lyſtra a citie of Lyaconia, where 
Paul healed the lame man,which was 28 miles. The inhabitants 
ſeeing this miracle worſhipped them for gods,and called Barna- 
bas, Inpiter ; and Paul, Mercuris ; becauſe he wrought the mira- 
cle. Bur not long after certaine Iewes comming from Antiochia 
and Iconia,arriucd in Liſtra,by whoſe perſwalton the people ſto- 
ned Paul,and ſuppoſing him to be dead carried him outotthe ci- 
tie: bur when his diſciples came vnto him, he roſe vp and went 
mto the rowne, Ad#.1 4. 

The nextday they went to Derbe,a citic of Lycaonia, which 
was 4b milcs, 

From thence they returned backe againe to Liſtra in the ſame 
yeare,which was 28 miles. | 

From Iconia they came to Antiochia in Piſtdia,which was 16 
miles: in this citie they comforted the Diſciples, exhorting them 
that they ſhould perſevere in their faith , For thorough manie affli- 
etHons we muſt enter into the kingdome of beauen. They allo elefted 
Elders in the Churches, ſo with faſting and prayers they com- 
mended them tothe Lord in whom they beleeued, 

In the 47 yeareafter Chriſt, they went from Antiochia tho- 
rough all Pilzdia, and came to Pergamus a citie in Pamphilia, 
which was 132 miles: here they preached the word of the Lord, 
ACS 1 4. 

From Pergamus in the following yeare they went downe to 
the citic of Attalia, which was 26 mules. 

In the 48 yearc after the natiuitie of Chriſt,they looſed thence 
and went to Antiochiain Syria, which was 340 miles: here they 
allembled the Church and thewed what wonderfull things the 
Lord had wrought by them, and how he had opened the doore 
of faich vnto the Gentiles : in this place they ſtated a great ſpace, 
ACS I 4, 

In the yeare following they went trom Antiochia to Ieruſa- 


lem (whuch was 280 miles) to the Apoſtolicgll Councell,which 
Was 
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was celebrated in that citic,aune dom.49 ; and as they went they 
paſſed thorough Phoenicia and Samaria, and there declared che 
eltare ofthe Church among the Gentiles, A&&.1 5. 

. From leruſalem they (with Sylas and Judas, Cane Barſa- 
bas) wemagaineto Antiochiain Syria , which was 280 miles: 
here Pau oppoſed Peter for preaching vnto the Gentiles, Gal.z. 
Sotheſe Trauels of Pan! were 1-744 miles.

Of Cyprus. 

B Ecauſe you may reade of Seleucia before, I therefore willing- 
ly omitit,that I might ſpeake morefully of Cyprus. This1s 
a-faire and ſpacious Ile, ſcituated in the Mediterranean ſea in the 
gulph of Ul, bordering vpon Cilicia and Syria,diſtant 1Comiles 
trom Icruſalem towards the North, as Strabofaith, lib. 14. Itis 
in com paſſe 428 miles, veric fertile, powerfull, and {pacious for 
an lland. There inhabited init in times paſt nine kings, and (as 
Pliny ſaith 1b. 5.cap.3 1.) called Macaria, or one of the happie 1- 
lands : the inhabitants were: giuen much vnto luxurie-and vene- 
rie; from whence ithapned that Yenws was greatly honoured a 
mongft them. It is ſaidthat thereare manieprecious ſtonesfound 
in it,beſtdes Cryſtal, Allum,and Cypreſſe wood which abounds 
in that place, from which it ſeemeth the Iſland was called Cy- 
prus. There isalſo found manie {1mples that are Phiſicall,much 
Sack comes thence and manie other things neceſlarie for the life 
ofman: Herealſo ſtandeththe mountaineOlympus,whoſe top 
ſeemeth to touch the heauens, from whenceit-taketh thename 
becauſe there neuer lies anie clouds vpon it, Lucan. {i.2.Therearc 
foure mountaines ofthis name,the one lieth betweene Macedon 
and Theſlalie,the other in Cyprus; thethird amongſt the Myſi- 
ans,at the foot whereof Hanxiball built Pruſa; and rhe crunk in- 

Mthiopia,vpon the Eaſt ſide of Heliopo!is. 
There are manie cities inthis countrey,as Macaria, Cyprus or 
Cythera,after called Paphos,and now Baffa(in which there tan- 
deth ſuch afamous Temple, that Yew of that is called Cypria- 


and Cytherea) Nicoſia, and Salamus now. called —_ 
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There haue beene many cruell and ſharpe warrs betweene the 
Venetians and Turkes concerning this countric,but at this day 
it is vnder the iuriſdiftion of the Turkes ; from whence they 
fetch great aboundance of Pitch and Rolin for their ſhipsand 


cables.

Of Salamas. 


Alamis,Salamin,or Salamina,was oneof the principall cities 

of Cyprus, and was diſtant from Ieruſalem 196 miles to- 
wards the North, built by Tzacer the ſonne of Telanon,& ſcitua- 
ted in the Eubeian ſea iuſt againſt Athens. The occaſion why this 
towne was built, happened by reaſon of a diſcontent thatgrew 
berween Texcer and his father Telamon: tor Teucer returning Go 
Troy (not hauing reuenged the death of his brother Aax) fo 
much incenſed his father that hee baniſhed him his countrie, 
wherupon Texcer ſayled thence to Cyprus,where he built this ci- 
ty,and becauſe ofthe extraordinaric afftetion that he bore to the 
countrie where he was borne, calleditby the nameof Salamina, 
or Salamais. Saint lerome ſaicth,that there is a riuer of extraor- 
dinarie hot waterthat runneth through a great part of this coun- 
trie; and that it was once oucrcome by the Tews,and veterly ruj- 
ned and deſtroyed, but afterward repeopled and called by the 
name of Conſtantia. Thistown at this day is called by the name 
of Famaguſta,and was taken(with ihe whole [land of Cyprus) 
by Muſtapha chiete captain to Sel:mus the ſecond Emperour of 
Turkic, A.D.1 579. S-lonthat famousand notable Philoſopher 
was born in this towne. And Pauland Barxabas lailed out of Sy- 


ria and liued in this towne, Ac#.31., 


Of Paphos. 


His citic is ſcicuated vpon theſhore of Cyprus, 2 12 miles 
from leruſ:i!:m towards the North, and ſeemeth to rake the 
name from Paphus the ſonne of Pipmalion the Artiticer. In this 
townc there irood a notable Temple, built by that Priomalron in 
the honour of Yenxs; tor that (as it ſeemerh by the Poets)he was 
much giuen to women. Here Elimas that wicked Magitian(who 


as lome will hauc it)called himſelfe the ſonne of eſs; as others, 
the 
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we 


the ſonne of Ichouah) dwelt, whom the Lord by the hand of 


Paxl ſtruck with blindneſle. Herealſo Sergius Paulus the Pro- 
conſul was conuerted. 

I: was intimes paſt a goodly faire citie, asthe ruines thereofte- 
ſtifie tothis day; but now it is deſtroyed and almoſt deſolate. 
There (asitis for themoſtpart through that Iſland ) the ayreis 
impure and vaholſome,andthe ruins ofmanie goodly Churches 
and buildings are to be {eene, alſo the walls ota ſtrong & almoſt 
impregnable tower,(cituated vpon a hill in the middle of theci- 
tic,and,as may be thought,was ſometime the habitation of Ser- 
gius Paulus.There isallo thewen vndera certaine Church(which 
1n auncienttimes belonged vntothe brothers of the Minories) a 
certaine priſon deuided into ſeuen roomes, where Pauland Bar- 
nabas wereimpriſoned for preaching the Goſpel]. Here alſo vn- 
der another Church is found a Spring of verie holſome water, 
which is a preſent remedie for the Ague and Feuer. Here alſo is 
excellent wine. 

Of Perga. 

PErsz was a citie of Pamphilia, from whence Diana is called 

Pergea,becauſe there was a notable Temple in that towne 
which was dedicated to her. Itis ſcityatedin Aſtatheleſſe neere 
to Cheractus,as Prolomews (aith,but as Strabo ſaith, cloſe by Ce- 
ſtriaa faireand goodly riuer, 356 milestrom leruſalem towards 
the North. The countrey wherein this ſtandeth is tull of moun- 
taines,exrending from the mounraine Taurus (which beginneth 
in this place,abounding with. Vines,Oliues,and other fruits) vn- 
to the ſea. There are manic faire and fruirtull paſtures in it, and 
manic goodly and beaurifullcities,as Aſpendius,Phalelis, & this 
Perga,belides manic others needleſle to be named. There was y- 
fually cuerie yeare agreat feaſt kepthere in honour of D44ps : but 
Paul and Barnab 5 commingtothis town,converted moſt ofthe 
inhabitants tothe knowledgeof God and obhis Sonne ChrilſtIe- 
ſus, A&F.13,

JEonium was one of the Metropolitan cities of Lycaonia, as 

Pliny ſaith {ib.y £ap.2 7,(cituared not farre from the bowing of 
mount Taurus in Aſia the lefle,as Strabe faith ib. 12, 429 miles 
from Ieruſalem towards the North. In this citie Paul and Barna- 
bas continuedalong time, and did manie miracles, by which 
meanesa great multitude of the inhabitants were conuerted to 
che Chriſtian faith, 4&.13.1 4. Itisto this day a fairecitie, and 
vnderthe gouernment ofthe Turkes, who wan it from the Prin- 
cesof Caramanian. About 400 yeres before , there was a great, 
bactell fought cloſe by this rown,betweene the Saracens and the 
armic ofthe Emperour Conrad: the third , in which the Chriſh-

Philadelphus king of Pergamus , after whoſe name it was ſo 
called, as Strabs obſerueth 1b. 1 4; being diſtant from Ieruſa- 
lem 332 miles rowards the North. Paul and Barnabas ſayled 
out of Syria into this towne. Atthis day itis called Caralia. 
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The third Trauels of Paul in the comfanie of Sylas, 


SSTES N the fiftieth yeareafter the natiuitie of Chriſt, 
by SB] Pax tooke vnto him Sy/as,and going thorough 
F042: ml, Syria and Cilicia came to Derbe, which is 400 
SY FER miles, and there eſtabliſhed the Churches, 
F TW 47s 15.16. 

From Derbe they went to Lyſtra,where Paw 
circumciſed Timothy, AcF.16, which was 48 miles. 

In the 51 yeareafter Chriſt they went from Lyftra,and fo tra- 
uelled thorough Galatia,Phrigia,and being hindred by the ſpi- 
rit that they could not preachin Bythinia, they wentthorough 
Myſiaand ſo c1me to Troas ; where,by a vifion that Pas/faw in 
the night, hee was admonilhed to goe into Macedonia, 44.16. 
So thisiourney betweene Lyftraand Troas was 498 miles. 

Looſing from Troas,they ſailed with adire& courſe to Samo- 
thracia,which was 1 16 miles. 

From thence they ſayled tro Neapolis, which was 92 miles, 

From thence they wentto Philippos in Macedonia, which is 
24 miles, AcZ.16: here Lyddatheſeller of Purple was conuerted, 
and Pa/diſpoſleſſed adiuell; & then he and Sy/zs being ſcour- 
ged,werecaſt into priſan, Pas! being then about one and forric 
yeres of age, Ac#.16. 

From Philippos they went to Amphipolis , which was abour 
36 miles, L&.17. 

From thence they wentto Apollonia,which was 44 miles. 

From Apollonia they wentto Theſlalonica, where the Jewes 
ſtirred vp a tumulte,which was 80 miles. 

Whereforethey went thence by night and came to Berrhza, 
which was 69 miles : herealſo the lewes ſtirred vp atumult, 4. 
1 7. Theſethings hapnedin the Summer ſeaſon, awn.dom.y i. 

From Berrhza Paul was brought by the brethren to the Sea, 
whercentringinto a ſhip hee went to Athens, which was 2C4 
miles; where he converted Dieny/fiu 4 Ar From this

towne he wrote both his Epiſtles to the Theſſalonians, as the 
ſubſcription of theſe Epiſtles witneſleth, and ſent them to Thel- 
falonica : theſe were the firſt Epiſtles that Paw! wrote. 

Afterward he went from Athens & came to Corinthia , which 
is 74 miles: hecamethither about the beginning of Auguſt,a»zo 
domini 5 1 and continued there a whole yeare and ſixe moneths, 
preaching the Goſpell, and making Tents with Aquilla the Iew 
who was of that trade, _AZF#F.18. 

From Corinthia (aboutthe Spring awno dom. 53,) he went to 
Cenchrza with Aquil/aand Prifcills which was 3094 miles: there 
for deuotions ſake he polled his head. 

From Cenchrea hee ſayled in the companie of Aquilla & Pri- 

ſallato Epheſus,which was ſome 394 vey on here hee leftthem, 
ACts18. 

From Epheſus he ſailed to Czfarca Strato in Iudea,which was 

280 miles. 

From Czfarea he wentto Ieruſalem, which was 32 miles,and 
faluted the Church. 

From the citie of Ieruſalem the Apoſtle Paul went to Antio- 
chiain Syria , which was 28 miles. So all theſe Travels were 
21 54 mules. 


Of the townes ana places to which he trauelled. 
Of Cilicia. 

B Ecanſe you may read of Syria before, I will omit it,and pro- 

ceed to ſpeake of Cilicia. This was a countrey in Aſia the 
leſſe,ſo called (as fom would haue it)from Cilix the kings ſonne 
of Phoenicia : compaſled in vponthe Eaſt with the mountof A- 
monus ; vpon the North, with the mountaine Taurus; vpon the 
Weſt,by Pamphilia; and vpon the South, by the Mediterrancan 
ſea. Atthisday itis called Caramania, and is diftant from Jeru- 
falem 304 miles towards the North. In times paſtit was denided 
into two parts,thatis, into Ciliciathe Higher, and'the Lower. 
Cilictathe Higher aboundeth with mountaines ; the Lower, is a 
plainechampion countrey,veric fertile and pleaſant. The prin- 
cipall

cipall cities thereof are Tarſus,where the Apoſtle Pawl was born, 
and wheretheriuer Cydnus runneth thorough the midſt of itz 
Iſflus,where Alexander oucrcame Darim haſt Emperor of the Per- 
fians; Anazarba,where Dyoſcorides that excellent Phyſitian(who 
was of greateſtimarion with _uUnionizs and Cleopatra) was born : 
there are {ixe bookes yet extant of his profitable and neceſſarie 
labours in that (cience. 
From hence may be gathered that the ſcituation is ſtrong,and 
leaſant; in _—_ itis fortified on euerie (ide with mountaines, 
Ke principally with the mountain Taurus(made famous for the 
fertilitie thereof,and the paſlage of Alexander and his armie,who 
atſuch time as heconquered Darius, went by the ſtraight paſl>- 
ges of this mounraine, which were both dangerous and Aiffcule) 
and watered with manie riuers that take their beginning from 
that mountaine,& ſo paſleth towardsthe South thoroughall Ci- 
licia,and then falleth into the Mediterranean Sea. 


Of Galatis. 

Alatia or Gallo-Gracia,is a countrey of Aſia minor, diſtant 
from Icruſalem 490 miles; hauing vpon the Eaſt Capado- 
cia,vponthe South Pamphilia,vpon the Welt Bithynia, & vpon 
the North the Euxine ſea. Thecities ofthis countrey were in aut- 
cient times, Sinopis,where king Mithridates kept his court,& Dis- 
ines the Cinick was born z Amilſus,alſo Peſsinus, where the mo- 
ther ofthe gods was had in greathonour,& was fetcht thence by 
the Romans (this wasa famous marttowne,as Zzuy ſaithib.2g.) 
Laodicea, Tavius,and Ancyra, where there was held anotable 
 Synode: and in this large and ſpacious countrey alloſtood An- 
7 triochiaPilidia; forthe Galatians dweltin all Paphlagonia,apart 
of Lycaonia,Pilidia,and Ifauria : in which countriesthe Apoſtle 

7 Pas/taughtthe Goſpell of Chriſt. 
| Theſc inhabitants (which in thoſe daies were called Galatians) 
areſaidto be a pcople of Fraunce,who ioyning themlelues to the 
Cymbrians,Dancs,and Germans, vnder the condu@t of Brennws 
their Captaine, inuaded lealy : in which enterpriſe they were ſo 
forcunatthar 9s" conquered a great part of it, wherin they plan- 
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ted colonies;and,becauſc of their x to their own country, 
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in proceſſeoftime grew mightie; and from thar

countrey where they inhabired was called Cic rx ano 
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le. After, 


raki name partly ofthe pla of the 
ons and his armic making rs rec ou all 
Iraly,and came to Rome, whichthey wan and ſackt, all butrhe 


Capitoll,and that alſo was in great danger,vntil ſuch time as Ca- 
millus (a valiant Roman Captain ) taking aduantage of the ene- 
mies ſecuritic ( who now tooke more care how to fatisfie their 
couetouſneſſe than to defend what they had got) of a ſudden ſer 
vpon them; by whichvnexpeRedinualion they were-put toa 
maruelſous ſtraight,and the beſieged greatly encouraged; ſot:1at 
they alſo iſſuing out ofthe Capitoll, made ſuch a ſlaughter, that 
they forced Brenna and his armie to retire, and to reſtore all the 
pillagethat he had got, and alſo to forſake the countrey. This 
misfortunethey bore patiently,conſidering their former proſpe- 
ritie , and in hopeof better ſucceſle ſailed thence into Gracia | 
where,after they had attempted manie noble exploits,and failing 
in ſome,they determined a voyage for Delphos, becauſe there 
was great ſtore of treaſure, and the inhabitants ( as they ſuppo- 
ſed) weake to oppoſe their armie. In this expedition they vſed 
much pillage and robbing vpon the Seas; and through manic 
dangerscameatlength to this Iſle, landed their men,wan the ci- 
ric,hred a great part of it, and put manie of theinhabitants tothe 
ſword: with this vitorie,moſt of his armie which were more re- 
ligious then thereſt, would have willingly left thecountrey ; bur 
Brenynus,who before times had beene viced to facriledee;& thoſe 
that were as couetous as himſelfe , thought it baſeneſſe through 
an opinion ot holineſleto leaue ſo great a bootic behind them as 
was contained in the Temple of Apollo, (for that place of all the 
Temples of the world in thoſe times was notorious for riches 
and treaſure, the manie and great gratuities and offerings of moſt 
Princes,which were both magnificent &rich, beinghoarded vp 
1n the ſecret caues ofthis Oracle)wherfore they atremptedtheaf- 
fault, but with bad ſucceſle, for the diuel! raifed ſuch'a tempeſ,

manic of his ſhipps were {et on fire, andthe greateſt part of 
his 
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his armic loſt, being eyther ſpoyled with lighening , flaine by the 

' inhabitants,or diſperſed with feare. Such euent had this facrile- 
gious attempt. Thoſe that remained after they had gathered 
themſclues into a bodie,went thence into Aftathe leſſe,and plan- 
+ ted themlelucs in this countrey ; where the inhabiranrs in pro- 
celle of time called them Gallo-Grzcians , adding their 0- 
riginall nameto that ofthe countrey wherein they lived: and at- 
ter,for breuiries ſake, they were called Galatians,ſee Liw.lb. 5. Di 
odorus Siculus,l1b.6.faith that the inhabitants of Galatia were fo 
called of this people,in the time that Gidion judged 1{rael!, & thar 
Cyrus was Empcrour of Pecrlia, both may be true, conſidering 

the mutadilitic and change of States in thoſe times. ' 

Some thinke they were firſt called Galatians by Attalus king 
of Pergamus,(who gaue them a great overthrow cloſe by theri- 
uer Halym) becaulcthey originally were of Gallia,and continu- 
ed [ome time in Grzcia,and after came into Alia; ſo he ioyning 
thele two names into one, called them Gallo-Grecians,or Galla- 
tians. T his hiſtoric is diuerſly reported by diuers authors ; but 
all conclude that they reſted and inhabited in Aſia, wheretheir 
poſteritie continue to this day. 

In times paſt it was a veric warlike and generous nation,andin 
their expeditions performed manie noble exploits, attainingto 
eminence onely by their ſword ; for which cauſe manie Princes 
necre them were beholding tothem for their aide: but withall, 
cruell and barbayous,inſomuch as they oftentimes ear their cap- 
tiues,or offered them to their gods; and thusthey continued for 
the ſpace of 300 yeares, till Paw comming into that countrey 
preached the Goſpell amongſt them, and conuerted them from 
this Barbariſme to the Chriſtian faith, He ſentan Epiſtle to this 
people from Rome,which 1 200 miles. They in thoſe times held 
all Paphligonia,a part of Phrigia,Cappadocia,& of all the neigh- 
bouring countries thereabouts , which after their namcs was cal- 
led Gallo-Grzcia or Galaria : fuch a mightie nation was this 
growne1na {horttime, atfirſt being a peoplethruſt out of their 
own countrey for want of a place to inhabit in,as you may reade 
more at large in the fiftbooke of Zi#ie, whoſe authoritie I haue 


principally tollowecd herein. 
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Of Phrigia. 

PHrigia isas much to ſay asa drieand ſandie countrey, ſcitua- 

tedin Aſia the lefle, betweene Galatia and Myſia, 609 miles 
from leruſalem towards the Northweſt. It is deuided into two 
parts,the Greater and the Leſle : in the greater Phrigia ſtood 
Smerna; in the leſſe Dardania, ſo called of Dardanws who firſt 
built it ; in which towne there raigned manie wealthie & migh- 
tic Princes,as Ericthoniizs, Tros of whom it was called Troy, ws 
of whom it was called Ilion, Laomedox who was the father of Pri- 
am the laſt king thereof,forin his time it was deſtroyed by the 
Grzcians; ofwhich deſolation,becaule it is ſo common to the 
world, I leaue to ſpeake. 

It lay waſt ſo long, (although it had beene a faire and goodly 
citic,the like not in the world ) thatthe place where it ſtood was 
become like to a plaine held,only hereand there ſome heapes of 
old ruines,to ſhew that there had beenea citie in thar place : and 
as Virgil ſaid , 1am ſeges eſt vbi tro1a fuit , and corne now growes 
where Troy ſtood. A long time after,there were a certaine peo- 
ple that called themſelues Troians which rebuiltir, but not in the 
ſameplace,andin it eretedagoodly Temple in honour of the 

oddeſle Pallace : to which Temple, Alexander the great (after 
be had conquered Darizs king of Perſia, cloſe by the riuer Gra- 
nicus,which tooke the beginning in a mountaine not farre from 
Troy) went, and with {ingular gladneſlc and great folemnitic 
offered manierich and goodly preſents, inlarged the towne, and 
greatly adornedit. Butafterhehad endedthe Perſian warre,and 
conquered almoſt all the knowne world; he ſent veriekindand 
louing letters to theſe new Troians, promiſing not onelyto en- 
largethe towneand endow it with manie priuiledges and reuc- 
nues,burtalſo to build vp a faire and ſumptuous Templethere,as 
Strabo ſaith {1b.15. Allthis was done becauſe ef the loue he bore 
to Homers Iliads. 

Wherefore looke what Alexander had promiſed , Ly/imachus 
(one of his chiefe Princes, and king of Thrace) after his death 
performed; for he returned to Troy,enlargedthe citie,beaurified 
ie with goodly buildings,ſct vp a ſtately Temple, and then com- 

paſt 
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paſt it about with ſtrong walls. After this ſortit continued along 
time;vntill Fimbris,aQueſtor ofthe Romans (when he had ſlain 
Palerius Flaccus the Conlull, withwhom he was ſentagainſt Afi- 
thridates king of Pontus) belicged it, and within ten dayes ſpace 
wan it ; making his vaunts that hee conquered that citie inten 
dayes which _A4gamenmon could ſcarce doe in ten yeares: to 
which oneof the inhabitants of the citie anſwered, That then 
Troy had a He&or,but now it had none. But for this, he cruelly 
walſtedthecitie. This deſtruction hapned inthe foureſcoreand 
fourth yeare before Chriſt. Thusitlay deſolate till Auguſtus Ce 
ſarstime,who cauſed it againe to be reedified,, and beautified 

with many faire and goodly buildings; becauſecthe Romans,and 

eſpecially thoſe noble families ofthe 7uly and C 2ſars doe deriue 

their progenic from the Troians: for which cauſe _Muguftus v- 

ſed ſuch diligence in the _— ofthiscitie, & beſtowed ſuch 
infinite coſt,that he muchexceeded Alexander,and madeita faire 
and goodly citic. Atthis day itiscalled Ilium. Butin theplace 
ofold Troy thereis little to be ſeene,only aſmalltown,as Strabo 
faith. It is diftantfrom Ieruſalem 760 miles Northweſtward. 


of Bythinia. 

His countrey is oppoſite to Conſtantinople; ſcituated in 

Aſia the leſle,diſtant from Ieruſalem Northweſtward; and 
ſocalledof Bithywws the ſon of Iwpiter & Thyax. It was ſom- 
timescalled Pontus,Bebrycia , & yyeven » as Stephan ſaith. 
In this countrey the Apoſtle Paul could not preach the Goſpell 
of Chriſt when he went into Macedonia and Grzcia, becauſe he 
was hindered by the ſpirit, 45.16. The ame as cities thereof 
were Calcidon, Heracleca, Nicea, Nicomedia; Apatnea, Flauio- 
olis, Libiſla (where Hannibal lics buried,) and Prufa now called' 
yrſa,wherein times paſt rhe Emperours of Turkie kept their 
Courts, and were buried. The motherand Metropolis of all theſe 
cities was Nicea, or rather Nicza, being diſtant from Teruſalem: 
720 miles towardsthe Northweſt; at the firſt called Antigonia, 
of Antizonus the ſonne of Philip king of Alia,who built it aforetc , 

death of Alexander the great. But Lyſimachws called it Nite af 

ter his wiues name,and at thisday is called Nifla, The compaſle\ 
| L14 thereof 
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thereof is two miles,being foure ſquare,ſcituated (as Strabo ſaith 

kb.12.) ina faireand lent place, lying cloſe by the Poole of 
Aſcania, and hath init foure _ fanding in a diredt line, all 
which gates might calily haue beene ſeenc from a certaine ſtone 
which ſtood inthe middle of the market place. 

In this citiethe moſt Chriſtian Emperour Conſtantine the great 
celebrated a Councell anno domint3 2 5, at which time there were 
preſent 320 Biſhops, who condemned the Arrian herelie, and 
inſtituted the Niczn Creed. Burafter that,that is,azno dom. 26, 
the Arriansendeuouring to hold a ſecond Councell inthis citie 
to confirme their opinions, and to difſolue that which went be- 
fore,the Lord dre them with ancarthquake , by which al- 
molt halfe the citie was throwne downe. Nor long after, there 
hapned anotherearthquake which vtterly deſtroyed it: notwith- 
ſtanding,it was rebwlt againe, and init a ſecond Councell held, 
wherein the Niczn Creed was condemned. 

There were manie cities ofthis name; that before ſpoken of, 
anotherin Thrace,a third in France not farre trom the riuer Va- 
rus,a fourth(as Stephan ſaith) is amongft the Lorrenſesin Cre- 
cia,a fift in 1lleria, a ſ1xt in India, a ſcuenth in Corſica, and the 
cightin LeuAris of Boxria. 


of Myſka. 

Hisis acountrey of Aſta the leſſe, bordering vpon Helle- 
ſpongand Troada: being deuided intorwo parts, thar is, 

the Greater and the Leſle. Thar part that borderethvpon 
Troada,is diſtant from Ieruſalem 890 miles towards the North- 
weſt : butthat which is called Myliathe leſſe, and bordering vp- 
on Lydia,is 1928 miles trom Teruſalem towards the Northwelt. 
In thiscountrey ſtood Pergamus,to which 7ohn wrote his Reuc- 
lation, Sceplis,where one Nelews kept the bookes of Ariftotletill 
Apoloniustime,allo Antandrus, Adramytium, Tranoiapolis,and 

Apollonia,which ttood cloſe by the riuer Thyndzus. | 
heinhabitants were men ofa baſe conditionand contemned 

of the world,inſomuch as they became a prouerbe; for as often 
asa man would denotea thing of no eſtimation, they would ſay 
Viumum eſſe Myſornm, that is,[tis worle then the Myſians : as it 
| | appeareth 
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appeareth in Ciceroes oration for Flaceus, Yet notwithſtanding, 


Paul and 7ohn the Euangelift preached the doQtrine and light of 


the goſpell ro this poore and diſpiſed le,ſo thatthe $ 
which ner a collbini ptible wn, aborminabl nation ole al 
the world, were not ſo before God, for they wereconnerted at 
the preaching of 79h»and Paul : From whence he ſaith, Not many 
wiſe according to the fleſh,not many mightie, not many noble ; But God 
hath choſen the fooliſh things of this world,that they mizht confute and 
ouerthr owe the wiſe, &c.1.Corin. 1. 

In times paſt they were a great people,though of ſmall eſtima- 
tion ; for they had vndertheir juriſdiction Lydia, Caria, Perga- 


mus, Thyatira, Sardis, Philadelphia, and Laodicia: to many of 


which 7ohn wrot his Reuclation, Alſo (as Herodotre faith lib. 
7.) the Myliansand Teucrians, before the Troian war, paſt in- 
to Europe and there wan and held Thracia, Macidonia, and all 
the land to the Adriaticke ſea &c. 


Of Troas. 


T He citie Troas, where Paul raiſed Eutichns (which _ 

happie or fortunate)trom death to lite, As 10. ſtood vpon 
the ſea of Helleſpontin Afia the leſle, 729 miles from Ieruſalem 
towards the Northweſt. 4ntizonus king of Aſiacalled it Troas, 
becauſe it was in thecountriewhere Troy was. Bur after the 
death of Alexander he called it afterhis owne name, Antigonia : 
And the better to honour it,kept his court there. But Lyſimachus 
king of Thrace hauing got thiscitic into his wriſdiRion,beſtow- 
edgreatcoſt vponit, and ſet vp many faire and goodly buil- 
dings,then called it after Alexanders name,Alexandria,and fo, 
ir began to be called Alexandria Troas, Pln.lib,5.Strabo lib.13. 
Terome de lecis Hebracis, Now it wascalled Alexandria Troas to 
put a difference between it and diuers other cities of that name : 
for there was an Alexandria in AEgypt,another in India, &ma- 
ny others elſe where; butonely thisin the countrie where Troy 
ſtood. It was ſcituated in a high and ſpacious mountaine, about a 


mile anda halfe from the ſhore of Propontas towards the Eaſt,, 


betweene which and Troada is twentie andcightmiles. 
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It is a thing worthie obſcruation. to.conlider by what diuers 
names the ſea thatlyeth betweene Europe and Aſia the leſſeis 
called, for between Conſtantinople and Calcedoniagcloſeby the 
Euxine ſca,it is called Thracius Boſphorwsz in which place itis not 
abouec halfe a mile broad : here Xerxes when he inuaded Gracia, 
built vp a bridge for his armie to paſſe ouer. There is alſo ano- 
ther ſtraite and narrow place in this ſea, which is called by the 
nameof Cimmerius Boſphorius : theſe two Boſphor!, are lo called 
(as ſomeauthorshol 9 becauſe a Bull when he loweth may be 
heard from the one ſideto the other ; but Phay ſeemeth to derive 
the name from 70, that faire maide, which 1»piter-turned into a 
Cow,who ſwam ouer this ſea, andof her was called Boſphorwo, 
[i6.6.cap.1, It isalſo called Propontus, becaulcitlyeth iult before 
the Euxine ſea; and Helleſpont, from Helle the daughter of Atha- 
mantis king of T hebes,who was drowned therin : then running: 
thence it falleth into agulph ofthe Mediterranean Ocean, an 
thereit is called the Agean ſea, of Aigews king of Athens who 
drowned himſelfe therein for the ſuppoſed loſle of his ſonne 
Theſews, In this ſea were ſcituate the I les of Pathmos, Mytelene, 
Samothrace, Chius, Lesbus, and manic other Iſles, as you may 
reade in the Traucls of Saint Paw. 


Of Samothracia or Samothraces. 


Amothracia is an Iſle of the Aigean ſea, ſcituated betweene 
Troadesand Thracia, 880 miles from lerulalem towards 
the Northweſt, cloſe tothat part of Thracia where Hebrus fal- 
leth intothe ſea; ſometime called Dardania, of Dardanus king 
of Troy , who when hee had ſlain his brother 1afius and taken 
from him the Palladium, hee came firſt into Samothraciaand 
then into Alta, where he firſt laid the foundation of the citie cal- 
led Troy and of that kingdome. And althoughthis Ile atthat 
time was called Dardania, yet becauſe of the necreneſſe that it 
boy to Theoghane the —_— ro the qoehe Rowen es it 
QOnec the name; but then eſpecially, when le 
called At thither to inhabicewho - 4 oor. 
called it Samothracia. It tood vpon ſuch a loftie place, that

You may alſo read of it in Strabolib.,13, andin the 4A7rrap.16. , 
where it is ſaid, That ſaint Paw ſayled from Troadis to Samo- 
thracia, and ſo went thence into Thracia,and came to the citic 


of Neapolis. 
Of Neapolis. 


His Neapolis to which Paul went, was a citieof Thrace,not 

far from Macidonia,880 miles from leruſalem towards the 
Northweſt ; which was alſo of ſome called Caurns. There ate 
many other cities of this name,one in Indea,where Sichem and 
Sichar ſtood ; another in Caria,a third in Aﬀrica,a fourth it Pan- 
noniaz but above all, that which flandeth in Campania is the 
moſt remarkable, being the chiefe citie of the Neopolitan king- 


dome. 


Of Philippa. 


T His citie in times paſt was called Crenides, becauſe of the 
veines of gold that were found cloſe by it. But after, Philip 
king of Macidon, father of Alexander the great, cauſedit in the 
yeare before Chriſt 3 54,to bereedifiedand in and then 
after his owne name called it Philippos. It was (citnated in Gre- 
ciacloſe by the riuer Stridon(936 miles from lerufalem;towards 
the Northweſt) and indowed with many priuiledges. In thoſe 
times the gold was ſo much increaſed in this place,that the reue- 
nue thereof was worth vnto this king more than athouſand ta- 
lents,which at 4550 li. thetalent amounteth to forrie flue tmillſ- 
ons of pounds yearely : by which meanes king Philip grew (0 
rich, thathecauſed his gold to be coined, and calledit after his 
owne name,Philippian gold. To this place Pawcatme and did 
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manie miracles,taughtthc Goſpell,and conuerted manic. From 
hence he wrotehis ſecond Epiſtle to the Corinthians, and ſentir 
ro Corinth ; even 292 miles. Hee allo wrote an Epiltle from 
Rome to the Chriſtians of this towne, and ſent it them by the 
hands of Epaphreditus,cucn 628 miles. It was afterwatd a Coulo- 


nie ofthe Romances. | 
Of Amph1ipolis. 


His wasaCitie of Macedonia, compaſled about with.the ri- 

uer Strymon, from whence it tooke the name; and was di- 
tant from I[cruſalem 960 miles towards the Northweſt. Here al- 
ſo the Apoſtle Paul was, Act.17. 


Of Apollonia. 


His was a citie of Mygdonia,ſcituated not farre from Theſ- 

ſalonica towards the Weſt, cloſe by the riucr Echedorus, 
948 miles from Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt : being ſo cal- 
led from Apollines, which {ignihes the Swpne : it ſtood twentie 
miles from Theſlalonica. There are manie other citics of this 
name; one ſcituate in Grecia, cloſe by the Adriatick ſea; ano- 
ther,among the llands of Thrace; a third, in Creet, on this {1de 
the river Iſter; a fourth, in Syria; and a fift, in Africa amongſt 
the Cyrencs. 


of Theſſalonia or Theſſaloxica. 


His was a citie of Macedon, in auncient times called Halia, 

becauſe it ſtood vpon the lea ; atter,called Therma,of the hot 
bathes that were 1n 1t;and laſtly Theſlalonica,ot Philiptheſonne 
of 4myntas king of the Macedonians, who gaue it that name ey- 
ther ofthe great vitory that he had againſt the Theſlalonians,or 
clle after the name of his daughter called Theſ/alonica , who was 
the mother of Caſ/andrs: it ſtood cloſe by the Thermaick gulph, 
not farre from the mouth ot the riuer Echedorus,932 miles trom 
TJeruſalem towards the Northweſt. The Apoltle Paul taught 
publiquely in this citic,and there conuerted a great multitude of 
people, A&7.17.

T Hisis a citie of Macidon, ſcituated vpon the river of Ha- 
lakmon 960 miles from Ieruſalem cowards the Northweft. 
In this city the lews ſtirred vp a greattumultand (edition again 
the Apoſtle Pawl, A&#.1 7. Arthis day it is called Voria.

j fem wasthemoſt famous citie of all Grzcia, the mother of 
the Arts,&a bounritull nouriſher of large and mightie colo- 
nies, in that part of Achaia, called Ae, or Attica. It was ſci- 
tuated vpon the ſhore of the Mediterrancan ſea, 720 miles from 
Icruſalem towards the Weſt. It tooke the name froma diuine 
knowledge, for the word is derined of *«« and »7:,that is.the mind 
of God.lt was at firſt built by Cecrops,fiue yeares before Moſes fled 
outof MZgyptinto the land of the Midianites,and of him called 
Cecropia. This Cecrops was the firſt king thereof, and there ſuc- 
him at leaſt fortie, who were both famous and worthic 
Princes. But after, it was called Mopſonia, of £3:opſw king of 
Theſlalic :and after, Ionia, which nameitheld for a while : and 
laſtly, Athens(dedicated to Pallace, which goddeſle the Grecians 
hold was borne of the brainc of 7picer) by which name it was 
knownea long time: for it wasacuic of learning, and the mo- 
therof allarts. Thereliued in this towne Solon, Socrates, Plato, 
Ariſtotle, Demeſthenes,and many other excellent Philoſophers. 

It was ſcituared vpon a faireand ſtrong rocke, eanitied with 
many goodly Temples and buildings, but principallythat of 
Ainerua was moſt ſumptuous : in which there hung a great num- 
ber of lamps which gauea continual light,there was alſo the mo- 
naſteric of the holic Virgins, and the image of Pallace madeall 
of white luorie, verie courious and coftly . There were many 
ſcholes, colledges, and pleaſant gardens in which Philoſophers 
vied to walke, and it abounded with ſweet and dcleable mu- 
\ ficke,andwithgrear reſort of merchants and ſcholers. And to 
conclude, in thoſe times was the moſt notable citic in the world. 

Moreouer there were many prohrable hauens for the receipt 


of ſhips,butthat which was called Pirzum exceeded, being +1 
pa 
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able to receiue forty ſhips;*beautified with many goodly build As fome for. 
m__ in compalletwo miles,fortified with ſeuen walls, andioi- © b 
ningto the cite (whereof Terence writeth in Eunuchus AFus 3. 4 
Sceh. 4.) Artjchis dayitiscalled Porto Lini, fortified with two 8 
walles foure miles in length, extending to the hill Muni 9 
whichis the ſirname of D:ans(being wm Tung a 
Cherſoneſſe) and ſo joyned totheciticof Arhens. In which di - 
ſtance there are rwo other hauens beſidesthat of Pirzum. In this 
Tupiter had a magnificent temple,and in it there were found ma- 
ny very artificiall tables, piQures,and grauen images, which are 
at this day all deftroyed and taken away. 
Ithath beene three times deftroyed; firft by Xerxesand Mar» 
donius,which happened in the yeare before Chriſt 479 : then b 
Lyſander, who brake downe a hundred of the wall,and 
moſt vtterly deſtroyed their ſhips, and broke downethe hauen 
of Perza ; it wasallo ſorely oppreſt, by the Romans,and they al- 
ſo brake downetheir hauen,and burnt theirſhips,but ſpared the 
towne and held it ingreat eſtimation. But it was the thirdtime 
ouerthrowne and vtterly deſtroyed by the Turkes, who both 
changedthe place and name of the cinie, after irhad flouriſhed 

1 13 yeares. Atthis day it is diuidedintothree parts, and called 
by e name of Sethina, becauſe of the varietic of the inhabi- 
rants thatliue in it,being very well peopled, and a faire and ſpa- 
cious citic,but much altered from that it was in times paſt : for 
although before it was the very mother of eloquence,and glory 
of Arttica,yet atthis day it is ſo much altered,char their language 
is baſe, and their glorie is "—_— The vppermoſt part of theci- 
tic, where in times paſt the Templeſtood dedicated to the vh- 
knowne god, is now wholly and abſolutely in the hands of the 
Turke, in which they haue builta ſtrong and almoſt inuincible 
caſtle, which hath the commandof ther reſt of therowne + rhe ſe- 
cond and middlepart of the citie, is all inhabited by Chriſtians: 
In the third there ftandeth —— c, ſupported 
with marble pillars and adorned with goodly workes.. by this 
part of the citie there inhabiteth people of divers ſeas andcon- 
ditions: Here alſois the ſeate of a Metropolitan,who hath vnder 
him many Biſhops : ſo tha God doth ſupportand — 


ee

his church euen amongſt the enemics thereof, for there are foure 
Patriarkes in. Turkie,towhich all the other Chriſtian Metropo- 
liransand Biſhops are ſubict, and theſe, the Patriarkeof Alcx- 
andria,C ntiochia,and Jeruſalem. 

Paxl was the firft man that preached the goſpell of Chriſt in 
this citie,and conuerted many citizens, buteſpecially Diony ſius 
the Arropagite, who dwelt vpon a promontorie without the ci- 
tic, and as it ſeemeth, was one of the principall Iudges and Go- 
uernors of the towne : for after he had taught publiquely in the 
towne, 2nd had diſputedagainſt the Iews and Philoſophers con» 
cerning Chriſt,they ſuppoling him to bea buſie fellow,and one 
worthic of death, asa diſturber of the common peace, brought 
him before this Dionyfizs that ſo by his iudgement hee might re- 
ceiue condigne puniſhment for his oftence.But faint Paw! ſo wel 
behaucd himſelte,and preached with ſuch admirable eloquence 
and learning,that he not only confuted hisenemies, butamongft 
others conuertedthis Dizephae n= Rn afterwards was 
the firſt Biſhop of Athens (as Ew/eb1«s faieth 1i6.4.cap.23.) and 
went captiue with Pa} to Rome, and from thence to Paris in 
France,where he was crowned with the wreath of Martiredome 


under Dionyſiws the Emperor. 
Of Corinthis. 
(, Oninthus isa famous citic in Grzcia,ſcituatedin Peloponel- 


ſus,apleaſant countrie of Achaia, joining to the continent 
of Grzcia,like an Iſthimus or Peninſula,diſtant from Icruſalem 


760 milesrowards the Weſt, commonly called Corantha,buile 
as Euſebiws (aieth by Siſiphus lonne of <Aolws, at ſuch time as 16- 


ſa iudped Ifraell, who wasa mightie pirare. At firſt it was but a 


caſtle, and after his name called Siſipyhus: but after becauſe of 
the ſtrength of the place and pleaſant ſituation, it became a 
faire towne,and called by the name of Corcyra,as Strabsſaieth; 
then Ephym of Epiyr«,who was afaire & goodly Nymph, and 
Queeneof that place. Now although eucnin thoſe times it was 
held in great cſhygation ; yet it became much waſted and dec 
ed through the continuance of time, vntill it was repaired by 
king Corzwthw,who as ſome thinke was the ſonne of gy 
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Swidas faieth, the ſonne of Pelsps; others would haue him the 
ſonneof Orefts : and after-hisname was'called Corinthghar is, 
the flowerof Maides. | Wy 

Irwasa faireand goodly citie, very commodiouſly built, for 
it ſto0d betweene the two teas of lonium and AEgzum, ſathat 
there reſorted {thither great multitudes of merchants from all 
places. Cloſe by the citie there (tood aftcepe mountaine, which 
was asit were a bulwarke for the defence therof, being 560 feete 
high,and called Acrocorinthus, that is,the gloryand ſtrength of the 
Corinthians. It was allo compalled about with ſtrong walls,and 
beautified with many goodly buildings & remples, butabouethe 
reſt, the Temple of Yenws was had in great reputation, which(as 
Straboſaieth) ſtood vponthe topot the mountaine Acrocorin- 
thus, whereinthere were abouc a thouſand maides proſtituted 
eucry ycare. This Temple was hadin ſuch great honour, and 
was'ſo gloriouily buik, chat aboue all the places of the'world 
there was reſort vnto it:Cloſe by it ſtood the ancient caſtle called 
Syſyphius,builtall of white marble ; anda little below that, the 
fountaine of Pyrenededicated to the Muſes. 

There were many mighcie Princes that ruled in this citie, as 
Alethes who was king thereofar ſuchtimeas Samnell iudged Iſra- 
ell, which was 1193 yeares before Chriſt; hee beſtowed great 
coſt vpon it,ſct vp many faire and goodly buildings, andruled 
ouer it thirtic _ five yeares, as Ewſebizs laieth. After himthere 
ſucceeded many kings, by whoſe worthineſle and prowelle it 
was ſo much inlarged,and made ſo famous,that it was little infe- 
riour to the citieot Rome: forat ſuchtimeas Embaſſadors were 
ſentthenceto intreat of ſome buſlineſle concerning the ſtate, The 
Corinthians did notlet to giue them many reprochtulltermes, 
4s Strabo faicth hib,8, becauſe of which infolencic the Romanes 
ſent Lucius Munmus the conſull,into Gracia,who beſieged Co- 
rinth,and within a {bort time tookeit, and burntit downe to the 
ground, inthe yeare before Chriſt 145, of which you may reade 
more in Florus,and in the ſecond Decad of Zynie. It was a mar- 
uelous-rich towne, and abounded with gold, liluer, and Wa 
braſſe, alſo with plate, and curious picures : ſothatalchou 
Mummimns conquered Colt pet Corinth conquered —_ ; 
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for the citizens therof were ſo bewitched with the riches and glo- 
ric ofthis rowne, that they forgar their auncient ſcueritic, and 
with violence followed their vices,as Salsſt ſaith kib.1. So that as 
before Corinth abounded with luxurie and diuers other abho- 
minable euils, as whorcdome, adulterie, fornication , couctouſ- 
neſſe,idolatrie,rapine,and murther : ſo Rome in future ages be- 
cameas bad or worſe then it. 

Thus it continued waſt from that time till 7#lius Ceſar was 
Emperourof Rome, who hauing trauelled into thoſe parts of 
the world,and ſcerethe ruins of ti citic, and the proheable ſci- 
tuation for trattique,cauſedirto berebuilded-: after which timeit 
began to grow == and ſpacious, little inferiour to the former 
plorie,& no leſle corrupted with vices, hauing forgot the former 
miſcric which it ſuſtained by the hands of the Romanes; and fo 
continued from the yeare before Chriſt 44, vntill the yeare after 
Chriſt 41 ; at which time Paw/came thither & preached the Goſ- 
pell,by whoſe diuine doQrine and godly lite and conuerſation, 
they were conuerted from their euill courſes,and lived more ho- 
lily and honeſtly, as appeareth by the two Epiſtles of Saint Paul 
wrote from Philipposto theinhabitants of this towne. 

Bur after,they falling from their faith and forſaking their aun- 
cient integritie, the Lord puniſhed them with a ſecond deſolati- 
on: forat ſuch time as _ſUmwurath Emperour of the Turkesgrew 
to eminencie,and had conquered Theſlalonica,Boztia,and At- 
eica,he came intothis Iſthmus, and made all Peloponeſfus tribu- 
tarie to him. Then after him Mahomet the ſecond ( althoughthe 
inhabitantsof Corinth had fortified their citic with three walls, 
and madeitſo ſtrong thatit wasthought to be almoſt innincible) 
belicgedit and wan it,anno domint 1458 , about ixc yeares after 
Conſtantinople was conquered bythe Turkes. But now itisin 
the commaund of the Venetians,and that and all the countrey is 
called by the name of Morea, as itappearcth in the Turkiſh Hi- 
ſtorie, lrb.10,

The Trawels of Paul. 


The fourth Perigrination of the Apoſile Paul. 


FITIEZN the yeare after the nativitic of Chriſt 53, Paw/went 

2 7 from Antiochia in Syria, and came to Galatiaand 

AY Laodicia in Phrygia, and thence wrot his Epiſtleto 

=——_ 7imothie, asit appeareth by the ſubſcription of that 
Epiſtle,which was 3 miles. 

From Laodicea hce wentto Epheſus, which was 280 miles z 
and there appointed 7/orhie to be a Biſhop, anddaily diſputed 
in the ſchole of a certaine Tyrant, and did many miracles, as it 
appearcth 4.19. 

From Ephefus he came to Troada, which was 290 miles, 
where when he could not tind Titus,he grew penliue in ſpirit, 2. 
Corinth. 2. 

From Troada he failed into Macidonia and came to Philip- 
pos,which was 233 miles: trom hence he wrot his Epiſtles tothe 
Corinthians, and ſent them to Corinth,which was 292 miles. 

In the ſame yearcalſo Paul paſling through Gretia (in euerie 
place where he came preaching and viſiting the Churches, AF. 
19.)at length came to Corinthus, which was 480 mules. 

In the 5 7 yeare after the natiuitie of Chriſt, when Paul had 
wintred amongſt the Corinthians, In the Spring (that hee _— 
auoid the deceits of the Iewes who went about torake away his 
life)he wene thence, andreturned to Philippos, which was two 
hundred nintic and two miles ; where he celebrated the feaſt of 
Penticoſt, A&.2. 

From thence he failed to Troada which was 232 miles,where 
heraiſed Emtychus from death to life, 4.20. 

From Troada he went to Aſſa,whichwas thirtie and {1x miles 
Aet.20. 

From Aſla he ſailed to Mileten, which was 769 miles, Ac#.20 

From Mileten he went to Chius,which was 64 miles, A&#.20. 

From Chius he ſailed to Samus, which was ſixty miles,&&con« 
tinued inthe Iſle of Trogyllius, which wascloſeby Samus,asPl.. 
faieth /zb.5.6.3.and Stra.yb.l 3. 
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From Trogylius he ſailed by Epheſus, and cameto. Miletys 
which was one hundred and ſixtie miles. From thence he ſent 
meſſengers to the miniſters of Epheſus, commanding them to- 
have a ſpeciall care to the flocke of Chriſt, which he had purcha- 
ſed with his pretious blood ; and added rhat he was ſo muchthe 
more importunate in that behalfe, becauſe they ſhould neuer ſee 
him againe : whereforethey imbraced Paw with great lamenta- 
tions and ſorrow, A#.2. | 

From Mylctus hee and his companions went with a dire& 
courſe ro the Ifland of Cous, which was 200 miles, AGF#.z 1, 

From thence the next day they went to Rhodes, which was 
84 miles. 

From Rhodes they went to Patara,which was 109 miles. 

From Patara they failed to Tyrus, leauing Cyprus vpon the 
left hand, which was 3So miles; where hee found ccrtaine diſci- 
ples,and remained there ſeuen daies, AcZ.21. 

From Tyrus Paw/and his companions failed to Prolomais, 
which was 24 miles. 

From thence they came to Czſarea Stato, which was 44 
miles; there they remaine« in the houſe of Philip the Euangcliſt, 
who was one of the ſcuen Deacons with Stephen, A. 21. 

From thence Paul went to Icruſalem, which was thirtie and 
ewo miles; and there abour the feaſt of Penticoſt hee was taken 
by the Iewes, impriſoned and ſcourged, A##.21.Atthis time Paul 
was about 47 yeares of age. So all theſe trauells were 3396 
miles,

And firſt of Aſſus. 


C Oncerning Laodicea to which Pau/trauelled you may read 

betore.I will therefore proceed to Aﬀus, which was a towne 
within the Iuriſdition of Troada, ſcituated cloſe by the Xgean 
ſea,709 miles trom Icruſalem towardes the Northweſt, as Stra- 
ba laieth 11h, 13, wonderfully fortified both by nature and art, 
ſo that itisathing almoſt impoſible to bee conquered. There 
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is found cloſe by it the ſtone called Sarchophagus, in whichifa- 
nie manscorps be buried,within the ſpace of fortie dayesitis vt- 
terly conſumed all but the teeth,as Plawe ſaith 41b.36.c,17,Inthis 
citic Cleantes the Stoicke was burne, as Chryſappus laith, 


of Aftylene_. 
He Iſle and towne of Mirylene is ſcituated in the Zgean 
Sea,52 4 miles trom Jeruſalemtowards the Northweſt. In + 
times paſt called Lesbus,which obtained the whole iuriſdi- 
Rion and gouernment of Troada. Ir is in compaſle 136 miles, 
and containeth in length from the Northto the South 56 miles. 
In itthere is found much matter for the making and calking of 
ſhips. There were manie goody cities in it, as Mitylenc & Dir- 
rha,which ſtood vpon the Welt part ofit; alſo the Metropolitan 
called Lesbos, Ereſſus,the hauen of Antifla, and Mithymna. Of 
Lesbos in times paſt this whole Iſle was called Lesbus, vntill the 
citic of Mitylene grew famous : was ſo called of Mztylenethe 
daughter of Macharus,as Diodorws (aith {ib.4z and after that cities 
name it was called Mitylenc. There were manic other goodly 
cities which ſtood in this Iſle , bur they were eictherconſumed by 
earthquakes,or drowned by the ſea. The land thereof was veric 
pleaſantand fruitfull, bringing forth grapes whereof there was a 
veriecxcellent and cleere wine made, which they of Conſtanti- 
leprincipally liked. There alſo is found great (toreof Cyprelle, 
Pines. and; plentic of Figgs come thence. Their horſesare veric 
ſtrong, but of a low ſtature. Itis verie mountainic, and peſtered? 
with wilde beaſts. 

There were manie famous men that liued and were bornein 
this countrey, as Pittacis one of the ſeuen wiſe men of Greece, 
Alieus the Poet,and Ulimenides his brother, Diophanes the Ora- 
tor,and Theophanes who wrote the ats of Pompey the great (as it 
appeares in Tullies Oration for Archia) Theophraſts allo that no= 
table Philoſopher (who at firſt was called Tyrtamanus, then Eu- 
phraſtus,that 1s,4 god Orator ;) and laſtly Theophraſtus, that is,a 4#- 
wine Orator, This man wasan excellent Perapetetick and ſcholer 
_ to Ariſtotle, whom he ſucceeded in his Schole,and had ewothou-

His isan Weſciruated in the AEgean ſea, diſtant from Teruſa- 

km fixe hundreth milestowards the Northweſt, being 112 
miles incompalle; theprincipall citiethereofis called Chios,ta- 
king the name,as ſome ſay,from the Maſtick tree, whichſweateth 
onta certainegutn,of the Syrians called Chian, and by vs Ma- 
Rick : this Maſtick 1sthe beſt in thoſe parts of the world. Ephorms 
callerh it by the auncicht name Aralit; but Cleobolus, Chit; ey- 
ther becauſe of the Nimmph called Chion, or elfe becauſe of rhe 
whitenelle of the ſoike. There are others tharcall it Patyuſta : 
andrhere are ſome who derive the name of Chius from the Tem- 
ple of 4polle that ſtandeth in it,called Chion. There ftands tn ir 
afaire and goodly mountaine called PeJlenzum , from whence 
the inhabitants digge verie excellerit Marble. Alſo in times paſt 
the beſt Malmſey came thence, burtin'theſe dayes it is brought 
from Creete, 


Of Samus. 

T His isan Iſle and citie ſcituated in the Afgean Sea, vpon a 

highorloftie piece of ground, ſorhat from thence the inha- 
birants might ſee intoall the countries necre adioyning, lying 
ypon the coaſt of Ephefus and Tonia, 56o mites from Teruſaltem 
towards the Northweſt ; nwas in compalſle 88 miles,veric fertile 
and pleaſant, much exceeding Chins although it bronghrforth 
no Wine. Intimes paſt it was called Artemiſia; Parthenia, and: 
Stephane; taking thoſe names from a:crownorwreathe of fiveet 
{ſmelling flowers,of which there were grearplery in this Tſe. THe 
Poets fainerhat 7wno was both botnc-and brought 'vpitrit , and

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roo much libertie againſt Pompey was baniſhed) Timothins the 
muſitian,and Pittacws the philoſopher,beſides many others. 

But of all theſe Thales - Atilefius was held in greateſt cſtimati- 
on. becauſe he was thoughtto be the firſt thattaught natural Phi- 
loſophy, and the Mathematickes amongſtthe Grecians. He was 
the hrlt alfo that foretold of the Eclipſe 'of the Sunne abour ſuch 
eimeas the batre}{ was fought berweeneCyaxaresfarther of 4/ty- 
aves king of the Medes, and Halljartes father of Creſus king of 
the Lydians, which was about the foure and fortieth Olimpiad. 
There came vnto him a certaine man, who asked him whar was 
the hardeſt thing in the world,he anſwered /e/pſum noſſe to know 
himſelfe. Another came to him, and askt him how he might doe 
to liuciuſtly,he anſwered S/ que in alys reprebendimus ipfi non fa- 
ciamus,that we do not thoſe things whichwereprehendin others, 
Hee died about the 58 Olympiad. Meletus at this day is called 
Melaſa. 


: Of Cous. 

His is one of the Cyclad lands, lying in the Zgean ſea, 

bordering vpon Caria; being ſo called from the vaultsand 
caues that are ihr, and diſtant from ITeruſalem 5 24 miles. It hath 
a city called afterthe ſame name, wherein there was a ſtately tem- 
ple builtin honour of 70: and another ſtanding in the ſuburbs 
thereof dedicated to «&/culapivs : this was 2 very ſumptuous 
Temple, and made very rich, becauſe of the many preſents and 
gifts that were ſentand dedicated to it. When the Romans had 
obtained the command of this Iſle, 0/7auius the father of Augu- 
ſts Ceſar tooke out of this Temple a naked Venus,which was a 
goodly image, andcarried with him to Rome, in honour of his 
progenitors,who deriued their progenie from her. 

Itis in compaſle fiftie and ſ1xe miles, being fo pleaſantly (citu- 
ated, thatit was a {ca marke to mariners, very fruittull,and bring- 
ing forthaboundance of wme and like, by reaſon of a certaine 
filh that was found there, from whichthey got great plentie. Sec 
Plin.lib.1 1.cap.22. 

There were many that liued only by weauing of (ilke : and a- 
bouc thereſt, there was one Pamphila the daughter of Plates thar 
was moſt excellent in that arr. |

_ There were many famous men thatwereeither borne or li- 
ued in that countrie,as Hippocrates that excellent Phyſitian,' 4pel- 
les that notable\painter, Sms the phyſitian, Philetas the poetand 
orator, Niciathe prince & tyrant of Coos, ariſes the Perripate- 
rick, and Theommeſtws that notable politition. Ar this day this Ile 
i3 within the Turkilh Empire, and by them called Sracu; Alſo the 

rincipall citie thereof is called by the ſame name, and wholly 
inhabired by the Turkes; two townes being only inhabited by 
Grecians : Butthere are many thar dwell in ſtrong caſtles com- 
paſſedwithround and ſtarely towers. The countrie is very fer- 
rile,abounding with catrel, and the mountaines thereof arelictle 
infcriour to thoſe of Creet, 


Of Rhodes, 


Tz Citie and Iſte of Rhodes (which is-fo called from the 
ſiveete ſmell of Roles) is ſcituated in the mediterrancan ſea 
a little from Aſla the leſfle, vpon the South ; being diſtant from 
Jeruſalem 149 miles towards the Northweſt,as Srrabo faith .1 4. 
!t isin compaſle 112 miles. It wasat firſt called Ophy,then Sta- 
tilia, and after Telchin of the inhabitants thereof which were 
called Tilchines, a people which, as ſomeſay, were witches, 0- 
thers ſay curious Artificers, and werethefirſt that found outthe 
making of braſſe and yron. At laſt ittookethenameof Rhodes 
from the principall citic that ſtood init: for there were three ci- 
ries in it,that is Lyndus, Camirus, and Ialyſlus. In Lyndus,Cleo- 
bulus one of the ſeuen wiſe men of Greece, and Chares that fa- 
mous Statuary,who madethe Colloſſus which ſtood in this Iſle, 
were borne. Ialyſſus of a roſe thatwasfound in it, was called 
Rhodes, being {cituated vpon an exceeding high promontorie, 
lying towards the Eaſt part of that Iſle. This exceeded the other 
two cities both for ports, waies,walls,and other ornaments; and 
the inhabitants were gouerned with ſuch excellent lawes,and ſo 
Skilfull in navigation, that it might comparewith the ſtrongeſt 
citieof the world,and for a long time hadthe commaund of the 
Sea round about, and vtterly abolliſhed all pirats and robbers 


from thole parts, 
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Diedarus Sicwl.l;b.6.laith that it was called Rhodes of Rhodia a 
faire and beautifull maide,who was dearly beloued of 4pe/lo,and 
therefore this [land was dedicated tothe Sunne for , as.Solinwus 
faith,though the heauens be neuer ſo cloudie, yet the Suynne {hi- 
nethin Rhodes.  Pindarws the Poct{becauſe of the fertilitie of the 
ſoile,and the exceeding opulencie of the inhabitants) ſaith, that ie 
rained gold in that countrey. In former times it flourithed with 
learning and goodarts, inſomuchthat the Romans for themoſt 
part ſent their children to be brought vp at Rhodes. The Ifleis 
verie fruitfill,and bringeth forth manie things neceſſarie forthe 
maintenance of life, but aboue all a cerrainc red Wine which the 
Romanes did greatly delight in,and valueditata high price. In 
this citie lived thatnotable Painter called Protogimes which Apel. 
les conqueredin that ſcience,as Plinie ſaith lib. 3 5.c.10, 

Demetrirs king of Alia erected a notable Colloſlus or ſtatye 
ofthe Sunnein this Iſle, which that notable Caruer Chares made, 
being outwardly all of pure Brafle , but within nothing but 
ſtones: it was ſcuentiecubites high, and fo artificially made, that 
iewas accounted for one of the wonders of the world. After- 
ward it was carried into Egypt bythe Egyptians who wan the 
towne. This l{leis famousto this day. Intimes paſt it was ac- 
counted one ofthe keyes of Chriſtendome, but at this day ſub- 
ied vnto the Turkes: ofwhich you may reade more inthe Tur- 
kith Hiſtorie. 


Of Patara. 


PAtara wasa Citic of Licia, fo called of Patarws the builder 
thereof, who was the ſonne of Apollanes or Lacones, as Sirabs 
and Serxixs ſaith: it was ſcituated vpon the South (ide of Alia 
the lefle,cloſe by the ſhore of the Mediterrancan ſea, 408 miles 
from leruſalem towards the Northweſt. Ptolomems Philagelphites 
king of Egyptenlarged this citic,andcalleditafter his (iſtername 
Arſunoes Lycs1ca, to put a difference betwceene it and other cities 
calledafter that name; forthere was an Arlinoe in Egypt, and 
another neere Cyrene, where Apolloin certaine moneths of the 


Winter ſcaſon by the helpe ofthe diuell gaue anſwer to them at 
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ſought after him. S.Pav{wasin chistowne, Ads 11, There wa 
alſo another towne ofthis name in Achaia, where S. Andrew was

Inthe 59 yeareafterthe nariuite of Chriſt, Paw] —— 49 
yeares of age orthereabouts, was ſent by Portins Feſtines Preſiden 
of the lewes, to Rome : fo Paul ſailed from Czlſaria Srrato to' 
Sidon;whichwas 84 miles, Ads 2 7 

Fromthence Paw ſailed cloſe by Cyprus, becanſe the wine: 
was contrarie, &cameto the ſeaoueragainſt Oilicia,(whichwas 
verietroubleſome ) and ſo paſsing by Pamphilia rheycamew: 
Myra,whichwas 480 miles. «, 

Looſing from Myra they ſayled to Gnidum,which was 248 
miles, Ac#.2 7. 

From Gnidum they ſayled towards the South, and cameto- 
Crete,and lo paſſed by the townes of Salmo, Laſza, and Aſus, 
and ſo eame to Phoenicia,which'was 1 80 miles.. | 

From Phoenicia they came to the Ifland'of Claudia, which: 
was 108 miles. | 

From the landofClandiatthey cameto Melite, whith now 
xcalled Mata; in which place they ſaffered (hipwrack-, and. 
Panl\nouke ofthe Viper off hishand imothe fire, and didnan- 

gie- 
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nie other miracles; which was 720 miles. 

From Malta they ſayled ina thip of Alexandria to Syracuſus 
in Scicilia,which was 1 80 miles: Paul at this time was 5o yeares 
of age, A5.28. 

From Syracuſa they ſailed to Regium,which was 52 miles. 

From thence they went to Patcola,which was 1 64 miles. 

From Putcola they went to Apiforum, which was 12 miles: 
there certainc Chriſtians of Rome came to meet them, aboue22 
miles,and recciued Paul with great friendſhip. 

From Apiforum they led him to Tribatera, which is 6 miles, 
and there he met more Chriſtians. 

From Tribatera he wentto Rome, being 16 miles, where hee 
remained two yeares priſoner,and there wrete his Epiſtles to the 
Galathians, Epheſians, Philippians, Coloſhans, Philemon, and 
the Hebrewes. So all theſe Travels were 2390 miles. 

Andin the whole, from his firſt beginning vntill his being pri- 
ſoner in Rome were 19270 miles, 

But being deliucred out of priſon , the laſt ten yeares of his 
life,he did not onely preach the Goſpell in Aſta and Creta, where 
he appointed his Diſciple 7imothyto be a Biſhop, and in Mace- 
donia,where(being in Neapolis)he wrote an Epiſtle to 7:t#,and 
ſentit vnto him aboue 300 milesto the Iſlandof Creta; butalſo 
- hepreachedthe Coſpell,and ſpread the word of God abroadin 
the countrey of Spaine, Roz. 1 5,which is diſtant from Jeruſalem 
2 800 miles : and being the ſecond time impriſoned in Rome he 
wrote his ſecond Epiſtle to' Timothy, and ſent it aboue 996 miles 
to Epheſus. Notlong aftcr this,hee was beheaded in Rome,in 
the place called Viao#enſi. 


Of the townes and places to which he trauelled. 


Of Antipatris. 
He Towne of Antipatris is diſtant from Ieruſalem 12 
miles towards the Northweſt. In times paftit was called 
Caphar Zalama,thart is,a village ofpeace. There Iudas Mac- 
chabews ouercame Nicapor,t .

There came manie learned men out of this towne,as Eudoxwe, 


Agatarehides, Paripateticus,Theopompus,and others. 

This towneis yet ſtanding, and (asitis rhought) it tookethe 
nameof the Fiſh Gnidus whichis taken there in the ſea; which 
filhis of fo ſtrange anature, that if you take it in yourhands it 
ſtingeth like a Nettle. Ar this day this towne hath another name; 
andis called Cabo Chrio,as Couradies Geſneras in his Onomaſlti-

He Iſlandof Creta tooke the name (as Strabofaith) fromthe. 

people called Cureres that dwelrin this Iſland: thoſe people 
vied to cutallthe haire off rom the foreparts of their heads, and 
therefore they would not endure or ſuffer anie man'to weare his 
haire being in rhe warres ; for whic hcauſe in the Grecian tongue 
they were called Conrctes, & intime this name by corruptionof 
ſpecch was chrunged and theycalled Cretans. This I{land ſtan-- 


deth in the Mediterrancan ſea,betweene Gracia and Africa,600. : 


miles 
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miles from lerufalemtowardsthe Weſt. It isa great I{land,being 
209 miles longe40 miles broad,and in compaſle 588 miles: itis 
verie fruirful of Cypreſſe trees, Malmſey, Sugar, and other ſpices. 
The Malmſcy taketh thename from the towne of Maluelia in 
Pcloponeſſus, ſtanding vpon the point of Malta, right over a- 
ainft Cretaor Candiazand at this day the like Wine is made in 
Creta,&called by the ſame name,from whence itis commonly 
brought vato vs, though in times paſt it came outof this Lland 
of Chius. 

Amongall the hills thatare found in this Iſland of Creta, the 
hill Ida is moſt ſpoken of; becauſe of the height: aboutit ftandeth 
diuerstownes and villages : it hath manichills and woods; for 
the Iſlandis verie full of ſweet Cypreſle trees , inſomuch that 
there are woods ful ofthe. Plinie writeth,that vpon atime there 
was ſuch an earthquakein this Iſland, thatone of the hills remo- 
ued,out of which there camea man being forty cubices high. In 
this Iſland thereare no venemous beaſts, but intimes paſt it was 
inhabited by cruel! people, of whom S. Pau! complaineth in his 
firſt Epiſtle to Tirws,cap. 1. where he rehearſcth the ſaying of Epi- 
menides which was after this mancr, The people of Creta are alwayes 
kiers,euill beaſts and flow bellies. And to conclude, they reſemble 
ſome ofthe Friers among the Papiſts; for asthey are idle people, 
and (haue their heads; ſo werethe men of Creta. Titus ( Pawls Di- 
ſciple) was a Biſhop in this Ifland,and S. Paul wrote an Epiſtle to 
them,and to Nicapolis, and ſent it them aboue 320 miles. This 
Iilandin timepaſt was very rich and populous, forin it there was 
100 townes; the chiefeof which were Gnoſlos, Cortyna, and 
Lydon, but Gnoſlos was the moſt principall & ancienteſt,wher- 
in king Mines kept his Court : in it the notable Geographer Stra- 
bo was borne. 

This towne of Gnoſlos in times paſt was called Ceratur,ofthe 
river Cerata which paſleth by it; but now,it andall the Iſland is 
called Candia. The Venetianscueric! three yearcs appointed a 
new Duke to gouerneit. Inthis {ſand ſtood the rownes of Sal- 
mona and Laſsica,(by Pliniecalled Laſas,) and in themiddle be- 
tweene thoſe two townes was the haven of Gutfurt, wherof Saint 


Lnke maketh mention in the Acts ofthe Apoſtles,cep.27. layings 
That 
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That Pau/counfailed the Saylersthatwere in the ſhip to anchor 
there,and ſtay the Winter ſeaſon in that Iſland: bur Coe 
of the ſhip gaue more creditetothe Maſter of the ſhip, thento 
pars ore in theend they were in danger ot their liues, 
The townes of Salmonaand Laſgica, with the haven of Gurfurr, 
lay Southward in this Iſland, vpon the coaſt of the Mediterrane- 


an ſea; ſomewhat diſtant from them ſtood therown of Aſſon, by 


Pliny called Alum, where they hoiſed out their boateandayled 
Northward, and becauſe they had a faire South winde, they 
thought to ſaile to Phoenicia,a hauen in Creta,but the wind com+ 
ming abouttothe Eaſt, drauc them backe againeinto the ſea, by 
which meanes they werein'dangeroftheir liues. 

This [land was brought vnderthe ſubie&ion ofthe Romans 
66 yeares before the birth of Chriſt, and ſo for along time conti- 
nued,vntill the Saracens entred therein , and rooke it from the 
Romans, 800yearesafter the birth of Chriſt. After that, inthe 


yeare of our Lord 979, the Emperour of Con 
the Saracens our ofthe Hland,and kept it; butin the end the Ve- 
netians _—_— it vnder their fubietion and ſeigniorie, in the: 
yeareof our Lord 1202,and atthis day it is called Candia,

(*Encars an Iſte not farre from Creete, lying towards the 

Southweſt in the Mediterranean ſea,2 88 miles from Teruſa- 
lem towards the Wet : atthis day it is called Porto Gabaſv; here 
the Saylers,the Apoſtle Paw/ and the reſt ofthe companic, haled- 
oner-board their Cock-bokt andtycd it to their Ship, and fell 
to tawing leſt they ſhould haue beene ſunkeinto-Syrtis,a dange- 
rous gulph vpon thoſe ſeas, 4&5 2.7.

"Tis js2 eulph of the ſtalying vpontheſhore of Africa, in 
whichthe water is both troubleſome andthe ſhore dange- 


rous,becauſe ofQuick-ſands; and in this there are wwo places 


moſt remarkeable, called bythe name of Syrtes, from drawing; 
and attrafting ſhips vnto them, by which they were ett 
dangered : the one was called the Greater, the other Lefſe; the

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greater lay 1000 miles from Jeruſalem towards the Weſt, but the 
other lay vnder the Iſle of Mylete towards the South , being di- 
ſtant from Ieruſalem 1320 miles towards the Welt : in this place 
it was where Pauland his companions were in ſuch danger,men- 
tioned 485.27. 


Of Mylete_. 


His I{land was fo called from the great aboundance of hony 
that was found in it ; butat this dayitis called Malta,ſcitua- 
tedin the Mediteranean (ca, 13 40 miles from Ieruſalem rowards 
the Weſt. Iris verie pleaſantand fruittull; bringing torth great 
plenticof Wheat, Rye,Flax,Comin,Cotron, Figs, Wine, Roſes, 
Violets, Tyme, Lauender,and manic other ſweet and delightful! 
hearbs from whence Bees did gather grear plentie ot hony. The 
Sunncis veric hotein this Ifland,inſomuch that by the extreame 
feruor thereof, the inhabitants looſe their naturall complexion, 
and looke ofa tawnie colour. In Summer cuenings there falleth 
reat plentie of dewes, whereby thecarth is retrcſhed, andtne 
earbes increaſed. There is neither ſnow nor froſt ſeene in it, for 
the Northerne windes(which with vs arc the authors of cold and 
froſts) with them procure raine,which greatly retreſheth and in- 
creaſcth the fruits of the carth ; ſo that the paſtures and meadows 
become verie pleaſant and tull of grafle : and although tbe but 
25 miles long,and Co miles about,notwithſtanding it 1s very po- 
pulous; forin thecight pariſhes thatſtand in this Iſle, there is 
numbred abouetwentie thouſand men. The inhabitants are ve- 
ric honeſt, religious,and godly; and the women faire,chaſte,and 
modeſt,torthey neuer come abroad but with their taces coucred. 
The children that are borne inthis country feare not any ſnakes, 
ncither are hurt by aniething that is venemous, inſomuch that 
they wil take Scorpions and cate them without danger,although 
in all other parts of the world thoſe kinde of creatures are moſt 
pernitious. Inthis Iliealſo there are bred a kind of Doggs that 
arc but ſmall, yet verie white and {hagged, and ſo louing that the 
inhabitants of all the neighbouring countrics will buy them , 
though it be at deare rates. 
T he chicte citic thereof ( called Malta,) is fo ſtrongly _ 
oth 
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both by art and nature, thatit is almoſt impoſsibleto be conque- 
red,vnleſle it be either by treaſon or tamine, The tower or caftle 
thereofis fortiied with the knights of S. Johns Order, who haue 
mightily expreſt their valour and reſolution in defending this 
rownefrom the Turkes. About a mile from this, the ruines of a 
goodly faire citicare tobe ſcene. And vpon the Eaſt Promon- 
roriea little fromthecitie of Malta , there are yet remainingthe 
decayes (which arc worthie to looke vpon)ota goodly Temple 
dedicated to uno: it ſcemeth, by what remaineth,that this church 
hath bina faire and goodly thing in times paſt. 

There isallo here andthereinthe earth found certaine braſſe 
monies , hauing vpon the one fide a ſuperſcription written in 
Greeke letters, and vpon the otherthe image of «ne. There ſtood 
ypon the South {ide of Maltaa Temple dedicated to Hercules, 

eruines of which are yetextant; and in itthere are found Mo- 
numents worthie admiration. Art ſuch time as the Captaine of 
AMaſſaniſſa king of the Numidians had conquered this Iſle, a- 
mongſt other precious things that he found in theſe Temples, he 
tooke thencea great deale of goodly Juorie : but that religious 
king did faithfully reſtore all thoſe things back againe, and dedi- 
cated them to the ſeuerall Temples. Thus we may perceiuethat 
the inhabitants of this Ile of Malta were wholly giuen to Idola- 
trieand ſuperſtition,vntill ſuch time as Pawl by the inconſtancie 
and vehemencieofthe wigde was driuen vpon it,and conuerted 
them from that perucrſe and profane worthip to the Chriſtian 
religion,at ſuchtimeas hee ſuffered ſhipwrack and wintered a- 
mongſtthem, :4s 27. The inhabitants ſhew vpon the North 
partof this I{le,the place wherethe {hip wherin the Apoſtle Paul 
was,was caſtaway : in which place they haue built vp a Chap« 
ell, and dedicated it to Saint Paw. They ſhew alſoa caue in 
which (they ſay) heliued: and they verily belecue that he expel- 
ledall venome and poylon out of that Iſlandar ſuchtimeas hee 
was there. | 

It was firſt ſubie& vnto the Africans, as may appeare by cer- 
taine marble pillers whichare here and there found, in which 
there are ingrauen auncient charaers of the Carthaginians,not 
much vnlike to Hebrew letters. _—_ although the inhabitants 
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arc Chriſtians, yet their ſpeech is much like vnto that of the Sara- 
cens,which differcth little or nothing from the auncient Punick. 
At ſuchrime as Dido built Carthage(which isthought to be 899 
yeares before Chriſt) Bat was king of this Iile, and held acon- 
federacie with Dido : for when Hyarbas king of the Gelutians 
made watre vpon Dido becauſe he could not obtaine her in ma- 
trimonic, ſhe receiued aide from this Battws : and when for the 
louc of res ſhe had killed her ſelfe, Hyarbas hauing conquered 
Carthage,banilhed her [iſter ;Anne,who was entertained by this 
Baits. But Hyarbas taking that vnkindly,made warre vpon Bat- 
ts,& conquered the I{le of Malta; ſo it continued in the iuriſdi- 
ion of the Carthaginians along time after, vntill the Carthagi- 
nians were conquered by the Romans. And then one Tits Sem- 
pronius (about ſuch time as Hanniball brought his armie before 
Trebia)wan it,which was 217 years before Chriſt. And after, it 
continued vnder the iuriſdi tion of the Romans 1 3o years. And 
then it was conquered by the Saracens,but they held itnotlong; 
for Roger Norman king of Scicilia got [tout of their power, Anno 
D. 1990. And ſoit continued inthe hands of the Scicilians till 
the yeare ofour Lord 15295: & then Charlesthe hrſt (being Em- 
peror) gaueit to the kinghts of S. Johns, vpon condition that the 
ſhould oppoſethe Turkilh Gallies , && defend thartpart of Chrt- 
ſtendom. So the knights of $. 7#hn,together with their goucrnor, 
ſailed to Malta, and ſo fortihedit thatitis impoſstble ro be taken 
vnleſle it be by tamine or treaſon. There were manie famous Bi- 
ſhopstharliued in thisplace,& verie deuoute Chriſtians. In the 
time ofthe Emperor Theodoſiies there was a Councel held, wherat 
there were preſent 240 Bilhops. Atthis day this Biſhoprickeis 
ſubie& tothe Archbiſhop of Palermo : Jy the chicfe gouerne- 
ment ofthe Ifleis in the power ofthe knights of $.lohns,&c.

T His wasacitieof the Iſle of Scicilia, built by one Archya of 

Corinth,ſtanding cloſe by the ſca ſhore vpon the North fide 
of the Iſle,2756 miles from Ieruſalem w—_ the Weſt. It was 
a faire & goodly citic,in auncient time called Tetrapolis, becauſe 
it was dewdedintothree parts : one of which parts ſtood in the 
ile 
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Ileof Ortygia, 26 from the continent with a little firaight | 


ſea,and withthat famous fountaine of Arthuſia ; the other part 
was called Acradine; & the third, Tycha; to which in after times 
there was built vp a fourth, and called bythe name of Neapolis. 
Allthis citie was compaſledin with three walls, ſo ftrong, and fo 
admirably tortified both by natureand art, that it oppoſed the 
Carthaginians in equal warre.It was called Syracuſe,from draw- 
ing orſucking ; and in proceflc oftime obtained the whole juriſdi- 
Aion and gouernment of that Iſle; which was ſo well peopled 
in thetimeof Dyonſius the tyrant, thathe wasableto make and 
maintaineand armic of one hundred thouſand foor, and twelue 
thouſand horſe. There were two hauens in that part called Orty- 
gia, which were ſo maruelouſlly fortified with ſuch hugerockes 


and other munition, that they were wonderfull to looke vpon. 


Thereallo ſtood a caſtle or tower called by the name of Mercia, 


which was ſo ſtrong,that when all thereſt of the towne wascon- _ 


quered, yet that maincained war fora long time. In this hold the 
kings & tyrants of this countrie viſually kept their treaſures,and 
other things that were materiall. There were many worthie and 
famous princes thatruled in it; but abouethem all Dyoniftzs the 
Elder exceeded the reſt : who when hee ſaw what aboundance 
of veſſels of gold and filucr Dyoni/irs the Younger had heaped 
together, cryed out and ſaid ; 11 te regins affect us non eff, quiex 
tanta poculorum wvi amicum neminem conciliaſti; verily the mind of 
a king isnot in thee, that out of ſo many cups couldeſt procure 
no friend; Forafter, hee was baniſhed and conſtrained to keepe 
a ſchole. Both theſe Dmmoyſians were learned men and great Phi- 
loſophers. Itis thought thatthis Iſſand was ſomcrimeapart of 
lealic, and ioyning tothe field of Brutzus ; but in time, through 
the violence of the ſea, ſeperate from the continent : from 
whence it was called Sicilita, and alſo Trinacris, becaule there 
werethree mountains ſtanding vpon three promotaries inthree 
ſcucrall parts of it, giuing the proportion of a triangle. For 
there was an angle towards the South called Patinus, another 
towards the Southweſt called Lilybzus, and another called 
Pelorus, which lay diſtant necre about two miles from ltalie.

but now the Spaniards haue the chicfe gouernement ofit.There 
* are manie things remaining to this day worthic obſeruation,and 
memorable, but aboue all the mountaine Atna, which ſtill ca- 
ſeth out fire and ſmoake &c.

Of Rhegium. 

His was a towne of Italy belonging to the family of the Bru. 1 

tians; at firſt buile by the Chalcedonians and Meſlenians,vp- 
onthe vemoſt bounds of ſtaly towards the Scicilian ſea,being hi. 
ſtant from that Iile 60 furlongs ; and called by the name of Rhe- 
gium,as ſomethink,from R v » p o, to breake : forthat neer about 
the place where thattowne ſtood,the ſea being verie tempeſtuous 
broke the Illeof Scicilia,from the continent: others think it was 
called Regium, becauſc it was ſolſtrong and beaurifulla citic that 
it might well haue beene the ſeatof a Prince. Cloſe by this citie, 
inthe Scicilian ſea, there ſtands a rock ſomething aboue the wa- 
ter repreſenting in figure the proportion of a man, and round a- 
bout itare to be ſcene other little rocks like barking dogs. Inthis 
placethe water is ſo extreame violent, and runnes with ſo ſtrong 
a current,rhat it is veric dangerous for Marriners ( bur eſpecially 
to ſuch asare ignorant) to ſaile that way : from which danger the 
Poets madethis Verſe, to (ignifie a man that ſtood in a dange- 
rous and doubttulleſtate

Secking to ſhun Charibdis curled waues, 
He thruſts himſelfe into ſterne Scilla's iawes. 


3utthat Marriners might auoide theſe dangerous places, vpon 
the North Angle of Sciciha in the Promontorie of Petorus,there 
'Serected a loftie tower which ſtands for a ſea-mark,that ſo they 
by that diretion might paſle ſafe by theſe dangerous places of 
the ſea.Not farrefrom Scylla, is to be ſcene another town of that 
rock called Scyllacus,but of the inhabitants it is commodbly cal- 
led Scyglius, and Scyglio; and Rhegium alſo at this day is cal- 
led Rezo,and Regpio , of Antimneſtis Captaine of Chalcedon, 
andas Strabo faith,(/.6.)is ſcituated in Calabria, i 332 milesfrom 
lcruſfalem towards the Weſt.

8 His citie is in Campania, a countrey of Italy not farre from 

Naples,bcing ſcituated vpon the ſeaſhore, 1388 miles from 
Icruſalem towards the Welt ; taking that name from fountaines 
or Wells ot hote water, being built by the peoplecalled Salami- 
; ans,as Enſebius ſaith, about ſuch timeas the Tarquines were ba- 
niſhed Rome, 597 yeares before the natiuitieof Chriſt. In aun- 
cient timesit was called Diczarchia, becaule of their ſingulariu- 
ſtice and noble gouernement. But when the Romans made warre 
againſt Zanniball,they tortitied this town to withſtand his forces, 
and then calledit Puteoly,which name itretaineda longtime af- 
ter : at this day it is called Puzzoli. 

At this citiethe Apoſtle Paul & his companions arriued when 
they ſayled vato Rome, A527. Betweene Putcoly and Baia 
there lyeth the Lake of Lucrinus,into which (by the commaund 
of Agguſtrs Ceſar) there was a Dolphine throwne: now there 
was a young youth called Simon the ſonne of a poor man dwel- 
ling in Baia,who vſually played amongſt other youthes vpon the 
bankes of this lake,and ſeeing the Dolphin (it being a ſtrangefilh 
inthoſe parts, and veric amiable to looke vpon ) did take great 
delight in it,and oftentimes fed it with bread & ſuch other things 
as hee could get : inſomuch as the Dolphin, whenir heard the 
boyes voice vpon the banks ofthe riuer, would reſort to him and 
recciueat his hand his accuſtomed tood. Thus it continued ſo 
long that the Dolphin would ſuffer the boy to handle him,take 
him by the gills, play with him, yea and ſometimes to get vpon 
his back,then ſwim with hima great mu into the Jake and bring 
him backeagaine,and ſuffer him to goe ſafe vpon the ſhore. At- 
ter this maner he continued for manie yeares together, and in the 
end the youth diced ; yet the Dolphin mk, vnto his vſuall 
place expetting his accuſtomed tood from the handes of this: 
youth; but miſsin g him, he left the ſhore, languiſhr away,anddi- 
ed.

Of Colloſſa. 
} [him is acitie ſcituated in Phrygia, a countreyin Aſia minor, 
cloſe by the riuers of Lycus and Meander, 529 miles from 
Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt, notfarre from Laodicea; be- 
ing ſocalled from the mightie ſtatues and Colloſlos that were ſer 
vpinit. Thele cities Colloſſa,Laodicea,and Hierapolis ( where 
the Apoſtle Philip was put rodeath) inthetenth yeare of Nero, a 
little before the martyrdome of Paxl, were ſunke with an carth- 
quake : which without doubt was a great judgement of Gad vp- 
on them, becauſethey refuſed the grace and comfort of the do- 
Arine of the Goſpell which was offered vnto them by the Apo- 
ſtles. TheEpiſtle of Pau/dedicated to the Colofsians was ak 
by the hand of Oncſ1mus from Rome to theſe towns, which was 
1080 miles. Foralthough the Rhodians were called Coloſfsians, 
becauſe ofthat famous Colloſlusthat ſtood there yet this citie 
wherein Archippus and Philemon dwelt (to whom Paul direted 
that Epiſtle) ſtood in Phrygia, a countrey of Alia the lefle, and

Of Nicopolis. 


| N Icopolis is acitie of Macedonia, ſcituated cloſe by the riuer 


Neſlus,not far from Philippus,vpon the borders of Thrace, 
920 miles from leruſalem towards the Northweſt. From hence 
the Apoſtle Paul wrote his Epiſtle to Titus, and ſent it ro Creet, 
which was 609 miles. Thereare manie other cities of this name: 
oneſtanding in Epire,built by Aug»? ; another betweene Ci- 
licia and Syria, built by Alexander in glorie ofthe viftorie that 
hee had againſt Darius a fourth in Bithynia, a fiftin the Holy 
land, formerly called Emmaus. | 

Of Rome. 

His citie, ifa man do but rightly conſider the deriuation of 

thename out of Hebrew , was not built withoutthe finou- 

lar prouidence of God : being deriued of R o ,which -n 
nifeth, he hath exalted, or made high. But the Grzcians deriue it 
from R o ws x, which ſignifieth ſfrength and power. Now al- 
though the prouidence q God extendeth to cueric creature, 
nay tothe veric hairesof a mans head ; yet where he determines 
to 
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to expreſſe his ſingular power, there he worketh beyond the ex- 
peRation of man : and who knowes not that the beginning of 
this citie was meane, raiſed from a confuſed companie,deftitute 

both of ciuilitie, comunitie, and lawes; yet hath beencand for 

the moſt part istheglorie of the world,and the great comman- 

der of the princes of theearth? 

It was ſo called at firſt by Romulws(as Zinie aieth lib.1.) who 
firſt built it, ſeuen hundred fifticand one yeares beforethe nati- 
uitie of Chriſt: being ſcituated vpon 7 hills,thatis Capitolinus, 
Palatinus, Auentinus, Czlius, Exquilinus, Viminalis., and 
Quirinalis. But after, when the citie was compaſled about with 
walles,the hill Ianiculus was incloſed within it. The valleys that 
lay betweene theſe hills , were ſo raiſed vp with arches, vaults, 

and artificiall mounts, that in proceſle of time they became le- 
uell with the top of ſome of theſe hills. It was beautified with 
faire and ſumptuous buildings; ſo that as it was the head of the 
world for command & power, in like maner it exceededall the 
reſt of the world for glorie and riches, but principally for ſtately 
buildings. There were many goodly Temples dedicated to 
Inpiter, Apollo, Aſculapius, Hercules, Diana, Tuno, Mimerua, Lucia, 
Concordia, Fides, Piet as, Pax Vittoria, Iſis, beſides many other de- 
dicated to other gods; but aboucall that was the moſt ſampru- 
ous that was called Pantheon deorumat this day called the church 
of Alhallowes. 

Moreouer here was to beſcenethe princely edefices of kings; 
Emperours, Conſuls, Senators, Patricians, andother Romans 
which were mightic in wealth and ſubſtance; built all with poli- 
ſhed marble,bewntied with gold and filuer: beſides pallaces;bul- 
warkes,thcaters,triumphantarches,ſtatucs,& ſuch like; all which 
were both glorious and greatly adorned thecitie. But aboue all 
theſe,the houſe of Nero was moſt worthie of obſcruation, which: 
ro ſee to,was built all of burniſh gold, very curiouſly wrought. 
Here alſo ſtood the monuments of the two Ceſars, Inliue & Aw 
guſt us; allo their ſtatues,the one made of pure brafle,the other of 
white marble.Beſidesthere were many fruittull orchards,water- 
courſes,and holeſome bathes, brought thither by Antonius, Nero 


Diocle an,and Conſtantine the great, 
Alſo- 
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"= Al ep et Conſtantine creed many goodly churches 


for the vie of the Chriſyans,& indowed them with great means; 
and amongſt the reſt that which was dedicated to ſaint John of 
Latteran,a faire and goodly church, and forriches and curious 
workeman{hip might compare with the ftatlicſt Templesthar 
cuer had beene inthe world , moſtof the ornaments and images 
being made of gold and (luer: hee alſo erefted the Vartican, 
which was dedicated to ſaint Peterzan another holy houſe dedi- 
cated to ſaint Paul; in either of which he placed their ſenerall ſe- 
pulchres and monuments, beſtowing extraordinarie coſtto bew- 
tific them. So many werethe gifts and gratuities of this Em- 

our, that they can ſcarce beenumbred : ſo tharalthough the 
Em peror Traiane,and Boniface the fourth,Pope of Rome,beſtow- 
ed great colt to beautific and adornethe citic ; yet werethey no- 
thing comparable to that which this Emperor did. Theſe things 
then being preſented to your viewe, you. might iuſtly ſay thar 
Rome'in her proſperitie and eminencie-was the gloric of the 
world : but as all eftatesare fickle and vncertaine, ſtill ſubie& to 
varietieand change ſo was this: hirſt enuied of the world, be- 
cauſe of the extreame oppreſſion of her gouernours; and after 
made deſolate by violence and force, all her former glorie bein 
eclipſed, and the greateſt part of theſe goodly buildings I 
Icuell with the ground. Thus haue I ſhewed you what Rome 
was whenit wasin her proſperitic, It reſteth now to ſhew what 
Romets. 

Rome atthis day differeth as much from the auncient Rome, 
as the ſubſtance from the ſhadow : for although the Pope hath 
beautified and adorned the Weſt part of it with manie faire and 
goodly buildings,and called it by the name of New Rome; yet 
1sit nothing comparabletotheauncientcitic,as itwas when Au- 
guſt us, and Conſtantinethe great were Emperours thereof: ney- 
ther doth it ſtand in the auncient place. Forthe firſt citie food 
vpon the Eaſt ide of Tiber this, vpon the Welt ; the chiefe part 
ofthe other ſtood vpon the mountaines Capitolinus and Palati- 
nus,vpon which were the ſtately buildings of Senators , Kings, 
and Emperours : but now they lye deſolate and waſt, The Ca- 
pitoll alſo,& the Temple of 7upiter Feretrim(goodly — ) 
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charrhey are a 
grace toall Rome, thereft are but ordinarie and common buil- 
dings. Thus may youſeethat there is nothing in this world but 
hath a period,to whichif with much labourit attaineth, then ir 
commonly declinethfeldome continueth : for who knowes nor 
with what labour , what perrils by ſea, what dangers by land, 
thorough how manie forreine warres and Domeſtick editions, 

Rome was raiſed to her greatneſle ? And how ſuddenly was all 
"this loſt? Whatthe vertuc and wiſedame of graue and reſolute 
Conſuls, Captaines and Commaunders had with great hazard 
heaped vp; thruſting their Capitol and other Treaſurics ful, with 
the triumphant ſpoiles of forreine nations, was left to beconſu- 
medeyther by ſeditious ſouldiers or prodigall Emperours , and 
the State lefr as a prey to thoſe that were mightieſt : ſo that they 
were accounted moſt honourable, that with moſt iniurie could 
get to themlſelues either countenance to ouerſway authoritie,or 
opulencie to purchaſeeminencie; infomuch that there hath bin 
noattion ſo cuill,nor any attempt ſo perniciousin formertimes, 
but may be matcht in the declining ofthe Romane Stag, Where 
more murthers ? where morecorruption ? where more Oppreſh- 
on then is mentioned in Hiſtories to be prattiſed amongſt the 
Romans ? the lives of men,the ſtate of Prouinces,andthe crowns 
of kings, ſold for money. But now her timeis finiſhed, and her 
ruins are left for ſucceeding ages to admire; thatſoin beholding, 
they might learne to know the difference betweene vertue and 
vice,and from thence conclude, That there is nothing perma- 
nent; and that thoſe things wherein men moſt gloric doe often- 
times ſooneſt decay. For if thiscitie which commanded the na- 
tions and Princesofthe earth(whoſe Colonies, Armies, Legions, 
confederacics, and treaſures, were ſo mightic and extendedſo 
Þ farre,that there was almoſt no countrey vnconquered ornation 
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thatdid notfeare toheare the inhabitantscherof named) is made
